N the firft:ten Books, I colleGed the moft 
Dae Hiftories of the German Nati tions, ‘to 
the Beginning of the Monarchy of the 
Franks.. This Volume contains a’ Continua- 
oem tion of near three hundred Years, to the Ex- 
eeu. re the Race of the Merovingian ce amidft the 
extraordinary Revolutions of many eseaee a and People. 
I have indeed ptefix’d the Contents to each Book;however, $$. | | 
it may béjof Ufe, to recapitulate the naar!

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Thée AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


Scene, with bloody Campaigns, and fuccefsful Treaties, and 
fecures to himfelf the Fruits of both, by his Converfion. 
His Sons extend them, among other Means, by a Conqueft 
of the Burgundians aad Thuringtaus. No lets worthy our 
Notice, is the Kingdom founded, almoft about the fame Time, 
In Italy, by Theoderic, King of the Offro-Goths, who, as 
long as he lived, was a Match, as well for the Emperor, as 
the Kings of the Franks. We left the Vandals, at the Con- 
clufion of the firft Volume, in 4frica. We here continue 
their Hiftory, under the Succeflors of Ges/eric, till Fufti- 
nian vifits them with a War, and Belifarzus leads Gebimer, 
their laft King, in Triumph at Conflantinople. ‘This Vidtory 
encourages the Emperor to attack the Offro-Goths, in Italy, 
Belifarius is, at firft, fo fuccefstul in this War, that King 
Vitiges turrenders at Ravevva: But the Goths revive their 
Courage, and Tots/as, in the latter Campaigns, almoft robs 
Belsfarius of the Honour he had gain’d in the former. Narfes, 
at length, reduces Jtaly again to their Allegiance to the 
Emperor, and puts a total End to the Kingdom of the 
Oftro-Goths. 

Tuis Gothick War, which lafted nineteen Years, brings, 
at the fame Time, feveral other Nations into Motion. ‘The 
Kings of the Franks, and particularly Theodebert, King of 
Auftrafia, try, in vain, their Fortune, on the other Side 
of the A/ps; as do likewife the two Dukes of the Ae 
mannt, Bucelinus and Leutharts. In Ilyricum, the foreign 
Nations cut out fo much Work for Fuftinian, as almoft 
obliges him to abandon the Italian War. He admits the Loxgo-

bards into Pannonia,.as it were to defend it 3. notwith- 
ftanding which the Gepide and Herult ravage, almoft. with- 
out Controul ; and yet more the S¢/avt, who, in Procefs 
of Time, almoft peopled thefe Countries with — their 
Colonies. | 

AFTER Fuftinian’s Death, the Conftitution of the 
Roman Empire, in the Weft, which he had, in fome Mea- 
{ure, reftor’d, again declines. The Longobards enter Italy, 
in the Year 568, under the Conduct of their King boiz, 
after they had, with the Affiftance of the -4bari, over- 
thrown the Kingdom of the Gepsde. The Franks, under 
the Succeflors of Clotarius, 1, are involved in a Civil War, 
which is inflam’d by the Hatred between the two Queens, 
Brunehild and Fredegund, ’till, in the Year 613, the King- 
dom is again united, in the Perfon of Clotarius, IL. 
The Dominion of the //ij-Goths, in Spain, gains a very 
different Afpect, after their King, Leovigild, had van- 
quifh’d the Swevs. His Son, Reccaredus, embraces the 
Catholick Faith, and thereby cements a ftri@ter Union be~ 
tween the Minds of the Goths and the Natives of the 
Country. The Converfion of the Azgl-Saxons furnifhes 
us with an Opportunity to take Notice of the State of 
the Saxon Kingdoms, and, at the fame Time, of their 
Religion, in Britaiv. What the Franks then contributed 
to their Converfion, the uglo-Saxons afterwards richly re- 
quited, by a like Endeavour with the German Nations in 
Germania. 
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The AUTHOR'S 'PREBACE, 


THE feventh''Century ‘produces *new Enemies to the 
Roman Empire, in the Saracens. While the Emperor: has 
his Hands full with them in 4fa, the Lonzobards find the 
lefs Difficulty in extending their Kingdom in Italy ; efpe-~ 
cially after King Grtmoald had embraced the Catholick Faith, 
and the Nation began to conform to certain Laws, which, at 
Length, were likewife approved by the Italians. The 
Franks recover themfelves’ under Clotarius, II, and his Suc- 
ceffors, from their former Civil Broils. Dagobert makes War 
with thofe Nations of the S¢/zv7, who border on his Kingdom 
in Germania: But, at Length, the Youth and Weaknefs 
of the fucceeding’ Kings pave the Way for the Power ‘of 
the Majores Domus» Pipin of Herftall taifes this Power to 
its higheft Pitch, and leaves it to his Family almoft hereditary. 
In the Midft of the Wars, which’ were the Confequences of 
this, Hiftory meets with an agreable Turn in the IntroduGtion 
of the Chri/tian Religion, into fevetal German Countries! In 
particular, St. Wilibrod propagates it among the Frifians'; St. 
Gallus among the Swabians, and St. Emmeranus and Rupertus, 
among the Bavartans. The Manner in which thefe Conver— 
fions are effetted gives us no lefs Opportunity to new En- 
quiries, than the Confequences of them. 

At the Beginning of the eighth Century, the W7/-Goths 
fuffer a fignal’ Overthrow, from ‘the Saracens, in Spain. 
In the Hiftory of the Franks, the Majores Domus have now 
a greater Share than the Kings ;'tho” the ‘Aétions of Gharles 
Martell are fo glorious, that the Nation is no Sufferer by it: 
We find him in the Field, fometimes againft the Dukes of 
Aquttain, 
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Aynitain, and fometimes, on the other Side, againft the 
frit. At other Times, we fee him turn his Arms to the 
Heart of Germania, again{t the Dukes of Swabia and Ba- 
varia, or againt the Saxon Nations, who, by that Means, 
become, by -Degrees,. better known: dn: Hiftory.:)) To: his 
Victories over the Saracens, the Weflern Part. of Chriflen 


dom owes it Safety, and the Kingdom «of ‘the Franks, in 
particular, is indebted for 


ptimania, the only’ Province 
which; the 7/-Goth+ had tetain’d in Gaul. His Sons, for 


a Time, fupport the Kingdom with equal Valour, and liken 
wife follow his Example in promoting the religious Endeaz 
vours of St, Boniface. Pipin, at Length, obliges King 
Childeric to retite:into a Cloifter, and himfelf mounts the 
Throne. . With this Revolution, -I conclude, for the prefent, 
my Hiftory ; this being the Foundation of a new Period 
in the Hiftory of the Germays For, about the very fame 
Time, Matters begin to ripen, “in ftaly alfo, for that great 


Revolution, . which, at Length, comes to! 4 full Maturity 
under Charlemaign. 


» As for the Method which I } 
I may refer, to what I have faid, 
Regard to the firtt The Aiftory of the Frank 1S low, as 
it: were, the Foundation, on which the Hiftory of the other 
German: Nations. rifes. That Hiftory itfelf, without this 
Help, would be ob{cure:and imperfect : But this Connexion 
Gives ita certain Grandeur and Diverfity, which éduld hard. 
ly be expected of thele Times. As my Defign is chiefly 
aum'd at Germania, I 80 no farther, in that Part of the Hi

ave obferv’d, in this Volume, 
on the fame Occafion, with 
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ftory of the Franks, which. particularly regards Gaul, than 
a Connexion requires. I have thereby the greater Latitude 
for my Remarks on thofe Circumftances, which more efpe- 
cially refpeét Germania, and its Inhabitants, or likewife 
fome of their Neighbours, whofe Hiftory requires an IIluftra- 
tion from that of the Germans. The Revolutions of the 
Empire continue yet to have a great Influence over the 
Affairs of the German Nations. I muft likewife, fometimes, 
take Notice of the Controverfies of the Church, when they are 
the Motives to Political Difputes, or, at leaft, ferve as a Pre- 
tence for them. This was but too often the Cafe, as the 
Examples, from the Differences about -driani/m, to the 
Quarrel. which arofe, concerning the Adoration of Images, 
more than fufficiently fhew. The Accounts we have of the 
Manners and Cuftoms of the Germans are, by Degrees, more 
to be depended on, after we can take them from their own 
Laws, and from the Teftimonies of fuch Writers as were 
cotemporary with them. The latter have indeed recorded 
little more of them than their Wars: But it is even worthy 
our Labour, to view them likewife in this Light ; and to 
obferve how, under the various Succefs of their Arms, they 
encreafe in Power, as it were, even by their Overthrows *. 
However, befides this, Tacitus and other ancient Writers, in 
their Times, extol their Integrity as much as their Valour ; 
two. Qualities which together make a good National Cha- 
racter. That with thefe, they were not in want of good 
Maxims, is evident from their very. A@ions, and principally

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from the Duration of the Monarchy of the Franks, which, 
next to the Roman, was the moft powerful in the Hf, 

WitH Regard to the Stile of Hiftory, we difcover in 
general, a great Difference in Tafte, between the ancient 
and more modern Times. The Ancients look’d upon Hiftory, 
almoft as a Work of Eloquence, as Cicero, in particular, 
exprefles himfelf, on this Occafion *: The Moderns require a 
greater Certainty. Miracles, which were of Service to an 
ancient Hiftorian, and an Elegance in the intermix’d Dif- 
courfes, do not fo much affe&t them, as they are defirous to 
know every Circumftance, with great Accuracy, and to 
meafure almoft every Degree of Truth and Probability. This 
is, in itfelf, a happy Difference ; but, in Times, fo ob{cure 
as are here treated of, it makes the Narrative fo much the 
more difficult. The fcatter’d Circumftances muft, in Order 
to bring them into fome certain Form, be conne@ed with 
infinite Pains. We muft often be contented, if we can but 
come at the Order of Time, on which the Certainty of the 
Hiftory refts. It is, therefore, the more neceflary, to be 
exact, in quoting the Paflages from whence we take this AMit 
tance, or even to fubjoin them. | 

AMONG thefe obfcure Circumftances,’ there ‘are many 
which require a more narrow Enquiry into, than the Courfe 
of Hiftory will allow of. Many Nations are not fufficiently 
known ; many Cuftoms differ too widely from our own ; and 
many Occurrences are not related by Hiftorians in the fame 
Manner, For the Illuftration of  fuch Matters, I have ra- 

* I, de leg, 3: 
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ther chofen to add fome feparate Avnotations, at the End of 
this Work,.in which feveral minute Circumftances are related 
and enquired, into, that would not have been fo proper, in 
the Body of the Hiftory, and yet give fome Light to it. 
ACCORDING tothe Plan, which Lat firft laid down, for 
illuftrating the Hiftory of the Germans, there, therefore, yet 
remains a third Period, containing the Hiftory of the Em- 
perors. and Kings of the Carolingian Race, till the Time it 
became extinct in Germany, in the Perfon of Lewis, the 
Son of Arnulph. In this Period, the Hiftory of Charlemaign 
deferves our principal Notice ; and, in particular, his reducing 
the Kingdom of the Loxgobards, and the Roman Empire, un- 
der the. Dominion of the Frazks. From the enfuing Parti- 
tions, made by feveral Kings, arife different States ; and, at 
Length, the Hiftory branches out in like Manner, as the 


Monarchy of, the Fravks itfelf does. Then it is, that Ger- 


mania becomes, a feparate Empire, which under Otto, the 
Great, again obtains the Imperial Dignity, and the Crown of 
Italy, and thence 1s call’d the Roman German Empire. But, 


as this Volume has already fwell’d beyond the Bulk of 


the former, the History of the GERMANS, under.the Cac 


ROLINGIAN Race, will be the Subject of a {eparate 
Volume. :

WueEn I publithed the firft Volume, I had not then 
received the large -Aznotations, which the Author has 
added ‘to the Second, as it were by Way of Appendix 
to, or rather Illuftration of, both ;. and confequently could 
give no Account of them there. The Author, in his 
Preface to this Volume, has given a very juft Reafon 
for his introducing the Materials, of which they confift, in 
the Manner he has done ; and,as to the Value of them, and 
the curious Remarks he has interfperfed with them, they 
fpeak more than enough for themfelves, and do not want 
any Excomium, from fo infufficient a Pen as mine. 


As to what the Author fays, with Regard: to a Con. 
tinuation of this Work, I refer to what I ‘have obfery- 
ed in my Preface to the firft Volume: The Publication 
of it feems very precarious, in Point of Time: Neither

We meet here with as great a Number 
and Variety of Occurrences, asin the former Period; and fo far they 
have a Preference, as the Regulations ‘and Eftablifhments of this Period, 
were of longer Duration, and in Part fubfift to this Day. If, in the 
former Volume, we faw the Subyerfion of the Roman Empire in the 
Weft, by Means of the Germans, we here find it again reftored by their 
Pofterity, B 2 ly 
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In the preceeding Books, we gave an Account of the Origin of the 
Franks, the Progrefs they made, and the fure Footing they gain’d in 
Germania Secunda, and in Belgica, after the Times of Valentinian IM (1). 
All which evidently confutes the Opinion of F. Damiel, who pretends to 
affert, that the Rhine continued, ’till Glovss’s Time, the Boundary. of 
the Dominion of the Franks, and that this Prince did not lead his Nation 
over the Rhine, till he had formed. the Refolution of eftablifhing his 
Power in Gaul (2). Clovis is to be regarded as Founder of the Monar- 
chy of the Franks, not only becaufe he erected a lafting Kingdom, of 
far greater Extent, than that Tra& of Land, which his Predeceffors pro- 
bably poffefs’d; but likewife becaufe he united the other Nations of 
the Franks under his Dominion. The Beginning of his Reign is placed 
in the Year 482. Five Years after this, and in the twentieth of his 
Age, he form’d the Defign of attacking the Refidue of the Romans, in 
Gaul, who were then commanded by Syagrius (3), a Son of the General 
Zégidius. Ue march’d thro’ the Arduennian Forett, directly to Soiffons, 
where Syagrius then was. An Engagement foon enfued, at a {mall Dif- 
tance from that City. Syagrius was overcome, and fled. for Refuge to 
Alaric, King of the Wift-Goths ; but was furrender’d to Glows, and, by 
his Order, privately put to Death (4). Clovis had, in the mean Time, 
reduced to his Dominion, So/fons, Rheims, and the other Cities in Belgica, 
which, till then, appertain’d, to the Roman Empire. The ancient Inha- 
bitants of the Country, who could expect no Relief from the Romans, 
begun, by Degrees, voluntarily to fubmit to the Franks: And thus 
ended the Sovereignty of the Romans in Gaul, which Julius Caflar had, 
above five hundred Years before, with much Blood-fhed, acquir’d. . Thus 
Heayen prefcribes Limits to Nations and Kingdoms! Ce/ar, at that. 
Time, repell’d thofe Germans, who were defirous of fixing their Habita- 
tion in Gaul: Now the Germans, in ther Turn, triumph oyer the 
Romans.

other German Nations, we muft here have an Eye, to the great Revolu- 
tiori which, about this Time, broke out in /taly. I have already taken 
Notice, that Odoacer fo far gain’d his Point in ffaly, that the German 
Troops, which confifted of Scirri, Heruli, and Rugi, proclaim’d him 
King (1), and that thereupon he made himfelf Mafter of Italy (2). He 
foon after came to an Agreement with the Vandals about Sicily (3), 
and gave up Provence, in Gaul, to Euricus, King of the Wifi-Goths (4), 
in Order to fecure his Friendfhip ; hoping, that if thefe two Kings were 
his Allies, he would have the lefs to fear from the Grecian Emperor. 
He therefore bore as abfolute a Sway in Jtaly, as was before allow’d to 
the Emperors, and Baronis fays, in Praife of him, that tho’ he was an 


Arian himfelf, yet he never perfecuted the Profeffors of the Catholick. 


Faith (5). Hiftory even informs us, that Bafilus, Patricius and Pra- 
fetus Pratorio (6), prefided, in his Name, at a Synod in Kome, and made 
“that Regulation, by which no Roman Pope was to be elected without the 
King’s previous Knowledge (7). He likewife carried on fome Wars out 
of Italy (8): In particular with the Rugs, who then dwelt on this Side 


of the Danube, oppofite to Noricum. In the Year 487, he gained a.

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and carried him, with Gia, his Confort, Captives to Rome (9). Free 
derick, their Son, made his efcape by Flight, and taking upon him the 
Government of the Nation, infefted Noricum to the utmoft of his Power, 
Odoacer detach’d Anaulphus, or Aonulphus*, his Brother, againft him, with 
an Army. frederick, not daring to encounter him, fled. into Moéfia, to 
Theoderick, the Prince of the Oftro-Goths, whom he afterwards accompa- 
nied into Jta/y: And, after this Time, thefe Rags do not appear to have 
formed a feparate Monarchy : But the Longobards took Pofleffion of the 
Country on the Danube, which the Kugi till then dwelt in. The Inha- 
bitants of thofe Cities, which lay on the Danube, in Noricum, and were 
continually expos’d to the Incurfions of foreign Nations, were, on this 
Occafion, fent to Jtaly, which was then deftitute of Inhabitants, and 
where they might, at the fame Time, ftrengthen the Power-of the 
Heruli (10). 


§ II. But as Odoacer’s Kingdom was eftablifhed by Violence, fo it 
was foon oblig’d to givé Way to a fuperior Power. Theoderick, Prince 
of the Offro-Goths, in Moéfia (1), bent his Defigns on ltaly. 1 gave 
fome Account of this Hero in the former Volume, and fhall only repeat 
here, that he was the Son of Theodemir, the Gothick Prince (2), and 
after having fucceeded his Father in the Government, contributed zceatly 
to the Reftoration of the Empire to Zena, by whom he was fo highly 
efteemed, that he created him Patricius, and Magiffer Militie Prefentis,

euifhid in the Annals by his Name (3). “forwandes even affirms, that 
he adopted him for his Son, and caufed an Equeftrian Statue to be 
ere@ted in Honour of him before the Imperial Palace (4). Hiftorians 
vary about the Motives, that induc’d Yheodorick to form this great Refo~ 
lution. According to Axuodius, we might conclude, that he was incited 
by Frederick, Prince of the Rugi(5). Others pretend, that he was pere 
fuaded to go to Italy by Zeno himfelf(6). Both Accounts may be eafily 
reconcil’d. His warlike Difpofition, and Ambition of Greatnefs, might 
alone have incited him to this Undertaking *, which the Prince of the 
Rugi, and the. whole Nation, no fooner heard of, than they highly ap= 
prov’d of it. The Emperor Zeno might, with Pleafure, embrace an 
Opportunity of ridding himfelf of thefe enterprifing Neighbours, who 
might prove as detrimental now, as they were ferviceable before; which 
he had but lately experienc’d, when Theoderick made Incurfions, almoft 
as far as Confiantinople (7). He might likewife, by this Means, fave thofe 
confiderable Sums, which the Goths had, ’till then, annually coft him. 
To this we may add, that, in all Probability, Zeno had not formally ac- 
knowledg’d Odoacer to be King and Patricius, and rather fuffer’d him to 
reign in Jtaly, than approy’d of it (8). Thus may his Defign have met with 
Approbation on all Hands: But the Conditions agreed on, between the

the enfuine Year, 490, many of Odboacer’s Adherents, and even 17 Ufa, 
Magifter Abhitum, fhomitted to him (4). Epiphanus, Bifhop of Pavia, 
came likewife thither to him (5), probably to provide for the Safety of 
his Church. This Prelate had before been employ’d in the moft impor- 
tant Concerns in Italy, and was, afterwards, highly ferviceable even to 
the Gothick King. Theoderick detach’d a Body of Troops to befiege 
Odoacer in Ravenna, and Ti ufa had fo far gain’d his Confidence, that he 
was entrufted with the Command of them. But the King foon experi- 
enc’d, that one Piece of Treachery is always fucceeded by another. Yufa 
deliver’d up all his Men to Odoacer, at Faénza, who fent them chain’d 
and fetter’d to Ravenna (6). Theoderick was fo confounded at this, that 
he lock’d himfelf up in Pavia, and drew his People together into the 
other tenable Places (7). In the mean Time, he obtain’d Succours 
from the Wi/-Goths in Gaul, and thereupon took the Field again, the

A bloody Engagement enfued, on the 11th of Augu/t, on 
the Adda, when Theoderick, a third Time, gain’d the Victory ; and Odoacer 
once more fled for Refuge to Ravenna (8).

was the only one remaining in the Enemy’s Hands, thought himfelf fe- 
curely Mafter of all Italy. He then difpatch’d Fetus, at that Time, 
the moft confiderable Member of the Senat at Rome, to Zeno, the Em- 
peror, that he might, likewife, fecure to himfelf the Fruits of his Vic- 
tory (1). Odoacer made.a vigorous Sally, in the Year 491, but was 
repell’d (2); however the Siege lafted till the third Year. Neverthelets, 
this did not hinder Theodorick from} tranfacting, in the mean Time, other 
Affairs. He made an Agreement with the Vandals, concerning Sicily (3), 
and prevented the Kings of the Burgundians, who had made an Irruption 
into Italy, from profecuting their Defign (4). A Want of Provifions, 
which became daily more preffing, in the City, at Length obliged the 
Befieged to furrender. A Peace enfued thereupon, towards the Con- 
clufion of February, A. 493, by the Mediation of the Bifhop of Ravenna, 
and the Goths were admitted into the City (5). The Conditions are 
not indeed tranfmitted to us (6); but from the Succels Theoderick had 
rill then met with, we may conclude that they were moft advantageous 
to him. However, an Accommodation between thefe two Princes could 
not fubfift long ; fince Odoacer had the Loffes, which he had fuftained, 
daily before his Eyes; and Theoderick, on the other Hand, thought himfelf 
not fecure, whilft he liv’d; and confequently every Thing furnifh’d 
Grounds for Sufpicion. Odoacer was foon after murder’d at Ravenna (7)

We find 
Rugi and Heruli in Theoderick’s Service, who were fo united, that they 
compos’d a feparate Army: But it is Matter of Doubt, whether they 
were the fame who had been in Odoacer’s Service.

on thofe Coafts (4). Anaftafius was likewife at laft reconcil’d to him ; 
and fent back all the Appurtenances of the Palace of Ravenna, which 
Odoacer had caus’d to be brought to Confiantinople (5). Theoderick went to 
Rome himfélf in the Year 500 (6); he there celebrated a’ Triumph; con- 
ven’'d the Senat ad palmam auream; confirm’d the Immunities of the 


Romans, and gain’d the Affections of the Populace, by exhibiting pom- 
pous Spectacles, and by his great Liberality (7). He affum’d the Name 
of Flavius (8), and fo regulated his Government, that nothing farthe 
was wanting, but the Imperial Title. Theoderick muft not be regarded 
as a Prince, who ow’d his Greatnefs merely to the Strength of his Arms (9): 
He went to Italy with the Knowledge and Confent of the lawful Emperor,

Perfon, of a noble Afpeét (10), and poffeis’d all the Qualifications re- 
quifite to aggrandize a Prince, and render his Adminiftration acceptable. 
He was both valiant and fortunate in the Field; and yet, after his Throne 
was once eftablifh’d, never took up.Arms; but in Cafe of Neceflity; and 


always out of Italy. 


We fhall find, in the Sequel, how, by a proper 


Regulation of his Dominions, he chofe the fafeft Method of becoming 


powerful. 


This Regulation, and the prudent Alliances connected with 


it, caus’d the Grecian Court, on one Side, and all the German Princes, 


on the other, to be greatly influenc’d by his Steps. 


We cannot, next 


to the Mention of this great Prince, juftly omit that of the Senator, 
M. Aurelius Caffiodorus, his Prime-Minifter (11). The Letters are extant, 
which he difpatch’d in that King’s Name. The Stile of them is affected 
and obfcure, but we may difcover in them, Principles throughout the 
whole, which do Honour to the Mafter as well as the Servant.

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the Alemanni, ina bloody Battle, near Zalpick, in the prefent Duchy 
of Fuliers (4). The King (5) was flain on the Spot, and this Over- 
throw fo weaken’d the whole Nation, that they were no longer able to 
withftand the Franks. Clovis purfu’d his Victory, and aim’d af@fubject- 
ing the whole Country to his Dominion: But one Part of the dlemanm 
implor’d the Protection of Theoderick, King of the Offro-Goths, who 
aflign’d them a Traét of Land in Retia (6). He likewile wrote a Letter 
to Clovis, and beg’d he would not treat thefe conquer’d People too feverely, 
and, in particular, that he would fpare thofe, who had put themfelves 
under his Protection (7). How far his Interceffion prevail’d is uncertain ; 
but we find, that the whole Nation, excepting thefe who fhelter’d them- 
felves under the Goths, was reduc’d to a Subjection to the franks. The 
Franks peopl’'d one Part of A/emannia, with their Colonies ; whence the 
prefent Franconia, a fine Province of the German Empire, and the City 
of Frankfurt, where the Franks pafs’d the Mayn, receiy’d their Names. 
The Arms of the Franks gain’d therefore no fmall Renown, by fubduing 
at once a People, who had been able to withftand the Romans {o long. 
That Body of Alemanni, who took Refuge among the Goths, was after- 
wards given by Vitiges, the Gothick King, to Theodebert, King of Aufirafia, 


.Clovis’s Grandfon. The Treatment, which the vanquifh’d dlemanmi met 


with from the Franks, contributed perhaps chiefly to their conftant Sub- 
jeCtion: And in this, we have a great Inftance of Clouis’s Capacity, as 


‘well to fecure his Dominions, by proper Meafures, as to extend them by 


his Arms. We find that the /emanni were, after this, govern’d by their 
own Dukes, under the Sovereignty of the Kings of the Franks; and 
tho’ they conform’d to the Franks, in many Refpeéts, with Regard to 
their Policy, yet they retain’d their Cuftoms and civil Laws, which 
Liberty even reach’d to their Religion, infomuch, that they remain’d

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Heathens, after the Franks had embrac’d the Chrifiian Faith (8): But 
all this will appear more evidently in the Sequel. 

IX. Tuts Vittory over the A/emanni leads us to the Converfion of ¢ucis em- 
the Franks. We muft not hope to find every fecret Circumftance of this Pracé the 
important Change tranfmitted to us in Hiftory. Clovis was frequently tela 
inftigated by Cloti/dis, his Queen, to embrace the Chrifizan Faith. He 
had likewife had frequent Opportunities, in Gdu/, to converfe with Chri- 
ftians; and when they reprefented,to him the Truth and Excellency of 
their Religion, he undoubtedly confider’d, that his Converfion would 
prove, at the fame Time, a Means of fubduing all Gaw/, with the greater 
Eafe. In the War of the A/emanni, we find, according to the Rela- 
tion of Gregory, of Tours, the Circumftances whereby Heaven had de- 
creed to reveal the Gofpel to the rawks, which by them was to be fpread 
into fo many other Countries. When C/ovis, in the Battle near Z ie 
was reduced to great Streights, he call’d upon the Name of Fefus Chrift, 
and vow’d, that if He would grant him that Victory, he would inftantly 
embrace his Faith (1). Now after he had defeated the Enemy, the 
Queen exhorted Remigius, Bifhop of Rheims, who had before fome Share 
in the King’s Favour (2), to lay hold on this Opportunity of carrying 
on the Work of his Conyerfion with the more Zeal (3). Clovis doubted

He fpoke to the Nation himfelf, and the King’s Example, which has al- 
ways a great Influence over the People, prov’d now the more efficacious, 
as it had Truth and, Convition:on its Side. At the Feftival of the 
Nativity of our Saviour (4), of this fame Year }, he was -baptiz'd by 
the Hands of Remigius, at Rhezms. Audofiedis, his Sifter, was, at the 
fame,Time, “baptized with him. Lauthildis, his other Sifter, who was 
before of the Arian Perfuafion, now ,profeis’d the Catholick Faith, and 
was confirmed. Several Thoufands of the Nation were immediately bap- 
tiz’d -p, and their, Example was foon followed by. the Reft., But here we 
are only to underftand thofe ranks, who were originally Subjects to 
Clovis: For many continu’d Pagans, and were, not converted, ‘till a 
confiderable Time after, in the Countries about the Scheld, Maes, and 
Rhine, where other Franconian Princes then ruled, of whom I fhalk 
Make mention below (5). The Circumftances of this. great Ceremony, 
are fufficiently fet. forth. by the Compilers of the Ecclefiaftical Hiftory (6). 
Hincmarus, Archbifhop of Rheims, relates, in the Life of 8. Remigius, 
that when Remigins was about to baptize. the King, a white Dove brought 
to him, in a fmall Flask, the Oil requir’d for the Ceremony. | But neither 
Avitus, Bifhop ‘of Vienna, who lived at that Time, nor Gregorius Tu- 
ronenfis or Fredegarius, who were both prior to Hincmarus, take any 
Notice of this notable Miracle. ‘The Learned have therefore plac’d this 
Relation among thofe, which Himcmarus interfpers’d, to the Honour of 
his Predeceflor and his Church, without either producing a Proof, or even

We may eafily imagine how greatly 
the Chriftians rejoyc’d on this Day, which. produc’d, in a Manner, a 
fecond Conftantine. —Anaftafius, the Roman Pope, {ent him a congratu- 
latory Letter on. his Converfion ($), as did likewrle Avitus, Bifhop of 
Vienna (9), (a See appertaining to the Kingdom. of the Burgundians) 
who was, at that ‘Time, highly eftéem’d by the CGatholick Bithops in 
Gaul. ‘And we may perceive, by this Letter; what. Advantages the 
Catholicks, in other Countries, hop’d for ‘from this Converfion, which, in 
Reality, prov’d highly beneficial to the Catholick Church ; for Clovis was 
the only’ Orthodox Prince in the Weff.(10), the other Chriftian Kings 
being all Profeflors of Ariani{fm: And, in the Eajf?, the Emperor Anal- 
tafius himfelf fell into the Errors of Hutychius. Gaul was, in Procets of 
Time, clear’d from, the Infection of Aviam{m by the ranks, and. by 
their Means fo many other German Nations embrac’d. the true Faith. 
But Clovis gain’d, on the other Hand, likewife this Advantage thereby, 
that the People of thofe Countries, which were already fubject to him, 
became entirely devoted to his Service, and ‘the Subjects of the Wi/i-Go- 
thick and Burgundian Kings bore a great Affection to the Franks; which 
prov’d greatly advantageous to him and his Sons, in their Wars with thefe 
Princes. The Sequel of Hiftory even fhews this to have been the moft 
fecure Means of uniting the ancient Inhabitants of his Country with the 
franks, and of forming @ Monarchy out of both; which happy Circum- 
ftance was wanting, in the Gothick and Burgundian Kingdoms. The Wars 
which C/ovis foon after wag’d with both thefe Nations, oblige me to 
refume their Hiftory. |

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that Gundobald made away with them, and, in particular, caus’d Chilperte 
to be beheaded, and his Wife to be caft into the Water, with a Stone 
tied about her Neck. But if with this, we compare the Account, given 
of the Death of thefe two Burgundian Princes, by Avitus, Bifhop of 
Vienna, who was co-temporary, it will plainly appear, that Gregory was 
too much prejudic’d by the Hatred he bore to the Burgundian Nation (3). 
Chilperie’s (1) Memory is preferv’d, on Account of the Marriage which 
enfued betwixt Clotildis, his Daughter, and Clovis, whereby fhe became 
the Mother of all the fucceeding Kings of the franks. Gundobald and 
Godegifil, the two other Brothers, agreed on a Partition, the former kept 
his Court at Lyons, and the other at Geneva ( ape eee reprefents 
Gundobald ina very odious Light, and the Writers of the franconian Hit- 
tory, as it were, copy from him, without any farther Enquiry, in Order, pre- 
vioufly to juftify Clovis’s Sons, they having, at the Inftigations of Clotildis, 
their Mother, made War againft Burgundy, and wholly extirpated Gundo- 
bald?’s Houfe. But, in the Hiftories of this Time, we difcover many 
Things, which ferve to explode thefe Calumnies. He was greatly efteemed 
in the Roman Empire, under Olybrius, who dignified him, 4. 472, with 
the Title of Patricius. And when Glycerimus {eiz’d the Imperial Throne, 
after his Death, his chief Dependance was on this Burgundian Prince ; 
all which has been related in the former Volume (6). He is not only 
reprefented in Hiftory, as a warlike Prince; but Ennodius and Avitus 
{peak in Praife of his Eloquence (7), and that in the Latin "Tongue, 
which was then ftill in common Ufe, in the Provinces. . Heraclius, a Ro- 
man Senator, and a great Orator in Gawd, extolls likewife his quick Pe- 
netration, and happy Inventions (8). He was long a zealous Profeffor

of Arianifm (9): But, in the mean Time, he never perfecuted the 
Catholicks ; the Bifhops affembled without Interruption (10); the 
Churches retain’d their Eftates (11), and he generally attended, when-~ 
ever the two Parties difputed on any dubious Point of Faith. He had 
himfelf a continual verbal or epiftolar Correfpondence with Auitus, Bi- 
fhop of Vienne, on religious Matters, as thofe Letters which are yet ex- 
tant demonftrate (12). Gundobald acted a confiderable Part, at the 
great Revolution, which, in his Time, happen’d in Italy and Gaul. He 
enter’d into an Alliance with Theoderick, King of the Offro-Goths, and 
Sigi{mund, his Son, married that Prince’s Daughter, who was Sifter to 
the Confort of Aaric, King of the Wif-Goths. He feems likewtle to 
have proceeded cautioufly with the Franks (13). Clovis had married his 
Brother’s Daughter: But this Affinity was of no Service to.him, for we 
find, that, in the Year 500, a bloody War broke out between the 
two Nations. The Accounts we have of it vary; I fhall, therefore, only 
tranfcribe the principal Circumftances, from the moft ancient francomian 
Writers (14). Godegi/il enter’d into a fecret Treaty with the Franks, and 
promis’d to pay an annual Tribute, if the King would affift him to expel 
Gundobald, his Brother (15). This Prince was yet ignorant of his 
Brother’s Negotiation with the Franks, when Clovis was preparing to 
attack him. He therefore defir’d his Aid, againft an Enemy whom they

But when they came to an Engagement, near Dyom)(17), he went over 
to the Franks. Gundobald was oblig’d to quit the Field, in great.Con- 
fternation, and) could. not think himfelf fafe *till he, reach’d Avignon, 
where he put himfelf into a Condition to hold out a long Siege. Clovis 
purfu’d him, and. ,befieg’d Avignon; but met with fo much Difficulty, 
that, fetting afide his Engagement to Godegifil, he made Peace with Gun- 
dobald (18), on his Promife of a Tribute, which he neyerthelefs afterwards 
refus’d to Pay. 

( XI. GODEGISIL, in the mean Time, with the Affiftance of 
-fome Troops, which Clovis had left him, made himfelf Mafter of a Part 
of the Country belonging to his Brother, and enter’d Vienne, as it were, 
in Triumph, He thought himfelf now fecure of being foon Mafter of 
all Burgunay: But Gundobald came upon him unawares, and befieged 
Vienne. Godegifil took Refuge ina Church of the Arians, but was there 
put to Death (1); and expiated, with the Lofs of his Life, the Treachery, 
to which his Avarice and Ambition had led him... Thus Gundobald be- 
came Mafter of all the Awrgundian Provinces, and goyvern’d them with 
Renown to his Death, 4. 516 (2). Among other good Defigns, he en- 
deavour’d to regulate his Nation by Laws, and Gregory allows him. this 
Commendation, that he did it with a View of making the Condition of 
the Country, and its ancient Inhabitants, more tolerable (3). As the 
Dominion of the Romans, to whole Laws the Gauls were accuftom’d, 
was wholly at an End in thofe Countries, this Precaution was the more 
neceffary, that the ancient Inhabitants, as well as the Burguadians, might 
know to what Laws they were fubjet, and confequently might live the 
more peaceably together. Thefe Laws are ftill extant, and to fome of

In the Reign 
of Sigifmund, his Son and Succeffor, I fhall treat more circumftantially of 
the Collection of the Burgiundian Laws themfelves (4). 

I nave already extoll’d the Regard he had to Religion; and cannot, 
on this Occafion, omit the Mention of a Conference (5) held at Lyons, 
in the King’s Prefence, foon before, or after the Franconian War (6), be- 
twixt the Catholick Bifhops and the Arians. Stephen, Bifhop of Lyons ; 
Avitus of Vienne; Ennodius of Arles; the Bithop of Valence, and fome 
others, being affembled, according to Cuftom, on the Feftival of . “fuffus, 
went to Court, and beg’d the King would grant them a Conference with 
the Arians. Avitus {poke in the Name of the Reft. The King ftarted to 
them this Queftion: Sruce the Purity of your Faith is fuch, as you boaft of, 
why doyou not diffuade the King of the Franks, from wagmg War with 
me (7)? Avitus anfwer'd, that they knew not what Views or Motives the 
King of the Franks might have to induce him to War; but they knew, 
from facred Writ, that the Tranfgreflion of the Divine Law had caus’d 
the Defolation of whole Kingdoms, and that therefore, the beft Method 
of preferving Peace, was for the King and his People, to return to the 
Law of God (8); which done, they would do their utmoft to procure a 
lafting Peace, by their Mediation. ‘The Conference was held the next 
Day.. The King, on this Occafion, renew’d the Mention of the Fran- 
conan War, to the Bifhop of Vienne (9), and the Bifhop repeated, that

As for the Conference itfelf, the Hiftorian fays, that the 


Aviaus made a yery weak Defence, and that the King was indeed moved, 
but would not declare his Mind publickly. Several other fuch Confe- 


rences were held, as appears from the Letters of Avitus. 


It is indeed 


dangerous to confute a Doétrine, in the Prefence of Princes, and perhaps 
againft themfelves, which they efteem to be true, when they are refoly’d 


to fupply 
But the Catholicks themfelves boatft, 


the Want of demonftrative Arguments by their. Authority : 


that they had nothing of this Kind 


to fear, on the Part of Gundobald (10): And it feems evident, that, at 
Length, he publickly quitted the Avian Party. Gregory indeed relates, 
that the King defir’d Avitus would confirm him privately; but that 
Avitus refus’d it, and infifted on performing the Ceremony in Publick ; 
which the King not being willing to confent to, he remain’d in the Com- 
munity of the Arians, to the Day of his Death (11): And Agobardus, 


Bifhop of Lyons, fays likewife, that he died an Arian (12). 


But we find 


him publickly extoll’d, as the Support and Protettion of the Catholick 
Orthodox Church, in feveral Paflages in 4vitus (13), which are of more 
Weight than what either Gregory or Agobardus fay, the latter, efpecially, 


having written above three hundred Years afterwards. 


Thofe Letters, a- 


mong others, which yitus wrote, about the Year 512, by the King’s 
Command, contain Encomiums, which this zealous and refolute Prelate 
would never have been fo liberal of to an Arian Prince (14). 

§ XH. ALARIC, who fucceeded Euricus, his Father, 4. 484, 


was Sovereign of the Wi/-Goths (1). 


Euricus had greatly extended his 


Dominion in Gaul, after he had conquer’d Auvergne, and after Odoacer — 


had, as I obferv’d before, refign’d Provence to him. 


The Wi/-Gothick

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comprehended then Ai/pania Terraconenfis and Betica, beyond the Py~ 
renezan Mountains: It reach’d, in Gau/, as far as the Lorre, border’d Eaft- 
wards on the Dominions of the Burgundians, and, on the Side of Provence, 
on the Offre-Goths in Italy. The few difpers’d Remains of the Roman 
Subjects, in thefe Countries, were, after the Overthrow of Syagrius, oblig’d 
to fubmit wholly to the Gothick Dominion. The 1/7/-Goths had no 
Wars during the Reign of A/aric, excepting when they aflifted the Offro- 
Goths in Italy, and this perhaps occafion’d Gregory and Ifidorus (3), to re- 
prefent him as an effeminate and voluptuous Prince. We find, on the the 
other Hand, fome Monuments of his Care for the Peace of his Subjects, and 
for the Adminiftration of Juftice and Equity. He was himfelf an Avian, 
and yet granted many Privileges to the True-Believers, as appears from the 
A@s of the Council, which was held in his Reign, 4. 506, at gde 4, 
which Council was open’d with Prayers and Vows for the Profperity of 
his Perfon and Government (4). Zheoderick, his Grand-father, and 
Euricus, his Father, had already collected a Body of Laws for the Ufe 
of the Goths *: But Alaric was now defitous of bringing the Laws of 
the Gauls into fome Order. And, as that Nation was accuftom’d to the 
Roman Laws, and the Clergy, in particular, were ftrenuoufly for them, 
he grounded his Laws upon them ; but they were regulated in fuch Man- 
ner, that the enacting Power was no longer deriv’d from the Romans, but 
from him. He caus’d an Extract to be made from the Codex, publith’d 
by Theodofius, the younger, 4. 438, and from other Collections of the 
Roman Laws ++; Asianus had the chief InfpeCtion over this Work, 
and he prefix’d a Summary to each of thofe Statutes, which were retain’d 
from the ancient Roman Laws (5); to the Intent, that thofe, who found 
it too difficult, thoroughly to underftand thofe ancient Laws, might never- 
thelefs have an Idea of the Senfe of them. The Bifhops and Nobles of 
the Country, were previoufly confulted about the whole Work (6);

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because, when Laws are to be eftablifh’d, which a Nation is to conform 
to, that Nation is beft able to judge, how far they are fuitable to it. 
Thefe Countries therefore found, at the Change of their Government, 
this advantageous Difference, that they were now themfelyes confulted 
about the Regulation of their Laws, whereas they depended before on 
the arbitrary Will of the Emperors. This new Collection, which was 
publifh’d, 4. 506, is known by the Name of Codex Alaricianus or Bre- 
aiarium Aniam. t remain’d in Ufe in Gau/, even after the Dominion 
of the Goths was at an End, and was afterwards confirmed a-new by 
Charlemaign (7). On the other Hand, the Goths in Spain had Laws 

of their own, of which we may treat more properly in the Sequel. 
ALARIC had married Theudigoth, the Daughter of Theoderick, 
King of Italy. This Alliance was intended to unite the Minds and Forces 
of the Goths, that their Name might be the more formidable to the 
Romans, as well as the Germans: But Alari’s Hopes, in this Refpect, 
were fruftrated, with Regard to the Franwks. The latter had, in former 
Times, earneftly fought the Friendfhip of the i/-Goths, as long as their 
Defigns were the fame againft the Romans in Gaul, and the Treaty, 
Euricus ergag’d in with them, is particularly famous in Hiftory *: But 
svhen Clovis had now fubverted the Dominion of the Romans, and the 
Franks were become Neighbours to the Goths, Pretences could not be 
long wanting to foment Differences between the two Nations. Some 
Letters are extant of Theoderick, King of Italy, which were written at 
a ‘Lime, when a Rupture was on the Point of breaking out, between the 
Wift-Goths and Franks. We there perceive how follicitous Theoderick 
was to prevent it, and preferve, as it were, an equal Ballance betwixt 
the two Nations. He admonifhes both his Son-in-Law (8) and Clovis (9), 
not

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not to be too hafty; he puts them in Mind of the ancient good: Intelli- 
gence which fubfifted between them, and exhorts them to let their Mif- 
underftandings be terminated by a peaceable Accommodation , threatening 
withal, that he and his Allies were ready to take up Arms againft the 
Party that fhould reject thefe friendly Propofals. He entreats Gundobald, 
King of the Burgundians (10), whom he ftiles his Brother, to make the 
fame Remonftrances, on his Part, to Clovis. Another Letter, of the 
fame Import (11), is direéted to the Kings of the Herul (12), Guarni (13), 
and Thuringians, who were in ftri&t Alliance with him, and had it in 
their Power, ‘greatly to moleft the Franks in Germany. He reminds 
thefe Princes of the Benefits they received from Aaric’s Father (14), and 
of the Danger they would be in, in their own Country, with Regard to: 
the King of the Franks, if his Attempt againft the Wifr-Goths, fhould.

But F. Daniel, imagines, that they relate to fome 
former Tranfaltion 3 becayfe, according to Ifiderus’s 
Account, the King of Burgundy was. engag’d in 4 
Treaty with Clovis, to make War againft Alaric, 
who is neverthelefs mention’d in the aforefaid Letter, 
as a faithful Ally tothe King of the Oftro-Goths. 
But bow eafy was it not for him, at that Time, te 
alienate a Prince’s Friendfhip, when be. found a new 
Alliance more advantageons © 
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Goths (2); and Gregory would haye it look’d upon as a War for the, 
Sake of Religion. Clovis had himfelf been heard to declare, that he 
could not well tolerate Hereticks in Gaw/: And this might, at leaft, 
ferve to infufe the more Zeal into his Soldiers, and into thofe Inhabitants 
of the Gothick Provinces, who were already fecretly affeéted to the 
Franks (3). He vow’d, before he fet out from Paris, to build a Church 
in Honour of the Apoftles. And when he arriv’d at Tours, which, with 
Regard to the franks, was the firft City in the Gothick Dominions, he 
made an Offering at St. Martim’s Tomb; and caus’d a Proclamation to 
be publifh’d throughout his Army, that no one fhould prefume to en- 
damage any Thing appertaining thereunto. He took with him, to the 
Field, Theuderick, his eldeft Son. Siegbrecht, King of the Franks, who, 
as I obferv’d before, refided at Cologu, on the Rbime, had fent him fome 
Auxiliaries, commanded by Chararick, his Son; and the King of the 
Burgundians, at the fame Time, declar’d for the Franconian Party. 
Mlaric had led not only his Goths, but likewife the ancient Inhabitants 
of his Countries, to the Field, and waited for the Enemy near Posters. 
An Engagement enfued, near Vougle, a Place not far diftant from that - 
City, on the River Vienne, in which Clovis gain’d the Vittory. Many 
Perfons of Diftinction from Aguitam and Auvergne were flain on the 
Spot, and particularly 4pollmaris, the Son of the famous Sidonims. King 
Alaric was flain on his Flight (4). Clovis purfued his Victory as far as 
Lourdeaux, where he {pent the Winter Seafon ; and his Son took, in the 
mean ‘Time, from the Goths, the Cities of Rovergue, Quercy, and 
Auvergre. The terrified Goths made a Halt at Narbonne, and, to com- 
pleat their Mistortune, fell at Variance among themfelyes. One Party 
chote for their King, Gefalic *, Alari’s eldeft Son, but not by a lawful 
Wife; this they did under Pretence, that Amalarick, the other Prince, 
the Son of Yheederick’s Daughter, was too young, to govern a Nation 
in fo dangerous a Juncture (5). The latter fled into Spain (6). Clovis 
went the following Year, 508, to Touloufe, where the Royal Treafure fell 
into his Hands, He then return’d, and’ left his Son behind him (7), who 
was to endeavour, with the Affiftance of the Burgundian Nation, to

Odoacer and Theoderick ; and we fhall foon fee a frefh Example in Szgz[mund, 
King of the Burgundians. ‘The Emperors feem to have defign’d this, 
as a Means to preferve fome Appearance of the Supremacy of the Roman. 
Empire, in thofe Provinces, which the German Princes and their Nations 
poflefs'd. But Auaftafius perhaps confer’d this Honour on Clovis, with 
a View of fecuring the Friendfhip of a King, who was the only Prince 
in the Weft, capable of fetting Bounds to Theoderick, and to the Gothick 
Power: For the Emperor was, at that Time, greatly at Variance with 
Theoderick. This Prince had lent his Affiftance to Mundus, a Prince of 
the Hunns (4), againft the Imperialifts, and the Emperor, on the other 
Hand, had fent a Fleet againft Italy, which had made Depredations here 
and there, on thofe Coafts (5). We have therefore more Caufe to won- 
der, that Clovis fhould accept of this Dignity ? He had, at leaft, no 
Occafion to allow any Sovereignty to Anaffafius. His Kingdom was fuffi- 
ciently eftablifh’d, and the Grecian Court was in fuch Perplexity, that. 
he had nothing to fear from that Quarter. But who knows what fecret 
and diftant Views were then formed, which were fruftrated by the Vicil- 
fitude of the Times? And this Inftance may, at leaft, ferve to fhew, that 
a German Prince vouchfafed to accept of this Pomp, which ftill capti- 
vated the Eyes of a People, accuftom’d to the Roman Splendor, without 
making the leaft Conceffion of a fuperior Power, to the Emperor, on 
that Account; almoft in the fame Manner, as we at prefent fee one 
King accepting an order of Knighthood from another, without any Dero- 
gation to his Dignity. We fhall be put in Mind again of this Patriczat, in 
the Sequel, when we find Pipin and Charlemaign bearing the fame Title. 
Clovis went from Yours to Paris, and fix’d upon this Place for his future 
Refidence (6), which Choice was perhaps occafion’d by the Situation of 
it, with Regard to the Dominions he then poffefs'd.

Several were the Motives that induc’d him thereto; the Death of his 
Son-in-Law ; the Attempt of Gefalic; the Declenfion of the Wi/-Gothick 
State; and, above all, the Danger of Clovis’s paving a Way into Italy. 
To all thefe, he had now to add, the League that fubfifted between the 
King of the Franks and the Burgundian Monarch, and the former’s Friend- 
fhip with Avaftafius, efpecially as the good Wifhes, which many Catho- 
licks in the Wifi-Gothick Provinces, had difcover’d for the Succefs of the 
Arms of the Franks, in a Manner, warn’d him what he might juftly ap- 
prehend from that Quarter: And perhaps he had, at the Beginning, an 
Bye to the Advantages which he afterwards found Means to obtain, at the 
Conclufion of the War. The moft famous Tranfactions of this War, 
betwixt the O/fro-Goths and Franks, were the Siege and Relief of 
Arles. The Franks befieged (3) this City, which for its Situation, and 
on Account of its Bridge oyer the Rhone, was of great Importance. ba, 
the Gothick General (4), undertook to relieve v/es, on which Occafion, 
another valiant Goth diftinguifh’d himfelf} whofe Name was Tholuit (5), 
and who was then Magiffer Domus, and became Patricius afterwards, in 
Athalarick’s Reign (6). The Franks were drove out of Arles (7), and 
Theoderich kept the City for himfelt (8). To alleviate, in fome Meafure, 
the Calamities this Place had undergone, he remitted the Contribution 
for the next enfuing Year, and fent himfelf a Sum of Mony, to rebuild 
the Walls and Turrets ¢. He likewife endeayour’d to take Revenge of

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the King of the Burgundians, in his own Country, for having prefer’d 
Glovis’s Friendfhip to his; and we find, that the Offro-Goths took fome 
Places on the Durence (9), and reduc’d Orange (10), and Avignon (11), 
to their Dominion. 

( XVI. Ir would be a difficult Task, to come at all the Circum- 
ftances, whereby the Vift-Gothick Kingdom extricated itfelf from thefe 
feyeral Perplexities. The Franks and Burgundians were its Enemies, the 
Nobles were divided amongft themfelves, and the King of the Offro-Goths 
gave them already fufficiently to underftand, that he expected to be richly 
paid for his Affiftance. We cannot difcover when, or on what Condi- 
tions, the Peace was made with the Franks , but certain it is, that the Franks 
retain’d Auvergne and both Aguitains, together with the City of Zowlouje, 
and that the Wifi-Goths referv’d no other Dominions in Gaw/, than the 
Province of Narbonne, in which were the Cities of Narbonne, Befters, 
Nimes, Carcaffonne, Lodeue, Agde, %c. This Tract of Land is very 
near the fame with the prefent Languedoc, and was afterwards call’d ‘Pro- 
vincia Gallia, in the Wift-Gothick Hiftory (1). As for the Throne of 
the Wifi-Goths, Iba, the General, purfu’d Gefalic into Spam, and reduc’d 
him to fuch Streights, that he repair’d to Africa, to implore the Aid of 
Thrafamund, King of the Vandals. He was hereupon declared, at a Con- 
vention of the States, to have forfeited the Crown he had ufurp’d (2). 
The Vandalich Court was greatly perplex’d by this Vifit. “The Queen, 
who was Sifter to Theoderick, had a Hand in all the Affairs of State, and 
an Inclination to comply with the diftrefs’d Princes Requeft muft of 
Courfe be kept from her Knowledge: But the Exigencies: of the State, 
neverthelefs requir’d it. Theoderick, ‘it appear’d, would become too for- 
midable to the Vandals, if he were to unite the Power of the two Gothick

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Kingdoms. Whereas, on the other Hand, if Gefalic could be reftored 
to the Throne of the Wi/-Goths, they would have a conyenient Neigh- 
bour of him, who would always have the fame Caufe as they, to be watch- 
ful over the Motions of the Offro-Goths. 'The King therefore affifted 
Gefalic with Mony, and thereby enabled him to return to Gaui. A 
Letter is ftill extant of Theoderick’s, who got Intelligence of this Affair, 
wherein he reproaches his Brother-in-Law in a very fevere Manner (3). 
Gefalic, in the mean Time, arriy’d in Aguitam, and the Franks them- 


felyes feem to have aflifted him, in Order to cut out Work for Theoderick. 


He again tried his Fortune in Spain: But Iba, Theoderick’s General (for 
he did not go in Perfon to Spam) (4) defeated him again, 4 511, near 
Barcellona. Gefalic was taken Prifoner on his Flight, and {pent the 
Remainder of his Life, in fome Fort in Gaul (5). Amalarick was how- 
ever too young to afcend his Father’s Throne, and the W%7/:-Goths were 
very fenfible, that they ftood in Need of a valiant and experienc’d King, 
to withftand the Franks. Theoderick therefore took upon himfelf the 
Government of the Wifi-Gothick Kingdom, in the Year 511, as Guar- 
dian for his Grand-fon; and adminiftred the fame fifteen Years, till his 
Deceafe. He is reckon’d among the Gothick Kings in Spam, and the 
Aéts of the Councils, that were held there during that Time, are dated 
according to the Years of his Reign (6). He appropriated to himfelf, the 
Cities in Provence, which before appertain’d to the Wi/-Gothick Kingdom, 
perhaps under Pretext of the Expences he had been at. He renew’d, on 
this Occafion, the pompous Title of Prafectus Pretorio Gallarum, and 
honour’d Liberius with that and the Patriciat (7). Gemellus, his Lieu- 
tenant in Gaul, had exprefs Orders from the King, to ufe the People 
with Lenity (8). This he likewife did himfelf, fin Order to excite in 
his Subjects that Satisfaction, which contributes as much to the Security 
of a Government, as the ftrongeft Garrifons. Among other Tokens of his

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Care, he remitted the Duties in the Sea-Ports, that the Importations 
might be the greater, and Commodities the cheaper (9). He entrufted 
the Government of the i/-Goths, in Spain, to one Theudis, who was 
before in his Service (10), and had a great Share in his Confidence. He 
concluded a Peace with the King of Burgundy (11), of which we do not 
indeed find the moft exact Circumftances recorded; but from the Con- 
nexion of the Hiftory, the River Durence appears to have been the 
Boundary between the Offre-Gothick and Burgundian Dominions. 

( XVIE. I must refer the Reader to the Hiftories of France, for 
the other Tranfations of Clovis’s Reign, before he could fecure to himfelf 
the Northern Part of Gaui (1), and for the War betwixt him and the 
Britons, who had fettled on thofe Coafts (2). Inftead of thefe, I fhall give 
an Account how he fubdued the other Nations of the Franks, and muft, 
therefore, in this Senfe likewife, be regarded as the Founder of the Monar- 
chy of the franks. In the Hiftories of thefe Times, we find Mention 
made of feveral Princes, or Kings of the Franks, each of whom goyern’d 
a feparate Nation ; for feyeral German People were comprehended under 
the Name of Franks. I have taken Notice, myfelf, of Sigebert and 
Raganarius, who both reign’d over fome Franconian Nations, that had 
eftablifh’d themfelves in Gaul, before Clovis’s Time. Gregory calls them 
Relations of Clovis: But we are not fufficiently acquainted with the an- 
cient Merovingian Race, to pretend to fay how nearly they were allied (3), 
Sigebert’s Kingdom extended on both Banks of the Rhine, particularly 
on the left Side of that River, as far as the Mofe/, and, in Length, from 
Mentz to below Cologn, which is faid to have been his Capital : It there- 
fore comprehended that Tra& of Land, the Inhabitants of which, by 
Reafon of their Promixity to the Banks, are call’d Riparii or Ripuarit. 
On this. Side of the Rhine, it reach’d as far as the Buch-Wald, and the 
Borders of Thuringia... This was, very probably, the fame Nation of 
Franks, which, in the Times of Valentinian Il, fack’d the Cities of 
Mentz, Cologn, and Treves (4). I mention’d before, of this Stegbrecht,

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their King, that he was in Perfon at Zi/pich, in the Engagement with 
the Aemanni, and that he fent Auxiliaries to Clovis, againft the Wi/- 
Goths, under the Command of Cloderick, his Son (5). This very 
Son now caus’d his Father to be treacheroufly affaflinated, while he 
was diverting himfelf with the Chace, in the Buch-Wald, and im- 
mediately notified his Succeffion to Clovis, with an Offer, that as much 
as he pleas’d, of his Father Treafures, fhould be at his Service: But 
Clovis provided a Murderer for him, who put an End to his Life, even 
when he was bufied in fharing his Father’s Treafures with his Ambaffa- 
dors. Clovis lay ready in the Neighbourhood, ’till he receivy’d News of 
the Succefs of his Attempt, and then went to Cologu, where, with little 
Difficulty, he reduc’d the whole Nation to his Dominion (6). He was 
immediately fet upon a Shield, a Cuftom which the franks full retain’d 
from the moft ancient Germans, and was publickly proclaim’d King (7). 
Thefe Franks retain’d the Name of Ripuariz, which we fhall frequently 
meet with in the Sequel, as well as their own Laws, which are yet ex- 
tant, and, in many Refpetts, ‘agree with the Sa/ick Laws. In fome of 
them, we find the Romans mention’d (8), by which Name are meant the 
ancient Inhabitants of the Country. ‘They appear to have been all 
enaéted at one Time, after this Nation had embrac’d the Chriftian Faith (9). 
But it is uncertain, whether Sigebert was a Chriffian, and had caus’d thete 
Laws to be compil’d, or whether they were not brought into the Order 
we now find them, in or after the Reign of Zhenderick, the Son of 
Clovis, to whofe Share Auftrafia fell, after his Father’s Deceafe.

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cannot indeed exactly aflign, over what Part of the Franks he govern’d *: 
But he appears, from feveral Circumftances, to have been a Chraftiam. 
Clovis, had of old, conceiv’d a Hatred for him, becaufe, in the Battle 
with Syagrius, he ftood neuter, as if he waited to fee which Party would 
gain the Victory, that he might proceed accordingly. He made both 
him and his Son, his Prifoners, by a Stratagem: The Father he caufed 
to be confecrated a Prieft, and his Sona Deacon; but both to be, at 
Length, put to Death, for his greater Security, left the Son fhould, 
foon or late, find an Opportunity of revenging the Death of his Father. 
Raganarius was, at Length, liable to the fame Fate (3): Of this Prince, 
I obferv’d before, that he was prefent at the Battle of Sozffous. He kept 
his Court at Cambray (4), and his Dominions reach’d, on this Side the 
Somme, thro’ the prefent Flanders and Artois. Clovis fecretly gain’d Par- 
tizans among his Subjects, and then declar’d a War againft him, during 
which he made him his Prifoner by Treachery. Raganarius and Richard, 
his Brother, were beheaded ; and Reguemer, the third Brother, was, by his 
Orders, likewife put to Death, in the City of Maus (5). Raganarius and 
his People had continued in Paganifm: But the Nation was now, thro” 
the Care of Remigius, brought to a Confeffion of the Chriffian Faith (6). 
Gregory mentions, that Clovis caus’d fome other Princes, and Relations 
of his to be murder’d; and, as an Excufe for this Proceeding, fays, that 
he could not place any Confidence in them ; but had Reafon to fear fome 
Attempt from them, on his Throne, or on that of his Children (7). 
Thus all that the Franks had ’till then poffefs’d in Magna Germania, 
and had, at feveral Times, conquer’d in Gau/, was united under one So-

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vereignty. However glorious the Founders of great Kingdoms may feem 
in Hiftory, they appear as inglorious, if we enquire more narrowly into 
the Means, they made Ufe of, to obtain their Ends: But we need hardly 
wonder, that Clovis made Attempts of this Kind, when we find Gregory, 
and other ancient Hiftorians, making fuch large Conceflions to him, on 
Account of his Converfion to the Catholick Religion, and how many 
Things the Bifhops were either not able to prevent, or willingly con- 
fented to, when the Church gain’d any Advantage thereby. 


XIX. Anp indeed, as Clovis muft be regarded as Founder of the Origin of the 


Monarchy of the Franks, fo the Franconian Church was firft inftituted aie ik 
yourch: Ae 


in his Reign. Amidft his military Atchievements, he himfelf was foli-s 


citous for the Concerns of the Church, and this his Care was as ufeful, as Or/eans. 


it was neceflary, in Order to unite the franks with the ancient Inhabitants 
of Gaul. 'The Council, which was held at Orleans (1), 4. 511, by the 
King’s Command, is a lafting Monument of his Solicitude. ‘The Bifhops 
had, from ancient Times, been accuftom’d to confult about Ecclefiaftical 
Matters, at their Conventions, and had known how to preferve this Pri- 
vilege, in Gaul, even under the Gothick and Burgundian Monarchies, 
notwithftanding they were vias. An Affembly of this Kind feem’d 
now the more requifite, in the Kingdom of the Franks, becaufe feveral 
Scruples had been rais’d, which were to be remov’d and determin’d by 
the Decrees of the Church, particularly on Occafion of the late Conver-- 
fions in thofe Countries, which had been taken from the Wi/-Goths, where 
many Arians were now come into the Communion of the True Believers (2). 
This is the firft Synod, that was held: under the Government of the Franks. 
There were 32 Bithops prefent at it, five of whom were Metropoltans, 
viz. thofe of Rouen, of Bourdeaux, of Bourges, of Tours, and of Eaufe, 
which laft See was afterwards remov’d to uch en Gafcogne. "The Ar- 
ticles, on which the King defir’d their Opinions, were laid before them, 
and they fent their Decrees to him for his Confirmation (3). Thus was the 
Franconian Church form’d under the Umbrage of a Regal Power, and

was, in Procefs of Time, join’d by all the other Churches in Gaul, as 
the Countries themfelves were united under that Scepter. It is call’d 
the Franconian Church, from the Nation then reigning; tho’, at firft, 
the Bifhops, as well as moft of the Congregations, confifted of Native 
Gauls. The Light of the Gofpel was, by Means of this Church, after- 
wards propagated thro’ many Kingdoms and Nations, and as the Fran- 
conian Monarchy gave Rife to the Kingdom of Germania, as well as to 
that of the prefent France, fo both national Churches efteem’d it equally 
an Honour to be defcended from this ancient Franconian Church. 
Chvis's ( XX. CLOVIS did not long enjoy the Friuts of his Victory. 
Death. The Fe died at ‘Paris, at the Beginning of the Year 511, in the 45th Year of 
iG icin, his Age, and was interr’d in the Church, which he built in Honour of the 
Se. Holy Apoftles, and which was afterwards dedicated toS. Genoveva. He 
left Iffue four Sons. We cannot difcoyer who was the Mother of Theu- 
derick, the eldeft. The other three, Chlodomir, Childebert, and Clotarims, 
were the Sons of Cloti/dis, the Burgundian Princefs, and one or more of 
them, muft have been very young, when they loft their Father. Thefe 
four Brothers divided the Kingdom among them. Theuderick obtain’d 
Belgica Prima, both Germanies, and that Part of Belgica Secunda, in 
which were the Cities of Rheims, and Chalons fur Marne ; together with the 
Dominions of the Frapks, on this Side of the Rhime : Befides this, he had 
Agquitam, Rovergue, Auvergne, Quercy, and L’ Albigois, which Countries 
he had, by his Father’s Commands, taken from the Gothsafter the Battle 
of Voglé. Khewms and Metz are faid to have been the two Capitals of his 
Kingdom. Of the other three Brothers, Chlodomir kept his Court at 
Orleans ; Childebert at Paris ; and Clotarius at Soiffons. After this, we 
meet with the Names of 4u/irafia and Neujfiria, in the Hiftory of the 
Franks. That Part of the Franconian Dominions, which was fituate 
Kajfiwards, was call’d Auftrafia, and the Weffern Country, as far as the 
Loire, was call’d Neuftria or Neuftrafia. But Aguitam and Burgundy 
(after C/ovis’s Sons had conquer’d the latter) were not included in either, 
but retain’d their proper Names. Now as thofe Countries, which fell to 
Theuderick’s Share, furnifh us chiefly with Subje& for the Hiftory of 
Germany, we fhall principally examine the Hiftory of Aufivafia; the 
other Countries appertaining more properly to the Hiftory of France ; 
and that Labour has befides been already anticipated by many excel- 
lent Pens, 
OtherNations (§ XXI. To this End, I muft here take Notice of thofe People, who 
Trike met, Awelt in Germania, at the Beginning of the Sixth Century, and were 
ringians, afterwards either fubdued by the Franks, or quitted their Country in 
Saxons, S« Search of frefh Adyentures, and made Room for other Nations. ‘The 
Mlemanns 
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Alemanni were before fubject to the Franks. They were afterwards joan’d 
by a Refidue of the ancient Svevi (1) ; after which Union (2), the Names 
of Alemauni and Swabians were ufed indifcriminately, and the fucceeding 
Dukes, were fometimes ftill’d Memannia, and fometimes Suevie Duces. The 
Frifians retain’d their ancient Habitation on the Sea Coafts, which they 
extended greatly. The Kingdom of the Z/urimgians was in great Repute, 
next to that of the Franks. ‘This famous Nation, which was, in forego- 
ing Times, comprehended under the Name of the Goths, and was re- 
nowned in /ttila’s'Time, had conquer’d the Country of the Hermundurz, 
in Germania, and extended themfelves much farther than the prefent 
Thuringia. We before took Notice of the Incurfions they made into 
Noricum (3), and of their Broils with the Franks. ‘They continued to 
live in the moft perfect Intelligence with the Goths : ‘They were firft, in 
ftrict Alliance with the W7/-Goths, particularly with King Auricus, but 
when, after Aaric’s Death, that Monarchy fell to decay; they cultivated 
a Friendfhip with Theoderick, King of the Offro-Goths (4), of which we 
fhall make farther Mention in the Sequel, on Occafion of the Subverfion 
of the Thuringian Kingdom. ‘The Saxons, who firft made their Name 
famous in the great Cambrian Peninfula, and afterwards in the fifth Cen- 
tury, by their Conquefts in Sritam, had, about this Time, begun to 
enlarge their Territories by Land, in Germany, and were foon involy’d in 
a War with the Franks (5). The ancient Boundary on the Danube, which 
had long feparated the Roman Provinces, from the free German Nations, 
remain’d ’till now unmoy’d. Kztia and Noricum appertain’d to the King- 
dom of the Offre-Goths, in Italy; after the Declenfion of which, they 
fell under the Dominion of the Franks, and then the Name of 4a- 
varians firft became noted. On the left Banks, oppofite to Noricum, we 
find the Longobards (6), ’till, under the Command of /om, their King, 
they begun their March, 4. 529, for Pannonia, from whence they pro- 
ceeded to Italy. The Silefian Hiftorians likewife aflert, that the Lygz,

Eajtwards dwelt the Gepide, who had made themfelves Mafters of 
Dacia, and were border’d on the other Side, by fome Hunnick and Sar- 
gnatian Nations. 
Of theNa ~~ § XXII. We muft now take a View of thofe Nations, who dwelt 
tions, ae on the Coafts of the Eaff-Sea, on the lve, and about the Oder and 
ae onthe Viftula. Thete large Traéts of Land, the Country, that firft gave Rife 
Eef-sea. to the Gothick and Vandalick Nations, and even to the Franks them- 
felves (1), had, in ancient Times, been the Theatre of bloody Wars, and 
great Revolutions, which have been mention’d, in the firft Volume, on 
Occafion of the Gothick and Vandalick Wars: For the Goths had erected 
a powerful Kingdom in thefe Countries, which, after Hermanaric, their 
King, had conquer’d the Heruh, Venete, Eftiit, and Roxolani, about 
the Middle of the fourth Century, extended, at Length, from the Ba/- 
tick (or Eaff-Sea) as far as the Black-Sea, and confequently comprehended 
a great Part of thofe Countires, to which, taken together, the Ancients 
eave the Name of Scythia, or likewife more particularly of Sarmatia. 
By which Means, many Nations lay conceal’d under the Name of Goths, 
which were originally quite a different People. But when the Goths were, 
{oon afterwards, fubdu’d by the Hanus (2), frefh Revolutions happen’d like- 
wife here. One Part of the Nations, which were before fubject to the Goths, 
lifted themfelves under Attila; fuch were the Gepide, Rug, Scirri, Gc. 
The Reft perhaps immediatly recover’d their Liberty ; which they could, 
with the more Eafe, maintain, as the Power of the Hunns tell with 
Attila, and the Goths fought their Fortune in other Parts. The Varni 
and Heruli, under which Names many neighbouring Nations were pro- 
bably comprehended, are, in particular, famous in the Monuments of this 
Time. Thefe Varni are the fame Varini, who are placed by Zacitus, in 
his Time, among the Swabian Nations, who dwelt on the Eaf-Sea (3), as 
Neighbours to the Augli. Geographers agree herein, that they dwelt 
about the two Rivers Zrave and Warna; the former of which falls into 
the Sea near Zubeck, the latter near Roffock. How far their Dominions 
seach’d by Land, is uncertain, but if we have an Eye to a Letter of 
Theoderick, King of the Oftro-Goths, dire&ted, at the fame Time, to the 
Kings of the Zhuringians, Heruli, and Varni (4), thefe Nations feem, -at

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that Time, to have border’d on each other, and as good a Friendfhip to 
have fubfifted between their Kings, as betwixt them and the King of the 
Oftro-Goths. 'The Kingdom of the Guarni flourith’d till about the Time 
of Childebert, King of Aufirafia: And a Refidue of the Rugi remain’d, 
not improbably, in their ancient Country, from whence the Territory and 
Ifle of Rugen retain’d its Name (5).

§ XXTIL Tue Deftruétion of the Kingdom of the Herwi, which I am In particular 
now about to relate, renews in us a Defire of being better acquainted with of ‘he 4a. 


this Nation; efpecially fince fome derive from them the People of Lithuania 
and Livonia (1), others the Werli, an ancient People in Mecklenburg *. 
It appears, indeed, from what has been faid of them in the former Volume, 
that they dwelt on the Eajt-Sea (2); but their Situation, particularly to- 
wards the Inland Countries, was not accurately defcrib’d (3). They had 
before detach’d numerous Colonies, which, in the Reign of Gad/ienus, 
the Emperor, cruiz’d, with the Goths, on the Black-Sea, and, with them, 
invaded Iyricum. One of thefe Swarms was overcome by Gallienus, 
near the City of Naifis, in Moéfia, and thereupon took Service 
under the Romans (4), when the Heru compos’d a feparate Body, 
among the foreign Cavalry (5). Another Swarm, accompanied by fome 
of their Neighbours, made their Way for Gaul, in the Time of Maxi- 
mimian, the Emperor, but were by him defeated (6). The whole Nation 
of the Heruli, themfelyes, about the Middle of the fourth Century, were 
fubdued by Hermanaric, King of the Offro-Goths (7); but perhaps re= 
cover'd their Liberty, when, foon afterwards, the Gothick Monarchy, in 
the Countries betwixt the Danube and the Eaff-Sea, were fubverted. 
We meet, in Hiftory, with frefh Colonies of the Herudj after that Time.

A Body of them ravag’d, in the Years 457 and 460, the Coatts of Spain(8): 
and their Troops became, foon after, famous in Italy, where they were 
inftrumental in fetting Odoacer on the Throne (9). The Nation itfelf 
kept up, during this Time, a good Underftanding with the Goths (10), 
as appears from feveral Treaties with Euricus, King of the Wi/-Goths (11), 
who adopted for his Son, the King, who then reign’d over them (12), 
and who feems to have been the fame Rudolph, in whole Reign the King- 
dom of the Herwi receiv’d that violent Shock, which foon after caus’d 
its total Subverfion. 

§ XXIV. PROCOPIUS makes frequent Mention of the Herul (1), 
as a People, very famous in the Reign of ‘fufimian, and obferves, on this 
Occafion, two very extraordinary Cuftoms, in Vogue among them. » One 
of thefe was, that fuperannuated, infirm People themfelves entreated 
their Relations, to remove them out of this World: Whereupon they 
were laid on a Pile of Wood, where fome one (not of their Kindred) 
firft kill’d them, and then fet Fire to the Wood. This unciviliz’d People 
had no Notion, either of thofe ealy Employments, in which old and 
faperannuated Perfons might ferve the Common-Wealth;. or of that 
tranquil State of Mind, .which old Age is capable of giving. ‘We find 
almott the fame related ‘of fome other Nations, as of the Cantabri (2), 
that their aged People threw themfelves into the Sea; which likewife 
the ancient Geographers took Notice of, in general, as practis’d by the

moft remote Northern Nations (the Hyperborez).(3), and which the an- 
cient heroick Songs of the Danes, relate, in particular, of fome of their 
Kings (4). The Zhuringians, while they were Pagans, even after they 
were conquer’d by the Franks, committed very near the fame Cruelty, 
which Procopius relates of the Heruli; viz. that when fick Perfons ap- 

ear’d to be incurable, they caus’d their:Heads to be cut off, and their 
Bodies to be burnt (5).. Another Practice of the Herul;, mention’d by 
Procopius, muft feem equally ftrange in thefe Days: He fays, that Wives 
were oblig’d, at the Funeral of their Husbands, to fubmit to the Halter 
themfelves, unlefs they chofe rather to forfeit their Honour, and to incur 
the Odium of all the Relations of the.Deceafed. “Funerals were not at- 
tended with fo much Cruelty among the ancient Germans in general. A 
Horfe was, at moft, perhaps burnt (6). It was indeed cuftomary among 
the Gauls, for Servants to accompany their Mafters on the Funeral-Pile ; 
but this was abolifh’d in the Times of 7. Cefar (7). This Barbarity of 
the Heruli, which is only us’d now-a-days, here and there, in the La/f- 
Indies, and that but very feldom (8), was likewife common to fome 
neighbouring Scythian Nations (9). The fame is related of the Venedi, 
and fome other People, whofe Confines join’d to thofe of the Heru/i (10). 
Both Cuftoms may ferve to fhew the Tyranny of Imagination, which 
was here of greater Force, than that natural Defire of Life, which is but 
too much indulg’d by moft other Men.

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War with the Longobards, who were already tributary to them (1), in 
Order to reduce that Nation to an entire Subjection (2); but that they 
were defeated by the Longobards, and their King flain in the Attempt: 
That thereupon they were fore’d to leave their Country a Prey to the 
Conqueror, and to feek Refuge under the Gepide, who affign’d them 
Habitations about and in their Dominions (3). From ‘Jornandes, on 
the other Hand, we might conclude, that the Danes expell’d the Herus,, 
and that Rudolph, their King, took Refuge in /ta/y, under Theoderick (4). 
But, whatever the particular and more accurate Circumftances may be, 
it appears fufficiently, from the Sequel of Hiftory, that the Power of the 
Herult was, about this Time, greatly reduced, and foon after totally 
fubverted. 

Tue -A/ii are likewife met with, in the Acounts we haye 
of the fixth Century, in the fame Parts on the Eajfi-Sea, where Tacitus 
places them (1). Now, if we grant, that the Hleru/ extended their 
Dominion as far as the Vi/tula, after the Goths had quitted their ancient 
Habitations, then the .#/t7 were, after that Time, their Neighbours.” 
They were likewife formerly conquer’d by the Goths; but foon after re- 
cover’d their Liberty, and, on the other Hand, now kept upa good 
Underftanding with Zheoderick, King of Italy; in whofe Hiftory we 
read, that the Zt fent an Ambafly to him (2), and made hima Pre- 
fent of their Amber, which was ftill in as high Efteem, as it was in the

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Times of the Romans. ‘Thus was the Name of the fii (3), which 
yet fubfifts in the Province of Effonia, known over all the prefent Zi- 
vonia (4), and-over one Part, at leaft, of the prefent Pruffa. Infomuch 
that the People, who dwelt on the Right of the Viftula, on.the Coafts 
of the Laft-Sea, were comprehended under the Name of Heru/z, or of 
fin, among whom were the Gadmdi and Sudeni (5), who are acknow- 
ledg’d to have been the firft Inhabitants of ‘Pruffa. Much in the fame 
Manner as long afterwards, almoft all who came from the Eaj/t-Sea, were, 
in England, and in the Low-Countries, call’d Efferdimgs. ‘The Scirri and 
Hirri, whom Pliny mentions on the Eafi-Sea, beyond the Viftula, have 
been frequently mention’d before (6); and I related of them, in particular, 
that, in the Reign of Theodofius, they made Inroads on the Roman Provinces ; 
that they ferved in 4tti/a’s Army, and that, after his Deceafe, they were 
rooted out by the Gothick Princes. But whether the whole Nation, or 
only fome Colonies left their Country, on thofe Occafions, is uncertain. 
The Scirri, are at leaft fuppofed to have dwelt in Courland, which is faid 
' to have taken its Name from them; and fo likewife we find fome Foot-: 
fteps of the Hurri in the prefent Affonia (7). ‘The Origin and An- 
tiquities of the People of Poland, Ruffa, Lithuania, Livonia, and 
Pruffia (8), will be farther illuftrated, when, in the Sequel, I fhall 
relate the Revolutions, occafion’d by the Venedi, and other Sarmatian 
Nations, in the Countries betwixt the Viffu/a, the Danube, and the 
Laft-Sea.

fiderable with thefe People, and we find that their only exportable Gom- 
modities; were Amber and Furrs. Tacitus calls this Sea Mare Suevicum (1); 
becaufe the People, who dwelt along the Coafts, were fuppos’d to be a 
Part of the principal Branch of the Suevi. Plmy (2) and Pomponius Mela 
(3), call it Sivas Codanus.’ Among the Iflands, they mention one by the 
Name of Scandinavia, which was larger than all the Reft. Ptolemy (4), 
and Jornandes (5), who appeals to Ptolemy, call it Scanzia. Procopius (6) 
mentions it by the name of Z/u/e. But the Relations of both the latter 
are as confufed, as thofe, which we meet with in the moft ancient Roman 
Writers, and in Profemy. It is neverthelefs apparent, that Yornandes 
comprehends, under the Name of Scanzia, and Procopius under that of 
Thule, the prefent Norway, Lapland, Sweden, Gothland, Fimland, and 
the DawifbVilands; nay, it feems even the Ifland and Territory of Rugen. 
Fornandes names the Danes among the Inhabitants of Scanzra (7) 5 and 
likewife the Swedes (8), (whom Tacitus * mentions by the Name of 
Suiones.) and fays of the latter, that they traded in Furrs and Sables. 
He names moreover the Fenni (9), and Gauti (10), who are yet known 
in the North, by the Name of Goths. The prefent Languages of Nor- 
way, Denmark and Sweden, which laft is likewife {poken in Gothland, 
are, as it were, Daughters of the ancient Norwegian Mother-Tongue, 
which retain’d its Purity chiefly in [/e/and, which Hle was, in the ninth 
Century, peopled from Norway. If we compare them with the Ang lo- 
Saxon, and with the other Remains of the ancient Swevian Tongue 
which we meet with, in what little we have left of that of the Longo-

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bards, as well as with U/phila’s Tranflation of the four Gofpels, and 
the ancient Dialect of the Franks, we fhall indeed find them different 
from all thefe; but fo that the firft Sources, from whence thefe Dialects, 
like fo many Rivulets, took their Rife, were not far diftant from each 
other. ‘They have, in their Traditions, many Things in common with 
the Anglo-Saxons, the Longobards, and other People of Germania, and 
particularly the Memory of Odinus, who is faid to have come ftom A/a 
to Scandmavia, and was ador’d as an Hero, and, at Length, as a Deity, 
‘1 the Iflands and Countries on both Sides of the Eajf-Sea (11). And 
thefe Circumftances leave me no Room to doubt, but that the Nations 
that dwelt on each Side of the Eaff-Sea frequently made Treaties, and 
wag’d War, one with another, alternatively, eyen as we find it in fuc- 
ceeding Times. The Sea was open for their Ufe, and both were expe- 
rienc’d Navigators (12): But we meet with no certain Teftimony of thefe 
Things, in ancient Hiftorians. The Danes, Norwegians, and Swedes, 
have indeed ancient Monuments of their Hiftory: In particular many 
Inferiptions, which are ftill extant, in the ancient Letters or Rumen. They 
boaft of the Songs of their Sca/der, or ancient Mafter-Singers, and of fome 
Accounts, (which in their Language are call’d Edda or Saga) of the Acts 
of their Anceftors, which only fo far differ from the Mythology of the 
Greeks and Romans, that they, in general, extol. the Valour and. Hofpi- 
tality of their Heroes, whereas the Greeks, on the other Hand, attri- 
buted to their Gods and Goddefes, all thofe Frailties of their own, which 
Love prompted them to. But all thefe Remains either have not reach’d 
to thefe Times, or are liable to great Doubts and Uncertainties. It may 
therefore fuffice, that we here follow the few Accounts we have, in the 
Hiftorians of this Time. The Clouds, which yet hover over them, will 
by Degrees be moved, when, in fucceeding Times, we begin to treat more 
largely of the Northern Nations. For, in the Hiftory of the franks, we 
fhall have but too frequent Occafion, to relate the Piracies and Irruptions 
of the Normans, which will ferve to give us fome Idea of what pats’d, 
in ancient Times, in the Navigation and Excurfions of the franks, 
Saxons, and Heruls. 


( XXVIIE To return to the Hiftory of the Franks, we find that A Peace’ a- 


every Thing continued, after Clovis’s Death, notwithftanding the Par- ; 


tition, in a peaceable State. Nothing could be more advantageous to the 
Kingdom, than this Harmony of the Brothers. It:produc’d, among others,

this Effect, that’ the Dominion of the Franks, and the new Regulation

any Attempts: But then the King of the Oftro-Goths, to whofe Motions 
the chiefeft Regard was to be had, happen’d befides to be involv’d in 
other Difficulties with the Grecian Emperor, which were alone fufficient 
to keep him employ’d. In Order to give the Reader an Idea of this 
Affair, [ muft lead him to a different Subject, and juft take Notice of 
the Controverfies in Point of Religion, of thefe Times, and of the In- 
fluence they had on Temporal Matters. In the former Volume, I have 
already frequently made Mention of the fatal Differences, occafion’d by 
the Doctrine of rzus, that the Son of God was not of the fame, nor 
even of a fimilar Effence with the Father; I likewife obferved what 
Ground this Error gain’d among the Goths, Vandals, Suevi, Burgundians, 
and other German Nations. .Neftorius gave Occafion to a new Difpute, by 
denying that the Divine Nature was perfonally united with the human Na- 
ture (1). His Doétrine was rejected in the Year 431, in the Council at 
Epbefus, where Cyrill of Alexandria,who had before zealoufly oppofed him, 
prefided. Eutyches fell, on the other Hand, into the Error, that no Diftinc- 
tion was to be made betwixt the two Natures in the Perfon of Chrift, as if 
they were, in a Manner, confounded together ; for which hefwas condemned 
at the Council of Chalcedon, A. 451. The Canons of this Council rais’d 
frefh Difficulties, which were augmented by Peter, furnam’d Fu//o (2), Bi- 
fhop of Antioch. The Hymn, O Holy Lord, O holy mighty God, Kc. had, 
at that Time, been already introduc’d in their publick Worfhip(3). The 
fame Peter inferted into this Hymn, the Form: Thou who wajt crucified 
for us, have Mercy upon us. How unexceptionable foever thefe Words 
are, if rightly interpreted, they now caus’d very great Uneafinefles, be- 
caufe the True-believers apprehended, that the falfe Tenet of our Sayiour’s 
having likewife fuffer’d in his Divine Nature, (from which Error the Theo- 
. pafchite took their Name) (4), would be thereby infenfibly introdue’d. 
Zeno, the Emperor, thought he adted very prudently, when he pub- 
lifh’d, 4. 482, that famous Edict, whereby Silence was enjoin’d to both 
Parties (5), concerning the Council of Chalcedon; which Method ‘has

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he renew’d the Mandate of Silence, and did not care to concern himfelf 
about the Council of Chalcedon, tho’, at his Coronation, he had been 
oblig’d to promife ftrenuoufly to fupport it. Matters came, hereupon, 
to fuch a Height, that Pope Symmachus excommunicated all, that were 
of Acacius’s Opinion, and confequently the Emperor himfelf, but with- 
out naming him (1). 4vaffafims inclin’d, in the mean Time, more and 
more to this Party, and caus’d the abovemention’d Form to be introduc’d 
into publick Worfhip. This immediately rais’d a horrid Tumult in the 
Church, which was foon fpread all over the City. naffafius narrowly 
efcap’d being dethron’d on this Occafion. The rebellious Populace pro- 
claim’d Ariohbindus Emperor (2), who had married Anicia fulana, the 
Daughter of Emperor Olybrius, who was, as well as he, of the Orthodox 
Party. Vitalian, a Grand-fon of the famous jpar, whom I mention’d 
in the former Volume (3), and Commander of the foreign Troops, {et 
up for Emperor, in Myjfia, againft Anaftafus, under the fpecious Pre- 
tence, of oppofing the Extychian Herety, and defending the Council of 
Chal@fon. ‘The Emperor indeed appeas’d the Fury of the People at 
Conftantinople : But a dangerous War enfued with Vitalian. Theoderick (4), 
King of Italy, and Hormifda, the Pope, affifted the latter to the utmoft of 
their Power. The Doétrine of the Eutychians was, irideed, as much oppos’d 
by the Arians, as by the True-Believers: But we need not doubt, but 
Theoderick was prompted to it more by political Views, than his Zeal 
for Religion: For what could contribute more to the Security of his 
Throne in Italy, than to cut out Work for Avaftajis in the Eajt, and 
to fupport the Pope, as well as the Senat of Rome, in their Difaffection 
to him? The King of Burgundy, who feem’d, in every other Refpect, a 
Friend to Anaffafius, at this Jun@ture, likewife enjoin’d <vitus, Bilhop 
of Vienne, to oppofe the Eutychian Tenets. ‘The two Letters are extant, 
which this Prelate wrote on that Head to the King himfelf; of which 
the Learned indeed obferve (5), that the State of Affairs at Confiantinople,

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had been mifreprefented to him: But this is not our Concern here, and 
we find no farther Account, whether, and how far the King of Burgundy 
interfer'd in the War, which thereupon enfued. Vitalan came himfelf, 
with a large Army of Huns and Bulgarians, as fat as Cont antinople 5 
and Anaffafius was oblig’d to fue for Peace. It was accordingly con- 
cluded, 4. 514, on Condition that the Emperor fhould recall all thofe 
Bifhops, who had been banifh’d on Account of their Conftancy ; that he 
fhould faffer a free Council to be held at Heraclea, in Thrace, and en- 
treat the Pope to affift at it (6). Several Negotiations were thereupon 
{et on-Foot with the Pope and King Theoderick: But for the Council of 
Heraclea, and that Union of Churches, which Hormifda fo much de- 
fir’d, they were not brought to bear during Anaftafius’s Lite. 

( XXX. Azour this Time it was, if we obferve the fame Order 


the Franks in Auftrafia, was embroil’d with the Danes, and this is the 
Sr Time we meet with the Name of that Nation in the Hiftory of 
the Franks. They fail’d by the Coafts of Saxony and Friefland, and 
fo up the Maes (1), where they landed, and rayag’d the Country be- 
twixt that River and the Rhine, and particularly the Dominions of the 
Attuarii (2), (the prefent Guelders.) Gregory calls their Leader Chochi~ 
Jaic (3), and ftiles him a King: But they were probably a Swarm of 
People, who had quitted their Country to feck their Fortune elfewhere ; 
the like of which we find many Inftances of, before and after thefe™limes, 
in the Hiftory of the Northern Nations. They were juft about to re- 
treat, when King Theuderick attack’d them, both by Water and by Land. 
Theudebert, or Thiebrecht, his Son, kill’d their Prince, who had remain’d 
on Shoar, to cover their Imbarkation. The /ranks, in the mean Time, 
with their Fleet, attack’d the Damifb Ships, and took from them 
their Booty and Prifoners (4). The Name of the Danes appears again,

Depredations on the Franks. 

XXXI GUNDOBALD,,King of Burgundy, died A. 516 *, Gundobald's 
and left two Sons, Sigi{mund and Godomar: But Sigifimund, who, in his Death. 
Father’s Life-time, bore the Title of King, and refided at Geneva, was 
his only Succeffor. He had quitted the rian Sect, before his Father’s 
Deceafe, and always bore a great. Affection to Avitus, Bifhop of Vienne, 
who had endeayour’d to inftill into him, not only a Zeal for the Catholick 
Party, but, at the fame Time, a particular Inclination to the Imperial 
Court. He left a Monument of his Zeal in that famous Monaftery, which 
he either built, or at leaft renew’d, 4. 515, on the Rhone (in the prefent 
Country of Valais) in the Place where, in ancient Times, the Capital of 
Agaunum was; and where the Legio Thebea, with Mauritius, their Com- 
mander, is faid to haye been maflacred, on Acceunt of the Chri/t7an 
Religion, by Command of Maximmian, the Emperor. This Monaftery, 
from ,whence the Place itfelf took the Name of S. Maurice, was, ever 
after that Time, highly efteem’d by the Burgundians : 'The Veneration 
of S. Maurice, himfelf, defcended from them to the German Emperors, 
and his Lance is to this Day prefery’d among the Regalia of the Empire. 
Sigi{mund had been dignified by the Roman Emperor, with the Title of 
Comes, and even with that of Patriciys, after his Acceffion to the Throne. 
Two Letters are extant, which he fent to that Emperor, at his coming 
to the Crown. Avitus, Bifhop of Vienne, who wrote them in the King’s 
Name, and who was himfelf, not a little proud of the Title of Senator 
Romanus, us’d Terms fo fubmiflive, that the Reader may juftly be fur- 
prizd, to find the Burgundian King treating the Emperor, with fo much 
Deference **, Soon after the Beginning of Sigi/mund’s Reign, 4. 517 4,+M, seps, 
the Bifhops held a Council at Jenne, a Place in the little Territory of 
Bugey, on the Banks of the Rhone (1), at which the afore-mention’d 
Avitus prefided (2). If we form a Conjeéture of the Extent of the 
Burgundian Kingdom, from the Cities of thofe Bifhops, who affifted at 
this Couneil, it will appear to have contain’d the Countries, which were 
afterwards known by the Names of the Dukedom and;County of Burgundy,

Gundobald had before 
Burgundia” eakeen Care to prefcribe to his Subjeéts a certain written Rule of Equity, 
and had himfelf enacted feveral Laws (1). Sigi{mund now refum’d the 
whole Work, at a Diet, held at Lyons, and order’d the Burgundian 
Counts then prefent, to fub{cribe to it. Gundobald and Sigi{mund were 
not, perhaps, the firft Inventors of thefe Laws, for they contain, for the 
moft Part, the original Cuftoms of the Germans, which have been taken 
Notice of by the moft ancient Hiftorians, and are met with in the old 
Laws of the other German Nations (2). 
Sigifmund .§ XXXII. However promifing the Reign of Sigifmund feem’d 
Ae: be, the Event was by no Means anfwerable to the Hopes conceiv’d of 
ie o Death. it. By his firft Confort, the Daughter of Theoderick, King of the Oftro- 
Goths, he had two Children, a Son, nam’d Sygerick, and a Daughter, 
who was married to Theuderick, King of the Franks, in Aujftrafia. Both 
follow’d their Father’s Example, and became Converts to the Catholick 
Religion (1). He had likewife Children by his fecond Wife; who rais’d 
Sufpicions in their Father, of their half-Brother, and the King was pre- 
vail’d on to believe, that the Prince rely’d too confidently on being Grand- 
fon to the King of Italy. Sigifmund was exafperated to fuch a Degree, 
that he caus’d the Prince to be put to Death, 4. 22 (2). But the 
greater was his AffiiGion, foon after, when he found the Accufations 
groundlefs, and was fenfible of his own Rafhnefs. He made open Pro- 
feffion of Repentance for his Crime ; and, for fome Time, retir’d into the 
Monaftery of S. Maurice, where he founded an Fftablifhment for finging 
of Hymns, Day and Night in the Choir (3). But in vain he withdrew 
from the Eyes of the Court, his own Confcience was a fufficient [Re- 
proach to him. In vain he enjoin’d the Monks to fing for the Sins of 
others. ‘The Sound of their Pfalms, ever renew’d in his Memory, the 
Occafion of that Inftitution. With his Son he had, at the fame Time, 
facrificed the Peace of his Life. Theoderick, King of Itab, whofe Friend-

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fhip would have been the ftrongeft Bulwark againft the Franks, was 
highly enraged. He loft, by Degrees, the Affection of HisePeople, and 
the Difafter, which foon after betel him, was regarded as a Judgment 
from Heaven. Queen Clotildis, Clovis’s Widow, excited her three Sons, 
Chlodomir, Clotharius, and Childebert, to invade Burgundy, under Pre- 
tence of a Right to it by their Mother. Thefe Princes declar’d War 
againft Sigijmund, in the Year 523, and defeated him in an Engagement. 
Sigifiaund fled into the Monaitery of S. Maurice, but was betray’d, by 
fome of his own faithlefs Subjects, into the Hands of King Clodomir (4). 
and carried Prifoner to Orleans. Godomar, his Brother, in the mean 
Time, took upon him the Adminiftration of the Government (5), and 
recover’d thofe Cities which the Franks had taken. Clodomir made Pre- 

arations, the following Year, 524, for a War with Godomar: But he 
firft caus’d the Captive King Sig/mund, his Confort, and two Princes, to 
be put to Death. Their Bodies were afterwards depofited in the before~ 
mention’d Monaftery of 8. Maurice, and Sigi{mund, himftelf, was plac’d 
among: the Saints (6).

XXXIV. GCLODOMIR, after having perpetrated this cruel Deed, His Death 
fet out forthe Army. His Brother Theuderick, King of Auffrafia, had eveng’d on 


fent him fome auxiliary Troops, which he did perhaps with a View of 
obtaining a Part of the Burgundian Dominions, now Sigi{mund, his Fa- 
ther-in-Law, was dead. An Engagement enfued, in the Plain near the 
City of Vienne (1), where Clodomir \oft his Life, at the very Beginning. 
His Head was fix’d ona Spear, and carried about in the Burgundian 
Army, as it were, to comfort them for the ignominious Death of their 
King. The franks, indeed, foon reveng’d the Lofs of their Sovereign ; 
But it caus’d, neverthelefs, a great Revolution in their own State, which 
proy’d advantageous to the Burgundians : For Clotarims married Gun- 
theuga, his Widow, and fhar’d Clodomir’s Kingdom, with his two fur- 
viving Brothers. His three Sons, who were yet Minors, were totally 
excluded, and Clotildis, the Grand-mother, took them under her Care. 
Eyery one regarded Clodomir’s unhappy Death, and the Exclufion of his

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Children, as a juft Judgment from Gon, for the Barbarity he had.com- 
mited on Sigrffiund and his Houle. Theoderick, King of Italy, took Ad- 
vantage of the Calamity of the Burgundians, and order’d Tholut, his 
General, to take from them fome Cities, which border’d on his Domi- 
nions in Provence (2): And the Bithops of Cavazllon, Apt, Carpentras, 
Orenge, Gap, and Geneva, who before aflifted at the Convention of the 
Burgundian Church, at Yenne, were now prefent at the Council, which 
was held at Aries, in the Year 524, with Yheoderick’s Approbation. In 
this Situation, I fhall now leave the Burgundians, till, in the Year 534, 
{ fhall have Occafion to relate, how that Kingdom was intirely fubdu’d 
by the Franks. 

§ XXXV. Iw the mean Time, happen’d another great Change in 
the Face of Affairs, to which the Revolution that broke out in the Em- 
pire, and in Italy, gave Occafion. Anaffafms died in the Middle of 
Fuly, ao 518. —“Fujftinus facceeded him, by the Affiftance of that Party, 
which had oppos’d Awafiafius. He was a Native of Thrace (1), and 
had rais’d himfelf from a common Soldier, to the Command of the Troops 
of the Imperial Houfehold *, which were always efteem’d the very 
Choice of the Army. After his Acceflion to the Imperial Throne, 
he took the Names of Flaviws and uicius, perhaps becaufe he was 
adopted by the Aviciz, which was one of the greateft Families in the 
Empire, powerful in Rome, as well as Conflantimople, and ally’d to the 
moft noble Houfes (2). Lwpicima, his Confort, who had been his Slaye, 
and now fhar’d the Government with him, diftinguifh’d herfelf by the 
Names of a Marcia Enphema. Fuftim again declar’d for the Council 
of Chalcedon, and the Communion between the Roman and Greek Churches 
was reftor’'d, 4 519, to which Vitalian and ‘fohn Cappadox, then Patri- 
arch, greatly contributed. The Emperor took ‘fu/timan, his Sifter’s Son, 
to Court ; who foon after, viz. 4. 520, made away with Vztatan, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Army, and Confu/ that yery Year, in Order to 
have the Adminiftration folely in his ovn Hands, and the better to fe- 
cure his Succeffion to his Uncle. He was created-Adagifler Militum, in 
Vitalian’s Room; and, by Degrees, laid the Foundation to thole great

A coop Underftanding fubfifted, for a Time, betwixt Fu/fin 
and Theoderick: “He adopted (1) Autharick, his Son-in-Law, who had been 
Conful with him, 4. 519. The Arians liv’d unmolefted in the Ea/f, and 
Theoderick, on the other Hand, allow’d the Catholicks in the Weft, the 
fame Advantage: Nay, we meet with Tokens of his gracious Behaviour 
to them (2). But, in the Year 523, fu/fim publifh’d a fevere Edi 
againft all who were not of the Catholick Church (3), and foon after 
depriy’d the Arias of their Churches. About the fame Time, the King 
was informed, that fome of the principal Members of the Senat, at Rome, 
had engag’d with the Emperor in dangerous Defigns againft his Govern- 
ment, and the Gorhs in general. Cyprian, who was then Referendarius, 
and afterwards attain’d to higher Dignities, accus’d U/binus the ‘Patriciuns, 
of having written Letters of that Kind, to the Emperor Ju/fim (4). 
Boétius, one of the moft confiderable Senators, and, at the fame Time, A/a- 
gifter Officiorum (which was the firft Office at the King’s Court) defended 
him vigoroufly ; but was foon after charg’d with being himfelf one of the 
principal Confpirators. Avétims had hitherto been renown’d, as well for 
his fuperior Talents, as his good Fortune; and, in the Year 522, had 
the uncommon Pleafure of feeing his two Sons, Symmachus and Boétius, 
both, in their younger Years, at once promoted to the Confulfhip; an 
Honour which their Father and Anceftors could hardly attain to in their 
old Age. But now he experienc’d, that Merit proves, at fome Jundtures, 
dangerous, and that the Smiles of Fortune are as eafily chang’d into 
Frowns, as in a fultgy Day, Sun-fhine gives place to Rain. Thofe very

Subjects had fo frequently with’d (5): And therefore he may perhaps: 


have.defign’d Lutharick, his' Son-in-Law, for his Succeffor. This Prince 
enter'd: upon the Confulate, 4 549, with fach Maenificence, as had 
not, in a long Time, been feen at Rome. Among other Things, the 
King: of the Vandals had fent the moft uncommon wild Beafts from 
Africa, for the Diverhons of the Amphitheater (6). But Eutharick died 
before his Father-in-Law, who, at laft, found all his Hopes confin’d to 
his two Grand-fons, 4malarick, the Wifi-Gotbick Prince, and Athalarick, 
Eutharick’s Son. For the third, Sigerick, the Burgundian Prince, had becn 
murder’d: by his own Father.’ I have met with a Medal of Theoderick, 
where, in’ Flonour to him, his’ two Grandfons are reprefented, in Imitation 
of a Medal of Auguftus, on which we find Cajus and Lucius, his Daughter's 
Children (7). He therefore appointed Amalarick to fucceed in his pater- 
nal Kingdom: of the Wi/-Goths, and Athalarick to be King of Italy; and 
not long before his' Death, he caufed the Nobles of Jtaly,. and the Chiefs 
of the: Goths, to pay Homage to the latter (8) at Ravenna. Amalafrid, 
his Sifter, who came with him to /ta/y, and was married a fecond Time, 
A. 500, to, Thrafamund, King of the Vandals, is likewife famous in 
Hiftory ; as are likewife both her Children’ by the firft Marriage, viz.

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Theodehat, who afterwards became King of the Offro-Goths, and Ama- 
laberg, Wife of Hermanfrid, King of Thuringia. Theoderick’s Kindred 
were, indeed, very famous in the World; but moft of them were alfo 
very unfortunate, and of thefe many came at laft to unhappy Ends. 

§ XL. Berore I proceed, I muft here take Notice of the State and 
Conftitution .of the Offro-Gothick Kingdom, in Theoderick’s Reign; fince 
it makes, beyond all Doubt, the moft confiderable Figure, in the Hiftory 
of thefe Times. To this Kingdom appertain’d all Jta/y, with the Ifland 
of Sicily (1): On this Side the ps, it contain’d a Part of Provence, 
in Gaul, Retia (2), Vindelicia, Noricum (3), and at leaft a confiderable 
Part of Pannonia and Dalmatia (4). Among the Nations fubject to 
him on this Side of the A/ps, we find the Swabdians particularly men- 
tion’d (5). Italy itfelf had greatly recover’d, during that long Peace, 
which it enjoy’d under him, and, in his Reign, acquir’d a Fame, it had 
long before been deftitute of, under the Roman Government, He had 
united the Power of the Wi/i-Goths, to that of the Ofro-Goihs. ‘The 
King of the Vandals, in Africa, was in Alliance with him, and had 
married ‘his Sifter. After Clovis’s Deceafe, and the Divifion of the Mo- 
narchy among his four Sons, the Franks were not fo dangerous Neighbours, 
as elfe perhaps they might have been. His Sifter’s Daughter had been 
married to Hermanfrid, King of Thuringia, who, with the Kings of the 
Heruli and Guarni, liv’d in fo good an Underftanding with him, that, 
in Cafe of Neceffity, thefe Nations. were.in a Capacity to ctit out Work 
enough on the Rhine or Danube, forthe Enemies of the Gothick King- 
dom. We need not therefore wonder that he fo well maintain’d his 
Power againft the Emperor of the aff. 

( XLI. THEODERICK kept his Court generally at Ravenna, 


Civil Officers, as the Aoman Emperors had done after the Times of Honoris. The Of 


ficers which were cuftomary at the Imperial Court, were likewife kept 
here; fuch were the Magifter Oficiorum, Domefticus, Comes Sacrarum 
Largitionum, ‘Sc. But fome Offices were likewife retain’d, which feem 
to have been deriv’d from the German Cuftoms; for Inftance, thofe of

Tmuft here add; that he was not in his Youth much bred up to thofe 
Arts, which are generally the Ornaments of Peace; infomuch, that an 
ancient Author affures us, he was as incapable of writing his own Name, 
as the Emperor Fuffiz (2). But he was fond of the liberal Arts and 
Sciences (3), which Difpofition has always: been accounted an excellent 
Part of the Character of the moft renowned Heroes. His Family was, 
in this Refpeét, well educated, and Amalafuimt, his Daughter, as well as 
his Sifter and both her Children, were, among other Encomiums, extoll’d 
for their Improvements in Knowledge. The liberal Sciences, and efpe- 
cially the Mathematicks, flourifh’d no lefs at Court, than at Rome; in 
which Gity the Academy, which had been founded by the former Em- 
perors, was kept up (4); and Boetms, of whom I made honourable Men- 
tion above, being himfelf a Man of great Learning, gave all poflible En- 
. couragement to Perfons of Capacity. His Court was in dhort fo famous, 
that the Kings of the Franks and Burgundians ftrove to come up to it. 
Gundobald, King. of the Burgundians, begg’d he would fend him a Sun- 
dial, and a Water Hour-glafs, which he had feen at Rome. And Clovis, 
King of the Franks, had heard fo much in Praife of his Table-Mufick, 
that he entreated him, to fend an able Mufician to his Court (5). Bee

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fides the Edifices he rais’d. in Rome, and mote particularly at Ravéenna(6), 
italy was throughout embellifh’d with magnificent Buildings in his: Reign 
(7). In thefe Times we may perhaps place the firft Invention of that 
Axchite@ture, which is call’d the Gothick, and particularly that of the 
Churches. They endeavour’d likewife to diftinguifh theny from: the Pagan 
Temples ; and imagin’d,. that, if they were dark, they would ftill, in 
fome Meafure, reprefent the fubterraneous Caverns, im which the primi~ 
tive Chriftians aflembled ; and; that. the burning of Candles and Lamps, 
exeited, at the fame Time, a greater Devotion. ‘TFhey chofe to build 
their Churches in the Form of a Crofs, rather than that. which the Romans 
obferv’d in their Bafilica: But the Ornaments of the ancient Arehitec- 
ture were, on Account of the Pagan. Invention, as odious, as the Actifts, 
by Degrees, became incapable of executing them. 

_ § XLU. Ir will be more difficult, exaétly to defcribe the Govern 
ment of this Kingdom, fince, to all Appearance; more depended on the 
Ability of the Sovereign, than on any formal Conftitution. Theoderick, 
himfelf, calls his Kingdom the Kingdom of Jta/y (x). By this Title, hewas 
Monarch of the Romans as well as the Goths (2). Yet each Nation re- 
main’d feparate, and his Government was, in a Manner, a double Confti> . 
tution, with Regard to Italy and its Inhabitants, on one Hand, and in 
Refpect to the Goths, onthe other. I fhall only make two or three Ob- 
fervations on it, in this Place. He behaved. himfelf towards the Grecian 
Emperors, as the Weffern Emperors were wont to do (3), and no- 
minated the Conful in the Weffern Provinces, as the Emperor did the 
other in the Ha? (4). But the good Underftanding between them, was 
frequently interrupted ; efpecially in the Times of Avaftafus. Yn Italy 
itfelf, he made Ufe of all the Power belonging to an Emperor; info- 
much, that he wanted only the Imperial Title, which he feems, by

an Indication of which we have in the remarkable Sewatus Confultum, 
that was publifh’d againft the Bribery and Corruption, by which the

¢t were, the King’s Vice-gerent at Rome, thro’ whofe Hands every Thing 
pafs’d, that was to be laid before the Senat as well as the People This 
Prefettura Urbis, the Prefettura Pratorti, and other Offices of the 
State, with the Patriciat, and all Pofts of Honour, were in the King’s 
Difpofal (8), and, by Degrees, fometimes confer’d on Goths (9). He 
was likewife, not unmindful of afluming the Legiflature to himfelf: 
This his-Edié, in particular demonftrates (10), which confifts of 154 
fhort Articles. Befides the Laws which he probably enatted himfelf} the

principal Study. The King had very prudently refery’d this for his own State of War, 
Nation ; becaufe the Security of his Government, and the Execution of ee 
his other Defigns, depended thereon. They were moreover exempted from jhat Nation. 
all Taxes and Villenage. They were fubject to Dukes, who were ftil’d 
Viri Sublimes. Next in Dignity to thefe, were the Millenarii, probably 
{0 call’d, becaufe each commanded 1000 Men: We took N otice, in the for- 
mer Volume, of the fame Regulation among the Vandals. Thefe Officers 
came annually to Court, for the Penfion which the King fettled on them. 
The Goths, in general, exercis’d themfelves continually, even in Times of 
Peace, in the Ufe of the Spear and Bow, and in whatever elfe appertain’d 
to War. Thefe Exercifes are fo defcrib’d by an ancient Writer, that we 
find fome Refemblance in them with the Turnaments, which, in after | 
Times, were fo much in Vogue. They had their own Judges, like the i| 
Romans, and a particular Count was, for that Purpofe, appointed over ! 
every Diftriet. In their Judicial Proceedings, we muft obferye, to Theo- | 
derick’s Honour, that whereas fome other German Nations, particularly | 
the Burgundians, allow’d of Duels for the Decifion of Caufes, he not | 
only abolifh’d that Cuftom among the Goths, but endeavour’d likewife i 
to abrogate it among his other Subjects out of Italy. The King indeed Wy 
made Ufe of the Latin Tongue, in moft Occurrences, and even in his Hy 
Mandates to the Goths; but the Gothick Language was neverthelefg re- i 
tain’d in Uie. Hence fome eminent Romans, who accepted of Places at i 
Court, caus’d their Children to learn it, in Order to their more {peedy i 
Advancement *. But how follicitous foever Theoderick was to unite both i te 
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Nations, yet we fhall find, by the Event, that his Endeavours were fruit« | 

lefs, and that the private Animofity betwixt them, together with the Dif- aa 
parity of their Religion and Manners, occafion’d the Downfal of the | ih 
Gothick Kingdom. Neither the Romans nor the Goths, feem to have VG 
been much inclin’d to an entire Union.

She kept him to a clofe Application to his Studies, and 
made Choice of three Goths, Men of Merit, advanc’d in Years, and of 
a fuperior Judgement and. great Moderation, under whofe Tuition he 
was plac’d: But the Goths in general diflik’d this (5). Procopius relates, 
that when Amalafuinth once found the young King, in his Apartment, 
doing fomething unbecoming him , and gaye hima Box on the Ear for it, 
he ran crying into the Anti-Chamber, which immediately alarm’d the 
difcontented Party, who thereupon took Occafion to accufe the Queen 
openly of Mifmanagement in his Education. ‘They remonftrated to her, 
that Study weaken’d that Spirit, which was requifite in War, and that 
thofe to whom the King’s Education had till then been entrufted, would 
infufe into him a Timidity, natural.to Perfons of their Age: That Theo- 
derick was a great Monarch, tho’ lhe never ftudied, and would not fuffer 
the Goths to fend their Children to’School; imagining that thofe who 
had once been accuftom’d to fear/a Scourge, would. not afterwards fo 
eafily bid Defiance to the Sword and Spear: They begg’d, therefore, 
that fhe would -place’ young Noblemen about the King’s Perfon, by 
whofe Vivacity, that Temper of Mind, which was néceffary in a Gothick 
Prince, might be raifed and preferved (6). ‘The Mother thought it neceflary

of her Son. For, as the Inclinations of Youth are the more irregular, 
when they are intirely left to their own Liberty, and when the Gratifica- 
tion of their inorderly Appetites is a Means ‘of advancing at Court, the 
new Favorites now wholly diverted the King from his filial Duty, and 
accuftom’d him early to Wine and Women, whereby he quite broke his 
bodily Conftitution. 

§¢ XLV. THODERICK’s other Grand-fon, Amalarick, Son ot 
King Maric, now fucceeded in the Government of the Wifi-Goths. ‘The 
Confines of the two Kingdoms, which join’d in Gau/, were fo regulated, 
that Athalarick retain’d all the Country from the A/ps to the Rhone; and 
the Reft, which reach’d from the Rhone, as far as the Pyrenean Moun- 
tains, remain’d in the Dominion of the Wifi-Gothick King. ‘The new 
King had married Clotildis, Clovis’s Daughter, with the View of providing 
the better for the Safety of his Kingdom, by a good Underftanding with 
the Kings of the Franks. But he treated his new Confort but very 
badly, which was attributed to the Difference in their Religions, he 
being an Avian. He is even ‘charged with having abus’d her Perfon. 
The Queen complain’d of this ill Ufage to Childebert, her Brother, King 
of Paris, and begg’d he would relieve her. This Prince was at that 
very Time in Auvergne, and from thence made War againft his Brother- 
in Law, who then kept his Court at Narbonne : But the Circumftances 
are differently related by Hiftorians. It is certain that malarick was 
murder’d in the Year 501, but fomewhat dubious, whether he fell by the 
Hands of the Enemy, or, as J/dorus, with more Probability, affirms, of 
fome difloyal Subject. After his Death, his Throne was feiz’d by Theudis, 
of whom I before obferv’d, that, in Theoderick’s Life-time, he was. his 
Lieutenant in the Wz/i-Gothick Kingdom *. 

§ XLVI Tue Conqueft of Thuringia, which Kingdom was, till now, 
very famous in Magna Germania, is the moft remarkable Occurrence in 
the Franconian Wiftory of thefe Times. Hermanfrid, Baldrich, and 
Bertharius, three Brothers, at Length fhared the Kingdom among them. 
Hermanfrid fought the Friendfhip of the King of the Offro-Goths, and 
was join’d in Marriage to Amalaberg, his Sifter’s Daughter. This Princefs 
is highly extoll’d in the Letter which Theoderick wrote to him, on Oc- 
cafion of thefe Nuptials. ‘This Marriage, and the Alliance with the 
Goths, prov’d indeed fo far ferviceable to the Thuringians, that they were 
the more fecure from the Moleftations of the Franks; but the Queen, on 
the other Hand, was the Author of another Misfortune, which was at

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laft follow’d by the Downfal of the whole Kingdom. She is aecus’d 
of haying, out of Pride, prompted her Confort, to make away with his 
Brothers, and then to make himfelf Mafter of all Thuringia; and, in all 
Probability, fhe found it no very difficult Matter to perfuade him thereto: 
Bertharius was put to Death, without much Ceremony: But Baldrich 
was better prepar’d. Hermanfrid therefore apply’d for Affiftance to Theu- 
. derichk, King of Aufirafia, and promis’d him, in Return, a Part of his Bro- 
ther’s Dominions. This Prince join’d Hermanfrid in Perfon, and Bal 
drich was flain ina Battle. However Hermanfrid did not perform his 
Promife, but feiz’d the whole Sovereignty of Thuringia for himfelf *. 
From his perfect good Underftanding with the King of the Offro-Goths, 
and with the Kings of the Heru/iand Guarnui, we may conclude, that he 
made a confiderable Figure in Germany. 


§ XLVII. But now Theoderick was dead in Italy, the King of Au- Tenderict, 
King of Auf 
trafia, fabdues* 


trafia ventur’d to make War againft Thurimgia, under the Pretence, that 
Hermanfrid had violated his former Promife. Thiebrecht, his Son, and 
Clotarius, King of Soiffons, accompany’d him to the Field. Both Sides 
exerted their utmoft Force, but we find very few Circumftances re-

lated in Hiftory. When the Franks and Thuringians came to a general 


Engagement, the latter were defeated, and the franks purfued them be- 
yond the Unftrut. Hermanfrid efcaped by Flight, and the Franks were 
then oblig’d to put up with what Booty they could make (1). Theude- 
vick, fome Time after, executed his Defign by Deceit and Stratagem, it 
being no difficult Task to him, to make Ufe of fuch Means (2). He fo 
far gain’d Hermanfria’s Confidence, that he came to him to Zul/pick ; but 
when he leaft fufpected it, Theuderick caus’d him to be murder’d. He imme- 
diately invaded his Country, which having loft its King, could now no 
longer refift the Franks. Thuringia, after that, appertain’d to the King- 
dom of uftrafia (3), and the Sequel of Hiftory will fhew, that 


this was the Foundation of fixing the Dominion of the Franks, in Magna 


Germania, from the Danube to the Sea. "The Thurimgian Kingdom ex- 
tended much farther than the Country which ftill retains that Name: 
Partly Northwards, where, for Inftance, the Cities of Magdeburg, Helm- 
ftadt, and feveral other Places, which fell to the Share of the Saxons after- 
wards, were, for a long Time, after this Revolution, included in North-

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Thuringia: Partly likewife Southwards, where it contain’d a great Part 
of the Country, that is now included in the Circle of Irancoma. ‘The 
Bavarians had, very probably, likewife a'Share in the Burgundian War, 
and, after the Fvanks had conquer’d Lhurimgia, were oblig’d to fubmit to 
their Dominion; of which I fhall treat more largely in the Sequel. 


§ XLVI. Queen Amalaberg was the more fenfible of this Misfor-

from the Goths, than that fhe and her Children might take Refuge im 
Italy, under King Theodebat, her Brother... His Murder, which: follow’d 
foon after, and the Downfal of the Gorhick Kingdom ittelf, plung’d the 
unfortunate Remains of the Thuringian Family, into a frefh Mifery. When 
King Vitiges, in the Year 539, durrender’d to Belifarius, ‘and was carried 
to Hp htndae ts with Matafuinth, his Confort, Hermanfrid’s Children 
were forc’d to follow him thither. One Daughter was married to A/dom, 
King of the Longobards. Amalafrid, his Son, diftinguith’d hinmfelf 
bravely in the Field, and gave the World Reafon to thmk, that, had 
Heaven referv’d his paternal Kingdom for him, he would ‘haye been-a 
valiant Monarch. He affifted A/bom, his Brother-in-Law, in conquering 
the Gepide, and the Emperor Fuftinian created him Magifter Militie. 
Yuftinian bad Reafon to beftow his Favours on a Prince, who had fo juft 
a Pretence againit the Franks, and, without Doubt, was ftill much belov’d 
by the Zburingians. He fpent the Remainder of his Daysxin the Em- 
peror’s Service, and left a Son, nam’d. Artarchis, of whom we find no 
farther Mention in Hiftory. ertharius, Hermaufrid’s Brother, had a 
Son, and a’ Daughter nam’d Radegunais, whom King -Ciotarius took 
Prifoners, when he affifted their Uncle. The Princefs was, at that 
Time, very young; and the King took her afterwards in Marriage, for 
the fake of her Beauty and Virtue: But this prov’d not the moft 
happy Alliance, and, a few Years after, a Storm broke out, which was fatal 
to the Queen, as wellas her Brother. ‘The King caus’d the latter to be 
put to Death, and fent his Confort to Noyor. Fiiftorians make no men- 
tion of the Crime, which the Tharimgian Prince was accus’d ‘of, but 
only take Notice of his Innocence. The Queen prevail’d upon Medardus, 
Bifhop of Noyon, to confecrate her a Deaconefs. “She ‘repair’d afterwards 
to Poitiers, where, with the King’s Confent, fhe founded the famous Nun- 
nery of the Holy-Crofs, according to the Order of Cafarius, Bifhop of Arles. 
Here fhe fpent the Remainder of her Life, even to a great Age, m the 
diligent Exercife of all Chriftian Virtues, infomuch, that ‘the'Church 
canoniz’d 
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canoniz’d her after her Deceafe. She had perhaps fufficient Reafon to be 
diffatisfied at Court, efpecially as Clotaris fet no Bounds to his Paffion 
for the fair Sex. Her Example will neverthelefs be always edifying. We 
have hitherto met with fo many Perfons, who facrific’d their All to a 
temporal Grandeur: ‘Therefore the more glorious was the Conduct of a 
Queen, who, in Contempt of this, knew ‘where to find a much more 
lafting Peace *. )

tioning them, becaufe we fhall find, in |the following Book, that they 
founded that famous Kingdom in Jta/y, whofe Name and Conftitution. 
fubfifted long after the Nation had been conquer’d by the Franks. ‘Paulus 
Varnefridus, generally call’d Paulus Diaconus, who wrote the Hiftory 
of the Longobards, is very fabulous in his Account of their Arrival, and 
their moft ancient Deeds; which is very evident, when we compare it 
with the Relations of the moft credible ancient Writers (1). Strabo, Taci- 
tus, and Ptolemy agree herein, that the Longobards were a Suevian Nation,. 
which the Traces we find of their Language (2), and of the Cuftoms 
they brought with them to Italy, fufficiently teftity. In the Times of 
Tacitus they dwelt next the Chauci, on the £1) (3), where, according 
to the Conjecture of fome learned Men, the Country of Bardimgou, and 
Bardewich, the Capital of it, retain their Name from them (4). I ob- 
fery’d before, in its proper Place, that they were attack’d by Tiberius, 
in his Expedition (5); that in the enfuing Wars, in Germany, they and 
their Neighbours, the Semmnones, revolted from Maroboduus to Armi- 
nius (6); that they afterwards took the Part of Italus, King of the 
Cherufct (7); and that, at the Time of the Marcoman War, an Army of 
Longobards pats’d the Danube, and invaded the Roman Provinces (8). 
Since that Time, we find no more certain Accounts of them, than are

in the Northern Part of Germany. ‘Procopius mentions now, at the Be- 
ginning of the fixth Century, a War betwixt them and the Heruh, and 
places them on the Danube.(9). At the Beginning of Fu/timian’s Reign, 
A. 527 (10), they fix’d their Habitations in Pannonia, under the Com- 
mand .of Audoim, their King. Here the Hiftory of the Longobards be- 
gins again to be on a Certainty, and we may, upon applying to the 
Writers who liy’d in thofe Times, come at the Accounts appertaining 
to them. 





§ L. 1 musv now return to the Hiftery of the Vandalick Kingdom, 


flourifhing Condition, to Hunoric, his Son (1). ‘This Kingdom compre- 
hended all that Part of dfrica, from the At/antick Sea to Cyrene, which 
formerly belong’d to the Romans. If we will defcribe thefe Countries, ac- 
cording to their Situation, and begin from the At/antick Ocean, we shall 
firft meet with Mauritania, which Country was divided into three Pro- 
vinces: wz. Tingitana, fo call’d from the City Tingts, (afterwards Tangier :) 
Cafarienfis, in which was Cafarea, in ancient Times, the Refidence of 
King Fuba; and Sitifenfis, of which Siti was the Capital. Next to 
thefe, lay Numidia, and then Africa, properly fo call’d, or the former 
Dominions of the Carthagimiaus, which the Komans, after having con- 
quer’d Carthage, made themfelves Mafters of, and afterwards divided 
into two Provinces; one of which, wherein was Carthage the Capital, 
was in particular call’d Proconfularis, the other Byzacena, from the City 
of Byzacia. From thence the Provincia Tripolitana_reach’d quite as far 
as the Confines of Gywene. The Inhabitants of thefe Countries were of 
three Sorts; wiz. firft, the ancient Mauritanians and Numidians, and 
the Defcendants of the Phenician Colonies, who had their own Rulers, 
and are, by ‘Procopius, in general, nam’d Mauri; the Roman Provincials ; 
and laftly the Vandals. ‘To the Vandalick Kingdom appertain’d, befides 
the Continent, the [lands of Sardinia, Corfica, Majorca, Minorca, and 
Tvica. Elunoric had many Differences with the Mauri (2), who revolted

ftom the Vandals, .and plac’d themfelyes fo fecurely on the Mountain 
call’d Aurafius (3), that neither Hunoric, nor his Succeflors, could ever re- 
duce them to their Subjection.

damund, the Son of Genzo, his elder Brother, fucceeded, by Virtue of i 

a Regulation made by Geiferic, that the Government fhould always 
devolve to the Eldeft of the Royal Blood (8)... We meet with a Medal 
of Gundamund (9), om one Side of which are the Words DN. REX 
CUNTAMUND, on the other, .a Crown of Laurels, and in it 
the Letters D. N. His Reign was, at the fame Time, when Odoacer 
govern’d in Italy, and was afterwards conquer’d by Theoderich, but it 
is chiefly memorable, on Account of the Stop he put, in the Year 494, 
to the Profecution of the True-Believers, when he reftor’d to them 
their Churches, and recall’d the banifh’d Bifhops (10). He was fuc- 
ceeded, 4. 496, by Lhrafamund, his Brother, who is extoll’d by the 
Hiftorians of this Time, on Account of the Excellencies both of his 
Perfon and Mind; among other Things, he is faid to have loy’d the 
Sciences, efpecially thofe which had any Relation to Morals, and to 
have been a Mafter of them. . As he kept up a Friendthip with Thco- 
derick, King of the Offro-Goths, whofe Sifter he had married, fo, on 
the other Hand, he likewife maintain’d a fingular good Underftanding 
with the Emperor Avaflafius. The Orthodox Chriftians might reafon- 
ably form great Hopes of his Reign: He made, at leaft, no Ufe of Com- 
pulfion, at firft, but tried other Methods. Whoever turn’d from the Cz- 
tholick Party to Ariauifm, might be affur’d of making his Fortune; and

pretty much advanc’d in Years, and fo averfe to War, that he could 
hardly bear to hear it.mention’d ; he therefore left the Management of it 
to Hoamer, his Brother’s Son; but the Vandals were beat by the 
Maurt, in Byzacena. With thefe Circumftances, the King ,had a dan- 
gerous Enemy, in Gelimer, his Kinfman. Ge/aris, this Prince’s Father, 
was the Son of Genzo, and Brother of Guuthamund and Thrafamund ; 
and, after Hilderick’s Deceafe, would have been the next Succeffor. He 
was of a turbulent and ambitious Difpofition, and is indeed extoll’d for 
his Valour and Cunning; but. he gave afterwards very flender Proofs of 
both. He.caufed it to be infinuated to the Chiefs of the Nation, that 
Filderick intended to put Africa into.the Hands of the Grecian Emperor, 
in Order to keep his own Family on the Throne, and to exclude him, 
to whom it of Right appertain’d, after Ai/derick’s Death, being the eldeft 
of the Royal Blood. ‘Whether this was really Hi/derick’s Defign, or 
only a Pretence to cover Ge/imer’s Impatience, is uncertain. The good 
Underftanding, however, betwixt the King and fu/timian, to whom he 
had juft before fent a fplendid Ambaffy ; his Lenity with Regard to the 
Catholicks ; and the great Confidence he repos’d in Hoamer, his Nephew, 
fery’d to fupport the Probability.of this Pretence ; efpecially as he was 
befides defpis’d by the Nation, on Account of his Effeminacy, and the 
Overthrow they had fuffer’d from the Mauri. Gelimer was therefore 


proclaim’d King by his Fation +: Whereupon he feiz’d the Capital, +4 30. 


Carthage, and took King Hilderick Prifoner, with his two Nephews, 
Hoamer, and Edemer, his Brother, the former of whom he caus’d im- 
mediately to have his Eyes put out.

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( LIE. We now draw near to the Time, in which all thofe Cir’ 
cumftances met, that were deftin’d for the Overthrow of ‘the Vandalick’ 
Kingdom. ‘The Emperor Fuftin died, 4 527, on the firft Day of 
Anguft, and Fuftinian, with whom he had four Months before divided 
the Government, remain’d now, with Theodora, his Confort, fole Mafter 
of the Empire. Hiftorians give various Accounts of the’ perfonal Quahi- 
fications of this Emperor; efpecially as Procopius, who extols him fo 
much, throughout all his other Writings, afterwards reprefents him very 
differently in his Avecdota (1). But we find, in Reality, that the 
Roman Empire had not been govern’d by fo great Prince, after the 
Times of Con/tantine. We demonftrated, during his Reign, how much 
he had been converfant with the Sciences (2), for he not only digefted 
the Roman Laws, into anew Order; but interpofed likewife, as many 
imagine, too far into Ecclefiaftical Matters; he moreover generally drew 
the Draughts himfelf, of thofe great and fplendid Edifices, which he 
caufed to be erected in all Parts of the Empire, (and of which Procopius 
wrote a feparate Work.) He never went to the Field 5: but his Generals’ 
were fuccefsful, in thofe great Wars, which he carried on in the Zaff, in 
Africa, and in Italy. His Confort, Theodora, had actually ‘a Share in the 
Government with him, not alone by his private Confultations with: her, 
fach as 4uguffus held with his Livia; but likewife, in fuch Manner, 
that, in the Laws, publick Records, and other Monuments of this Time, 
fhe is mention’d as Co-Adminiftrator. As much as Authors differ, con- 
cerning her Education; as ambiguous fome are likewife, in the Accoynt 
they give, how fhe pafsd-her youthful Days; but they unanimoufly 
extoll her Underftanding and Beauty, to which fhe firft ow’d her Mar- 
riage, and afterwards her Promotion to the Imperial Throne. Notwith- 
ftanding Yu/tinian found the Empire involy’d in a War with the Per- 
fians, yet he, at the very Beginning of his Reign, form’d two important 
Defigns. He caus’d the ancient Roman Laws to be brought into Order, 
which feem’d, as it were, an Omen of the Reftoration of that Empire 
in the Weft, for whofe Laws, the People who were formerly govern’d 
thereby, ftill retain’d a great Veneration, even under their new: Lords. 
He caus’d’ the new Codex to be firft publifh’d, 4 529, which was fol- 
low’d by the Pandeéts, and the Inftitutes, andj at Length, by another 
Edition of the Codex, which had, in the mean Time, been revifed. And

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thefe Things have perpetuated the Memory of his Reign, ever after the 
Decay of fo many fine Buildings, of the Fruits of fo many Wars, and 
even almoft of the Empire itfelf He refolv’d, in the fecond Place, to ex- 
tirpate, in the oman Empire, the Refidue of Pagans, and the Seéts, that 
{eparated from the national Religion (3), which latter was impraéticable, 


unlefs he conquer’d thofe Nations, that profefs’d Avianifim. The Churches, 


he feiz’d upon, were poflefs’d of immenfe Riches (4); which contributed 
to the Execution of his Defign, and enabled him to wage War with the 
Enemy at their own Expence. The Commotions in Africa, afforded 
him a convenient Opportunity, to make a fuccefsful Beginning. The 
Vandals were involy’d in civil Difcords, and, which was yet worfe, had 
very much deviated from their ancient Valour, and rigid Difcipline. 
For as formerly Hannibal's Soldiers, in Campania, gave themfelyes up to 
Luxury, fo did now the Vandals in Africa. During their long Peace 
with the Komans and Goths, they had negleéted the Arts of Navigation 


and War, and, inftead thereof, {pent their Time in Hunting; erecting 


{plendid Villas; on publick Shews, Baths, Banquets, and other Diver- 
fions, which abounded! in Africa (5). Their Tye of Friendfhip with 
the Offro-Goths was diflolved ; but they, indeed, were themfelves not 
very formidable, “after the’ Death of Theoderick. “fujtinian therefore took. 
the Part of the imprifon’d King Aidderick, in Purfuance of that Amity 
which had fubfifted between them. He fent Ambaffadors to Gelimer,. 
and requir’d' of him, to fet his Uncle and lawful King, at Liberty. Wher 
this Mediation, as-is‘ eafy to conceive, proy’d fruitlefs, he made Ufe of 
this Refufal for a Pretence toa War (6), and, in the Year 533, made a:

( LIL Mawy of his Nobles, and particularly the Prefectus Prae- 
torit, were averfe to this War, and related to him the fatal Event of a 
Project of the fame Kind, form’d by the Emperor Leo > : But the True- 
Believers.excited him the more, and a certain Bifhop told the Emperor 
that God shad declar’d to him in a Vifion, that the Emperor would cone 
quer the Arians, and recover the Dominion of /frica (1). The Em- 
peror’s Subjects were unexperienc’d in Naval-Matters, and Italy and Sicit 
with the Coafts of Gaul and Spain, on the Mediterranean, were Sica 
the Dominion of the Goths. But Amalafuinth had made a Treaty with 
the Emperor (2), by Virtue of which the Ports of Sicily were.to, be open 
to the Imperial Fleet. The Circumftances that induc’d her, to. enter 
into an Alliance with the Emperor, occafion’d her not to confider, how 
dangerous a Situation the Gothick State would be in, if Africa fhouid fall 
into the Hands of the Romans, inftead of the Vandals: Or fhe did not 
perhaps forefee the Extent of the Emperor’s. Views: For he at firft 
made Ufe of another Pretence. .One Pudentius had. rais’'d a Revolt in 
Tripolis, and defir’d the Emperor’s Aid. _Immediately.after, a Goth, nam’d 
Godas, to whom Gelimer had granted Sardinia, in Confideration of the 
Payment of an annual Tribute, revolted. . This Godas, at the fame Time 
affum’d the Title of King in Sardinia, .and bege’d Fuftimian’s Affiftance, 
to be the fooner deliver’d from, the Vandalick Dominion (3): Yuftinian 
gave the Command of this War to Belifarius, Magifier Militia Orientis 
whom, in the Sequel, we fhall have Caufe to regard as the ereateft Gen 
neral of this Age. He was, in a Manner, the King’s Countryman, a 
Native of the City of Germania (4), on the Borders of Thrace and Moi 
fia, and had. before fill'd the Poft of Armour-Bearer to the Emperor *.

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Antonina, his Wife, a Confident of the Emprefs Theodora, had as great 
an Influence over her Husband, as her Miftrefs had over the Emperor. The 
Fleet fet Sail in the Year 533, in the Middle of Summer. The Army 
that’ was imbark’d, confifted ‘of 10,000 Foot-Soldiers, and 5000 Horfe, 
fome of which came from the Roman Provinces, others were Foreigners. 
The Fleet confifted of $00 Veffels, which together requir’d 20,000 Sea- 
men. There were befides thefe, 92 Ships, .call’d Dromones, made Ufe of 
in thofe Times, at Sea-Fights, which were furnifh’d with 2000 Rowers, 
all enlifted at Byzantz (5). “fuftinian had given to Belifarius a Kind 
of Manifefto, addrefs'd to the Nation of the Vandals, the Import of 
which was, that he did not intend to break the Peace, concluded with the 
Emperor Zevo, but to fupport their lawful King (6): However the 
Fyent fufficiently fhew’d what his real Defign was. —

in this Expedition, ‘as well as on thofe into Jtaly, to Syracufa, to enquire 
into the State of the Vandals, whilft ‘he, with the Fleet, put into the 
Haven of Camarima (1). Procopis brought Intelligence, that the King 
of the Vandals was apprehenfive of nothing lefs than to be attack’d in 
Africa, whereupon he immediately fet Sail, touch’d at the Iflands of 
Gozz0 and Maltha, and, the next Day (2) landed in Africa, at Capa- 
tuada, which Place was fituate in the Provincia Byzacena five Days 
jJoumny: Eaftward from Carthage (3). Behf{arius here difembark’d his 
Men without Moleftation, a Circumftance, on which the Succefs of an 
Expedition almoft wholly depends. Ge/mer had juft before difpatch’d 
Tzazo, his Brother, with a fele& Army of Vandals, to Sardima. Ue 
was himielf at that Time at Hermione, a City in the Diftri@ of Byzacena.

Prince was appriz’d of the Landing of, the Greeks before the Am- 
bafladors could arrive -at his Court (4). — Belifarius march’d thro’ 
Leptis and Adrumetum, directly to Carthage. Gelimer fent an Order 
to Ammatas, his Brother, whom he had left in that Capital, ‘to 


caufe the Captive King Hilderick, and. his principal Adherents, to 


be inftantly put to Death. He himfelf made Prepartions to fall upon 
Belifarius, on his March to Carthage ; and Ammatas was order’d, with 
his Vandals, to fally out of that City, and attack the Greeks in the Vam 
Gelimer was-on their Rear; and, by the Way, difpatch’d Gzbamund, his 
Brother’s Son, to annoy them on the Flank.; The Attack was to be made, 
as foon as the Imperialifts arriv’d near Decimum, not far from Carthage, 
where there was a Defilee: But Ammatas advanc’d too. far, before the 
Troops could be got together that were to follow him from Carthage ; 
and paid his too great Forwardnefs with his Life. Gzbamund fell in with 
a Detachment of Aluuns, by whom he was defeated. Gelimer, who was on 
his March with the main Army, fell, hereupon, into fuch Confufion, that 
he turn’d afide, and went to Bu//a, towards the Borders of Numidia, 
notwithftanding that, according to. the Opinion of Procopius, he mutt 
certainly have gain’d the Victory, if he had even alone attack’d the Im- 
perialifts, who were under great Apprehenfions. Geli/arins came there- 
fore unmolefted to Carthage: "The Inhabitants open’d the: Gates to him, 
with great Joy, and the Vandals, who were in the City, took Refuge in 
the Churches. Belifarius made his Entry the next Day, and'din’d in the 
Palace, on the very Provifions that had been prepar’d for King Gelimer, 
whofe Servants were oblig’d to attend. him. The Carthaginians,. at 
the fame Time, remov’d the Chain they had laid acrofs. the Entrance 
into their Port, that the Fleet might enter. Aed/farms offer’d no other 
Violence to the Vandals, who were fled into the Churhes, than to oblige 
them to lay down their Arms, and to furrender themfelves Prifoners: He 
then caus’d the Walls of the City, which were, in fome Places, pretty 
much decay’d, to be repaired (5). He fpar’d thofe Inhabitants, who 
were defcended from the Roman ‘Provinctals, as much as poffible, and en- 
deavour’d to draw the Chiefs. of the Mauri,.who dwelt in Mauritania, 
Numidia, and Byzacena, over to his Party... ‘Thefe had beensaccuftom’d, 
in former Times, when! Africa was in the Hands of the Romans, to” re- 
ceive of the Emperor thofe Jufignia, which, with them, conftituted the

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Camp a Prey to the Enemy. The Romans found immenfe Riches in it = 
They cut to Pieces all the Men they met with in their Purfiiit, and made 
the Women and Children: Prifoners. By this Defeat, Gelzmer loft all his 
Hopes, in Africa. He could’ have no Dependance on Fortreffes : For 
Geiferick had caufed the Walls of all the Cities, excepting Carthage, to 
be razed ; that he might have the lefs to apprehend from them. _Ge/imer 
eftaped to Mount Papia, in Numidia, inhabited by a Nation of Maur, 
then in League with him ; where there was a City call’d Medenus, on 
the Top of a fteep and inacceffible Hill. Belifarius remain’d at Hippon +, 
and order’d Pharas (3), General of the Herulz, to block up this thoun- 
tainous Fortrefs of the King of the Vandals. He himfelf took, in the 
mean Time, Poffeffion of Cefarea (4), Ceuta, and the other Places along 
the Coafts, and made fome Detachments, which, without any Difhi- 
culty, fubdu’d the Tlands of Sardinia, Corfica, Ebufa, Majorca, and. 
Minorca. | 


( LVL. GELIME R hoping he fhould be able to efcape to Spam, 
when reduc’d to the greateft Streights in Africa, had already embark’d the 
mot valuable of his Treafures, in a Ship, which he entrufted to a faith- 
fal Servant,. with Order to make the beft of his Way thither before-hand : 
But this Ship fell into. the Hands of Belifarius, and Pharas block’d up 
the King fo clofely, that no Provifion could be convey’d to him, nor 
any one come, from him. Gelimer, with his Adherents, faffer’d, during 
this Siege, which lafted three Montlis, not only all the Miferies of Hun- 
ger and Want; but was, in a more particular Manner, burthen’d with the 
thuch greater Afiliction of feing his Nation: difpers’d ; his Treafures loft, 
and himfelf deftitute of Friends, without any Hopes of efcaping Ff. 
Procopius, On this Occafion,, relates, that Gelwmer once entreatéd “Pharas 
to grant him three’Things, fome Bread,.a Spunge, and a Harp; the firft 
to fatiate his Hunger; the fecond to wipe off his Tears, and the third to 
difpel his Melancholy ; but L leave it undetermin’d, whether the King of the 
Vandals entertain’d any fach Thoughts, or whether the Hiftorian invented 
this Letter, as he did the other Letters‘and Speeches, which are interfpers’d 
sn his Hiftory. Paras offer'd him, that if he would furrender, the Emperor

might renew the Memory of the Triumphs ancient Rome had admir’d, 
when Scipio conquer’d Carthage, and Jugurtha, King of Numidia, was 
led a Prifoner by Marius (1), Gelimer himfelf appear’d at it, cloath’d 
in Purple, with all that were related to the Royal Houfe, anda long 
Train of the moft eminent Perfons of his Nation. Procopius is very 
lavifh in his Account of the coftly Spoils that were carried about for a 
a Show. Thofe Riches were in particular diftinguifh’d, which Geiferic, 
when he fack’d Rome, carried away from that City, and from the Palace 
of the former Emperors, Among thefe were likewife the Veflels of the 
Temple of ‘ferufalem, which Titus found among the Spoils, when he 
took the Capital of fudea (2). The conquer’d Vandals drew likewitfe, 
by their comely Appearance and Stature (3), the Eyes of the Spectators 
on them. When Gelimer enter’d the Circus, where Fuftinian and Theo- 
dora fate, and faw the Splendor of the Court and City, which was aflem- 
bled there, he feveral Times drop’d thefe Words of Solomon: Vas 
nitas Vanitatum, & omnia Vanitas.* This he could fay by Experience, 
having, for about a Year, reign’d over fo powerful a Nation: But both 
himtelf and his People would have been much more happy, had he con-

bition to prompt him to ufurp the Kingdom by Force and Inyuftice, 
When he approach’d the Imperial Throne, he was oblig’d to lay afide 
the Purple, to throw himfelf at the Emperor’s Feet, and to bow his Face 
to the Ground, which was at that Time the ufual Reverence, given even 
from the Confuls to the Emperor (4), and which was paid by the yicto- - 
rious Belifarius, as well as by the fubdued Gedmer. For fuch was the 
Pride of the Emperors, that they affum’d Divine Titles and Honours, and 
Fuftinian, that zealous Defender of Chriftianity, requir’d a Veneration, 
which Zrajan, and other worthy Emperors, tho’ Pagams, refus’d to ac- 
cept of (5). When Belifarius, at the Beginning of the enfuing Year, 
53.5, enter’d, with a publick Proceffion, upon his Con/ulate, he triumph’d, 
in a Manner, a fecond Time. He caus’d himfelf to be carried about the 
City by Prifoners, and difpos’d of Part of the Booty of the Vandals, 
in fuch Liberalities, as the Confuls generally exercis’d at their Acceffion 
to that Dignity. The Emperor gave Gelmer confiderable Eftates in 
Galatia, for the Support of himfelf and Family. He would likewife have 
nominated him Patricius, which had been promis’d him in 4frica; but 
Gelimer, would not quit the Arian Se, and “Futian refus’d to break thro’ 
the Law, which he himfelf had made, by Virtue of which, that Honour 
could be confer’d on none but a Catholick. Hilderick’s Daughters were 
provided for at Court, in a Manner fuitable to their Station; becaufe 
Eudoxia, his Mother, was a Daughter of the Emperor Valentinian, and 
fhe was confequently related to the dic. The King caus’d the Cap- - 
tive Vandals to be fent into the Cities in the aff. They were call’d 
Vandali fuftinianet, and Procopius commends the Services they did the 
Romans, on thofe Confines, againft the ‘Perjaus. About four Hundred, 
who were to follow Belifarius to Conftantinople, had fore’d their Mari- 
ners, by the Way, to return to Africa, where they affociated themfelves : 
to the Mauri, and, together with thofe who had been here and there 
left behind, gave the Romans freth Trouble (6); but they were at laft 
fo intermix’d with the other Inhabitants, that the Name of Vandals was 
no longer heard of. Procopius relates, that thofe Vandals, who remain’d 
in their Country, in the foregoing Century, when Godegi/i/ abandon’d it,

the Foundation of it, by Geiferick, appears wonderful ; it feems no lefs 
extraordinary,. that 4ekfarius, who, when he fet Sail, knew not where 
he was to land, fhould now, with fo fmall a Number of Troops (fot he 
could only make Ufe of his Cavalry) and in fo fhort a Time, dethrone 
the King of the Vandals, difarm, take Captive ; and, together with 
their King, carry off the whole Nation (8). Thus feverely does God 
exercife his Judgments, over crown’d Heads and Nations, who, having 
no Judge in this World, ought to be the more mindful of him, who 
rules over them in Heayen.

ltaly and Spam, and the Franks were Matters of Gaul, it was thought 
more proper to appoint a particular Prefectus Pretorit over Africa.

Fuftinian was. indeed, immediately after, forc’d to carry on 
a much more bloody War, in Africa, againft his own mutinous Soldiers, 
and againft the Mauri, who had almoft fhaken off their Yoke, and 
taken to themfelyes the Dominion of thefe Provinces; But this is foreign

’ J. WN the mean Time, Theoderic, King of Auftrafia, died about the 

Year 534 (1). To what I mention’d before of his fuccefsful Wars, 
Tmuft here add, that he reduc’d a Part of thofe Saxons, who border’d on 
the Dominions of the Franks, to be tributary to him (*). He was fuc-

them, with a powerful Army, they left him in the. uninterrupted ‘Poflet. 
fion of his Father’s Kingdom, Childebert, in. particular, exprefs’d.foon 
after fo tender a Regard for him, that, having no Children himfelf, he 
promis’d to adopt him as hisSon (2). Tbcodebert’s Reign in Auftrafia was 
as glorious, as that of his Father, and he abundantly recompens’d the 
Fidelity of his Subjects. The moft ancient Hiftorian of the Franks 
{peaks as much in Praife of his Lenity, and Love of Juftice (3), as the 
Wars, he carried on, bear Teftimony of his Valour.

Aruararic’s Mother had adminiftred the Government to the 
beft of her Power. Pope Boniface II, attempted to free the Church 
of Rome from the Neceffity of obtaining the Confent of the Gothick 
Kings, at the Papal Ele@tions; and, at a Synod, nominated Vigilius, 
Deacon of the Roman Church, for his Succeffor: But the Court afferted 
its Prerogative ; Boniface was oblig’d to ask Pardon; and his Nomination 
was annull’d at another Synod (1). Amalafwinth was greatly perplex’d, 
when fhe plainly perceiv’d her Son would not be long liv’d; and that 
a powerful Faétion, among the Goths, were difaffeted to her. Procopims 
relates, that fhe enter’d into a Treaty with ‘fu/lmzan, in Order to retire 
into the Imperial Dominions (2). The Emperor treated, at the fame

poffefs’d great Eftates in Tufcany, to affift him in his Defign of poffeffing 
that Province : For this Prince was difaffefted to the Court, becaufe the 
Queen-Regent infifted upon his reftoring certain Lands, which he had, by 
Oppreffion, taken from his Neighbours. Athalaric died during thefe Ne- 
gotiations, A, 534. His Memory is preferv’d by the following Infcrip- 
tion in ‘Pavia (3):

AMaLaswiInTH was now accuftom’d to rule, and defirous: of 
keeping the Helm in her Hands. She was qualify’d for it, invevery Re- 
{pect , and, among other Commendations, is faid to have been a perfect 
Miftrefs of the Greek and Latin Tongues. She was, neverthelefs, diff- 
dent of her Capacity to fay the Scepter alone : She fear’d, the difaffected 
Party might find it eafy to render a female Government odious to the 
Goths, and refolv’d to admit her Kinfman Theodehat, whom I have juft 
mention’d, to be her Affiftant in the Government ; hoping; he would 
be fatisfied with that Honour, and leave her the Sovereign Power. He was 
advanc’d in Years, and had Children at their full Growth. His natural 
Temper was more bent on Study, than War: And he was not only ac- 
quainted with the P/atonick Philofophy, but even converfant in ‘Theo- 
logy. But how expert foever he may perhaps have been in’ difcourfing 
on the Duty of a Man, and the Art of governing; yet his Philofophy

muft have been but weakly grounded in his own Heart, Tt was but a 
very bad Prefage of it, that he was feveral Times, in the Reien of Theo- 
deric, and afterwards in that of Atha/laric, oblig’d to reftore the Proper 
ties of others, which he had unjuftly appropriated to his own Ufe. She 
fent for him to Ravenna, and bound him under an Oath, that, tho’ he 
bore the Title of King, he fhould do nothing without her. Both Amala{~ 
winth and Theodehat notified this Election to the Emperor and Senat 
at Rome: But many, even among the Goths, were diffatisfied with it, 
The Queen herfelf had fooneft Caufe to repent of her Error, in thinking, 
by her Benefactions, to amend an evil Difpofition. Theodehat gain’d all 
the Goths, who had been difcontented in the late Reign, and made him- 
{elf fole Mafter of the Adminiftration, caus’d his Benefaétref§ to be im- 
prifon’d, to be carried to an Ile in the Lago di Bolfena, and there, fome 
Time after, to be ftrangled, in her Bath. He fent Liberins and Opilio, 
two Senators, to the Emperor, to juftify his Proceeding : Tho’ ‘Procopius. 
fays, in another Place, that the Emprefs Theodora privately: inftigated 
Theodehat to this cruel Act, becaufe the: Excellencies, this Gothick Princefg 
poffefs'd, both in Body and Mind, her Extraétion, and Defign of com- 
ing to the Ea/, awaked in her too great a Jealoufy with Regard to her: 
Husband (*).

The Senat wrote 
likewife to the Emperor, and bege’d he would not diftrefs aly with a 
War. Theodebat himtelf made advantageous Propofals to the Emperor’s 
Ampbaflador at his-Court (3), and had almoft refolv’d to refign his 
Throne voluntarily +’: But the Goths being in the mean Time, fuccefs- 
ful’ in Dalmatia, he took Heart, and refus’d to give any farther Ear 
to his own Propofals. Belifaris landed, om the other Hand, at Catanea 
and the Cities of that [land open’d their Gates to him, with joyful Ac- 
clamations : For Theoderic, to oblige the Romans, had ftation’d but few 
Goths in Sicily, which was ftill regarded as the Granary of Italy (4). 
The Goths, in Palermo, attempted to oppofe him; but were foon ob- 


lig’d to furrender. Theodehat had

was created ‘Patricius by the Emperor (6). Belfarius therefore landed. 
in Italy without Refiftance +, after having left a Garrifon in Palermo 
and Syracufa; and boafted, in every Place, that he came to free Italy (7). 
He met with good Succefs in Calabria and Apulia, where the Goths had 
no Garrifon: Upon which he march’d into Campania. ‘The Goths were 
pretty numerous in Naples, and had many Adherents among the Citi- 
zens. ‘They depended therefore on a Siege : But Behfarims took the 
Place by Storm, and gave it a Prey to the Soldiers, the more to terrify 
thofé Cities which perhaps intended to adhere firmly to the Goths.

§ VIIL Turopenat had before incurr’d the Odium of the People, 
and, now that his Son-in-Law had affociated himfelf to the Greeks, was 
{ufpeéted of carrying on a private Intelligence with the Enemy. The 
Chiefs of the Army affembled near Zerracma, declar’d him unworthy of 
the Throne, and, in his Room, eleCted Vitiges (1), their principal Field- 
Officer, who had formerly acquir’d great Renown in War. ‘They immedi- 
ately plac’d him, according to ancient Cuftom, on a Shield, and pro- 
claim’d him King (2). Theodehat no fooner heard this News, than he 
fled from Rome towards Ravenna; but was overtaken and kill'd by fome

cefs herfelf} for what Reafon does not appear, fhew’d a perpetual Aver- 
fion to him. The Treaftires, which Theoderic had amafed in the Ifle in 
the Lago dt Bolfena, and in Orvieto, were by him expended in putting

Vitiges now 
repented his Departure from Rome : He difpatch’d Afmarims, and Ulgi- 
falus to Dalmatia, to oppofe the Imperialifis there, and with the whole 
Remainder of his Force, which, according to Procopius, confifted of 1 50,000 
Men, march’d thro’ the Country of Sabina towards Rome. 


§ XI. Tue Soldiers, who were to cover the Bridge over the Zyder, 
were fo terrified, that they fled, and futfer’d the Goths to pafs unmolefted 
over the River. Vitiges could not inveft the whole City, and therefore 
divided’ his Army into fix Bodies, and encamp’d them (1) round that 
Part :of it which reaches from 'the Porta Preneftina to the Porta Flaminia ; 
and likewife block’d up the Bridge, which is there laid oyer the Tyder ¢ ; 
fo that the Goths could fend out Parties, unmolefted,.as far as the ‘Porta 4u- 
relia, now St. Peter’s (2). They had Recourfe to all the Arts, then 
made Ufe’ of in Sieges ; they cut off the Aqueduéts, and erected Towers 
and battering Rams againft the Walls’: But Beh/arius, on his Part, had 
provided: every Inftrument of Defence, fuch as Crofs-Bows, Slings, and 
whatever could refift a Storm’: When the Goths approach’d with their 
Towers, the Bullocks, which drew them, were kilfd with Arrows, and 
thofe Preparations thereby render’d ufelefs. ‘The Goths tried all poffible 
Stratagems and. Force, to feale fometimes one Gate, fometimes another. 
Procopius relates, that the Imperialifis and Goths encounter’d 69 feveral 
Times during this Siege (3) ; chiefly, indeed, only in Skirmifhes, but 
fometimes in capital Engagements. ‘The Jmperialfis had this great Ad- 
vantage, that as well Belifarius’s Cavalry, as the Hunns, were excellent 
Archers : Whereas the Gothick Archers were all Infantry, and the Troopers 
bore only a Spear and Sword, and were confequently of no Service, un-=

Vigilius, 2 Roman by Birth, who had already, in the Time. of Boniface 
ditoverd his Ambition for the Papal Chair, was at the Imperial Court 
at Conftantinople, in the Quality of Syéverius’s Surrogate... He. offer’d 
the Emprefs, Theodora, two hundred Pounds of Gold, if fhe would affift 
in raifing him to that Dignity , and promis’d, with Regard to the religious 
Controyerfies of thofe Times, to enter into Meafures with:the Court for 
bringing them to an immediate Determination. Theodora employ’d Bélj- 
fartus in this Affair, who under the Pretence, that Sylverins fided with the 
Goths, depos’d and banifh’d him into the Ifle of Patara: And Vigilius 
was nominated his Succeflor (1).  -Autonma, Belifarius’s Wife, not only 
receiy'd the promis’d Sum of Mony, but likewife engag’d Vigilius to 
grant a Brief to the Patriarchs of Alexandria, Conftantinople, and Antioch, 
in fuch Terms as the Emprefs required (2). It is uncertain, whether 
Syluerims really bore an Affection to the Goths : He gave at leaft no 
Proofs of it at firft, when, as Procopius relates, he was the Chief to ex= 
cite the Komans to open their Gates to the Imperialifts. Several Senators 
were likewife banifh’d the City, on Sufpicion of holding a fecret Intelli-

*~" manag’d Matters fo well, that he got them fafely into’ Rome, partly 
by the Way of Offia, on the Tyber, and partly by Land (1). ‘The 
Goths, on the contrary, were diftrefs'd by Famine, which foon produc’d 
yarjous Difeafes. ‘That Year prov’d a barren one, throughout all Jtaly ¢: 
And the Goths had befides no Force at Sea, fo that when the Pleet ar- 
riv'd at Naples, the Imperialifis became Mafters of the Gulph, and cut 
off all the Avenues to their Camp (2). Vitiges enter’d into Negociations 
with Belilarius: ‘The Death of the Queen Amalafwinth was now no 
Jonger mention’d on the Imperial Part ; they only pleaded, that the Goths 
had, by unjuft Means, obtain’d the Poffeffion of Italy. Vitiges offer'd 
to leave Sicily, the Bruttii and Napolt to the Emperor, and even to pay a 
Tribute : But Belifarius rejected all Propofals, unlefs the Goths entirely 
quited Italy. They concluded, at Length, that Vitiges might fend Am- 
bafladors to Conftantinople, to negociate with the Emperor himfelf, and 
a Truce of three Months was, for that Purpofe, agreed on. During this 
Time, the Famine encreas’d among the Goths; infomuch that, for Want 
of Provifions, they were oblig’d to quit Porto, Centum Cella (now Civ 
ta Vecchia) and Alba. The three Months expir’d, without any Anfwer 
from Conftantinople. Now Vitiges indeed redoubled his Vigour and Cun- 
ning, to make himfelf at laft Mafter of Rome: But an unexpected Di-

With the Refolution of purfuing Vitiges and relieving Ramis Todi and 
Chiufe farrender’d without Oppofition ; and the Gothick Garrifons’ were 
tranfported to Sicily and Napoli (1). He was. join’d at Firmo by an 
Eunuch, nam’d Narfes, who, by his Magnanimity and Valour, acquir’d 
a Renown, equal to that of the moft famous Heroes, He’ was the Em- 
peror’s Chief-Treafurer and particular Confident. He had brought 5000 
Men to Italy, 2000 of which were Herul. Vitiges did not, however, 
wait for Belifarius, but retreated to Ravenna. Sehfarius thereupon be- 
fieg’d Urbino. ‘The Garrifon was oblig’d, towards the Conclufion of the 
Year, to capitulate, and enter into the Lmperial Service (2). “Fohn tools 
Forum Corneliit, (now Imole), and reduc’d the whole Province of imia 
lia *, as far as Cefena, to the Emperor’s Dominion. But Uraja was more

fo numerous, he durft not venture to pafs the Poa; and could not be 
re-inforc’d in due Time : For Belifarius and Narfes were at Variance ; 
the latter was unwilling to allow the fupreme Command to Selifaris, 
who on the other Hand refus’d to let him have any Share in it: Which 
Difference produc’d likewife its Effe@ on the reft of the Officers. The 
Garrifon of Milan was, at Length, oblig’d, by a yiolent Famine, to furren- 
der, at the Beginning of the Year 539, and were made Prifoners of War. 
The Goths exerted their Fury, in a terrible Manner, on that City, which 
was, next to Rome, the greateft and moft populous in Italy. ‘They pil-

Vitiges employed two Italian Divines in this Ambaffy, who were fo fax 
fuccefstul, that Cofroes broke the Peace with Fuffinian, at the Conclufion - 
of the Year 539. ‘The Emperor, who ‘was befides. engaged ina vexa- Mh 
tious War with the Mauri in Africa, was in a great Confternation at this aR 
Rupture. The Ambafladors which Vitiges had fent from thé Camp.be- | 
fore Rome, had.*till then: been detain’d' in vain: But the Emperor now 
difpatch’d them, with this Comfort, that hé. would himfelf fend an Am- 
baffy to Ravenna, with fufficient- Power; to conclude an equitable Peace.

Vitiges receiv’d, about this 
Time, an Ambafly from the Kings of the franks, who offer’d to fit out 
a prodigious Army againft Bek/arius, if he would: fuffer them to rule 
jointly with him in Jéaly.

This Propofal 
did not indeed. move Behjarius : His Honour and Integrity was fuch, 
that he could not prevail on himfelf to treat his Mafter with Treachery, 
tho’ Fortune was ready to cover it with the Purple (1). He diffembled, 
however, and feem’d to give Ear to thofe who made the Offer; by 
which Stratagem he gain’d more than he could have done by a Battle. 
Now when the Famine increas’d in Ravenna, the Goths fent Plenipoten- 
tiaries into the Camp, to conclude the Treaty enter’d upon with Bes- 
farius. They infifted upon his-Swearing, that he would do ‘no Wrong 
to any of the Goths, and that he would affume the Title of King of Italy; 
on which Conditions they promis’d to open the Gates of Ravenna to him. 
He {wore to the former Point; but, for the latter, defir’d it might be 
done in the Prefence of Vitiges, and the Chiefs of the Goths, at Ravenna, 
Tt is fomewhat ftrange, that the Goths fhould acquiefce in this Affurance : 
But every Thing was ripe for their Perdition: ‘Their King had loft the 
Efteem and Affeétion of his Sue the Nobles were divided among 
themfelyes, and every one was follicitous, how to preferve his own, in 
Cafe of the work. Behfarius {ent away Bef/a and fobn, and fome others 
of the Generals, who bore no great Affection to him, together with their 
Troops, under Pretence, that Provifions would be more eafily come at 
when the Army was difpers’d: But his real Motive was, that he might, 
with lefs Oppofition execute his Defigns: He thereupon himfelf * ac- 
company’d the Gothik Ambafladors to Ravenna (2). This Condué of 
the General’s appear’d very equivocal to many in the Army, and thofe, 
who were difaffected to him, put the worft Conftruction on it : But, on 
the other Hand, when the Gothick Women faw the Imperalifts enter the 
City, they reproach’d their Husbands, for fuffering themfelves to be 
fubdu’d by Men, who were inferior to:them, both in Stature and 
Number (3).

The 
Manner of this fingle Combat, as related by Procopius, appears to be 
the fame, as we find recorded of the Turnaments in fucceeding ‘Times. 
They fpurr’d their Horfes, and ran at each other. Artabaces firft threw 
the Gath ; but the latter’s Spear happen’d at the fame ‘Time,. to hit/an 
Opening in the other’s Armour, and cut a Vein in his Neck... The Goth 
was kil’'d on the Spot, but the Armenian died three Days afterwards (3). 
In the Battle, which enfued, the 300 Men plac’d in Ambuth by 7otias, 

rov'd highly ferviceable. ‘The Confternation the Greeks were in, at the 
firft Sight of them, caus’d the Number to appear much greater than it 
was, infomuch that they fear’d being befet in the Rear. They therefore took 
to the Flight immediately, every Man his own Way. The Goths killd 
Numbers of them in the Purfuit, made:many Prifoners, and took, in the 
Camp, among other Booty, all the Enfigns of the Greeks. 


( XXVIIL TOTILAS thereupon fent Part of his Troops into 7u/- 
cany, anderthe Command of Bleda, Roderick and Uliaris, three brave and 
experienc’d Officers. 'Thefe befieged F/orence, where Fujin, Magifier Mi- 
litie per Ibyricum, was ftation’d, who being in Want of Provilions, was 
difcourag’d from ftanding the Siege.

and, in Order thereto, Maximinus, who had before been Ambaflador to Prefaus 


Vitiges, was appointed Prafecius Pretorn Itahe, and Demetrius was Pretrii la 


created Magifter Militum. Maximinus embark’d fome Troops, at Cov- 
ftantinople, which had been levied in Thrace and Armenia, to re-inforce 
the Army in Italy. Demetrius brought a great Number of Veffels to- 
gether in Scilly, but wanted Soldiers fufficient to fill them. otilas en- 
-ieavour’d to remedy the Error of Vitiges, who had no naval Force, and 
equipp’d feveral ftout Ships for that Service. He ventur’d to encounter 
Maximinus , and with Eafe difpers’d his Squadron, and took the beft Ships. 
Maximinus had lain long in Epirus, and at laft indeed run into Syracu/a, 
in Sicily; but again made Delays, ’till the Time of being at Sea was patt ; 
and when, at Length, he attempted to relieve Naples, a Tempeft dif- 
pers’d the Ships, and thofe that were drove on the Shoar fell into the

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Hands of the Goths. Upon this, Naples, being diftrefs’d by extream 
Famine, and deftitute of all Hopes of a Relief, was forc’d to furrender f, 
Totilas allow’d the Soldiers, who on that Occafion experienc’d his Magna- 
nimity, as the Inhabitants did his Benevolence, the Liberty of departing: 
But caufed the City-Walls to be almoft demolith’d, for the fame Reafon 
as he had done thofe at Benevento (1). ‘Procopius relates the following 
Inftance, among others, of the rigid Difcipline, he obfery’d in the Army : 
An Inhabitant complain’d that one of his Life-Guards had deflour’d his 
Daughter, whereupon the King, deaf’ to all Interceffions, caus’d him to 
be punifh’d with Death, and his Effects to be given to the injur’d

Goths towards them, together with the Oppreflions they had met with 
from the Greeks, and admonifh’d them to revolt in Time }. He lke- 
wife caufed publick Letters to be fixed up by fome Perfons he could con- 
fide in, in thofe Places in the City, that were moft frequented ; in which 
he aflured the Romans, that they need not be apprehenfive of the: leaft 
Oppreffion: But ‘ohn, the Imperial General, who was at Kome, uted his 
utmoft Endeavours to prevent a Confpiracy ; and in Order thereto ba~ 
nifh’d all the rian Priefts from the City (1). In the mean Time, Fu-

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tinian, having no other Remedy, was forc’d to fend Relfarius again ino 
Italy; tho’ he ftood in Need of his Aid againft the ‘Perfians. Vitalius, 
Magifter Militia per Iyricum, tet out to meet him, and with much Diffi- 
culty they rais’cd an Army of 4000 Men in Thrace. They went to- 
gether to Salona. The firft Thing Behfarius did, after his Arrival there, 
was to provide for Otranto, which the Goths continued to befiege, ‘fo- 
tilas, on the other Hand, took Z/vo/, and caus’d the Inhabitants to be 
put to the Sword, from thence he made Irruptions as far as the Zyber, 
and cut off all the Avenues to Rome, on that Side® Bellifarius arriv’d 
at Ravenna, in the Spring, 4. 544, and did what he could to revive 
the drooping Spirits of the Inhabitants, both Goths and Romans. His 
firft Care was to keep Totilas from Rome: For this Purpofe he order’d 
Vitals to enter into Action, in Amilia, in Order to draw the Enemy 
that Way: But Vitalis no fooner reach’d Bologna, than the luterialifts 
deferted in Shoals, for Want of Pay. otilas took Advantage of this 
Opportunity to make himfelf Mafter of fome fortify’d Places. He did 
not indeed fucceed at Ofimo and Petaro; but Ferme and Acoli, in Pice- 
num, and Affifi and Spoleto in Tufcany, were oblig’d to furrender. He 
hoped likewife to have furpriz’d Perufia, in the fame Manner: But when 
the Garrifon appear’d in a Pofture of Defence, he thought it would not 
be advifeable to fpend his Time in a long Siege (2).

His Army was 
now become very numerous: For as {0 great Devaftations had been made 


in Italy, and the Imperialifts were fo poorly fupported, they almoft all razzo,

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their Liberty the beft Reward, lifted themfelves under his Banner He 
detach’d, at the fame Time, fome Troops to befiege Placentia, the only 
Place the Imperialifts now poffefs'd in Amilia, which, for want of Pro- 
vifions, was foon oblig’d to furrender, This was the Fate of the Romans, 
at firft, The Goths after they had taken Naples, became powerful ‘at 
Sea, and fo block’d up the Coafts, as well as the neighbouring Hes, that 
nothing could enter ‘Porto (1). Gethegus the: Patricius, who was. then 
the Chief of the Senat, was fufpected of an Intelligence with the Goths, 
on which Account he was banifh’d the City (2). Belifarius teing him- 
{elf incapable of doing any Service, and being loth’ to remain an ‘idle 
Spectator of the Gathick Succefs, retreated to Durazzo, that he might 
the fooner obtain the neceffary Succours. The Emperor defirous of feing 
rhe fatal Divifions terminated, which then perplex’d the Church, on Occa- 
fion of the fo call’d' Tria Capitula, had fent for Pope Vigilins to come 
to Confiantinople : But Vigiltus, who chofe rather to have a Council ap- 
pointed fomewhere in the Weft, did not make the greatett Expedition on 
his Journy, but was Rill in Sicily. From thence he difpatch'd fome 
Ships + to Rome with Corn ; but they fell into the Hands of the Goths (3). 
Rome was in the utmott Diftrefs with Famine, when Pe/agms, Deacon of 
the Roman Church, undertook an Ambafly to Totilas; and entreated 
him to make a Truce for a certain Time, on Condition that, if the City 
svas not reliev’d during that Space, it fhould be furrender’d. | But Yotzlas 
was reloly’d not to lofe the Advantage of the prefent Circumftances (4). 
The People prefs'd the two Generals, Beffas and Cono, to farnifh them 
with Provifions, or fuffer them to depart the City. Beffas had fo divided 
the Stores he found in Rome, that the greateft Share fell to the Soldiers, 
who fold the Ramans at adear Rate, what they could {pare of their 
Allowance. He himfelf drove the like fhameful. Trade, whilft thofe, 
who could not pay his Price, perifh’d. in Milfery, after having. fupported 
Life, for a Time, with Horfes, Dogs, Nettles, and whatfoever elfe Hunger 


had reduc’d them to eat. The two Generals declar’d, indeed, at laft, 


that thofe who would might depart; but even in this they exercis’d their 
Avarice: For thofe who would take the Advantage of this Permiffion, 
were oblig’d to buy it at a Price.

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( XXXIV. BELISARIUS refolv’d, at leaft, to open the Paflage 

of the Zyber, in Order to carry Provifions into the City : He caufed two 
broad Veflels to be faften’d together, and a Turret to be erected on them, 
higher than both thofe which were raifed by Totilas. Thefe were fol- 
lowed by 400 Veffels laden with Provifions, the Sides of which were fo 
rais’'d with Boards, that their Archers could annoy the Enemy, and yet 
be cover’d themfelyes. He plac’d fome Troops in a Readinefs, to pre- 
vent the Enemy from making any Attempt on Porto: And all the Reft 
of the Infantry ftood near that Place, in Cafe Beffas thould think fit to 
make aSally. The Defign fucceeded to his With at firft. LBelf{arius ap- 
proach’d fo near, that, from the Top of his Turret, he could throw com- 
huftible Matters, of all Kinds, into that of the Goths, which ftood on 
the Road to Porto, and thereby burnt it, together with 100 Men, who 
were in it. The Imperralifts had began to attempt the Boom, when they 
were interrupted by an unexpected Alarm. Behifarius had left his Con- 
fort, with the Treafury of the Army, and his own Effects, of great Value, 
at ‘Porto, in the Care of I/aac, the before-mention’d Armenian General. + 
The Safety of his Retreat was fo very important, that he had order’d 
him not to move, whatever Advices he might receive: But when the 
Report of this fuccefsful Beginning reach’d ‘Porto, with this Addition, 
that the Imperialifts had already broken the Chain, and were advancing 
without Moleftation to Rome, Vanity fo gain’d the Afcendant over the 
Armenian, as to aim at the Honour of having contributed fomething to 
the Delivery of the City. He haften’d.out of ‘Porto, took with him fome 
of thofe Men, whom Belifarius had pofted on the Way, and attack’d 
Rudericus, the Gothick General; but with fo little Succefs that he himfelf 
was taken Prifoner. Some of the Cavalry, who had efcap’d from Battle, 
rode in full Gallop to Belifarius, and call’d to him that Ifaac was taken 
Prifoner by the Goths. ‘That Equanimity and Prefence of Mind, which 
Relifarius had ’till then been fo famous for, now forfook him; and, as 
Procopius obfery es, for the very firft Time of all his Life. He was fo feiz’d 
with the Apprehenfion of Porto’s being loft, and himfelf cut off, that 
he did not take Time to enquire into the real Circumftances of Things, 
but immediately quitted his Defign and turn’d back, in Hopes of being 
the fooner able to drive out the Goths in their firft Confufion *. 


( XXXV. BESSAS continu’d fo to indulge his Avarice, and relied 
fo fecurely on the Walls of Rome, that he hardly ever caus’d the Pofts 
to be vilited. By this Negle&, four J/auri +, who were on Guard at

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the Porta Afimaria, to betray the City into the Hands of the Gothy. 
They drew four Men, in the Night Time, over the Wall, who, making 
themfelves Mafters of the Gate, on the Infide, open’d it to their Kine. 
Totilas kept his Troops together, during the Night, being apprehenfive 
of Treachery, and Ambufhes: but Beffas was not prepar’d for a De- 
fenfe. He no fooner hear’d that the Goths were in the City, than he 
made his Efcape thro’ another Gate. His Troops, and fome of the 
‘Patricit, who had Horfes, fled whither their Inclination led them; but 
they were oblig’d to leave the Women behind them. The Relation of 
‘Procopius, that not above 500 Men, of the common People, were left, 
and that they were fo worn out, as to be hardly able to take SanQuary 





in the Churches, is fcarce credible. As foon as the + Day broke, and+ Dec. 17, 


Totilas fav that his Apprehenfions were groundlefs, he repair’d to the 
Church of St. Peter’s, to perform his Devotion. At firft, the Goths cut 
in Pieces all that came in their Way: But the Defolation of the City 
itfelf put a Stop to this Cruelty. Six and twenty Soldiers, and fixty 
of the Inhabitants, made up the Number of the Slain; For when 
Zotilas enter’d the Church, ‘Pelagits, whom I mention’d above, came 
to meet him, having the Gofpels carried before him, and entreated he 
would {pare the Vanquifh’d, who were now become his Subjects. The 
King therefore commanded, that no Injury fhould be offer’d to the 
Perfon of any one. The Women in particular, were not only fcreen’d 
from all indecent Ufage; but Yoti/as did not even fuffer them to be 
married againft their Wills: No Interceptions could, however, prevent 
the Plunder of the City; and the Mony Be//as had heap’d up fell now 
a Prey to the Goths. Some Senators were fo impoverifh’d by thefe 
Ravages, that they were fore’d to beg their Bread from Door to Door. 
Rufticiana, the Widow of Boetius, and Daughter of Symmachus, among: 
others, was reduc’d to this calamitous State. This Lady was accus’d 
of having prevail’d on the Lmperial Generals, by bribing them with large 
Sums of Mony, to throw down the Statues, that had been ereéted in 
Honour of Theodorick, in Order to revenge the Death of her Father 
and Husband, on that Prince’s Memory. Some urg’d, that fhe defery’d 
to expiate that Crime with the Lofs of her Life; but to this Totilas 
would give no Ear *,

this Menace was foon after mitigated,

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vocate, to the Emperor, to try if they could obtain a Peace; but on 
no other Footing, than as it had been fettled in the Times of Avafta/is 


and Theodorick (3). But ‘fuftmian 


referred this Treaty to Belifarius. 


In the mean Time, a Body of Goths, who attempted to make an Irrup- 
tion into Lucania, being repuls’d, Zotilas refolv’d to go thither himfelf: 
But to be the more fecure of a Retreat, and to remove all Apprehenfions 
from the Side of Rome, he caus’d all the Gates to be taken off, and {fo 
much of the Walls, in feveral Places, to be thrown down, as amounted 
to a third Part of the Circumference. Some Edifices had perhaps like- 
wife been fet on Fire during the Siege (4). The enraged Conqueror 
would probably have proceeded farther, and there were not thofe want- 
ing, who wifh’d to fee the City level’d with the Ground (5): But 
Belifarins himfelf wrote to him, and interceded for the Place (6). He

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remonftrated, among other Particulars, that if he hop’d to continue 
Mafter of Italy, it would be inconfiftent to deftroy the ereateft Orna- 
ment thereof; but if not, he would do well to confider in what Light 
his Name would be tranfmitted to Pofterity, if he fhould demolifh the 
Monuments of fo many great Men, and of fuch noble Exploits, and at 
the fame Time, of fo many Mafter-pieces of valuable Arts. He there- 
fore was contented with taking the ‘Patric#, and all the other Inhabi- 
tants, with him to Campania. Thus Rome indeed, at that Time, re- 
tain’'d her coftly Buildings (7), but was left open and defolate. ‘This 
City had, indeed, frequently, in former Days, fuffer’d greater Evils, 
both with Regard to her Inhabitants, and Edifices. Rivers of Blood 
were fhed by Marius, Cinna and Sylla. How fatal were not the 
Cruelties (8) of the Zrimmviri, Antony, Lepidus, and Cefar Octavianus ? 
Nerecaus’d the City to be fet on Fire, to pleafe himfelf with a Repre- 
{entation of Troy in Flames. Not to mention the fevere Judgements, it 
afterwards underwent +. But this Humiliation was yet wanting; that 
this Miftrefs of the World, whofe Citizens were formerly counted by 
Hundreds of Thoufands, fhould now become defolate, and that her 
fplendid Buildings hould ferve, as it were, for her own Sepulchre. 
Totilas \eft a great Part of his Army in Akido (now Cava dell Agho) 
left Behfarius might fall upon his Rear. All thofe who had taken up 
Arms in Lucania, and the adjacent Countries, were appeas’d at the 
Approach of Zotilas: And he encamp’d on Mount Gargano, where 
Hannibal had, in former Times, pitch’d his Tents. fohn would not 
venture to keep the Field in Apulia, but retir’d into Otranto, and 
fortified the Place; in Order to keep Calabria, in fome Meafure in 
Aw. otilas, on the other Hand, left a Garrifon in Acerenza, on the 
Borders of Calabria, and went back to Ravenna. He had not yet been 
at this Place fince his Acceffion to the Throne, and now hop’d, with

Bur Belfarius, by an unexpected Stratagem, defeated Belyarias 
his Expectations. .He went, unawares, with the greateft Part of hisentes 4+. 


Army, from Porto to the forfaken City of Aome, determining to reflore it 
to its former State. In the Space of 25 Days, he ftopp’d the Gaps in 
the Walls, as well as in Hafte he could, and caus’d the Outfide to be 


fenc’d with Palifadoes. He had likewife caus’d large Quantities of 


Provifions to be brought up along the 7yéer. We may eafily imagine 
with how much Reluétance the. Romans, who were difpers’d, had left 
the City. This News no fooner reach’d their Ears, than they return’d 
in Shoals, and Rome was, in a Manner, founded a fecond Time. oti/as, 
indeed, march’d with the whole Army to Rome, in Hopes of furprifing 
Belifarius, before he could finifh the Walls and Gates: And this General 
had, indeed, for Want of a fufficient Number of Workmen, not yet 
been able to put.up the Gates (1). But he placed a Guard there of his 
moft valiant Soldiers, and caus’d Stakes + to be drove on the Outfide, 
and a deep Ditch to be made. Totilas attack’d the City on that Side 
towards the Zyber: But he was vigoroufly repuls’d, and this Difafter 
prov’d doubly fatal to him: For befides the ill Succefs of his Attempt, 
the Heads of his Nation openly exclaim’d againft him, for not having 
wholly demolifh’d Rome, or plac’d a ftrong Garrifon in it, and thereby 
fecur’d it in his own Hands. The Soldiers almoft made a God of him, fo 
long as his Fortune anfwer’d their Wifhes: But, after this Inadvertency, 
they complain’d, that, by the King’s Indifcretion, they were depriv’d of 
all their Victories (2). Yoti/as went to Tivolz, where he rebuilt the

Fort. Belifarius, in the mean Time, compleated what: was‘ wanting of 
the Fortifications of Rome, and again fent the Keys of the City to the 
Emperor (3). Zoti/as had demanded the Daughter of a King of the Franks 
in Marriage ; but met with a Refufal. It was alledg’d, that he could not 
yet be regarded as a King of Italy, and that his Throne did not’ appear 
{ufficiently eftablifhed, fince he had not been able to maintain Rome (4). 
( XXXVI. TOTIL AS laid Siege to Peruvia, in Order to obli- 
terate his Mifcarriage by fome brave Exploit (1). fohm, in the mean 
Time, broke up from Taranto, difperfed the Goths, and fet the Romans, 
who were, in a Manner, their Prifoners, at Liberty. Totilas left fome 
Troops before Perwvia, and march’d himfelf againtt Fon, whom he fur- 
prifed unawares, and put him to Flight , whereupon, he retreated again 
to Taranto. Beliarius had, in the mean Time, left Rome, aud intended 
to fail for Taranto, to wait there for the Succours, which Fuftinian had 
promifed him ; but was obliged to land at Catrone. His Men gained a 
{mall Advantage over the Goths, near Roffano (2): But Toti/as fell upon 
them with 3000 Horfe, and put them to Flight. ‘The Confternation was 
ereater than the Lofs - But Behfarms, not thinking even his own Per- 
fon fafe at Catrone, retreated to Meffna, which was regarded as little 
better than a Flight. He was quite tired with the War in Italy; becaufe 
the Court fo entirely negleéted him. Antonina, his Wife, went to Con- 
ftantinople, to reprefent to the Emperor, in Perfon, the Neceflity of 
exerting himfelf : But fhe was informed, on her Journy, of the Death of 
+ Theodora, over whom fhe had a great Influence, and now only entrea- 
ted the Emperor to recall her Husband +4 (3). The Memory of his for-

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murmured, becaufe they had, in fo long Time, received no Pay, betray’d 
to them the Gate of S. Paolo +, where the Goths entered the City at the 
fame Time, that the Garrifon haften’d out at the oppofite Gate. They could 
retreat no where, but to Centum-Cella Civita-Vecchia) which was the onty 
fortified Place remaining in the Hands of the Jmperialiis thereabouts : 
But Zoti/as had placed a large Number of Men in Ambutfh on that Road, 
by whom the moft of them were taken. About 400 Horfe made them- 
{elves Mafters of the Bridge * over the Zyer,, and of the adjoining Se- 
pulchre of the Emperor Adrian, which has ferved ever fince for a Fort, 
and is now known by the Name of the Caftle di S. Angelo. _ They refolyed 
to hold out to the laft Man: But Yoti/as allowed them a favorable Capi- 
tulation, and they even entered, into the Gothick Service: For Fuftimian’s 
Army confifted chiefly of Foreigners, who were indifferent, by whom 
they were paid. He likewife gave Quarter to four Hundred Jmperial 
Soldiers, who had taken Refuge here and there in the Churches (2). 
Totilas endeavoured now to re-people the City with Romans and Goths. 
He fent for the Senators, and all the other Homans, thither, that were in 
his Power, caufed the Edifices that had been deftroyed by Fire, to be 
rebuilt, and Plenty of Provifions to be brought thither (3): And in 
Order to blot out, as it were, the doleful Remembrance of paft Evils, he 
inftituted Turnaments, in which he was himfelf very expert (4). Pope 
Vigilius, who received this unhappy News at Con/fantinople, befought 
Aurelian, Bifhop of Arles, to implore King Childebert’s Interceffion with 
Totilas, for the Safety ofthe Church and Religion (5),  Zotilas is, there-

Germanicus F, and form’d the Defign of pafling thro’ Pannonia and 
Moefia, when Narfes fhould have carried away the Forces of the 
Grecian Empire into Italy, of invading Thrace, and of fhewing the Em- 
ror himfelf, at Conflantmople, that he unjuftly triumph’d, as it were, 
in his Titles, over the Franks and Alemanni, as if they had been con- 
quer'd Nations. He had likewife fent Ambaffadors to the Kings of the 
Gepide and Longobards, and excited them to join him, when he was 
{natch’d away by Death. He died about the Year 548, and was fuc- 
ceeded by Theodebald his Son (2). Among the Medals of this King, 
we find one very remarkable. The Aujfo is the fame with that which 
commonly reprefents ‘Fuftinian, and the Infcription this: D. N. THEQ- 
DEBERTT. P. P. AUG. On the Reverfe is the Figure of Victory, 


with the Latlarum, as on the Medals of the Emperors, and this Circum 


feription: VICTORIA AUCCCA. underneath CONOB. The Learnec 


have been greatly perplex’d about the Explication of this Medal (3). 
Theoaebert, perhaps, even aflum’d the Imperial Title, in Hopes of re- 
ftoring the Empire in the eff, and making himfelf the fooner Mafter 
of italy. This Project had before been form’d by the Gauls (4). But 
Charlemaign, and after him, Ozto the Great, executed, in following 
Times, what neither the Gaw/s, in former Days, nor Syluianus, a Frant, 
in the fourth Century, nor YAeodebert now could fucceéed in.

He conferr’d this Dignity on Suartuas, 

an eminent Herulus, who had long refided at his Court, “The Herus ap- 

pear’d well fatisfy’d with the new Government, when they receivy’d, Ad- 

vices from the North, that Todafius, to whom the other Party had offer'd 

the Scepter, was coming to take Poffeffion of it. 4ortus, his Brother, 
accompanied him, with 200 fele& young Men. Swartuas fet out to meet 

them, and to maintain the Kingdom by Force. When the two Armies 

were about a Day’s Journy afunder, his Men left him, in the Night, and 

went over to the new Comer, and he himfelf was fore’d to go for Refuge 

to Conjtantinople. ‘The Emperor threaten’d to reftore him by Force; but 

Todafius, who knew him to be too formidable an Enemy, had again 
Recourfe, with his Adherents, to the Gepida (1): Where they, foon 

after, partook of the fame Fate, which haftened the Fall, even of the 
Kingdom of the Gepide. Suartuas continu’d to feek his Fortune in the 

ye Service; and we fhall find him, fome Years after, Magifter 

ilitie in prefenti, among thofe Troops, which Fuftinian fent to the

The Emperor Marcian 
had made a Treaty with them, by Virtue of which, they received 
annually a certain Sum of Mony, that they might not moleft the Pro- 
vinces of the Roman Empire, which lay oppofite to them (1). | Notwith- 
ftanding this, they pafs’d the Danube, and took a Part of Pannenia, 
and in particular the City of Sivmium. ‘They fell, indeed, like other 
Gothick Nations, into the Errors of rims; but never molefted thofe 
Orthodox Believers, who were fubject to them (2). Theodorick, King of 
the Oftre-Goths, was oblig’d to pais their Dominions in his March to Italy, 
and bravely fought his Way thro’ +: And as a Part of Pannonia apper- 
tain’d to the Gothick Kingdom in Italy, bloody Wars enfued on thefe 
Confines, betwixt the Oftro-Goths and Gepide (3). Fuftimian having 
now taken from the Goths their Pofleffions in Pannonia, but not plac’d

which Occafion the Provinces, were generally as much opprefs’d by the 
Conquerors, as by the conquer‘d. bas ¥ 


§(- V. Amone the Longobards, we find Vaces or Waccho,: their King, 
famous in the Beginning of this:Century ;. and particularly on Account 
of an extraordinary Victory, which he gain’d over the Swabians (1). 
He kept up a good Underftanding with the Franks; and one .of his 
Daughters was married to Theodebert, King of Aufirafia, as Vifigard; 
the other, was to. Theodebald his Son. He had banifh’d a’ Princeof the 
Royal Houfe, who perhaps had a better Claim to the Throné, and: had 
taken Refuge among the Varni. I/digifal, his Son, employed afterwards 
his utmoft Endeavours to recover the Crown ; but experienc’d, that thofe, 
whofe Aid he implor’d, fery’d him-only:fo long, as was confiftent with 
their own Utility, and then were as ready to forfake him.» King Waccho 
was fucceeded by Valtaris, his Son, who being yet an Infant, was left 
under the Care of udoin; who made himfelf, with the more Eafe, 
Mafter of the Kingdom, as the young King died a few Years after +. 
Idigifal, and his Adherents, being unfuccefsful, went over’ to the 
Gepide, and at Length to Confiantimople. But the Emperor had more 
Inducements to prefer Audom’s Friendihip. He gave him a Thuringian 
Princefs: in Marriage, a: Daughter of King Hermanfrid, .who came .to 
Conftantinople with Vitiges, and the Reft of the Royal Gozhick Family (2). 
He likewile transfer’d to him that Part of Pannonia ++, which he had 
taken from the Goths. Audoim, on the other Hand, affifted the Emperor

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Hiftory by their many Revolutions. The moft ancient Inhabitants were 
call’d Tauri, or Tauro-Scythe; from whence the Country was. call’d 
Taurica, and the Peninfula adjoining to it, Cherfonefus Taurica. This 
Name is found even in the Fables of the Greeks, who had Colonies on 
thofe Coafts, and in the Cherfonefus Tauri. As the Dominions of Mithri- 
dates, King of Pontus, reach’d thus far; fo likewife, after he was: con- 
quer'd by the Romans, their victorious Arms became renown’d even to 
the Zanais. 'Thefe Countries were afterwards included in the Regnum 
Bofphori, whofe Kings acknowleg’d. the Supremacy of the Roman Em- 
perors. When the Goths afterwards erected a formidable Monarchy in 
Sarmatia, they reign’d as far as the Black Sea and Meotick Lake, which 
their Incurfions, and thofe of other Nations, under their Dominion, 
{ufficiently demonftrate. In the fourth Century, at the Time of Valens’s 
Reign, the Goths were overcome by the A/ani and Hunnus. ‘The Confe- 
quences of this Diffolution of the Gothick Monarchy were as great, as 
thofe of its Foundation. ‘The People, that appertain’d thereto, were 
difpers’d, and an incredible Number of Goths pafs’d over the Danube, 
and left their Countries in the Hands of the Hunns (2). In‘fueceeding 
Times, the Tartars came thither; and thus one Devaftation continued 
to follow upon the Back of anothey. We cannot even find the Situation 
of the many Cities that were fo famous in ancient Geography. ©The 
only one is Afoph;, for ‘there the Ancients place the City of Tanais, 
which was inhabited by the Greeks. 


We find, about this. Time, mention made of two Kinds of Alunas. 
The Hunni Cuthurguri dwelt.on this Side of the Zanais, and the Hunni 
Uthurguri on, the other (3), about where we now find the Country of 
the Coffacks, and Tartary Mimor: But fome Places on the Sea-Coafts, 
and in Cherfonefus Taurica, remain’d neverthelefs in the Emperor’s Poffef- 
fion +. A Refidue of the ancient, Goths had kept their Ground among 
the Uthurguri, who had fix’d their Habitations on the Eaft Side of the 
Tanais, along the Banks: of the Meotick Lake (4), in the Diftri&

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now call’d Circaffia. Thefe are nam’d Gothi Tetraxite, ‘They were not 
indeed very numerous, but the more valiant (5), which we may conclude 
from their maintaining their Rights amidft the Huns, From the Time 
of the firft Converfion of the Goths, they -had retain’d the Chriftian 
Faith, but in fuch Simplicity, that Procopius is at a Lofs, whether to 
reckon them of the Arian, or Orthodox Profeffion,. and, in Excufe, 
fays, they themfelves did not know. ‘They entreated ‘Juftimian, A. 547, 
to appoint them a Bifhop (6), and were in general pretty well affected 
to the Grecian Emperor (7); who gladly fupported that Difpofition, in 
Order to have the more Adherents, in Cafe of a Rupture with the Huss. 
The Cuthurguri were in Friendfhip. with Fuftinian, and Stanza, one of 
their Princes, ferv’d in Africa againft the Vandals *. But they now fent 
Auxiliaries to the Gepide.. The Truce with the Longobards being not 
yet expir’d, the Gepide excited them, in the mean Time, to invade the 
Roman Provinces, and permitted them to pafs over the Danube, into 
their Dominions, where they could do, it with moft Safety, for they 
poffefs’d Countries on both Sides this River. ‘fu/tmian, on the other 
Hand, caus’d confiderable Sums of Mony to be diftributed among the 
Uthurguri. Sandil, one of their Princes, renown’d in the Hiftory of his 
Reign, for his Valour and Sagacity, took, befides the Hluuns who were 
at his Command, 2000 Gothi Tetraxit#, and pafs’d over the Don, into 
the Country of the Cuthurguri (8). Thofe who had invaded the Roman

Flemundus, his Predeceffor, 
had left:a Son; nam’d Ufirogoth, who, when Thorifmus utarp'd the Throne, 
fled for Refuge to. the Longobards. He demanded, in Return, to have 
this’ Prince furrender’d up. . Both Nations had fo ftri@ a Regard, to

Sclaveni.and Ante, whom I mention’d before, on Occafion of the: Vidto- 
ries. gain’d. by Hermanaric, King. of the Goths, over feveral Nationsiin 
Sarmatia (1): But as they become now more famous in. Hiftory, at may 
not! be amifs:to hear how they sare’ defcrib’d by Procopims (2). «They 
werey‘indeed, two diftin& Nations, but in their Origin, Language, iStac 
tute and. Manners the fame: ‘They differ’d from the Huuus, as they were 
taller, and ftom the Germans, in their Skin and Hair, which were fome- 
what more of a reddifh Hue. They worfhipp’d chiefly the God :of/Thun- 
der, as the Ruler ‘of the World ; and, next to him, the Rivers and-fome 
other, as.it were, inferior Deities ; and, at their Sacrifices! perforin’d: their 
Divinations. They had neither Kings nor Princes, but liv’d inva whatural 
Equality, in fmall and fingle Cottages, which they changed, according 
as Circumftances requir’d. They had as little Regard to Cleanlinefs, as 
the Hanns. In their Wars, they generally fought on Foot, and were but 
flightly armed. Many of them encounter’d their Enemies. half naked, as 
they ufually went. But, when Conquerors, they behay’d, moft unmerci- 
fully. Cruelty had introduc’d the Cuftom of cutting Thongs out of the 
Hides of their Prifoners, of {pitting them alive, and ufing other inhuman 
Tortures of the like Kind. Soldiers of both thefe’ Nations ferv’d in’ 
Fuftiniaw’s Army in, aly; They were efteem’d ferviceable in Parties)

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Garrifon had. already. began to treat about the Surrender, when the 
Franks, who were difpers’d. in Venetia, inform’d him, that they fhould 
not fuffer Verona to fall into other Hands. Hereupon Valerian broke 
up, being unwilling to provoke the Fravks to Hoftilities (2), The 
Goths, in the mean Time, who had efcap’d from the late Battle, aflem, 
bled at Pavia, and there elected Zejas their King. He intreated the 
Aid of Theodebald, King of Auftrafia, and offer’d him a confiderable 
Sum of Mony, great Part of which he had found in the Royal Treafury 
at Pavia (3): But the Franks would not be prevail’d upon, and chote 
rather to ftay ’till one Party had deftroyed the other (4). 


§ XIX. NARSES left Valerian on the ‘Po, to watch the Motions Nav/es takes 
of the Goths at Pavia, and himfelf fet out for Rome. On his March *”* 


he forc’d Narni to furrender. At Spoleto he caufed the Walls to be 
repair’d, in thofe Places where they had been pull’d down by the Goths.

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bably attended with more Lof8 of Blood on'the Rowan Side, than any 
of the preceeding ones. The Goths, on their Flight, cut in Pieces all 
they met with’; and the foreign Soldiers, in the Jmperial Army, ated as 
cruelly as the Enemy. Some of thofe Patriciz, whom Totilas had: .en- 
join’d to ftay in Campania, no fooner heard, that ‘Rome was,taken by 
Narjes, than they haften’d thither. Whereupon the Goths, whoday.in that 
Country, fought up and murder’d all the Reft. Tejas likewile caus’d 
the 300 young Men, whom Zoti/as had taken with ‘him for Hoftages, to 
be put to Death (2). 


§ XX. NARSES remain’d at Rome, but fent fome Troops to befiege 
Cuma, where Totilas had depofited the greateft Part of his Treafures, 
and the Jewels of the Gothick Kingdom. Tejas refolv’d, at all Events, 
to relieve this Place, and found Ways, which Narjes had. efteem’d im- 
paflable, for an Army. Narfes therefore broke up at the fame Time 
from Rome, and both happen’d to encamp oppofite to each other, at the 
Foot of Mount Vefuvins ; infomuch that they were. only feparated 
by the Rivulet, call’d Draco, which arifes from Vefuvius, and. dite 
charges itfelf into the Sarnum. But the Officer, who.commanded the 
Gothick Fleet, declared fuddenly for the Emperor, which occafion’d. a 
Want of Provifions among the Goths. They withdrew. toa neighbouring 
Mountain (1), and foon after attack’d the. Lyperialifts fo unexpectedly, 
that Narfes had hardly Time to draw them into Order of Battle. The 
Cavalry on both Sides difmounted, to fight on Foot. Tejas adyane’d with 
fome of the braveft of them in the Van, with his Shield in‘his lef Hand, and 
a Spear ih his right. The moft valiant of Narfes’s Army .refoly’d to 
attack him, imagining the Goths would make but little Refiftance,. if 


once they daw their King fall. ‘Procopius relates Prodigies of the Valour

§ XXI. Tuts Handful of Goths animated) theit Countrymen, who 
dwelt on the Po, not to give.themfelves wholly, up to'Defpair. : They 
fought for Aid of Theodebald, King of Auflrafia, but his State of Health 
and natural Difpofition, render’d him unfit for War'(1).° On the other 
Hand, Leutharis and Bucelinus, two Dukes of the dlemannt, who were 
then of great Renown, in the Kingdom of the Franks, hearken’d to their 
Propofal (2); and we fhall find, in the Event, that Bucelimus had 
form’d the Defign of making himfelf King of Jtaly.. They led an Army 
of upwards of 70,000 Men over the Alps, confifting of Franks and Ale- 
mannt ; tho’ Agathias comprehends them all under the Denomination of 
Franks. They pafs’d the Po unmolefted, and took Parma. » Narfes left 
a Part of his Troops at the Siege of Cuma, and went himfelf into 7u/- 
cany; but he fent Fobn, Valerian and Artabanes, with a Part of the Army, 
into the Diftri&t of —Amilia, to ftop the Enemy in. their March, ‘at leaft; 
till he had Time to regulate every Thing in Zufcany. Among thefe Troops. 
was Fulcaris, at the Head of about 3000 Herulian Cavalry, who adyanc’d

§ XXIIL Tuey divided their Forces, when they reach’d the Country 
of Samnium. Bucelimus turn’d, with the greateft Part of the Army, to the 
Right, towards Campania, and ravag’d as faroas the Streights of Sicily: 
Leutharis proceeded, on the: other Side, as faras Otranto.. ‘Tho’ generally 
thefe Marches were-attended with all the Cruelties of Fire and Sword, yet 
the Franks retai’d fome Regard for the Churches, which the d/emannt, 
who were ftill Pagans, did not fpare. Leutharis haften’d back :. But 
Bucelinus had promuis’d the Goths, with an Oath, to hazard a Battle with 
the Imperialits, in Confideration of which they had given him Affurance, 
to chuie hin King. Leutharis was to come to his Brother's Affiftanee,. as 
foon as he had fecur’d his Booty (1): But rtabanes and Huldac, the Ge- 
neral of the Huans, who were garrifon’d at ‘Pefaro, overthrew, by the Way,

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a Party of 3000 6f his Men, and, at’ Favo; he loft all:his-Spoils' The Reft of 
the Army pitch’d their Tents near Ceneda, in Venetia (2), there defigning 
to halt'a while ; but’ Leutharis, and moft of his Men, were carried off by 


Goths, but likewife of Neceffity, on his own Part: For the Want of Pro- 
vifions, which were cut off by Narfes, had indtic’d the Soldiets'to make 
too free with the Grapes, and this had already occafion’d Diftempers. He 


encamp’d near Capua, on the River ‘Cafilino} (2), and had’30,000 Men left. + Yoltorne.. 


Narfes fet out from Rome to encounter him, withan Army of 18,000 
Men. The Battle that enfu’d, between the two Armies, is one of the 
moft famous in the Hiftory of thefe Times. Sucelimus was defeated and 
kilPd on the Spot. Agathias relates’ it at large(3), and compares this 
Victory with thofe gain’d by the ancient Greeks‘over the Perfrans at Ma» 
rathon and Salama: But it is hardly credible, that of Bucelmus’s Army 
only five Men efcap’d (4), and that, on the eontrary; the Imperialifts 
loft only fourfcore. “Narfes made a Kind of triumphal Entry into Rome,

felves into Conza, a fortified Place; where they withftood a Siege during 
the whole Winter, ’till the following Year 554; in Hopes of being re+ 
lieved by fome new Army from the other Side of the Alps. Regunaris, 
their. Leader, who, by Procopius, is called a Goth, but by Agathias, a 
Hunn, at Length defir’d to be admitted to a Conference with Narfes in 
Perfon. ‘This Interview prov’d fruitlefs, and Regnarts fo far forgot him- 
felf, that, at his Departure, he difcharged his Bow at Narfes: But He 
mifs’d his Aim, and fuch a Volley of Arrows fell upon himielf, that he 
expir’d two Days after. The Goths, upon the Lofs of this Commander, 
furrender’d to Narfes, on Condition, that they fhould retain their Lives 
and Liberties: But, for his better Security, he thought fit to fend them to 
Conftantinople (1). This was properly the Conclufion of the Gorhick War, 
which, amidft fuch a Variety of Revolutions, had lafted 19 Years. The 
laft Attempt was made by Vidis, a Gothick Count, affifted by Hamingus, 
the Franconian General (2): But Narfes, with his ufual good Fortune, 
deftroy’d, the next Year, this Remnant of the Gothick Valour. Hamin- 
gus was kill’d in the Battle, and Vidis was taken Prifoner, and fent to 
Conftantinople (3). As for the Nation itfelf, many Goths remain’d in Italy, 
who fubmitted to the Imperial Dominion, and probably conform’d to the 
Catholick Religion, ’till they were, at Length, incorporated, and became 
one with the other Inhabitants; tho’ fome went. over-the 4s into 
Reatia and Noricum (4). Thus'the Franks, likewife, loft the Dominions

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they before poffefled in Liguria and Venetia (5), which was, perhaps, 
chiefly occafion’d by the Revolution that happen’d, about the ‘fame Time, 
in the Kingdom of the Franks, after Theodebald’s Deceafe. Narfes could 
therefore, ‘now, with the greater Tranquility, re-eftablith the Affairs of 
Italy, His Memory is perpetuated by the two following Infcriptions on 
the Pons Salarius (6). :

§¢ XXVI. Arter having view’d the Revolutions in the Roman Empire Refleations 
in the Weff, we can hardly iuppofe any other capable of raifing a Surprize ™ adr 
in us; But the Downfal and Subverfion of fo many German Kingdoms and Peauioias 
Nations, muft neverthelefs have excited the Reader’s Attention. The chia, &. 
Alemanni, Thuringians, Burgundians and Bavarians, might eafily forget 
the Revolutions which befel their States. They retain’d their civil Immu- 


nities, their Laws and Effedts. Their Dukes had almoft the fame Power,

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which was before invefted in their Kings... They were indeed oblig’d ta 
affift in the Wars of the Franks, and to pay a certain Tribute, but had, 
on the other Hand, this Advantage, that they were included in the 
Community of the /ranconian State. Much greater was the Fall of the 
Vandals, of the Offro-Goths in. Italy, and foon. after of the Gepide in 
INyricum. ‘The Caufes of fuch Revolutions are not to be fought for in 
the Stars, or accounted for from the Number of the Years. Evil Defigns 
and evil Manners corrupt Kingdoms, as well as fingle Families.» Where 
thefe get the upper Hand, we need not have Recourfe to Comets, or 
expect miraculous Signs. I fhall here only hint at fome of thofe Cir- 
eumftances, which were probably the Caufes of fo great and fudden 
Changes. Some of thefe Kingdoms were wholly founded on Wars and 
the Courage of the People (1). Valour may reduce Countries and Do- 
minions, and the Conquerors may, by their Experience, for a Time, 
maintain them; but Religion and wholefom Laws, Manners, Arts and 
Sciences muft have their Share in eftablifhing a conftant Duration (2). 
A State, whofe Bafis is the Conftitution of a whole Nation, rifés gra- 
dually like a Pyramid, and ftands the more firmly : And tho’ the Prince 
be overcome, the Country recovers of itfelf’ Inteftine Divifions were 
moreover of evil Confequences to the German Nations, and, together 
with their unbounded Liberty, made Way for Rebellions and Civil Wars, 
Some have been the fooner fubdu’d, becaufe they were deftitute of ftrong 
Holds; .and frequently put their All to Stake, on the Event of a fingle 
Battle. ‘The Animofities betwixt the: Goths and Romans, occafion’d by 
the Difparity of their Religion and Manners, firft kindled thofe Flames,

were likewife divided. ‘The auftere Party, which retain’d the ancient 
military Difcipline of their Anceftors, made a pretty ftout Refiftance, 
and chofe rather to dy Sword in Hand, than to furvive the Dominion of 


‘the Goths. Many Nobles, on the contrary, fubmitted to the Emperor, 


and many common Soldiers enter’d inconfiderately into his Service. Thefe 
were fo taken with the foreign Cuftoms, that they forgot the Regard due 
to their Country, their Liberties and Honour. 


§ XXVIL J7ALT was greatly harrafs’d during this War, and fut 
fer’'d probably as much from the Hands of the Jmperialifts, as. of the 
Goths... In the Armies of the former. were many Soldiers from. 4rmenia,

other foreign, Auxiliaries, fuffinian, at the Entreaty of Pope Vigilius, 
publith’d a (fo call’d): Pragimatick Sanction, which was to be obferyed in 
Italy (1). He confirm’d.all the Regulations ‘of Athalaric, Amalafwimth, and 
Lheodehat, and annull’d all thofe of Yoti/as (2). He again enjoin’d the 
Obfervation of shis. Codex, and all other new, Laws (3)... We find therein 
fome remaining Traces of a Senat (4). Thefe Viétories prov’d fo far 
advantagious to Religion, that they {upprefs’d Ariana in Italy ; 
But fetting afide this Advantage, the Country was reduc’d to a worte 
State, than it was under the Goths... Under them it retain’d the fame 
Form of Government.as before under the Emperors: But Suftinian laid 
a Bafis for that new Conftitution, by which: Italy became, as it were, .a 
Province to the Grecian Empire. .

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of the Empire, at laft- depriv’d of the Hopés'‘of any farther Fruition’ of 
that Honour. After the Authority of the Senat, and whatever elfe had 
the Appearance of a Common-Wealth, were fubverted, the Popes found 
daily more Opportunities to, interfere in temporal Matters; which the 
Hiftory of Gregory the Great particularly fhews (5). 


§ XXVIII. I may now properly return to thofe Controverfies in 
Religion, in which ‘fuffimian was fo deeply engag’d *. It will be need+ 
lefs here to mention, that he condemn’d Origen’s Doétrine, which caus’d 
a great Change in Yheology and Literature in general. But as I before 
took Notice of the Council of Chakedon +, I cannot filently pafs by the 
Difputes of the Tria Capitula, to which the former gave Rife. Many 
in the Laff perfifted in refufing to fubmit to that Council. They were 
about this Time, call’d cephal, and the Emprefs countenanc’d them. 
The Novelty and Pleafure of being rever’d by a Party, as a Guardian- 
Angel, are indeed prevailing Motives; yet I am dubious whether 
Theodora was in Earneft, or only diffembled in fiding with a particular 
Se&t. For the Acephalt being at that Time pretty numerous, the Pro- 
tection of the Emprefs, as that of Fuflimian to the Orthodox, might 
ferve to fupport and fecure the Government. ‘The Emperor was defirous 
of eftablifhing an Unity in the Church. Theodorus, Bithop of Czfarea 
in Pid Se who was in great Favour at Court, perfuaded him, that the 
Acephali would certainly be gained, by expunging from the Decrees of the 
Council of Chalcedon, thofe three Paflages in which Theodore, Bifhop of 
Mopfuefta, Theodorite, Bifhop of Cyrus, and Ibas Bifhop of Edeffa, are 
extol’d as Orthodox Teachers, whereas they were in Reality Ne/torians. 
Thefe were the Zria Capitula, which gave Occafion to fuch warm. Dif- 
fentions (1): The Bifhop of Cefarea is thought to have rais’d this Dit- 
pute, in Order to fayour the Followers of Origen; that the Zealots being 
otherways employ’d, might hot fall too hard upon them (2). Be that 
as it will, the Propofal was approv’d of. The Emperor hop’d to com- 
pafs his End, and the Emprefs found that her Party likewife gain’d fome 
Ground by it. It was believ’d both Parties would have remain’d fatisfied, 
The Orthodox, ‘as the Validity of the Council of Chalcedon was prefery’d ; 
and. the cephalt becaufe they were indulg’d in the Repeal of fome Ar-

§ XXIX. Tu1s rais’d great Diforders in the W2/l. The Bifhops 
and Pope Vzgilius himfelf refus’d to fubfcribe thereto. © The Africans, in 
particular were very warm, as appears from their Writings, ftill ex- 
tant (1). In the Weft hardly any Body was acquainted with the Works 
of thefe Bifhops, whofe Doétrine was call’d in Queftion ; efpecially as 
they were written in Greek (2). It was pretended, on the other 


Hand, that it would be too great a Shock to the Credit and Validity of 


the Council, if Teachers fhould be rejeéted, who were there declar’d 
Orthodox ; and that befides it was unjuft to condemn any one after his 
Death, who died in the Community of the Church (3). Yu/finian 
appointed a Council, and preyail’d on Vigilius to come to Conftantinople ; 
tho’ he fet out on this Journy with Reluétance. He knew what the 
Emperor would expect from him, and how much the Weftern Church 
would oppofe thofe Views. He fpent almoft two Years, by the Way, 
in Sicily, hoping the Synod would be held in the Weft. He might have 
acted with more Freedom at a Convention there, and could have excufed 
himielf the better, if the Determination had not been purfuant to the 
Emperor’s Defign. When he, at Length, came to Confiautmople, Fu 
timtan fist fecur’d his Affent; and he fore to him, in private, by the 
Nails of our Saviour’s Crofs, and by the four Evangelifts, that he would 
promote the Repeal of the Tria Capitula (4). About feventy Bifhops 
were prefent; but fome argued fo warmly, that Vigilius broke up the 
Council, and publifh’d his Judgment of the Matter, in which he re« 
jected the LZria Capitula; but on Condition, that the Authority of the 
Council of Chakedon fhould not be in the leaft weaken’d thereby, and

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excommunicated thofe, who dar’d to a& contrary to this Judgment (5). 
He likewife affur’d fome Bifhops, in particular, by Letters, that the 
Repeal of thefe three Articles, was not in the leaft derogatory to the 
Council of Chalcedon (6). ‘Fuftimian recommended this Judgment to 
all the Bifhops (7), for their Acceptance: But it met with no Appro- 
bation in the //e/f. The Bifhops of Mdricum, in Synod affembled, in- 
fitted on retaining the Zia Capitula: The fame was done by. thofe' in 
Africa, who excluded Vigilius from all Spiritual Community. with 
them (8). facundus, Bithop of Hermione, who refided at Conftantinople, 
upbraided him, on this Occafion, with having previoufly promis’d this 
Compliance to the Emperor, and thereby pav’d the Way to the Papal 
Chair (9). Even Rafticus and Sebaftianus, two learned Deacons of the 
Raman Church, declar’d againft him (10). 


§ XXX. Tu1s Oppofition reduc’d the Pope to great Streights. 
He prevail’d on the Emperor, to reftore him his Judgment, under 
Pretence, that the whole Affair might then be more freely difcufs’d at a 
general Convention. ‘fuftinian had fammon’d, to Con/tantinople, fome 
of the moft eminent Bifhops, from Africa, Italy and Lllyricum. 'Thofe 
from Africa infifted, as before, on the Lria Capitula, and would not 
confent to have a Letter taken from the Decrees of the Council of 
Chalcedon. No one appear’d from L/yricum. 'The Emperor was enrag’d, 
and caus’d an Fdi&t to be publickly afix’d, 4 551, Fuly 14, wherein 
he rejected the Tria Capitula. This was highly difapprov’d of by the 
Pope, the Archbifhop of A@i/an (1) and fome other Bifhops, who in-

better Safety, took Refuge in a Church. The Emperor fent Befifarius, 
whofe Behaviour at Kome, was ftill frefh in the Pope’s Memory, and 
fome other Nobles, to him, who almoft ufed Force to bring him from 
the Altar (2): And when afterwards he thought himfelf in Danger, he, 
with Datius, fled to Chalcedon, into the Church of St. Euphemia, where 
the Council, now call’d in Queftion, was formerly held. Some other 
Bifhops follow’d him thither. The Ambafly, I mention’d above, from 
the King of uftrafia, departed about this Time for Conftautinople ; and 
the Clergy in ftaly entreated the Ambafladors to ufe their Influence, in 
Favour of the Pope and the Bifhop of Milan. Fuftinian eafily per- 
ceiv’d, that, whilft the Vet diflented, he fhould not gain his Point of 
pacifying the Church, and again fent the fame Deputies to the Pope at 
Chatcedon. A Synod was once more agreed on (3); and Vigilius repair’d 
again to Conftantimople, at the Beginning of the Year 553. 


§ XXXL As very few Wefiern Bithops attended, Vigilius required, A Council at 
that, to preferve an Equality, no more Bifhops of the Eaft fhould be © yfaninopie 


admitted into the Council, than were prefent from the Weftern Church.

two Bifhops and a Prieft (4). Ju/imian, who was determin’d to eftablith 

a Peace in the Church, fpar’d neither Rewards nor Perfecutions (5), and 
by thefe Means gradually brought the Churches of Africa and Llhwricum 
to a Compliance. Thus was this Flame by Degrees extinguifh’d. It 
feem’d odd to Pofterity, that both Parties fhould contend {fo warmly, 
and, at the fame Time, agree to have the Doéttrine of Nefforius remain 
condemned, which was the Subject the Council of Chalcedon aifembled 
upon. ‘Paulinus, Patriarch of Aguilera, and feveral Bithops. im Venetia 
and I/fria, perfifted ftill in defending the Tria Capitula, and would not 
allow of a fifth Council, which caus’d a Schifm, from whence many Com- 
motions arofe, at the Time when the Longobards reigr’d in Italy:

They 
had inftigated the neighbouring Lhuringians to rebel : But Clotarius fell 
upon them with an Army, ‘and carried the Day in a Battle on the Wefer, 
whereby he obliged them to promife the fame Tribute, they had paid’ to 
the former Kings of uffrafia (3). The next Year, they invaded his 
Dominions, and ravaged as far as Deutz (4), over-againft Cologn. Clon 
tarms himfelf fuffer’d a fignal Overthrow : But Fredegarius lays, that,

This indeed we know, that, about + See the 
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Polity fell likewife thereby to Decay. In Retia, the Churches of Augsq 
burg (6), Chur, and Conftance did now, indeed, in fome Meafure, recover 
under the franks; but Trent fell into the Hands of the Longobards. 
The Church afterwards fuftain’d a frefh Storm in Noricum, when the 
Huns and Sclavi \aid all the Country wafte: And it was re-eftablith’d 
in the eighth Century, by the Savarians, who afterwards detach’d Co 
lonies among the Haxzs and Sclavi. 


 § SXXVIL Tw the laft Place, I muft likewife take Notite of the 
Converfion of fome other German Nations: When the Goths embrac’d 
Chriftianity, in the fourth Century, at which Time their Kingdom was 
yet in a flourifhing State, in Germania and Sarmatia, feveral Nations 
that were fubject to them, profefs’d it likewife. By this Means the 
Vandals and Gepide (1) were converted, and in fome Manner probably 
fome Seeds of it alfo reach’d the Heruli and Rugi. The Rugi, who fery’d 
Odoacer in Italy, and Part of whom maintain’d their Ground among 
the Offro-Goths, were probably Arians. Of the Heruli I mention’d 
before f, that they were likewife partly of the fame Sed, but that a 
whole Herulian Nation was in fuftinian’s ‘Times baptiz’d, with their 
King, at Conftantmople; and embrac’d the Catholick Faith. The Thu= 
ringians perhaps likewife received their firft Knowledge of Chriffianity, 
from the Goths +. It was at leaft introduced among them in the Reign 
of Hermanfrid, their laft King: Theodorick, King of Italy, would hardly 
have given his Niece in Marriage to a Pagan Prince : And the Children 
both of Hermanfrid and his Brother were of the Chri/tian, and partly 
of the Orthodox Faith. "The Longobards were likewile Chriftians before 
they went to Italy (2): And tho’ Procopius places them among the True-

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who led them into /tafy, and the Nation itfelf, were Avians, and had 
many Heathens among them. The Alemanni were indeed Heathens in 
general; but many of thofe who dwelt in Reztia, where the Church was 
eftablifh’d, under the Dominion of the Romans, were probably converted 
about this Time. ‘This we may, in particular, fuppofe of the two Dukes, 
Leutharis and Bucelinus ; for elfe the latter could not have form’d an 
Hopes of obtaining the Gothick Crown, in Italy. Some learned Men 
attempt to difcover, about this Time, Traces of Chriftzanity among the 
Bavarians ; and imagine Duke Garibald and his Family were Chri 
tians (3). ‘The firft Converfions were however feeble. Even many of 
the Franks in Auftrafia were ftill Pagans, and among the Converts 
many Tares grew up amidft the good Seed. Hence it prov’d in fucceed- 
ing Times, a laborious Task, to eftablifh the Chriftian Religion among 
the Oftro-Franks, the Thuringians, Alemanni and Bavarians.. The Fri- 
fians and Saxons, of all the German Nations, continued longeft in the 
Obfcurity of Pagani/m.

The Death CLOTARIUS died A. 561, and the Kingdom was again divided 
e ee among his four Sons (1).

Portion was Orleans, 
with Burgundy, and hence he is often call’d King of Burgundy, Chilperic 
had SoifJous, and Sigebert duftrafia. Claritert died 4.572. Venantius 
eal! fortunatus extols him as a Prince of great Virtue and Capacity. At the 
ya Affembly of the Nobles he generally propos’d the wifeft Schemes ; his 
iq Ambafladors receiv’d their beft Inftructions from himfelf, and when he fat 
4 as Judge, they who had Juftice on their Side, were fure of a good 
Pd Verdict. He fpoke Latin as fluently as his Mother-Tongue (2). “He 
Cae left no Son; but Bertha his Daughter is the more famous: She was 
aiterwards married to Ethelbert, King of Kent, and promoted the Intro- 
duction of the Chriftzan Religion among the Anglo-Saxons, His Brothers 
fhar’d. his Kingdom among them, and agreed that the City of Paris 
fhould remain in common to them all, and that none fhould repair thither 
without previous Notice given to the other two, upon Penalty of lofing 
his whole Share. This Divifion caufed many Wars and much Blood= 
thed : But I muft firft give fome Account of the Empire.

Craffus, when flain, and pour’d molten Gold down_ his Throat, with 
what Horror muft we behold a Table, where the Guefts drink out of 
the Sculls of Men ! So ftrangely do the Cuftoms of Nations differ. The 
Lgyptians caus’d the Reprefentation of a Skeleton to be carried about at 
their Banquets, that, by recollecting their Mortality, the Guefts might 
moderate their Mirth. Thefe People, on the other Hand, drink out of 
Sculls for Diverfion, and thereby cherifh a Kind of Fury, which they 
falfely interpret for Valour. Among the Prifoners was Rofamunda, the 
King’s Daughter, whom 4/toin afterwards, tho’ to his great Misfortune, 
married. The Gepide never recoyer’d after this Overthrow. The Abares 
made themfelyes Mafters of Dacia, which they, ’till then, had poffeis’d, 
and the whole Nation of itfelf difpers’d +. One Part remain’d among See Annot. 
the bares ; from whofe Pofterity the German Inhabitants of Tran[yl- XXX. 
vama and Upper-Hungary are, by fome, thought to have been defcended (2). 
Part of them took Refuge under the Emperor, whence, probably, the 
Name of Gepidicus was inferted in the Imperial Title (3). Many went 
with the Longobards to Italy (4). This Fall of -the Gepide prov’d fatal 
to the Roman Empire. Fuflinian, with Regard to the foreign Nations, 
always aim’d at keeping one Nation in Awe by the Means of another *: 
But, after the Deftruction of the Kingdom of the Gepide, the Abares 
and Longobards became fo powerful, that they aim’d at greater Things ; 


and as they were perfectly united, the Emperor could not put any Re- 
dtraint upon them.

‘They overcame the Utruguri and Ante, and firft 
ravag’d about the Countries on the ‘Pontus Huximus, which, by the 
Ancients, were call’d Scythia Minor, at pretent Beffarabia (1). When 
Fuffimian died, they immediately fent an Ambafly to '/u/fim, and, hoping 
it would the more terrify him, made large Demands: But Fu/tin gave 
them to underftand, that they were not even to expect, from him, the 
Sum they had annually receiv’d of his Predeceflor (2). However, after 
they had affifted at the Deftruction of the Kingdom of the Gepidz, they 
conquer’d Dacia, and when, foon after, the Longobards went to Italy, they 
extended their Dominions in ‘Pannamia. They befieg’d Sirmium feveral 
Times, and fo far gain’d their Point, that the Emperor Tiberims, at 
Length, caus’d it to be furrender’d to them, about the Year 581. Seve- 
ral Sclavonian Nations were likewife fubje@t to-them, and thus they 
erected a powerful Kingdom, which fubfifted ’till the Time of Charles, 
the Great. He conquer’d them, and then the Name-of Hungarians beguir 
firft to be known (3).

Hardly any one, at prefent, will give Credit to Gregorius, that 


the Hunns ow’'d their Victory more to their Magick Art, than to their 


Valour. 


The Means they made Ufe of were, without Doubt, as natural, 


as thofe of Sigebert’s to defend himfelf’ He fent to the Chan the moft 


valuable Things he could procure, and thus bought a Peace. 


They 


apreed, that, during their Lives, they fhould attempt no Hoftilities one 


againft the other (2). 


§ VI. Tue Expedition of the Longobards into Italy is yet more The Expedi- 


memorable, as they had the good Fortune to erect a lafting and famoustion of the 
Longobards in- 


Kingdom, which, together with the Empire, was, at Length, united 
with Germany. Some Writers intimate, that Narfes, being difcontented, 
becaufe Fuftim recall’d him, excited /b0im to this Attempt, which I thall 


not pretend to enquire into here +. He fet out from Pannonia, A. 568 


accompanied, befides his own Nation, by many bares, Gepide and 
Sclavi (1) ; and more particularly by many Thoufands of Saxons. He

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had fir made a League with the 4barer, and gave up Pannonia to 
them, on Condition, that they fhould reftore it, if he did not fueceed in 
Italy. He had no fooner gain’d a fure Footing in /ta/y, than he confider’d 
how to fecure that Avenue, and creating Gi/udfus, his Kinfman and Matter 
of Horfe, Duke of friuk p+, leit with him many brave Lougobards, who 
fix’d their Habitations in that Country (2): This was the firft Rife’ of 
that Dukedom, fince fo powerful. When he arriv’d at the River Piave, 
Felix, Bithop of Trevigo, came to meet him, to whom he granted what- 
ever he defir’d, for the Benefit of his Church, probably in Order to gain 
the greater Confidence by this Inftance of Magnanimity (3); Yrevigo, 
Vicenza, Verona, Brefcia, Bergamo, and the other Cities in Venetia, 
excepting Padua, Mon/ilice and Mantua, were foon fore’d to fubmit (4). 
He took Milan, 4. 570 (5), and caus’d it to be pillag’d. He met with 
no Refiftance in all Liguria, except at Pavia, which City ftood a Siege 
of three Years. During this: Time, a Body of Longobards pats’d the Pa, 
and extended themfelves as far as Tufcany and 4milia, to prevent the 
“xarchus from attempting the Relief of Pavia. They took, among 
other Places, Spoleto, in Umbria, which became likewife the Capitalof a 
powerful Dukedom ; and they muft even have reach’d Benevento at that 
Time (5), if we may give Credit to thofe who affirm this Dukedom to 
have been ere€ted 4 571. It was a Cuftom among the Longobards, that 
Dukes were appointed in the large Cities, and over certain Diftricts, many 
of whom we meet with in Hiftory: But thofe of Friui, Spoleto and 
Benevento became, in: Procefs of Time, the moft powerful. Jtaly was 
wholly defencelefs and deferted. Narfes had very much drain‘d it, and

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endeavour’d to ftifle all Remains of the ancient Rowan Magnanimity. A’ 

Plague in Liguria had, not long before the Arrival of the Loneobards, 

carried off many of the Inhabitants (7). The Country could expeé but 

little Aid from the Emperor, becaufe the Perfian War commenc’d, 4. 

$71, and the bares and Sclavi ravag’d in Mlyricum. The Catholick 

Party muift, in particular, have been in great Confternation. A/Lein was 

an Ariav, and all the Endeavours of lodofuinth, his firft Confort, King 
Clotarius’s Daughter, to convert him, had prov’d ineffectual (8). Many 

of his Men were ‘Pagans. ‘Paulinus, Patriarch of Aglar +, which, *till + guitia- 
then, had been the Capital of Venetia, fled, withthe Treafure and Records 

of his Church, to Grado, a Fortrefs on the Sea~Coaft. Hence that Place 

was, 4. 579, appointed the conftant Refidence, and call’d New-Agui- 

leia, whereupon the old City decay’d more and more. This Change 

became, in another Manner, advantageous to the Patriarch. As well he, 

as the other Bifhops in Venetia and Ijiria, zealoufly defended the Tria 
Capitula, and refus’d to acknowledge the fifth Council (9). They were, 

on this Account, feverely perfecuted by Pope Pelagius 1, and the Letter 

is {till extant, wherein he perfuades Nar/es to imprifon Paxlinius, and fend 
him to Conjtantimople (10): But when the Longobards had gain’d a fure 
Footing in Venetia, and the other Provinces of /ta/y, the Emperor and 
Pope were fore’d to proceed with more Lenity. 











§ VIL Wuen Staly was thus overfpread, fome Bodies of Troops invaded Theit Irrup- 
the bordering Provence *. They beat Amatus, the Patricius, Licutenant ¢,)) se. 
in that Country, who was kill’d in the Field of Battle, together with a 
great Number of Burgundians ; and the Longobards carried off large 
Spoils. Guutram, thereupon, conftituted Alummolus a Patricius, who 
became renown’d in this Reign for his Valour. He reveng’d this Lofs, 
the next Time they came, in a Battle near Ambrun. 














Tue Saxons, who had accompanied the Longobards into Italy, tried, 
neverthelefs, their Fortune alfoin Gau/. They were encamp’d near Lffa~ Wt

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them ; whereupon they were oblig’d to reftore all their Spoils, together 
with the Prifoners they had made, and to promife to return to their anci- 
ent native Country (1). The latter they complied the more readily with, 
becaufe the Longobards would not fuffer them to live according to their 
own Laws (2). They went back to italy, to fetch their Wiyes and 
Children, and return’d in two Bodies thro’ Nizzaand Ambrun. It 
being then Harveft-Time, and the Corn not yet carried in, they could 
not refift that Temptation. ‘They threfh’d the Corn, and confum’d it, 
as well as all the Cattle they met with, deftroy’d the Olive-Trees and - 
Vineyards, and ravag’d with Fire and Sword. But as they were about 
to pafs over the Khéne, near Lyons, and to turn into the King of Auftrafia’s 
Dominions, Mummolus way-laid, and {fo terrified them, that they were 
fore’d to pay a confiderable Sum in Gold, for the Damages they had done. 
Sigebert enjoin’d them to return to their own Country on the Eis (3). 
but a good Part thereof was already poffefs’d by others : For when the 
Saxons march’d out, King Sigebert had allow’d fome Swadians to fix their 
Abode there. The Saxons, whole Number confifted of 26,000 Men 
who bore Arms, commanded them to depart, and when fair Means would 
not do, proceeded to Force : But, notwithftanding the Swadiaus had but 
about 6000 fighting Men, they gain’d fuch Advantage over the Saxons, 
in two Battles, that at laft they were oblig’d to come to a Compofition 
with them, to be contented with a third Part of the Country only (4).

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Vitichind, a Monk in the Monaftery of Cordey, on the Weer, who wrote 
in the Times of Emperor Ofto II, mentions thete Swabians, who lived 
amidit the Saxons, but retained their own Laws (5). 


( Vill. AL BOIN was murder’d, 4. 574, at the Inftigations of 
Rofamund his Confort (1). He had force’d her, in a drunken Fit, 
pledge him out of her FatHer’s Skull. This Draught excited in her a 
Defire of revenging at once the Death of her Father, and the Over- 
throw of her Country-men. So different was fhe from Tu/lia, the Daugh- 
ter of Servits Tullius, King of the Romans, who with Triumph drove 


ever her Father’s-Corpfe, when fhe heard that her Husband was made — 


King. She was affifted in her Defign, by Hedmich, the King’s Armour- 
Bearer, who had been brought up with him, and had, on that Account, 
the greateft Share in his Confidence. She promis’d to marry him, and 
fet the Crown’on his Head; fhe had many’ Adherents among the Gepidw 
and Longobards, and fhe depended on the Aid of the Axearchus of 
Ravenna, who not being in a Capacity to make any open Attempt: 
againft the Longobards, ftrove at leaft to weaken them by Divifions. 
However, the greater. Part.of the Nation was enrag’d at A/boin’s Murder, 
and elected Clepho King:; whereupon Rofamund, with her Partizans, fled 
to Ravenna. Clepho was likewife murder’d, 4. 576, after having reign’d 
eighteen Months (2). No King was chofen for the Space of ten Years 
after-his Death. The Dukes, who, according to ‘Paulus Diaconus, were 
thirty-five in Number, govern’d arbitrarily, every one in his own Domi- 
nions, which they extended more and more. The ancient Inhabitants 
were oblig’d every where to deliver them, as a Tribute, the third Part of 
their Crop (3). Some of thefe Dukes invaded the bordering Dominions

At Agaunum ++, the 
Inhabitants offer’d to refift, but were cut in Pieces, This Party was at 
laft defeated, near Bex, by Vilico and Theudefred, two Generals of the 
King of Burgundy (5). The Franks had, on the other Hand, attack’d 
the Longobards, on the Borders .of Retia, and taken Trent: But their 











Duke was kill’d, and Trent fell again into the Hand of the Longobards (6). 
A Peace was thereupon congluded between the two Nations (7) ; but on 
what Conditions is uncertain (8). The Longobards block’d up Rome, 
4d. 578 (9), and the Romans were hard put to it to refift them. The Per- 


fran War hinder’d the Emperor Tiberius from doing any Thing; and be- 


fides almoit 100,000 Sc/avi had invaded Thrace. He endeayourd either to

etween the 
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unciviliz’d Pagans into the Heart of Gaul. Sigebert was come with his 
Army as far as the Seime, and Chilperic, who had caufed all the Bridges 
to be broke down, and all the Boats to be feiz’d, was, encamp'd on the 
oppofite Side, to prevent his croffing the River. Neceffity became 
now a Law to Sigebert, and he fent Word to the King of Burgundy, 
that he muft either fuffer him to pafs thro’ his Country, or. expect him 
to come by Force. Guutram chofe the former. This fo terrified 
Chilperic, that he immediately retreated, and when Sigebert, according to 


ancient Cuftom among the Germans, challeng’d him to appomt Time and 


Place for a Battle, he, on the contrary, fued for a Peace. ‘This was 
concluded, on Condition, that he fhould abandon Touraime, Poitou, 
Limoges-and Quercy, and recall his Son out of guitain. ‘The German 
Nations, who were commanded by the King of duftrafia, were diffatif- 
fied with this Accommodation, which fruftrated their Hopes of a con- 
fiderable Booty. On their Return therefore, they made great Devafta- 
tions, where ever they came; and would have proceeded to a general 
Mutiny, had not the King himfelf rode thro’ their Ranks, and mitigated 
their Fury by fair Remonftrances: But he took Notice of the prin- 
cipal Ring-Leaders, whom he afterwards profecuted and caufed to be 
ftoned (1). 


Sigebert comes § X. As Neceflity only prompted Chilperic to make a Peace, he

renew’d the War again the next Year. He had an Interview with King 
Guntram, and perfuaded him to a League againft the King of Aufirafa. 
He fent his Son over the Loire with an Army, ‘and himfelf invaded 
Champagne, to detain Sigebert on that Side. This Prince, on the other 
Hand, levied Troops on this Side of the Rhme, on whom he placed the

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greateft Confidence in this War. He foon defeated the Enemy’s Attempts 
in Champagne, and came with his Army as far as Paris, whilft Chidperic 
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retreated to Rowan, His Troops in Youraine likewife fucceeded againft 


Theodebert, who was himfelf kill’d. 


Guutram was unwilling again to 


endanger his Country, which had already been too much harrafs’d by the 


Longobards and Saxons: and, therefore, when he faw the bad State of 


Chilperic’s Affairs, he made a Peace with Sigebert. This fo terrified the 
former, that he fled from Rodan to Tournay (1). Sigebert had taken all the 
Places from Paris to Roan, and, had not the fravks prevented him, would 
have given almoft that whole Tract of Land, a Prey to his German 
Soldiers, He then went to Paris, where he met Brunechild, his Confort, 


with her Princes and both Princeffes (2).

Chilperic was fo little folicitous to remove the 
nm | Sufpicion of having caus’d her Death, that foon after he publickly 
ra married Fredegund. This leffen’d him greatly in the Efteem of all the 
Hi franks (3). runehild in particular prefs’d her Husband to revenge her 
Sifter’s Death, and tho’ an immediate War did not enfue, yet the Ani- 
mofity continued. Fredeguad was as vigilant to maintain her Ground, as 
Bruuehild was to ruin her: And thus the Ambition of thefe two Kings, 
and an equal Defire in each of encreafing their Power, being aggravated 
by the Paffions of their Wives, the Diforders occafion’d thereby, were 
the greater. On fuch Occafions, Love and Hatred, Jealoufy and Re- 
venge are ripe for any Attempt, run any Hazard, call Perfidy, Poifon 
and Murder to their Aid, and put the Welfare of whole Nations to 
the Stake.

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and in her Letters to both Kings, exhorted them to Unity (1). Germanus, 
Bithop of Parzs, alfo admoniin’d Sigebert in prefiing Terms. But when 
the Nobles of Chi/peri’s Kingdom offer’d to acknowledge him for their 
King, he left his Queen and Children at Paris, detach’d fome Troops 
to befiege Zournay, and went himfelf to Viir7, where the Franks of the 
Kingdon of Soi/Jdus were met together. Here, according to the Cuftom 
of the Nation, he was plac’d on a Shield, and proclaim’d King (2). On 
this Occafion, Fredegund had Recourfe to a Method, in which fhe had fuc- 
ceeded more than once before. She, by great Promifes, engag’d two 
defperate Villains to undertake the Murder of Sigebert (3). They went 
into the Camp at Vtr7, and, when, under a feign’d Pretence, they were 
admitted to the King’s Prefence, they both ftabb’d hinr: at once, with 
poifon’d Knives, infomuch that he fell to the Ground, and immediately ++ A. 57s. 
expir'd (4). According to the Account given of him in Hiftory, he 
might have acquir’d the Fame of a moft glorious Monarch, had he not 
been involy’d in thofe fatal Wars with his Brothers.. At this News, 
the Siege of Tournay was: immediately rais’d. In. the Camp at Vitri, 
not only the Frawks, who were Chilperi’s Subjects, return’d to their 
Allegiance ; but many 4u/frajians likewife fubmitted to him (5).

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and to take her Revenge at the fame Time. Meroveus, his eldeft Prince, 
enter’d with her into Engagements to marry her. Her Youth, the 
Agreablenefs of her Perfon, and her Underftanding, were, on this Occa- 
fion, as advantageous to her, as the Hatred Meroveus bore to TDS 
his Mother-in-Law. When his Father fent him with an Army to Poitou, 
he went fuddenly to Rowan, and was there married to Lrunehild, by 
Pratextatus, Bifhop of that Place, who had baptiz’d him, and was 
zealoufly devoted to him. Chilperic was thunder-ftruck at this. News, 
and Fredegund yet more; fince fhe had not only Brunehild and Meroveus, 
but likewife udovera, the Mother of the latter, who was ftill living, 
in a Convent, to be apprehenfive of} Chi/peric went himielf to Rozan, 
the better to extinguifh the Flame in its Birth: But Meroveus and 
Brunebild fled into the Church of St. Martin, a fecure A{ylum to the Un- 
fortunate. Chilperic could not get them out by any other Means, but 
by a Promife on Oath, to confirm their Marriage. He embrac’d the 
young Couple, and took them to dine at his Table (1). A/eroveus was 
immediately after forc’d to follow his Father, and Arunebild was watch’d 
more narrowly than before; but at Chi/debert’s Interceflion, fhe foon 
obtain’d the Liberty of repairing to Metz. 


§ XIV. Soow after this, fome Troops from Champagne appear’d 
unexpectedly before Soiffons ; and Fredegund, who was then in the City, 
efcap’d not without Difficulty : But Chi/peric came in Time, and difpers’d 
the Enemies: Now as it was highly probable, that Meroveus was privy 
to this Attempt, that he might at the fame Time take Revenge of both 
his Father and Mother-in-Law, and pave his Way to the Throne, fre. 
degund found it eafy to prevail on the King to difarm his Son, and put 
him under Confinement (1). He was fent to a Monaftery in the Countr 
of Mame, and. confecrated a Prieft. From hence indeed he efcap’d 
to Tours, to St. Martin’s'Tomb, and farther to Aufirafia: But Brunehild 
was herfelf oppos’d by a numerous Faction, and could not prevail on the 
Court publicly to efpoufe his Intereft (2). _Whilft he lay thus conceal’d, 
the Inhabitants of Zerouaune fent him an Offer, that they would revolt 
from his Father, and acknowledge him their lawful Sovereign: But he

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of Paris, which, after Claribert’s Death, fell to the King of Auffrafia’s 
Share. The two Kings even enter’d into an Alliance againit G'untram. "The 
Bifhop flatter’d the Court with the agreable Reprefentation, that Chilperic, 
who had then loft all his Princes, had no other Heir but Chi/delert. Lupus 
Duke of Champagne,on whom Venantius Fortunatus beftows great Praifes(4), 
was the chief Support of the other Party, which fided with Queen Bru- 
nebild and the Burgundian Court. His Adverfaries were refolv’d upon 
his Fall, by Force, and Ur/io and Berthefried challeng’d him to a Combat. 
Brunebild took a Shield and Sword, and, mounting a Horfe, rode into the 
tumultuous Crowd: Urfio called out to her, “ to take heed, left fhe 
“‘ might be trampl’d to Death by their Horfes; it was fufficient fhe had 
“ govern’d under her Husband ; her Son was now King, and they were 
entrufted with the Prefervation of his Kingdom.” But Brunebild 
neverthelefs would not defift, ’till fhe had fo far carried her Point, that 
the Combat was put a Stop to (5). Lupus being, notwithftanding this, 
diffident of his Safety, retir’d to Burgundy. Chilperic immediatly de- 
tach’d Troops into Acguitaim, to the Countries appertaining to Guntram. 
He went in Perfon, 4. 583, to befiege Me/wn, which at the Partition of 
Claribert’s Kingdom was likewife fallen to Guntram’s Share: But the 
Burgundian King came unexpectedly upon him, and partly defeated, and 
in ‘Part difpers’d Chilperic’s Army. As he was naturally more fond of 
Peace than War, he took Advantage of this Viétory to incline his 
Brother-to a Peace. ‘They agreed, that their mutual Grievances fhould 
be amicably accommodated by their States. (6) Childebert was marching 
to Chilperr’s Aid: “But his Army, diffatisfied with this Peace, mutinied 
again{t thofe who advited ‘him to it; and Bithop -Z¢idius would have 
been in Danger of his Life, had he not found Means to efcape to 
Rheims (7). We find, on the other Hand, foon after, Guntram and 
Childebert arming themfelves againft Chi/pere, and the latter retreating

569, to a Share in the Government, and 
left to him the Provinces of (ee He retain’d for himfelf all the Do- 
minions of the Goths in Gaul. Leovigild matried Gundafuinth, Athanagila’s 
Widow, in Order the better to unite the feveral Fa@tions in the N ation ; 
and after his Brother’s Deceafe he remain’d Sovereign of all the Gothick 
Kingdom. The Suew (1) reign’d in thofe Countries, in which are the 
Arch-Bifhopricks of Braga and Lugo, and the Bifhopricks thereunto be- 
longing (*). According to this Account they poflefs’d the egreateft Part 
of the prefent Kingdom of Portugal, Gallicia, a Part of Afturia and Leon. 
They were at firft Catholicks; but King Remifmund profets’d Ariani{in (2). 
Artamirus turn’d again to the Catholick Faith, of which the Council of ~

He is generally 
accounted a learned’ Prince, and may’ hefein be compar’d to Trafamund, 
King of the Vandals,-and Theodehat, King of the Offro-Goths.

Brunehild, his Mother, Clodofuinth, his Sifter, Faileuba, his Wife, and 
both Princes: And I Perfons of the moft eminent Rank in Auftrafia and 
Burgundy were prefent (1). The principal Defign of this Conference was 
to fettle whatever had either hitherto obftru@ed the good Underftanding 
betwixt the two Courts, or might contribute to the future Eftablifhment 
thereof The whole T’ reaty, as it was then concluded, is ftill extant (2).

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Both Kings promifed, befides the common Affurances of Friendfhip and 
Affection, to fuffer each other’s Subjects to trade freely in all their Domi- 
nions; upon all Occafions to fee Juftice done them ; not to give Shelter 
to Rebels ; and to furrender Deferters: The Differences, relating to the 
Claim of each to Part of Charibert’s Share, were accommodated, and if 
either of the two Kings fhould dy without Male-Iffue, it was agreed, 


that the other fhould fucceed him. 


No Mention was, on this Occafion, 


made of young Clotarims, tho’ he was as nearly allied to King Guntram, 
as Childebert; probably, becaufe the Kings had a Power, with the Na- 
tion’s Confent, to difpofe of their Dominions, without fo ftrict a Regard 
to Affinity. Guntram, however, either doubted, whether Clotarius was 
his Brother’s. legitimate Son, or elfe bore no great Affection to him ; 
becaufe both Chilperic his Father, and more particularly Fredegund, had, 
on many Occafions, given him Tokens of their Enmity. Chi/debert, at 
his Return, feverely punifh’d feveral of his Nobles, who had introduc’d 
Innovations in his Abfence, and even confpir’d to take away his Life: 
Urfio, Berthefredus and Rauchmgus were put to Death; others fled, 
among whom in particular was Leudefred, Duke of Alemannia. He 
thereby forfeited his Dukedom, which was given to Unceleno(3). Egi- 
dius, Bifhop of Rheims, was indeed pardon’d at Court (4), and reconcil’d 
to Lupus : But he was foon after profecuted, and depos’d in a Synod. 
Among other Things laid to his Charge, he was convicted of having 
counterfeited certain Deeds (5), in Order to get Pofleflion of fome Crown- 
Lands, under Pretence, that they were granted him by the King.

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ledge himfelf their Sovereign. A Commotion was, indeed, rais’d by a 
Perfon, nam’d Maluricus, but it was foon quell’d (1). Thus was all 
Spam brought under one Scepter, excepting fome Cities that adher’d to 
the Roman Empire, in which were Garrifons, that were not expell’d ’till 
the Time of King Sifebuthus. 'The Army, which Guutram had fent to 
Septimania, had indeed but little Succefs: However, Leovigild continu’d 
to follicit a Peace with the Franks, till he died, 4 586. As he rais’d 
the Gothick Power to a very great Height, fo likewife he amended their 
Laws (2), and added fome Splendor to the external Appearance of their 
Kings ; being the firft who wore the Purple, and, at publick Affemblies, 
fat in a Chair of State, rais’d above the Reft (3). The Offre-Goths had 
before imitated the Emperors in thefe Points; but the Wi/-Goths had 
obferv’d but little Diftinétion in their external Pomp. Reccaredus, his 
Son, profefs’d the Catholick Faith, immediately upon his Acceffion to the 
Throne, and was follow’d by the Goths, as well as the Refidue of Arians 
among the Swvevi (4). -Ariamirus had already re-introduc’d the Catholick 
Religion among the latter, and Leovigi/d had likewife given great Indul- 
gences to the Wi/i-Goths, infomuch, that now there wanted little more to 
unite the Minds of the People, as well in Point of Faith, as Obedience. 
At the Council of To/edo, the King produced the Articles of his Faith: 
to which he, and the Queen, the Bifhops, and fome Nobles fubfcrib’d : 
And here we find, at the fame Time, what was then the real Difference 
between the Catholicks and Arians. In this Affembly, wholfom Mea- 
fures were likewife taken, to regulate this, as it were, new Church ; and, 
together with the Unity of Faith, to introduce an Uniformity in Rites 
and Ceremonies, which the Vulgar generally moft regard (5). This 
Converfion was not only diftinguifh’d by having been brought to pafs 
without Perfecution ; but was likewife the beft Method of gaining the

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entire Affection of the Provinces. Leander, Bifhop of Sevil, who con- 
tributed greatly thereto, had before, during his Stay at Con/lantinople +, 
eftablifh’d a clofe Intimacy with Gregorius (6), who then refided there,,. 
as Re{ponfalis from Pope ‘Pelagius ; but, about this Time, was himéelf. 
made Pope. His Joy was the greater, as. he could now fend him an. 
Account of thefe plentiful Fruits of his Labours: And nothing cam be 
more worthy our Attention, than Gregory's Aniwer, with which, at the 
fame Time, he fent him the Palium (7). By another Letter’ of the 
Pope’s, it appears, the King defir’d him to procure for him, from Con/fan- 
tmople, the Treaty ‘fuftimian had made with Athanagild. Gregory tells 
him, that all fuj/fénian’s Archives were confum’d by Fire, and that the 
King ought not in Prudence to fearch after a Treaty, which would, per-- 
haps, not prove the moft to his own Advantage (8). The Franconian 
War was, indeed, continu’d in Septimania, by Guutram, King of Bur- 
eundy (9), But Claudius, Duke of Lufttania, defeated the Franconian 
Army near Carcaffine, 4. 589 (10), and we find no Account of any 
Action after that. Reccaredus was, on the contrary, reconcil’d to Childe- 
bert, and apply’d to him for Cledofumth, his other Sifter, without any 
farther Regard to Chilperx’s Daughter, who: led an. unhappy Life with 
Queen Fredegund. The King and Brumebild, his Mother, at firft pre— 
tended, that nothing could be concluded without Gumntram’s Confent. 
This Prince, indeed, at laft approv’d of the Match (11), but whether

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manded the 50,000 Guilders of Gold, which he had disburs’d on this 
Account, to be reftored : Now as the Emperor’s Friendfhip was expedient 
on Account of Queen Ingundis, and Athanagild her Son, Childebert fent 
a frefh Army into /taly, the next Year +: But it ferv’d to no End, be- 
caufe the Commanders of it were divided (5). Hereupon an amicable 
Treaty was again fet on Foot with 4utharis, and an Offer was even 
made him of Clodofumth, King Childebert’s Sifter, in Marriage: But the 
Face of Affairs was fuddenly chang’d, when’ Reccaredus, King of the 
Wifi-Goths, was {oon after reconcil’d to the Court of Auffrafia, and de- 
manded the fame Princefs; whereupon the Negotiation with the 
Longobards was laid afide, and a frefh Treaty was concluded with the Em- 
peror (6). -4utharis, on the other Hand fix’d his Views on this Friend- 
fhip with the Bavarians, whofe Frontiers join’d with his, and was be- 
troth’d to Theodelinda, Duke Garibald’s Daughter (7). The Franks de- 
clar’d War againft the Duke, in Order to prevent this Match; for they 
were apprehenfive the Aavarians would build fo much on this new Al- 
liance, as to caft off the Franconian Yoke themfelves. Theodelinda filed, 
with Gundobald, her Brother, to her intended Spoufe, who was coming

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to fetch her, and met her below Verona (8). Hiftory affords us no far- 
ther Account of what happen’d then in Bavaria, nor of Garibald’s en- 
fuing Fate. We only find, that about 4 595, Childebert created Taffilo, 
Duke, or, as Paulus Diaconus calls him, King of Bavaria, and that he 
foon after fignaliz’d his Valour againft the Sc/avw, who inhabited the ad- 
joining Country of Carniola (9). 


§ XXV. CHIL DEBERT, tho’ he could not prevail on his Kinfman, 
the King of Burgundy, to fend Auxiliaries againft the Longobards (1) ; 
neverthelefs fent another Army into Jtaly, 4. 588. But it was defeated 
by the Longobards (2), and King Autharis amus’d Childebert for fome 
Time with fruitlefs Negotiations (3). It was hop’d, that the Expedition 
of 4. 590, would have been the more fucceisful, as Romanus the Exarchus 
of Ravenna, at the fame Time, fell upon the Longobards on the other 
Side. The Franconian 'Troops were headed by twenty general Officers, 
among whom dudevald and Chedmus were the Chief. They march’d 
through Reftia in the following Manner: Andovald pats'd over Mount 
St. Gotthard’s and Belizone, towards Liguria; and Chedinus took his 
Way thro’ Chur and Chiavenna to Venetia. ‘The latter took feveral Places

The unufwal Inclemency of the Weather, and flendér Accommodations, 
caus'd the franks to return by Swarms (4). Romanus, on the other Hand, 
had taken Modena, Mantua and ‘Altino : But when he propos’d to Che- 
dius, to ‘befiege ‘Pavia with -their united Forces,’ this General had al- 
ready made a ‘Truce with the Longobards, for ten Months; by Virtue of 
which, {ome Places on the Confines of Retia, which ’till then; had been 
in Difpute, were to remain in the Hands of the Franhs.. - Romanus made 
heavy Remonftrances’ to the King, as well on Account of this Truce, as 
that the franks had. committed great Depredations, wherever they came, 
tho’ as Friends, had confiuim’d their Edifices by Fire, and drage’d the 
Inhabitants.into Captivity (5). In another Letter, he relates, that the 
Dukes of Reggio, Parma and Piacenza were come to him to Mantua, 


and, fearing a Siege, had fubjected themfelves to the Emperor ; -and begs, 
at the fame ‘Time, that another Army may be fent into Italy before the 


Harvett (6).

Gregory makes, in particular, heayy Complaints of Romanus, then Exar- 


chus, and, among other Charges, bla 


mes him for tefufing to make Peace 


with the Longobards, tho’ his Force was unequal to theirs (14). — Befides 
this, “fobn, Patriarch of Confiantimople, gave afrefhy Handle to fet 
the’ Emperor and’ Pope at Variance, by afluming the Title of Fpifcopus 
Oecumennus.. Gregorius inveighd greatly againft this Innovation, and 
ftiled himfelf, on the contrary, Servus Servorum Dei - But the Patriarchs 
of Conftantinople had many Opportunities of infinuating ‘tl emfelves into 
Favour at Court, and of infufing into the Emperors their Hatred or 
Diflike of the Popes.

( XXX. GUNTRAM, King of Burgundy, died, A. 593. ‘Tho’ 


this Prince was involy’d in frequent Wars, yet he feems to have been 
more fond of the Arts cultivated in Time of Peace. His Concern for | 
Religion ; his Defire of preferving a good Underftanding in the Royal 
Family ; and his Humanity: to his Subjects, whom he ftudied to 
favour (1), render’d him one fof the moft fortunate, and moft glorious 
Kings in the Merovingian Line. The Nation, on this Account, unmind- 
ful of fome Exceffes (2), to which he was led by the Depravity of thofe 
Times, rever’d him, asa Saint, after his Death (3): Princes gain more 
Honour by fo fpontaneous a Declaration of a whole Nation, than they 
could by being deify’d in ancient Rome, which was fometimes fore’d to 
ere&t Temples and Altars in Honour of her Emperors, even amidft the 
Monuments of their Cruelty. Childebert now obtain’d likewife Bur- 
gundy, purfuant to the Treaties fubfifting. I fhall not here detam the 
Reader with the Wars, he immediately after carried on againft his Kinf- 
man Clotarius and the Britons, but only relate the Deftruction of the 
Kingdom of the Guarni (4). ‘This Nation was govern’d by her own Kings, 
of whom Mention is here and there made in the German Hiftory ; and 
the laft Notice we have of them, is of Hermegi{clus, whole Wife was the 
Daughter of Theoderick, King of Auflrafia, and whofe Son, Radiger, 
became famous by the Adventure Procopis relates of him (5).

siden § XXXIL I musr not here omit the Converfion of the Anglo-Saxons, 
becaufe they plentifully rewarded the Framks for the Pains they took in 
bringing the fame to pafs, by ufing the like Endeavours afterwards among 
the German Nations in Germania. After their Eftablifhment in Britain, 
they had but little Share in the Tranfactions of the other Germans ; for 
their Wars with the Inhabitants of that Ifland, and their inteftine Divi- 
fions, gave them fufficient Employment: Britain was, about this T ime, 
inhabited by four different Nations. The. ancient Britons, after having 
fuffer’d many Overthrows from the Saxons, were retreated into the Coun- 
tries, now call’d Wales and Cornwall, where, for fome Time, they yet 
maintain’d their Liberty. The Saxons poffefs’d the other Southern Part, 
as far as the Esk and_Tweed, and the Mountains between thofe Rivers. 
The North-Part was inhabited, Weffwards, by the Scots, who were 
come from Jre/and, but were orignally of Spani/b Extra@tion: Eaftwards 
by the Fzé7s, who were come from the North-Eaj?, and remoteft 
Parts of Scythia, and were diftinguifhed by this Appellation, becaufe 
they painted various Figures on their Bodies. The Saxon. Nations had 
eitablith’d feven Kingdoms. The Futes founded the Kingdom of Kent, 
in which was included the Ife of Wight: The Angles poflefs’d Mercia, 
Lafi-Angha and Northumberland : The Saxons, Effex, ( Laft-Saxony ) 
Welfex (Weft-Saxony) and Suffex (South-Saxony). After all thefe King- 
doms were united into one, by Egédert, they were comprehended under 
the Denomination of England. Tho’ each was govern’d by a feparate 
King, yet they had one and the fame Conftitution, common to them all. 
The whole Nation met in a general Affembly, and always chofe one of 
thefe Kings as Chief over the Reft. This King prefided at the Con- 
vention, and headed their Army, when they were all concerned in the 
fame War: And hence we may likewife trace their original Defcent ; for 
the Saxons, who remain’d in Germany, had almoft the fame Conftitution. 
As to the State of Religion, Chri/tianity had. been introdue’d into Bri-

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tain, and flourifh’d there, while it was yet under the Dominion of the 
Roman Empire, and the Light of the Gofpel had extended itfelf to the 
Scots in Ireland: The Britons retain’d their Bifhops, even amidft the 
Calamities they fuffer’d, by the Irruptions of the Saxous (2): But they 
differ’d in fome particular Rites from the Church of Rome, efpecially in 
the Celebration of Haffer (3). This Controverfy was of a long Date. 


The Eaftern Chrifizans, at firft, celebrated this Feaft at the fame Time 


with the fewz/b Patlover, which was kept at a ftated Time: For it falls 
on the firft Full-Moon after the gumox in the Spring, and confequently 
on the fourteenth Day of the Month (4), which, as well as the Year, is 
by the ‘ews, regulated according to the Courfe of the Moon. The 
Weftern Chureh, on the other Hand, appointed the Feaft to be kept on 
the next enfuing Sunday. 
among the True-Believers (5) : But when it arofe to a Controverfy, the 
Nicene Council decreed, that Haffer fhould, in Honour of our Saviour’s 


Refurrection, be every where kept, according to the Cuftom of the Wef- 


tern Church, on the Sunday after the Full-Moon (6): Buta frefh Scruple 
atofe; how to proceed, in Cafe the Full-Moon happen’d on a Sunday. 
The Church of Rome deferr’d it to the following Sunday: And, for better 
Information, a particular Calculation was made. ‘This was call’d the 
Cyclus Pafchalis, and, in moft Provinces, the Metropolitan Bifhop gave 
annually Notice to the other Bifhops, when Let was to be at an End, 
and Laffer to be celebrated. Other Churches, on the contrary, and par- 
ticularly the Britons and Scots, kept Eajffer, in this Cafe, on the fame 
Sunday, when the Full-Moon appear’d ; hence they were likewife diftin- 
euifh’d by the Name of Quartadecimaui (7). ,

Kent, who, in the Manner I have already mention’d, now prefided over 


the Saxon Kings, had married Bertha, the Daughter of Charibert, King 


of Paris. The free Exercife of her Religion was one of the Marriages 
Articles, and Leuthard, a Franconian Bifhop, was permitted to attend 
her. She perform’d her Devotion in an ancient Church near the Refidence, 
Canterbury +, which yet remain’d from the Times of the Britons. Her 
Devotion was the more edifying, becaufe from her moft tender Years fhe 
had been inftruéted in the Sciences, then in Vogue, of which her Father 
himielf was a great Admirer, ‘The Nation begun, by Degrees, to believe, 
that the Doétrine of the only True GOD was far preferable to their 
Pagan Superftition (1) : But as the Franconian Bithops were not faffici- 
ently zealous to enliven thefe growing Hopes, Pope Gregory the Great 
reloly’d himfelf to fend Labourers into this Vineyard, After Aviamifm 
had been fupprefs’d throughout all Gaul and Spam, it was a Subject wore 
thy of his Care, to confider on Means, whereby a powerful Kingdom 
might be converted, and the Authority of the See of Rome eftablith’d 
over the Remains of the ancient Briti/p Church. He chofe, for this Pur- 
pote, uffim, a Monk of the Monaftery of S. 4udrew, at Rome, of which 
he had himfelf been formerly a Member, and gave him Letters to fome 
Bifhops in Gaul, to Queen Brunehild, and to her two Grand-Sons, the 
Kings of Burgundy and. Aufirafia (2). Aufim, and his Companions, were 
favourably receiv’d at both Courts; they met with great Encouragement, 
and as their Ignorance of the Language and Manners of the Nation, 
which they were to convert, was no imall Impediment, took with them 
fome Franconian Priefts, who underftood both the Latm and Enghi/b 
Tongues (3). They landed, about forty in Number, in the Ile of Thanet,

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near the Coafts of Kent. Aujtin had no fooner fent Notice of his Arri- 
yal, than the King himfelf repair’d thither, gave Ear to their Propo- 
fal (4), and permitted them to preach. When their Labours fucceeded, 
Aujtin returned to Gaul, in Order to be confecrated a Bifhop (5). After 
his Return to Exgland, feveral Thoufands were baptiz’d at Chrifimas, A. 
597, whereupon the Pope fent him the Pas//um, and conftituted him his 
Vicar. The Queen was, on every Occafion, fo affiduous, that the Pope 


compares her to S. Helen, Conftantine’s. Mother (6), and exhorts her to. 


be particularly follicitous about the Converfion of her Confort (7),

They now begun to 
bring their Laws into Form, in Writing, fome of which, by King Ethel 
i bert himielf, are fill extant. Thefe, and as many other Writings, as 
ny are tran{mitted to us in the Ayglo-Saxon Tongue, contain a Treafure of 
: the ancient Northern Dialects, whereas, on the contrary, other German 
Nations retain very few Traces of their Language.

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Kings likewife tried their. Fortune, 4. 602, againft the Gajcons (3). 
This was a Spami/b Nation, dwelling near the Pyrenean Mountains, 
about where the Countries of IJpufcoa and Navarre ate now fituate. 
They had maintain’d a Kind of Liberty, and fometimes infefted the Goths 
in Spam; and, at other Times, made Incurfions into Aguitain, which 
border'd on their Country. Both Kings were warlike and valiant, the 
ufual Characteriftick of the Franks. Theodebert is, at the fame Time, 
defcrib’d as fimple and cruel, and indeed he murder’d Bilichild, his own 
Wife. Lbeoderick was a good-natur’d Prince: But Queen Brunehild is 
accus’d, in Hiftory, of having mifled him by her Advice. She direéted 
all Affairs in Burgundy, according to her own private Views. As thofe, 
who were her Favourites, rais’d themfelves to great Fortunes; fo her Dif 
pleafure prov’d fatal to thofe, who had the Misfortune to fall under it. 
In Order to enjoy this Power the longer, fhe perfiaded the King not to 
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marry (4), fearing, left a Queen fhould leffen her Authority. This Fear 


was founded on Experience: For Queen Bilichild, of Auftrafia, was her 
greateft Adverfary there, and aim’d moft at her Ruin; tho’ fhe had, in 
her Infancy, bought her as a Slave, and given her an Education (5). 
On the other Hand, the King was encourag’d in. various Amours;_ and 
when, at laft, he married, in the Year 607, Ermenberga, Daughter of 
Viderick, King of the WVif-Goths in Spain, Brunebild and Theudelana, his 
Sifter, gave him fuch an Averfion to his Confort, that he fent her back 
the next Year (6). Her Father, enrag’d at this Treatment, enter’d into a

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League with Clotarius, King of Soiffons, Theodebert, King of Auftrafia, 
and Agilulf, King of the Longobards, to fall upon Theoderick with their 
united Forces (7): But all their Preparations ended in nothing. Frede- 
garins, indeed, and the other Hiftorians, who wrote under the Succeffors 
of Clotarms, exprefs fo great a Prejudice againft this Queen, that their 
Relations become very fufpeéted (8). TI fhall not, however, determine 
that Matter here, but only continue to relate, how Childebert’s Houfe 
haften’d their own Perdition. 


( XXXV. THEODEBERT undertook, 4 610, to take from 
T heoderick, King of Burgundy, Alface, Sundgow, and the other Coun- 
tries, which formerly appertain’d to Auffrafia, but, at the laft Partition 
of the Kingdom, fell to the Share of Burgundy. He invaded Alface 
without any Declaration of War: But the moft eminent Perfons of the 
Nation, on both Sides, interpos’d, and it was agreed, that the two Kings 
fhould have an Interview at Sez, on the Rhime, and amicably adjuft 
their Claims (1). Dheoderiek appear’d with 10,000 Men; but Theode- 
bert farrounded him with a much larger Army, and thereby obliged him 
to refign the before-mention’d Countries. The Alemanni, who were fub- 
ject to the Crown of uffrafia, at the fame Time, invaded the adjacent 
Dominions of Burgundy. Abbelinus, Herpinus, and other Counts, made 
indeed fome Refiftance, but were defeated by the /emanni, who, in par- 


ticular, laid wafte the Territories about Wifilisburg, and carried off a con 
fiderable Booty (2).

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( XXXVI THEODERICK trefolv’d to be reveng’d on his Bro» Msderict e 
ther, and publickly declar’d, that he was not the Son of King Childebert, Kine che 
but palm’d upon him by his Mother (1). He enter’d into Alliance with frafa, se. 
the King of SosfJons, and promis’d, if he would ftand neuter in this War, 
and not affift the King of Auftrafia, to give him that Tra of Land be- 
tween the Seynve and Oye, which he had been oblig’d, in the late War, 
to part with to Theodebert. He drew up his Army at Lavgres, and 
invaded Auftrafia. Theodebert match’d to mect him, anda bloody En- 
gagement enfued near Tu//, wherein the latter loft the Day. He fled to 
Metz, and, not being fecure there, pafs’d through the / ogefian Forett to 
Cologn. Leonifius, Bithop of Mentz, excited Theoderick not to defift, ’till 
he had compleated Theodebert’s Ruin (2). He led his Army thro’ the 
Ar duennian Foreft, and encamp’d near Zu/ph, Here Theodebert, who 
had, in the mean Time, gain’d the Saxons, Thuringians, and other Ger- 
man Nations, to his Party, ventur’d a fecond Engagement, which the 
Hiftorian reprefents, as the moft bloody the Franks ever fought ; but 
he fucceeded no better than at Tu// ; and all the Treafures at Cologn fell 
into the Conqueror’s Hands. Theodebert fled for Refuge over the Rhine ; 
but Bertharius, Theoderick’s Chamberlain, overtook, and brought him to 
his Brother at Cologn, where he was depriv’d of the Royal Dignity, {ent 
Prifoner to Chalons (3), and foon after murdet’d (4) ; Meroveus, his Son, 
having been before put to Death (5). Lheoderick caus’'d the Homages of 
the moft eminent Franks of Auftrafia to be receiv’d in thé Church of S. 

Gere in the fame City, and proceeded from thetice to Metz, in Order 


to take entire Poffeffion there, as in the Capital of the Kingdom, he had

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Metz, the fame Year(1). He left four Sons : Viz, Sizebert, Childebert, 
Corbus and Meroveus: And Brunehild was for placing Szgebert, the eldeft, 
on the Throne of Aufirafia and Burgundy: But many Nobles in 4u/- - 
trafia oppos’d her, and particularly Arnulf and Pip, who afterwards 
both attain’d to great Honours, in thofe Countries, ’Thefe invited Clo- 
tarius, who advanced as far as Audernach. Brunebild refided then, with 
the young Princes, at Worms. . She fent Ambafladors to him, and bege’d 
he would not injure his Infant Nephews, nor deprive them of any of the 
Dominions, they had lawfully inherited from their Father (2). Clotarins 
offer’'d to leave it to the Decifion of the Nation (3). Brunebild fent 
Sigebert and Warnacharius, Major-domus, with fome other Perfons of 
Diftinction, over the Rhine, to levy Troops among the Nations in Ger- 
mana: But Warnacharius fecretly fided with Clotarins’s Party, and 
rather retarded the Levy of the German Troops. Brunebild repair’d, 
with the Princes, to Burgundy. She had here incurr’d as great an 
Odium among the Nobles, as in Auftrafia, and they enter’d into a Con- 
{piracy with Warnacharius againft the whole Royal Line, that they 
might be no more fubjet to her (4)... Sigebert, accompany’d by his 
three Brothers, march’d out againft Clotarius, with all the Forces he 
could raife. The latter met them, between Chalons fur Marne and the 
River Axona, and was already join’d by many of the uffrafians. 
Sigebert’s Army was compos’d of none but Traitors : They fled, before 
it came to an Engagement.  Clotarinus purfu’d them}; as far as the 
Saone, where the difloyal Burgundians deliver’d to him Sigebert, Mero- 
ueus and Corbus, as Prifoners. Childebert, the fourth Brother, efcap’d 
indeed, but_was never heard of more. Sigebert and Corbus were, by 
Clotarius’s Order, immediately put to Death : Meroveus being his God- 
fon, he {par’d him, and gave him a good Education: But we likewife 
find no farther Account of him in Hiftory (5).

But in Accufations of this Kind, it is difficult to come at the Truth, 
even if fufcient Accounts are extant for the moft narrow Inquiries ; how 
then can we dive into Matters fo remote, of which we meet with Relag 
tions fo few, fo flender, and withal fo fufpeted ? Brunehild was certainly 
a great Queen, who poffefs’d many excellent Qualities. Nature had 
endow’d her with Beauty, Underftanding, Courage and Eloquence ; and, 
by a long Experience, fhe had obtain’d a great Knowledge in all Affairs 
relating to Government. She was, likewife, a Princefg eminent for many 
good Actions. ‘The great Encomiums beftow’d on her by Pope Gregory 
the Great, and other Prelates, were, perhaps, no more than fhe defery’d : 
But an Ambition for Rule, Love and Revenge enfhare the Mind more can 
fily, when. accompanied by an unbounded Liberty. “The State of Affairs 
in the Kingdom, and in the Royal Houfe, as we have hitherto found 
them, caus’d every Paffion to be exerted in her with its utmoft Vigour, 
Since, therefore, Brunehild follow’d the Di@ates of her Temper, and ran 
all Hazards in her Attempts againft her Enemies, we muft not wonder, 
that we find them, on their Side, obferving no Meafures, in their Re. 
venge. Whoever once delivers himfelf up to Fortune, muft, on his 
Part, be prepar’d for the fevereft Shocks. Great Perfons, in this World, 
are but too apt to forget, how many Things they enjoy no otherwife, 
than in common with other Men. The Fall of a Throne and Scepter is 
often providentially intended, to remind others the better of their uncer 
tain State.

Soon 
after, he fummon’d a Convention of the Spiritual and Tem- 
poral Lords, at Paris, to regulate the Government (1). ‘They decreed 
among other Laws, that the Bifhops fhould be chofen by the Clergy an

Laity, confirm’d by the’ King, and then be confecrated by the Metro- 
poltan;, but the King, at the fame Time, referv’d to himfelf the Power of 
granting a Bifhoprick without any Election (2). They likewife agreed, that 
all new Taxes fhould ceafe (3), and that thofe, who -had loft their Effects 
in the late Wars, fhould have them reftor’d (4). Clotarius was inclin’d 
‘to Peace, which prov’d advantageous to his Kingdom after fo many bloody 
Wars; but he had almoft loft the Efteem of the Nobles, becaufe, in their 
Opinion, he was too fond of the Chace, and gaye too much Vent to his 
Paffion for Women (5). He refign’d 4uftrafia to Dagobert, his Son, 4. 622, 


but not fo fully as it had been done in former Reigns. 


He retain’d to 


hhimfelf the Countries as far as the Arduennian Foreft and the Mountain 
Vogefus, and whatever clfe the Kings of Aufirajia had formerly poffets’d 
in Gaul. This is the firft Inftance, among the Franks, of a Son’s reign- 
ing feparately, before his Father’s Deceafe (6). Clotarius plac’d a par- 
ticular Confidence in Arnulph and Pipin, who had contributed greatly 
to his obtaining uftrafia. ‘The former having refign’d fome eminent

Laws 
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Laws of the Alemanni and Bavarians (2). _Thefe Nations may be juftly 
commended for their Adherence to certain Laws ; and it is an Indication 
of their Liberty, that they were not enacted nor amended, but at a gene- 
ral Affembly of the whole Nation. They appear indeed flender and 
unpolifh’d to us, but haye neverthelefs their intrinfick Worth, becaufe 
we meet, in them, with many Traces of the Conftitution and Manners of 
the Ancients, and as it were the firft Foundation of the German Laws. 
Dagobert was beloved and efteemed in 4uftrajia. His Subjeéts flatter’d 
themfelyes with the Hopes, that he would fubdue the Sc/avz and Abares, 
and extend the Dominion of the Franks as far as the Frontiers of the Em- 
pire (3); but in the Event Matters prov’d quite otherwife.

Wife, nam’d Charibert ; but Dagobvert attempted to make himfelf Mafter Aria and Bir 


of the whole Kingdom. He fummon’d ‘his Offro-Franks, and haften’d togund, &. 


SoifJons, where the Burgundians and Neuftriaus paid Homage to him(1), 
and thofe who at firft appear’d for Charibert were now oblig’d to for= 
fake his Intereft. Thus he became the firft of Clovis’s Defcendants, 
who retain’d his Father's Kingdom without any Divifion. Yet, at the 
Perfuafion of fome Nobles, he left to his younger Brother a Part of Aqui- 
tam, namely the Diftri¢ts of Cahors, Agen, Perigord, Saintonge, and all 
that Tract from the Garonne to the ‘Pyrenzan Mountains (2). The lat=

631, and as Chilperic, his Son,. did not long furvive him, thefe Countries 
fell again into Dagobert’s Hands. After the Death of Clotarius, he had. 
chofen Paris for his Refidence, on which Occafion, the Neuftrians ex= 
prefs’d a great Jealoufy of the uffrafans, by whom he was, at. firft, 
very much influenc’d. And as the King begun to give himfelf up 
to Luxury (4), Pipin’s Office became the more arduous: But he” 
prefcrib’d to himfelf a Method, the fafeft in all Events ; he feared GOD, 
injur’d no one, and always proceeded with the utmoft Caution €5). 


(IV. Tue Wars, which Dagobert carried on againft the Sclavz,. 
oblige me here to take fome Notice of the State of thefe People. After 
the many Irruptions, I related above, they fo far fucceeded, that fome 
of them gain’d a fure Footing in Dalmatia, from whom the Kings of 
servia and Croatia are defcended.(1). Others had fix’d their. Habita~ 
tions in Pannonia, and in Noricum, where we now find the Countries 
of Carniola, Carinthia, Stiria, and Marca Vinidorum (2y; and are gene-- 
rally call’d Carentani: But we, likewife, meet with Sclavi and Venedi,. 
on this Side the Danube, in Germania Magna, in thofe Countries where 
the Kingdoms of the Marcomanni and 2uadi, the Suevi, Vandals and 
Goths formerly flourifh’d : For, when thofe Nations were partly remov’d, 
and partly weaken’d by bloody Wars, the Vemed: pafs’d over the Viftula,

Elb, and along the Baltick, whence, in fucceeding Times, the Names of 
Vandals and Venedi were fo often confounded. The former Inhabitants 

wéte, neverthelefS, in all. probability, not wholly extirpated, tho’ we 

cahnot exactly affign, what Agreement they came to with the new 

Comers (3): . Fredegarius mentions the Sorbz, as Neighbours to the Thu- 

ringians (4). None were fo famous, in’ the Tranfmigration of thefe Sc/a- 

vonians, as Zecchus and Lecchus, two: Brothers, who, according to the 

common Tradition of the Bohemians and Poles, carried frefh Colonies 

over the Viftula, in this Century: When Zecchus fix'd his Habitation in 

the ancient Bojohemim, and founded the Kingdom of Bobemia, as Lec- 

chus did that of ‘PoJand: But this Relation is full of doubtful Circum- 

ftances (5). We fhall become better acquainted with thefe Nations, 

when we. treat of the War carried on againft them by the Franks, and. 
particularly by the Kings of Germania. I muft now confine myfelf to- 
thofe Sclavi, who dwelt in Noricum and Pannonia. 'Thefe had, after 

that Time, been, in fome Meafure, fubje&t to the Abares, but, at aft, . 
fortunately caft off that Yoke. About this Time, a Frank reign’d over 

them, nam’d Samo, who, at firft, us’d to vifit their Country, on Account 

of Commerce only; but fo diftinguifh’d himfelf in the War with the 

Abares, that they elected him their King (6). The Glory he. acquir’d 
in‘his Reign, not only in the Wars with the faid Nation, but even -with . 
the Franks, juftifies the Confidence they repos’d in him.

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himielf in Terms fo menacirig and opprobrious, that he was himfelf fent 
back in a yet more ignominious Manner. ‘The King of the Franks was, 
therefore, oblig’d to declare War, almoft againft his Will. Now, as a 
League fubfifted between him and Ariovald, King of the Longobards, the 


latter fent him Auxiliaries from Italy. 


Thefe and the Swadians, under. the 


Command of Rotvertus, their Duke, were fuccefsful : But the Auflrafians 
themfelves fuffer’d greatly, when they ventur’d to attack a F ort, in which 
the Sc/avi had plac’d a ftrong Garrifon. It is thought to haye been 
Voitsberg in Stirta (2). The Selavi, after having vigoroufly repell’d the 
Storm, fell upon the Franks, in. their Camp, maflacred many of them, 
and put the Reft to the Flight, who left: their whole Baggage a Prey, 


This Succes fo elevated the Sclavi, 


that, from this Time, they ‘made 


frequent Incurfions into the bordering Franconian Countries, particularly 
into Thuringia. Dervan, Prince of the Soré1, who had hitherto acknow- 
ledg’d the Supremacy of the Franks, revolted now to Samo (3), and 
many other s/avonian Nations had, very ptobably, a Share in thefe

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neighbouring Saxoz Nations, who had, fince the Time of Clobarius I, 
been fore’d to pay an annual Tribute of 500 Cows, for the King’s Kit- 
chen. They propos’d, that if the King would remit this Contribution, 
their Country-Men were ready to undertake, at their own Peril, the War 
with the dcdavi, and to keep them from the Eranconjay Dominions. 
Expeditions againft an Enemy, fo far diftant, prov’d very difaereable to 
the Neufirians and Burgundians, as Waris attended with great Danger, 
and, tho’ this fhould prove never fo fortunate, they could hope for but 
little Advantage, efpecially as the Auffrafians had loft both their Courage 
and Force, thro’ private Difcontent. He was, therefore, perfuaded to 
accept of the Propofal. The Ambaffadors, according to the Cuftom, 
at that Time among the German Nations, {wore to the Agreement. on 
their Arms; But the Saxons were either not very active, or met with 


little Succefs (2). For the Venedj continued. to.inyade the Dominions of 


the franks in feveral Places, and Dagobert found, at laft, that Aufirafia 
could not be better fecur’d, than by granting to the Nation a King, 
which they earneftly defir’d.. He, therefore, at a Convention at Met 
declar’d Sigebert, his Son, tho’ not yet three Years of Age, King of 
Auftrafia (3). The Adminiftration of the Government, and Infpeétion 
over the young King’s Houthold, were trufted to Cunebert, Bifhop of 
Cologn, and. to Duke Aldalgifil, Son to 8, Arnulph (4): But he Kept

rus, and other Teachers of the Church, were fo far from approving of 
thefe forcible Converfions (5), that they were prohibited by the Council 
of Toledo (6). Dagobert died, A. 638, and the States of Neuftria and 
Burgundy immediately plac’d Clovis, his younger Son, on the Throne. 
Nanthildis, his Mother, and ga, the Maire de Palais, were his Guar- 
dians (7). ‘Pzpm return’d to Auftrafia, with the other Oftro-Franks of 
Diftinction, whom Dagobert had kept at his Court, and there fhar’d the 
Cares of the Government, as Maire de Palais, with his old Friend the 
Bifhop of Co/ogn. The Queen-Dowager found it likewife advifeable to 
conftitute a feparate Maire de Palais, in Burgundy, which Poft the de- 
ceas’d King had abolith’d at the Defire of the Burgundians (8). Thus, 
during the Minority of both Kings, the Maires de Palais bearing the 
Sway in Auftrafia, Neuftria and Burgundy, the Foundation was laid for 
that Power and Authority, which we fhall, in fucceeding Times, find 


thefe Officers invefted with. Pipim died foon after +, and Grimoald, hist 4. 639. 


Son, was refoly’d to fucceed in his Father’s Poft at any Rate. Ofto, 
who had hitherto been intrufted with the Education of the young King, 
aim’d at it likewife. Grimoald, before all Things, fecur’d the Intereft of 
the Bifhop of Cologn : Nor was Otto deftitute of Adherents. A publick 
Rupture hereupon enfued, which continued three Years, *till Otto was 
kill’'d by Leutharws, Duke of the Alemanni (9). I muft, by the Way, 
obferve, that this Duke Leutharius is very famous in Genealogy, where

§ VIO. RUDOLPH, Duke of Thuringia, had been feveral Times 
fuccefsful againft the Sc/av/, which made him fo vain, that he thought 
much of being fubje& to Adalgifil. Sigebert’s Youth, and the Diffentions 
among the Nobles at Court, about the Place of Maire de Palais, excited 
him now to that Degree, that he at laft publickly rebell’d againft the 
King (1). He had not only fome Adherents at Sigebert’s Court, who 
promis’d to farther his Defigns, but he depended Iikewife on the Affi- 
ftance of a powerful Nobleman in Bavaria, nam’d Farus, whofe Father, 
being at Variance with Arnulph and Pipm, had been murder’d in Dago- 
bert’s Reign. But Sigebert affembled alt his Vaffals in duffrafa +, and 
pafs‘d the Rhime with an Army (2). Farus hazarded an Engagement 
with him; but was himfelf kill’d in the Field. The Franks hereupon 
march’d through the Buch-Wald, into Thuringia. Rudolph had built a 
Fort on a Hill near the Uujfrut, where he and his Adherents had fecur’d 
their Wives and Children, together with their beft Effe@s, and they 
ventur’d to ftand a Siege. Wher the Army arriv’d here, the Commanders 
were divided. Some mov’d for an immediate Attack ; but others, par- 
ticularly Grimoald, and Duke Adalgifil, advis'd, that the Army fhould 
firft take fome Reft (3). The Heat of the former prevail’d; but as they 
attempted to mount the fteep Afcent, Rudolph repell’d them with fe: 
much Advantage, that a great Number, together with their Commanders, 
foft their Lives. The young King could not refrain from Tears at the 
Lofs of fo many valiant Men; and. thofe, who were with him thought it

After this 
Time, Rudolph, indeed, acknowledg’d, to all Appearance, Sigebert’s Su- 
premacy ; but goyern’d actually in Thuringia, as a King, and made 
Leagues with the Sr/avi, and other neighbouring Nations, thereby to be 
the better able to keep his Ground (5). 


§ IX. In the mean Time, while the Kingdom of the Franks enjoy’d ee 
this Tranquility, unhappy Divifions arofe in the Roman Empire in the wider Ree 
Laff. The Army had conceiy’d a very great Hatred for Mauritius. The and Heraclis, 
Abares had taken fome Thoufands of Roman Soldiers Prifoners, which ©* 
they offer’d to the Emperor for a fmall Ranfom ; but he refufing it, they 
maflacred them. It was thought a Piece of military Difcipline in ancient 
Kome, not to redeem Captives (1): But this, in Times fo effeminate as 
thefe, would not go down. The Army imputing it to the Avarice of 
Mauritius, rebell?’'d, and fet up Focas for Emperor. He foon made the 
Emperor Prifoner, and firft caus’d his Sons to be murder’d, in his Pre- 
fence, and then himfelfi Mauritius bore his unhappy Fate, with great 
Conftancy, and feem’d not fo much concern’d for his Sufferings, as for the 
Sins, whereby he might have provok’d the Divine Wrath: The Re

Lord, thou art juft, and juft are thy Judgments *. Pope Gregory thet 
Great, who was at Variance with Mauritius, form’d great Hopes of Fo- 
cas’s Reign, as appears from the Letters, wherein he congratulates himy 
and the Emprefs Loutia, on their Acceffion to-the Throne (2). He ens 
treated him indeed to be thoughtful how to free Haly from the Lengo~ 
bards : But Focas was too deeply engag’d in the unhappy War with the 
Perfians (3); for Cofroés had taken Syria, Paleftine and Phoenicia -- His 
Carriage was moreover fuch, that when Heraclus fet up for Emperor: +, 
he was joyfully receivd. Heraclius had likewite bloody Wars with the 
Perfians, in which he made Ufe of Turkifh Auxiliaries, as Fuftin had. 
formerly done. Thefe dwelt then beyond. Mount Caucafus, and invaded: 
the ‘Perjian Dominions, on the Side of Derbent, with fach Adyantage,: 
that the Fame thereof reach’d even the Franks (4). He obtain’d a glo- 
rious Victory, 4. 621 : And an advantageous Peace enfued, 4 6 28, by: 
Virtue of which the Pev/ians reftor’d fome Provinces to the Romau Em- 
pire. His Reign is particularly memorable (5) on Account of twa Ci- 
cumftances, the Herefly of the Monothelites, and the ereat- Revolution of 
the Saracens. I have already more than once taken Notice (6) of the 
Commotions rais’d in the Empire by the Lutychians, and mention’d its 
particular what Pains ‘fu/finiam took to maintain the Authority of the 
Council of Chalcedon, where Eutyches had been condemn’d: But the 
Acephali found now another Means of coneealing their Error, and Keep- 
ing open their Way to Preferment in the Church. As they were forc’d

Hand they taught, that he had only one Will, and that according to his 
Divine Nature, whence they were call’d Monothelite (7). They won 
the Emperor Heraclus over to their Party, who publifh’d fach a Con- 
feffion of Faith +, and Pope Honoris himfelf fell into the Snare, laid + Ecthe/s. 
for him by the artful Greeks (8). After his Deceafe the Emperor refus’d 
to confirm the new-clected Pope, Fonorius,. ’till he had fubferib’d to this 
Kithefis, as he called it: Ffaacius, the Exarchus, repair’d for that Pur- 
pole to Rome (9); but' took this Opportunity to carry off the Treafire, 
depofited in the Lateray Palace (10). The Emergencies of the Empire 
ferv’d as a Gloak, to palliate the Avarice of the Greeks, and their. Defire 
of pillaging Ita/y more and more. 


§ X. How foreign foever an Account of the Saracens may feem to 
my Defign, yet I muft here mention the Foundation of their Monarchy, 
They gave the laft Shock to the Roman Empire in the Eaff; and we the Saracens, 
fhall find them, when leaft expected, invading Spain, vanquifhing the 
Wifr-Goths, and even trying their Fortune againft the Franks in Gaul. 

In fucceeding Ages, at the Time of the Crufadoes, how did not almoft 
all the Wefieru Chriftians exert both their Valour and Devotion againtt . 
them. The Inhabitants of Arabia, who are known by the general Name 
of Saracens (1), were divided into many Branches, moft of which call’d 
themfelves Defcendants of the Patriarchs, The Koreifo, in particular, 
who were poffels'd of Mecca, pretended to be defcended from Nbmael. 
Some of thefe Nations had, indeed, profets'd the Chriftian Faith; but the - 
various Hereticks, who, when perfecuted in the Roman Kmpire, took 
Refuge there, had corrupted the fame very much, Moft’of' them were a 
Kind of Pagans, but, amidft their Idolatry, retain’d fome Traces of ‘the 
ancient and reveal’d Worfhip of a Supream Beno (2). Some held with

appearing in a higher Sphere: He poffefs’d a good Afped&, Sagacity, 
Valour and Eloquence ; and knew, at the fame Time, how to conceal 
an infatiable Ambition, under the Appearance of Zeal, Devotion and 
Love for the Poor (5). Inthe Year 611, he fet up for a Prophet, under 
Pretence, that the Angel Gabriel had appear’d to him. The chief Pur- 
‘port of his Doétrine was, that there was One only GOD, and that he 
was his Prophet. Frem the Revelations, he boafted of, he afterwards 
compos’d the Book, which is known by the Arabian Name Al-Coran. 
When his Profelytes begun to be numerous, the Korei/hb oppos’d him fo

§ XI. In the Year 663, the Emperor Conflans took a Tour to TheEmperor 
Italy, with the View of making, tho’ late, a vigorous Attack on the 
Longobards ; but it was even then reported, that he intended to remove 


the Seat of the Keman Empire to Rome. 


He pafs’d thro’ Greece, and 


landed at Zarento : He then laid Siege to Benevento: But when Romo- 
ald, King Grimoala’s Son, to whom his Father had conferr’d the Govern- 
ment of that Dukedom, made a vigorous Defence, and the King himéfelf 
was on his March, with a felect Army, to relieve the Place, he rais’d the

Conftans goes 
to Italy, &c. 
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Siege, and repair’d to Naples ; in which March, the Count of Capia — 
way-laid him, and greatly harrafs’d his Troops. Romoald, in the mean 
Time, defeated the General Saburrus,. whom the Emperor had left behind 
with 20,000 Men. From thence Conffans went to Rome, which had 
long feen no Emperor. Pope Vitalzan, with all the Clergy, and 
great Numbers of the People, went fix Koman Miles from the City, to 
meet him, and receiv’d him with great Demonftrations of Refpeé (1). 
Conftans prefented the Altar of S. Peter’s with Ornaments wrought in 
Gold: But the Romans were deceiy’d in the Hopes they had coneeiv’d 
of his coming thither. He caus’d many Things that were efteem’d, 
either for their Art or Value, at Rome, and, among the Reft, even the 
Copper-Plates that cover’d the Pantheon, to be. carried off, to enrich 
Conftantinople (2), and, at the Expiration of twelve Days, return’d to 
Naples, and from thence, thro’ Regg7o, into Sicily. He made fome Stay 
in this Ifle, and was murder’d at Syracufa, 4. 668. ‘The Ships, that 
were laden with the Spoils taken from Kome, fell into the Hands of the 
Saracens, and, inftead of embellifhing Con/tantimople, were carried to 
Alexandria (3). Conftantine Pogonatus, his Son, found it difficult to 
keep the Saracens even from Canflantmople, till, 4. 678, he made a 
Truce with them for 30 Years. During this Peace, he propos’d to efta- 
blifh Unity in the Church; and as both the Orthodox and Monothelites 
continu’d ’till then unmolefted, by Virtue of the before-mention’d Typus, 
he iff’d Writs for holding a Council, which was open’d in September, 
A. 680 (4). The Emperor himfelf affifted at the Meetings, where the 
Pope’s Nuntioes fat on his left, and the Patriarchs of Autioch and Con- 
frantinople on his right Hand. The Herefy of the Monothelites was at 
laft condemn’d at this Council, and even Pope Honorms’s Name was not 
fpard. HisSon, Yuftimian Il, governing very imprudently, was depos’d 
by Leontius, A. 695. During thefe Divifions, the Saracens became en= 
tire Mafters of Africa, John, the Patricmus, having withdrawn the Roman 
Troops, 4. 698; and, as it were, left the Country a Prey to the Infi- © 
dels (5). So miferable was the Downfal of the Empire in the af; 
and fo unhappy were the Effects of that abfolute Power, introduc’d by 
Fuftinian, when it fell into Hands incapable of managing it. ‘The Court 
of Confiantinople retain’d, indeed, a great Pomp in Titles, Habits, Equi- 
pages and Theatrical Entertainments. It was become a Science to be

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acquainted with all thofe external Things (6), and to know the Ceremo- 
nies, that were to be obferv’d at every Feaft ; while on the other Hand, 
all Embellifhments of the Mind, and, with them, all Spirit and Courage, 
Arts and Sciences, vanifh’d. Even on the Medals extant of thofe Times, 
the Inventions and Reprefentations} are as debas’d, as the Metal itfelf. 
The Number of Books became fmall. When the Saracens fack’d Alex 
andria, which City was always famous for producing fo many famous 
Men, learned in the Egyptian and Grecian Philofophy, and fo many ex- 
cellent Teachers of the Chriftzan Dottrine, they made Uie of the infinite 
Number of Books, they found there, to heat their Baths (7). Pope 
Martin, likewife, complain’d of the Svarcity of Books in Rome (8). 
The Barbarjans were not fatisfied with the Conqueft of the Provinces of 
the Roman Empire, they refolv’d even to triumph over the Learning of 
former Times, and the Works of fo many ingenious Writers. 


§ XIV. Tue State of the Empire being fuch, we need not wonder to 
find the Longobards eftablifhing themfelves yet more firmly in Jal.

Crown (1). The Longobards expell’d,him, and chofe Arialdus, who had 
married Guudeberga, his Sifter, for their King. This Prince was an Arian, 
which, probably, induc’d Pope Honorius to take the Part of the exil’d 
King, and to excite the Exarchus to do the fame (2). Rotharis, his 
Succeffor, is not only famous for having extended the Borders of his King- 
dom, but much more fo for having given a written Law to the Loxgobards, 
who, ’till then, had been rul’d by their ancient Cuftoms only. This

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Edi (as it was call’d) contains 368 Chapters (3). In his Reign, there 
refided two Bifhops in almoft every City of the Lozgobards, one a Catho- 
lick, and the other of the viau Perfuafion (4). Kodoald, his Son, did 
not reign long. He was fucceeded by Aribert, who was of Bavarian 
Extraction ; for Gundoald, his Father, was Brother to Queen Theode- 
linda. He left two Sons, who divided the Kingdom between them, fo 
that Godobert’s Capital was Milan, and that of Bertarid, Pavia. 'The 
Power of the Kingdom was hereby greatly weaken’d, and Grimoald, 
Duke of Benevento, took Occafion from thence to ufurp the Throne. 
Godevert was murder’d, and Sertarid efcap’d by Flight (5). We can 
make no other Exception againft Grimoala’s Reign, but the Injuftice where- 
by he obtain’d the Crown. ‘The Advantages he gain’d over the Empe- 
ror Gonftans, render’d -his Arms very formidable ; and, at the fame Time, 
gave him an Opportunity of extending his Dominions. ‘The Longobards 
took from the Greeks Bart, Tarante, Brindeft, and the whole Country, 
which now is call’d Zerra d’ Otranto. The Emperors retain’d only 
Naples, Otranto, Gallipoli, Gaéta, and fome other Cities on the Coaft of 
Calabria Ulterior. But it is yet more remarkable, that this King pro- 
fets’d the Catholick Faith, and by Degrees converted his Nation. Berta-= 
vid, onthe other Hand, could hardly find a Place, to pafs away his Exile 
in Safety. He, at firft, took Refuge among the bares ; and afterwards 
fled to Dagobert Il, King of 4uftrafia: But here he was, likewife, 
purfu’d by Grimoald, and he was juft upon embarking for England, when 
he receiv’d the News of the latter’s. Death. This encourag’d him to 
return to Italy, where the Minds of the People were fo fuddenly chang’d, 
that they joyfully made him their King (6). After having reign’d fome 
Years, he admitted Cusibert, his Son, toa Partnerfhip in the Govern- 
ment (7). The Face of Affairs begun now to appear more favourable for 
the Longobards in Italy, after the Difference in Point of Religion ceas’d, 
and they began to have a greater Regard to Juftice and Polity. Rotha- 
vis, by his Laws, had laid a Foundation for this, and Grimoald amended 
them, in fome Refpeéts. To their Honour *, they had one Cuftom in 
common with all the German Nations; their Laws were always decreed

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at a Convention of the States. And it may ferve, as a great Inftance of 
the Mutability of all human Things, that they were preferr’d in a Coun- 
try, where the Korman Laws had fo long prevail’d : This was,. perhaps, 
in fome Meafure, owing to their Concifenefs and Perfpicuity ; the Roman 
Laws being now hardly intelligible. Next to this, the Conftitution of 
Heodal Tenures contributed greatly thereunto: For as the Natives be- 
came, in Time, defirous of having a Share in the Wars and publick Em- 
-ployments ; fo they likewife fubmitted to thofe Laws and Ordinances, 
on which this Conftitution was founded. Hence therefore it was, that 
fo many Cities chofe afterwards, of their own Accord, to retain many of 
the Laws of the Longobards. The latter permitted the Natives of ftaly, 
to ufe the Roman Laws, which is chiefly to be underftood of the Codex 
Theodoftanus, or father of the Breviarinm Aniani (8). And in the 
Provinces which appertain’d to the Exarchate, the Inftitutes of Fuftinian, 
and the fucceeding Emperors, were in Vogue, on which the Popes. par- 
ticularly infifted ; infomuch, that the Roman Laws never entirely ceafed in 
Italy. ‘The Longobards, in the mean Time, forfook their ancient German 
Language, and accuftom’d themfelves to the Italian, the different Dialects: 


of which, are, to this Day, a Teftimony of thofe foreign Nations, who » 


came into /taly (9). Now thefe Countries being thus divided between 
the Emperor and the Longobards, the Popes fucceeded, the more eafily, 
in their Views (10). They had fometimes fuffer’d very much from the 
Emperors in the Aa/f, as the Inftances of Siéverius; Vigilius and Mortin, 
demonftrate ; but by Degrees, they found an Opportunity of reitraining 
one Power, by the Means of another ; and could, at the fame Time, not 
only maintain the Rights of the Papal Chair, againft the Court of Coy- 
ftantinople, but againft the Avarice of the Patriarchs there, and likewife 
carry their Authority to a greater Height in Itady. : 


§ XV. SIGEBERT died 4 650, in the 21ft Year of his Age, The Death of

the Franks. Fle died (3), 4 656, and left three Sons. Clotaris III, 
the eldeft, fucceeded at firft in the whole Kingdom, under the Guardian- 
fhip of Balthildis his Mother. She was born of Anglo-Saxon Parents, 
and fold in her Infancy asa Slave, but her Conduct in this Guardianfhip, 
was not the lefs glorious. As Aujtrafia was defirous of having a feparate 
King, Childerick, the fecond Prince, was chofen, 4. 660, at an Affembly 
of the States (4), and Duke Wulfoald was made his Maire de Palais (5).

Childerick 
immediately fet out, with his Maire de Palais, and facceeded fo well, 
wherever he went, that Aévom, in great Confternation, took Refuge in 
a Church, and was at laft oblig’d to take it. as a Favour, that he had 
Permiffion to repair to the Monaftery of Luxevil (3), where he a€tually 
took the Habit (4). Thofe who had fecured Yheodorick’s Perfon, had 
already cut off his Hair, to fhew their’ Zeal. Chiderick did him no farther 
Harm, but affign’d to him the Monaftery of St. Dewis, for his Refidence. 
The Franks ty’d Childerick down to certain Articles (5); one of which 
was, that each Kingdom fhould, for the future, have a feparate Adaire de 
Palais, a Native of their own. This is look’d upon, as the Begin- 
ning of the great Declenfion of the Empire of the Franks: For in the 
Sequel of this Hiftory, we meet with hardly any other Subject, than 
the Wars between the Maires de ‘Palais, which not only weaken’d the 
Conftitution at Home ; but likewife gave feveral Nations an Opportunity 
of withdrawing their Allegiance from the Framés.

The Hiftory of this King is fo obfcure, that hardly any Account of him 
was extant, “till Valefus, in a Manner, again affign’d him a Place, 
in the Series of the Franconian Kings, which F. Henfchenius illuftrates 
yet farther. We meet with one of the moft explicit Teftimonies, in the 
the Life of Wilfrid, the famous Engl/bh Bifhop (4). Dagobert had, 
during his Adverfity, greatly experienc’d this Prelate’s Friendfhip, who 
likewife promoted his Return to 4uffrafia, and the King had now an 
Opportunity of retaliating thofe Favours. For when Lcfridus, King of 
Northumberland, deprived Wilfrid of the Bifhoprick of Tork, A. 677, 
he retir’d to Friefland, where he met with a kind Reception from King 
Algif{us, and begun the Converfion of the rifians. He then vifited 
Dagobevt, who offer’d him the See of Strasburg, which Wilfrid declin’d, 
and continued his Journy to Rome. As the Reign of this King was 
fhort, and not very peaceable, the other Circumftances thereof remain 
very obfcure. He wag’d War with Theodorick (5), and was murder’d 
about the Year 678, at the Inftigations of the oppofite Faction, which 
fided with Theodorick, or rather with Abrozm (6).

A. 682, by a frank of Dictinftion, whom he had treated very cruelly ; 
and as the Murderer fled for Refuge to Pzpin (3), and was kindly re- 
ceived by him, a Sufpicion arofe, that he was privy to the Defign. He 
was, indeed, again defeated near Namur, by Gifimarus, Maire de Palais, 
in Neuftria and Burgundy (4): But when Bercharius obtain’d that Poft, 
his Pride pav’d the Way for Pipim, to attempt more than he, at firft, 
perhaps defign’d. The difcontented Party, excited him to fome Exploit, 
and many whom éroim had banifh’d, urg’d him preffingly, to affift 
them in the Recovery of their own. Under this Pretence, he fet out 
with an Army for Neuftria, and encamp’d near Te/fris, on the Somme. 
King Theoderick and Burcharius lay oppofite to him, infomuch, that 
only the River Daumignon, which falls into the Somme, feparated the 
two Camps. ‘Pzpin firft fent an Ambaffador to the King, to make ami- 
cable Propofals: But Bercharius rejeted them, either becaufe he thought 
his Army to be the ftrongeft,, or would not truft to the Offers made. 
And indeed, what Dependance could be had on Treaties, at a Time, 
when Faith and Honour were {fo little regarded? Pipim therefore pafs’d 
the River, and attack’d the King’s Camp, on the Eat Side of it, that the 
Neuftrians might have the Difadvantage of the Sun’s fhining in their Faces. 
The ufirafians obtain’d a compleat Victory + The King and the 
Maire de ‘Palais, efcap’d indeed by Flight, but the latter was foon after 
murder’d (5), and a Treaty was concluded with the King, by which 
Pipin was declar’d Maire de Palais, over the three Kingdoms (6). With 
the King, he left one Norbertus, in whom he could confide, and return’d 
himfelf into 4uftrafia, where he had principally fix’d the Seat of his 
Power (7). From this Time he is call’d, Dux & Princeps Francorumy,

Among the Regulations made 
by Pipm, we find, in particular, that he re-eftablifh’d the fo-nam’d Cam- 
pus Martius (9). This was the general Affembly of the Nation, on 
the firft of March, when they confulted on what Steps fhould be taken 
the enfuing Year. broin was apprehenfive of a Convention of the 
People: Ppm, on the other Hand, knew how to make Ute of them, 
to agerandize his own Authority. So much more fecure is a fupreme 
Power, when founded on Loye and Confidence, than when Fear and

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Franks. fo was it ftill the Seat of the ancient Valour. During ‘the 
Troubles, which the Empire of the Franks hitherto labour’d under, not 
only the Gafcons and Britons had fhaken’ off their Yoke, but likewife 
the Frifians, Allemanni and Bavarians, whote T ranfactions concern us 
more (2). ‘Pipin refolv’d to reduce thefe People to their Obedience ; 
and it was advifeable for him, as well to reftore, the Renown of the 
Franconian Arms, as, at the fame Time, fo find Employment for thofe 
who were turbulent abroad. He began with the Frifans, 4.689. ‘The 
Franconian Wiftorians divide Friefland, according to its Situation (3), 
on this Side or beyond the Fy (4). Agius, their King, is known, in 
the Hiftory of this Century, for having given Protection to Wilfrid, 
Bithop of York. They were now govern’d by Ratbod, whom fome 
call a Duke; but Beda and ‘Paulus, a King of the Frifians. This 
Prince arm’d himfelf for a vigorous Refiftance, and force’d all the Chri/- 


tian Priefts to quit the Country (5) :

But Katbod broke the Treaty, and, in the Year 6 97, we 
find another Engagement mention’d, between the Franks and Frifians, 
near Durftede (7). After this, a better Underftanding fubfifted between 
them, and Grimoald, Pipin’s Son, married, 4. 711, Leut{nda, Daugh- 
ter to the Prince of the frifzaus (8). As for the Alemanni and Swabians, 
Pipi fet out indeed with an Army for Swevia, in this and fome fucceed- 
ing Years, after the Death of Godfrid, their Duke, in 4.709 (9). But 
it appears, that Charles Martel, his Son, was the firft who reduc’d both the 
Swabians and Bavarians to the Dominion of the Franks (10).

zealous Chriftians, who were at the fame Time occupied in the Amend- 
ment of Men, and propagated the Chriftian Religion as well in Liftrafia 
as among other neighbouring German Nations. Their Monafteries were 
the fafeft Refuge from the Tumult and Calamities of thofe Times; and they 


took afterwards, as it were, into their Cuftody and Protection, what Re- . 


mains were left of Arts and Sciences. Religion by Degrees chang’d the 
Genius of thefe People, and we fhall find, in the Sequel, frefh Revolu- 
tions thence arifing, both in their Government and Manners. ‘The Lives 
of the Saints are indeed generally fill’d with many Superfluities. Their. 


Diiciples frequently mifreprefent them, by being too zealous in praifing: - 


them: And many Paffages favour of the Simplicity of thofe Days 
when the unpolith’d People were not to be kept within Bounds, but by 
Means of a fevere Yoke. Pofterity neverthelef§ has fo far an Obligation 


to them for having ereéted the firft Altars in Honour of the true God.

S. Amandus converted the Inhabitants of Ghent : Remaclus 
founded the two famous Monafteries of Mahnundar and Stablo (2): Lam- 
bertus eftablith’d the Chriftian Faith among the Toxandri, who dwelt be- 
low Maefiricht, along the Maes, as far, as where that River receives 
the Waal. His Zeal was interrupted by a violent Death. Gallus and 
Riold, two Brothers, infefted the Country belonging to this Diocefe great~ 
ly, ‘till the Bifhop’s Party at laft join’d, and being headed by his Sifter’s 
Sons, kill’d them both. Dado, one of their Kindred, who is call’d 
Domefticus Pipini, defirous of Revenge, fell upon Lambert at Liege, which 
was then a Village, and put $ him and moft of his Partizans to Death (3). 
His Body was firft interr’d at Maeftricht : But Hubert, his Succeffor, 
caus’d it to be brought to Lege, and a fine Church to be built in Ho- 
nour of him; which occafion’d this Place to be fo much reforted to, and 
enlarg’d, that the Bifhops chofe it for their Refidence, and it became 
a very famous City.

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Faith. He found them preparing to celebrate a Feftival to Wodan, ot 
Odinus, and a large Veflel of Beer was ready for that Purpofe (1). This 
Odinus (2) is very famous in the Idolatry of all the Northern Nations; and 
the Swadians had brought the Worfhip of him from their former Habi- 
tation on the Aa/tick, to the inner Parts of Germania. He lc& them 
Gallus, his Companion, who afterwards founded the famous Monatftery, 
which retains his Name (3). Klan (4), a Native of Ireland, preach’d 
the Gofpel in the Territories of Wirtzburg. In the Hiftory of his Life 
we find, that the then Inhabitants’ particularly rever’d the Goddefs Diana. 
The fame is obfery’d of other German Nations, nor need we wonder at it, 
fince their Devotion was always perform’d in the Forefts, and the Chace 
was their principal Diverlion. And perhaps they imitated the Greeks and 
Romans in this Worlhip. Diana Scythica or Taurica is even known in 
the moit ancient Mythology of the Greeks. The Goths likewife ador’d 
this Goddefs : Hence we find a Prieftefs of Diana, among the Captives, 
on the Pyramid erected in Honour of the Emperor Theodofius, when he

After the Suvevi were conquer’d, and the Pro= 
vincials themfelyes wholly fubdu’d, their Kingdom was advanced to the 
higheft Pitch of Power: But the many Revolutions in the Succeflion 
had occafion’d great Diforders, efpecially as, after King Chindaluinth’s 
Death, the Factions, in a Manner, took Place of each other, alternately, 
in the Government.

#iza caus’d the Walls of all the Cities in Spam, except Toledo, Aftorga 
and Leon, to be demolifh’d, and that the Saracens became, therefore, 
the more eafily Mafters of Spam. Even the Defcription of the Battle is 
not altogether probable, and particularly, when he fays, that Witiza’s 
Sons were about the King, and fhared the Command with him. Nor do 
fome modern Authors merit more Credit **, when they pretend, that, 
juft before the Battle, the King made an Harangue to his Army, mounted 
on a Chariot of Ivory, in his Royal Robes, with the Crown on his 
Head, and a drawn Sword in his Hand. If Witiza’s Sons entic’d the 
Saracens into Spam, in Hopes of obtaining the Kingdom by their Aid, 
they found, by fatal Experience, how dangerous it is to call in Auxiliaries, 
who have it in their Power to make themfelves Mafters. But how great 
is not the Influence of Hatred on Minds enrag’d, when they only reflect 
on the Injuries they have receiv’d ? They put every Thing to the Stake, 
even their Country, their Friends and themfelves, provided they can but 
obtain their Revenge. -Zarik march’d, with his vi€torious Army, to Toledo, 
and met with no Refiftance. The next Year, Muza himfelf pafs’d over 
into Spam, with 12,000 Men. He fack’d Merida, Sevil and other 
Cities, which Yarik had not reach’d. Both Generals met at To/edo. After’ 
this they made their Way thro’ Saragoca over the Ebro. They met 
every where with but little Oppofition from the Cities, after the Goths 
were fubdu’d. Many of them open’d their Gates to the Conqueror, and 
caine to an Accommodation with him as well as they could (3).

and gain’d a Victory, on: the River Deva, in the Province of Jpufcoa, 
over the Saracens, which muft be regarded, as the Beginning of the Deli- 
very of Spam. As, in a general Confternation, nothing fo effectually 
awakes the Courage of thofe who are caft down, as when fome. proper 
Leader offers; fo Pe/agius’s Example excited his Country-Men, info- 
much, that they flock’d to him in Crowds. Muza and Tarik could not 
agree, whereupon the Caliph fent for them both to Damajcus, The for- 
mer firft conftituted 4bdalas, his Son, Lieutenant over Spam, who made 
Choice of Sevil for his Refidence (2). Modern Spani/b Writers add, that 
he married Lgslona, King Roderick’s Widow (3), but this feems more 
like a Romance, than a true Hiftory. Such therefore was the terrible 
Vifitation of the Wi/i-Goths (4). However, their Kingdom and Nation 
were not wholly extirpated. Pelagius was himfelf a Goth, and his King- 
dom is a new Branch, growing out of the former Gothick Stock (5). 
His Succeffors were call’d Kings of Leon (6); and when the Chriftians, 
in fucceeding Times, took from the Saracens one City, and one Country 
after another, thence arofe feparate Titles for the new Kingdoms.

But the Kings, as well as many noble 
Families in Spam, have always been proud of deriving their Dignity from 
the Goths. 


§ XXIX. As in the Sequel, I fhall not have Occafion to mention 
the Hittory of Spam after this Revolution, except when it falls in with 
that of the Franks ; I fhall, to conclude, make fome Obferyations on the 
Conftitution of the W7/-Gothick Kingdom. This was in feveral Refpects 
very much chang’d, after Reccaredus, and the whole Nation, quitted 
Arianiim, and profets’d the Catholick Faith +. The Wifi-Goths had in- 
deed a great Veneration for the Baltick Line of their Kings: But it be- 
came afterwards a Kind of elective Monarchy (1). The Bifhops had on 
this Occafion as great an Influence, as the Nobles of the Nation, efpecial- 
ly, as the King was anointed by them: But the Gothick Kingdom expe- 
rienc’d likewife all the Evils, which thofe Countries are fubject to, where 
a perpetual Succeffion is not eftablifh’d, and where the whole Conftitution 
is, in a Manner, fubverted at the King’s Deceafe. Subjects foon difregard | 
their Obedience, when they perceive, that their Sovereign cannot much il 
longer exact it. To what Hazards will not the Ambition of the Great \| 
hurry them, when they can afpire to the Throne. What a Hardfhip || 
muft it not feem to Princes of the Royal Blood, to find themfelves, after 
the Death of their Father, equal to other Subjects. Men of great Merit 
think it derogatory to their Charafter to ask Favours of the Com- 
monality, of which the latter ought to make-a voluntary Offer; and the 
FleCtors are fometimes as eager to exclude the moft worthy, as they 
fhould be to choofe them. The Power of the Gothick Kings was not 
unlimited (2), which both the many Rebellions, and the frequent Coun-

The Church in Spain was greatly honour’d by the Goths, 
and is oblig’d to them ‘for feveral Parts of her Conftitution (3). ‘The 
Adminiftration at Court, in the Country, and in the Army, was almoft 
the fame with that of other German Nations, who eftablifh’d particular 
States in the Roman Provinces (4). The Goths kept their own Confti- 
tution, as did likewife the ancient Inhabitants, who were fill always 
call’d Romani, becaufe they had been fubject to the Roman Empire, 
and retain’d their own Language and Manners. The Country was 
divided between both Nations, in fuch manner that the Goths obtain’d 
two third Parts, and the Romans kept one (5). King Recearedus was 
the firft, who permitted them to intermarry (6). Among the Goths, 
the Free-born were held the moft worthy, and thofe were with them 
efteem’d truly Noble, who advanc’d themfelves by publick Employ- 
ments (7). The Slaves found it the moft honourable Method of ob- 
taining their Freedom, when they were employ’d in the Army (8). The 
Confidence and Favour of the Gothick Kings was not confin’d to any 
Station; but open’d the Way to Honour and Power, at Court, to 
freed Men; nay even to Slaves (9). Tho’ the Goths were at firft fo 
haughty, that they conferr’d with ‘the Emperor's Ambaffadors, by an

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according to the general Opinion, was penn’d by 8. I/dorus, Arch-Bifhop 
of Sevil (4). This is call’d Officinm Gothicum, or Toletanum, and like- 
wife Mozarabicum: which laft- Name it receiv’d, becaufe the Chriftians 
in Spain, who were fubject to the Saracens, were call’d Mozarabes : 
But the Roman Church took Care, in fucceeding Times, to have the 
Ceremonies of her Worfhip receiv’d. This was firft decreed, 4. 1060, in 
the Time of Ramirus, King of Arragon, at the Council of Yacca. 
But the Bifhops of Catalonia, being conven’d at Barcelona, A. 1064, 
refus’d to depart from their ancient Liturgy, and fent fome of their own 
Body to the Council at Mantua, to vindicate the fame. When A/fonfus, 
King of Cajtile and Leon, took Toledo trom the saracens, and took 
upon him to reftore the Chriftian Worfhip, he likewite attempted’ to 
introduce the Roman Rites. His Queen Conftantia, a Daughter of Rodert, 
Duke of Burgundy, had been train’d up to the fame in the franconian 
Church, and now urg’d him to it; as did likewife Bernardus, the 
new Arch-Bifhop of Toledo, who was call’d into Spam from the Mona- 
ftery of Cluguy : But the Clergy and the People refus’d to depart from 
their ancient Cuftoms. The Decifion of the Matter was left to a fingle 
Combat between two Knights, one of whom was to appear in Defence 
of the Officiam Romanum, the other of the Gothicum. ‘They proceeded 
even to a Trial by Fire. Both Books were caft into the Flame, and 
tho’ the Hiftorian relates, that the Roman was burnt and the Gothick re- 
main’d unhurt, yet were the Queen’s Inftances, feconded by thofe of 
the Arch-Bifhop and of the Pope’s Legate, fo prevailing, that the Synod 
of Leon concluded, that the Reman Liturgy fhould be introduc’d. Some 
Congregations, and particularly fix Churches at Yoleco, retain’d, not- 
withftanding this, their ancient Worfhip. Even in later Times, a fepa- 
rate Chapel has been erected at Toledo, by the famous Cardinal Francis 
XAimenes, for performing of Divine Service, as it is to this Day, according 
to the Ritus Mozarabicus >. "This Change occafion’d the Gothich Let-

of Pipin tothe Franconian Throne : Whilft the Emperor’s Power 

in Italy declines, in the mean Time, daily, and that of the Lengobards 
increates, Matters become by Degrees ripe for that Revolution, which 
wholly broke out in the Reign of Charlemaign , and thele two Cir- 
cumftances lay the Foundation for an entire new Period im the German 
Hiftory. Dagobert IIL left indeed a Son, nam’d 7 heoderick, but he 
was yet in his Infancy : The Neuffrians, therefore, who were defirous of 
a King, to govern them in Perfon, chofe. Daniel, Childeric’s Son, who 
till then had led an Ecclefiaftick Life, and now aflum’d the Name of 
Chilperick.

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Attempt. He firft repaired to Friefland: But as, at the fame-Time, 
after Pipin’s Death, Radbod had retaken from the Franks, that Part of 
Friefland on the left of the Rhine, and the Chriftians could form fender 
Hopes, he return’d to his Monaftery, and went to Rome, 4. 718, with 
a Recommendation from Daniel, Bifhop of Wimchefler. Pope Gregory IL 
perftaded him to purfue his former Defign: And when, at his Return, 
he was inform’d of the Death of the Prince of the Fri/iams, he repaired 
to Willibrod, and affifted him, during three fucceffive Years, in the Re- 
gulation of Divine Service. In the Year 722, he went to Thuringia, in 
Order to plant himfelf a new Vineyard for the Lord. ‘Thefe People had, 
long before, had fome Knowledge of Chriftianity (1), but it was very 
much corrupted, by Reafon of the neighbouring Pagan Nations; and their 
ereat Poverty, occafion’d by continual Wars, wherewith the Saxons, Abares 
and Venedi, had diftrefs’d this Country (2). 


Berne fuccefsful here, Gregory fent for him to Rome, and 
eonfecrated him a Bifhop, without appointing him any particular Diocefe, 
that he might the more effeCtually, and with the better Authority, exe- 
cute his Defign. Boniface took an Oath, by St. Peter’s Tomb, never 
to feparate from the Roman Church, and to make all poffible Oppofition 
to thofe Bifhops, who fhould deviate from the Tenets of the Fathers (1). 
The Pope deliver’d to him the Colleétion of the Canons, then in Uie, in 
the Church of Rome (2), that he might regulate every Thing in Con- 
formity thereunto. He wrote moreover to Charles, and entreated him 
to fecond the new Bifhop in his Undertaking. He likewife recommended 
him to all the Clergy, and Officers of State among the [ranks (3). He 
admonith’d the Thurimgians (4) to receive the Chri/tzan Faith ; and wrote 
particular Letters to han of them, who were already converted (5). A 
Letter is likewife extant, which he fent to the whole Nation of the an-

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cient Saxons (6), wherein he exhorts thofe, who fhould be baptiz’d, to 
Conftancy ; and excites the Reft to follow fo good an Example. Charles 
gave a kind Reception to Boniface, and took him into his particular Pro- 
tection ; which proved very advantageous to him (7). Daniel, the before- 
mention’d Bifhop of Winchefter, gives him, in one Letter (8), wholfome 
Inftructions for his Conduct in preaching the Gofpel. He advifes him to 
conyince the ‘Pagans, by rational Arguments, of the Abfurdity of their 
Superftitions, in Order to lead them to the Chriftian Faith, by the Light 
of natural Religion. But Aomface had not Recourfe to Conviétion only, 
and acknowledges, in a Letter to the fame Bifhop, that the Maire de 
‘Palais was oblig’d to add the greateft Weight to his Precepts (9). For 
he met with Oppofition from the GAriftians themtelves, in Thuringia, on 
one Hand (10): And, on the other, he here and there put a Stop, by 
Force, to their idolatrous Worfhip, and deftroyed their facred ‘Trees: 
The German Pagans had a particular Veneration for Trees of this Kind, 
and particularly for Oaks, under the Shadow of which they not only per- 
form’d their Sacrifices, but likewife held their Conventions and Courts of 
Judicature. Such was the famous Oak near Gei/mar, in lower Heffia, 
which was dedicated to the God of Thunder (11); but cut down by 
Boniface, to the great Terror of the People. Nor could the Monafteries 
have fubfifted without this Protection. He had befides a conftant Corre. 
pondence in England, and obtain’d from thence both Mony (12), (the 
Value of which was doubtlefs proportionable to the Poverty of thofe

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Times) (13), and Books, which were then very fcarce. A Letter is ex- 
tant, wherein he defires a legible Copy of the Prophets (14), and in ano- 
ther Paflage, he as earneftly entreats him for iome of Beda's Writings, 
which he could make Ufe of in his Sermons (15). He receiy’d in parti- 
cular, from Time to Time, a Supply of Fellow-Labourers from that 


‘Tfland, fome of whom afterwards arriv’d at the higheft Dignities in the 


German Church. Burcardus was the firft Bithop of Wartzburg, Vitta 










of Bureburg, Vilibald of Eich{tadt, and Vunibald, his Brother, Abbot of 
feveral Monafteries. Lullus fucceeded Boniface, in the Archbifhoprick 
of Mentz. Even many devout Women came to his Aid, to whom he 
entrufted particular Monafteries. Such were 6. Thecla, as likewite Lioba 
and Valpurgis, two Sifters of Vilibald and Vunibald, with feveral others. 
The Church of Rome found this Miflion highly advantageous. Nothing 
could afford the Pope greater Comfort, during the Tranfactions of the Laff, 
than that the Nations, who formerly always refifted the Roman Arms, 
iow fubmitted to their Doétrine, and fpiritual Difcipline, Hereby he

Grimoald, the 
Jaft furviving of the three before-mention’d Brothers, died about this 
Time, and all the Dominions were re-united under Hubert, a Grand-Son 
of Theodo: And this very Revolution, was, perhaps, the Occafion of 
Charles’s Journy to Bavaria. The Francomian Annals, which relate 
neither the Caufes nor the real Circumftances thereof, mention only, 
that he fubdued the Country, and carried off Aziitrudis, Grimoala’s 
Widow, together with Sunehild, her Niece, whom he chofe for his fecond 
Wife (5): And we find yet fewer Accounts of another Expedition, 
which he is faid to have made, 4. 728 (6). In the ancient Laws of the 
Bavarians, as they are now extant, we meet with fome Traces of the 
State of the Nation, and particularly with Regard to their Behaviour 
towards the Franks +. Their Duke was always chofen out of the Fa- 
mily of the Agilolfingians, preferable to all other; whether he was put 

















in by the King, or elected by the Nation. He exercis’d a kind of Au- 
thority, in that Country, which was only diftinguifh’d from that of a 
King, by his being oblig’d, in a certain Meafure, to acknowledge the 
Supremacy of the Kings of the franks.

one King or Duke, as modern Chronicles pretend to affert. 2

They were fo fond of their Liberty, that the IntroduCtion of Chriftianity 
among them prov’d the more dificult: But tho’ the Attempt of the 
two before-mention’d + Anglo-Saxon Priefts was unfuccefsful, yet Bourfacet see xv. 24. 


earneftly defir’d to effect their Converfion, and was, befides, encourag’d 
in it, by his Friends in Enmg/and (4): And he fo far fucceeded, that fome 
were actually baptiz’d. As their Borders joined to thofe of the Oftro- 
Franks, Thuringians and Heffians, we need not wonder to find frequent 


Ruptures between thefe Nations. It would be difficult to conclude, from: 


the Hiftories of the Franks, what real Motive induc’d Charles to. wage 
War againft the Saxous: But we find it in the Life of S. Boniface (5).

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The Thuringians were greatly opprefs'd by their Dukes, Theodebald and 
Heden, which made a Part of them fo difaffe€ted, that they fubmitted 
to the Saxons, who tyranniz’d over them, on the other Side. To drive 
thefe Guefts back again, and thereby, at the fame Time, to procure a 
Tranquility for the Chriftians, was the Defign of Charles’s Expedition. 
The Franconian Writers take Notice of diverfe other Incurfions of the 
Saxons and Franks (6): But I fhall only mention thofe which, by De- 
grees, will render us better acquainted with this People: Nor are all the 
Tranfactions, related of the Saxons, to be underftood of the “Nation in 
general, but principally of thofe who dwelt on the Borders. 


IX. Tue Empire, which I left in a declining State, was, in the 
mean Time, fallen into the Hands of Leo Saurus, A. 717, who had 
caufed Conjiantine, his Son, tho’ but two Years of Age, to be crown’d 
Emperor with him, 4 720. He immediately freed Conflantinople from 
the Siege of the Saracens, and obtain’d confiderable Advantages over them, 
both by Sea and Land. The Empire feem’d now to be recovering itfelf, 
when a new Controverfy in Religion arofe (1). If we confider, how many 
of this Kind were, at different Times, rais’d by the Greczans, after the Reign 
of Conftantine the Great, and with what Violence they were purfued, old 
Cato’s Advice appears to be almoft juftified, who warn’d the Romans, 
rather to be without the Wit and Learning of Greece, than, together 
with them, to give Way to their Fondnefs for Novelty, and their Incon- 
ftancy (2). And what could we expect from them, at this Time, when 
Superftition and Ignorance had wholly taken Place of their ancient Arts 
and Valour? The prefent Controverfy was occafion’d by the Adoration 
of Images, and, for along Time, divided the Aaf and Weft (3). The

After Conftantme the Great, the Images of our Saviour, the Virgin 
Mary, and the Apoftles, and fome {fcriptural Hiftories, begun, by 
Degrees, to be fet up in Churches. At firft they fery’d as Ornaments, 
and for the Inftruction and Encouragement of the Faithful. The Sim- 
plicity of thofe People, who were juft converted from ‘Paganifim, occa- 
fion’d them in Time to be ador’d, and the moft fagacious among them 
pleaded as an Excufe, that this Honour was not fhewn to the Images, 
but to thofe they reprefented. Yet uflin, Gregory the Great, and 
other eminent Teachers, always difapprov’d of this Worthip of Images (4); 
and the Fews and Saracens wpbraided the Chriftians with it, as a Piece 
of Idolatry. The Emperor Philippicus Bardaues had before prohibited 
it, in a Synod at Confiantimople, and was, on that Account, at Variance 
with Pope Conftantine. Leo Ifaurus now publifh’d an Edit of the fame 
mport (5), in which he alledg’d, that the faid Adoration was not enjoin’d 
in any of the fix general Councils, and was rather forbidden in facred 
Writ. Leo had before attempted to compel the Jews to Baptifm (6), 
and hoped, perhaps, to render their Converfion the more eafy by this 
Ediét. We find indeed generally related, that two fews foretold him 
in his Youth, that he would become Emperor, and when afterwards this 
Prophecy was verify’d, they defir’d, that, as an Acknowledgment, he 


would abolifh Images. But the Abfurdity of thefe Circumftances, fuf- 


fices to explode them. _ Tf, in the former Controverfies on Religion, which 
related chieily to fubtle Opinions, the Heat of the People was fo extream, 
we need not wonder to find. them now {o zealous, when the Subject of 


the Difpute was obvious to their Eyes. The Inhabitants of Greece re-

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bell’d, and came with a Fleet to Conftantinople, in Order to depofe the 


Emperor, Zo repell’d them, and this Oppofition caus'd him to perfift the 
more earneftly in his Purpofe. He had at firft only prohibited the Wor- 
fhip of Images, but in Procefs of Time he refolv’d wholly to abolifh them. 


(Xen Parms Divifion prov’d highly prejudicial to the State of Italy. 
Luitprand, King of the Longobards, was a dangerous Neighbour to the 
Remainder of the Roman Empire, and very capable of turning, to his own 
Advantage, all the Errors, that could be committed at Confiantinople. 
He poffets’d, befides his warlike Difpofition, all the Virtues of Peace, and 
a Love of Religion and Morals. In the Camp he was brave and rigorous, 
kind and beneficent at Home. He gain’d the more Honour by his Vic- 
tories, as he was, at the fame Time, ftil’d the Father of his People (1). 
About this Time (2) he had the good Fortune to take Chiaff and even 
Ravenna (3). The Emperor and Pope were not, at that Time, fo greatly 
exafperated againft each other, as they became afterwards. Gregory was 
therefore folicitous, how to put a Stop to thefe Proceedings, which might 
prove dangerous to the Koman Church. A Letter (4) is extant, from 
him to Urfus, Duke of Venice, wherein he excites him to affift the 
Exarch, who was then at Venice, in re-taking Ravenna, which he 
actually did (5). Had the Longobards conquer’d all Italy, Venice would

chofe particular Dukes’ for themfelves; and would have proclaim’d a 
new Emperor, had not the Pope prevented them, as va/fafus fays, in 
his Praife (2). Leo threaten’d Gregory with the fame Treatment, which 
Martin had receiy’d from Conjflantine +: But he depended on the tSee XV. 12. 
Zeal of the Romans, and the Aid of the Dukes of Spoleto and Lene- 
vento, who were frequently at Variance with their King, and, on that 
Account, kept up a good Underftanding with the Romans. Anaftafus 
even accufes the Emperor of having intended to murder the Pope in 
Rome : But Gregory himfelf makes no Mention of fuch a Defign, in thofe 
Letters, wherein he réproaches Leo with all his Proceedings againft him. 


Nor can we give Credit to the Greek Hiftorians, who pretend, that the 
Pope anathematiz’d the Emperor at the Syvod, and that he withdrew Rome, 
and the other Provinces of /¢ady,from their Allegiance to the Emperor (3).

Faperor fent into Italy Eutychius, an Eunuch, who had already been 
Exarch, fome Years before. He endeavour’d firft to gain Luztprand. 
The King was difpleas’d with the Dukes of Spoleto and Benevento, and 
thefe were, on the other Hand, in Friendfhip with the Pope and the Ko- 
mans. The Exarch took from hence Occafion to lay the Foundation of 
a Treaty, the Import of which was, that the King fhould be affifted 
by the Imperialifts in reducing the Dukes of Spoleto and Benevento to 
Obedience ; and that he, on the other Side, fhould not hinder the Exarch 
from executing his Defign againft the Pope and the Romans. ‘The two 
Longobard Princes were foon after obliged to fubjeé& themfelves to the 
King at Spoleto; who proceeded to Rome, and incamp’d on the Zyder, 
near St. Peter’s Church (2); but what his real Intention was, is not men- 
tion’d in Hiftory. The Pope came out to him, and prevail’d on him fo 
far, that he laid down his Arms, and Royal Robes, at the Apoftle’s

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Tomb, and even undertook the Mediation between the Pope and the 
Exarch (3). Eutychius foon found this Reconciliation advantageous. For 
whilft he was yet at Rome, Advices were brought, that a Perfon, nam’d 
Petafius, had fet up for Emperor in the Neighbourhood, on the Frontiers 
of Tufcany. When the Hearts of the People were almoft. univerfally 
alienated from Leo, a trivial Alarm might caufe a general Revolt: But 
the Pope lent Eutychius all poffible Aid, and the latter was fo fuccefsful, 
that he fent the Rebel’s Head to his Emperor at Couftantinople. Leo 
was neverthelefs ftill difgufted at the Romans, becaufe they perfifted in 


the Adoration of Images (4).

In the former, he remonftrates, that fuch a Council was need- 
lefS (4), and evades the Accufation, that the Worthip of Images was 
Idolatry (5). He puts the Emperor in Mind, that, when at his Ac- 
ceffion to the Throne, he procur’d for him the Friendthip of the Weftera 
Princes , his Pictures were every where receiv’d with the ufual Tokens of 
Honour ; but that the fame were pull’d down and trod under Foot, when 
the News arriv’d of what was tranfacted at Confiantmople (6); that the 
Longobards and Sclavi \aid the Imperial Dominions wafte, without any 
Refiftance, and that the former had even taken Ravenna, and.already de- 
fien’d to make an Attempt on Kome *, And, as the Emperor had 
threaten’d to banifh him, he ridicules his impotent Rage, and tells him, 
he relies on the Proteétion of the Weftern Nations, who, he fays, would 
not forfake him and St. Peter ; That the Sea was but a few Miles diftant,

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Imperial and Sacerdotal Power, both which Leo arrogated to himfelf (9), 
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remonftrates to him, that he had {poken his own Sentence, when at his 
Inauguration, he fubfcrib’d to the Confeflion, that whoever deviates from 
the Dodtrine of the Fathers is accurfed.. He calls him an inhuman Prince, 
void of all Shame, who could perfecute, by Force of Arms, a Bifhop, 
who. had it not in his Power to tefift, and calls upon the Almighty to 
vifit him with an evil Spirit (10): And, towards the Conclufion, he re- 
peats, that he was upon the very Point of retiring into the remoteft 


Parts of the Weft. 


As the Pope boafts fo much of the Friendfhip of 


the Weftern Powers, it is probable, that he relied on the Affiftance of the 


Franks and other German Nations. 


Many pretend, that he actually ap- 


plied to: Charles, for Protection, and made a League with him, in Pre- 
judice of the Emperor: but they confound his Negotiations with thofe 
ef Gregory III, his Succeffor. 1 find, at leaft, no certain Traces of 
any Treaty between Gregory II, and Charles, againft the Emperor (11).

ras, relate, that Gregory enter’d into Alliance, 
with the Franks, im Prejudice of the Emperor. But 
it is certain, that thefe Writers were not well ac- 
quainted with what pa/s'd in the Weft. Baronius ad 
An. 726. n. 42. applies to this a Paffage from the 
Continuat. Fredegarii, dut which is very plainly 
meant of bis Succeffor of the fame Name. Anatta- 
fius indeed likewife mentions, that this Gregory de- 
manded the Aid of the Franks, in vit. Stephani :

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§ XIV. Tue Death of Gregory (1) did not terminate this Difpute. 
Gregory III, his Succeffor, held a Synod at Rome, and threaten’d to 
excommunicate thofe, who prophan’d the Images (2). All Italy fent 
a Remonftrance to the Emperor, and begg’d he would permit them the 
Ufe of Images. But thefe Papers were fupprefs’d, in Szcily ; and never 
reach’d the Court (3). Leo even equipp’d a Fleet againft Italy (4), but 
it was difpers’d by a Tempeft. Thefe Diftractions greatly promoted the 
Declenfion of the Emperor’s Power and Authority in Rome, and thofe 
Provinces of Italy, which ftill appertain’d to the Empire; and the dif- 
affected adher’d but the more zealoufly to the Pope. It cannot neyer- 
thelefs be affirm’d, that they endeavour’d to withdraw their Allegiance 
from the Empire. The Sequel will rather thew, that Zachary and Ste- 
phen ftill acknowledg’d, at leaft in all outward Appearance, the Suprema- 
cy of the Emperors over the City of Rome, and over Italy; for all Re- 
cords are dated according to the Years of their Reigns. Leo, on the 
other Hand, caus’d the Effeéts and Revenues, appertaining to the Roman 
Church, in Apulia and Calabria, to be confifcated ; and depriv’d the 
Patriarch of Rome of the Churches in Sicily, as well, as of Iyricum Occi- 
dentale, of which Theffalonica was the Metropolis. The Koman Popes 
endeayour’d afterwards, in vain, to recover the fpiritual Jurifdiction in 
Ubricum 5 and this Separation contributed not a little to the Divifion 
between the Roman and Grecian Churches (5).

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is uncertain : But a new Enemy, whom both had equal caufe to fear, 

oblig’d them afterwards, to keep up a better Underftanding. Zama, the 

Saracen Lieutenant in Spaim, had form’d the Defign of conquering that 

Part of Gallia Narbonenfis, which appertained to the Goths, and from 

thence of extending his Arms farther. He had already taken (2) Narbonne - 

+, and laid Siege to Zouloufe, which then appertain’d to Audo. The lat- 1 725; 
ter ventur’d to relieve the City ff, and fucceeded fo well, that the ++ Eo. &. 
Saracens were beat, and Zama was kill’d on the Spot. Ambiza, his 
Succeffor, purfued the fame Defign ; and took * Carcaffone, Nimes, and* 41. 725. 
the other Cities of Septimania, as far as the Rhone. ‘The then Lieutenant 
Abderramen, or Abdiram, now undertook a yet greater Exploit. He 

went by the Way of Pampelona, open’d a Paflage thro’ the Midft of 

the Gafcons, who then extended their Hlabitations as far as the 

Garonne, and befieged Bourdeaux. Eudo, in this Extremity, defir’d 

Charles’s Aid, whom it likewife concern’d, to put a Stop to the Progrefs 

of the Saracens. But before he could come to his Affiftance, bderra- 

men took Bourdeaux, proceeded over the Dordogne, and, in a pitch’d 

Battle, yvanquifh’d the Duke of Aguitam, who had plac’d himfelf in that 
Neighbourhood. All the Country was now expos’d to the Fury of the 

Infidels. Abderramen took Poitiers, and had already refolv’d upon go- 

ing to Zours, where he knew he fhould find a great Treafure in the 

Church of St. Martin’s. But Charles advanced, in the mean Tlme, and 

encamped near Poitiers. ‘The two Armies were not long in View of 

one another, before a pitch’d Battle enfued. Charles attack’d the Infi- 

dels, and both Parties had Reafon to exert themfelves to the utmoft. 

The Franks fought for the Honour of the Chriftzan Name ; and the Ex- | 
ample of Spaim warn’d them, what they had to apprehend from thefe ang 
Enemies to them and their Country. The Mau/slemen, on the other Hey 
Hand, likewife perceiv’d, that all would be loft, if they did not gain 
the Victory : But Heaven granted it to the Franks, who were fuperior ih 
to their Enemies, even in natural Strength, and knew how to make bet- 
ter Ufe of their Swords, than they could of their Arrows. The Hif- i 
torian takes particular Notice of the gallant Behaviour of the ufira- i 
frans (3). Eudo, at the fame Time, fell upon the Rear of the Camp, iis

Thoufands of his Soldiers, were kill’d on the Spot, and the Reft fled 
into Septimania. Charles did not purfue them, but return’d over the 
Loire, near Orleans. 


( XVI I suaxt not detain the Reader with an Account of Charles’s 
Armaments in Burgundy and Provence, the next Year. Some of the 
Chiefs in thefe Provinces feem to have attempted, to follow the Example 
of other Nations, and to caft off the frvanconian Yoke, or at leaft to have 
refufed Obedience to Charles (1). He therefore plac’d Garrifons, fuch as 
he could rely upon, in Lyons, Marfeilles, and other Cities. The Hiftory 
of the Germans, is more nearly concern’d in his Expedition againft the 
Frifians, A..734. ‘This Nation depended on the Situation of their Coun- 
try, which was partly protected by the Sea, and partly by their marfhy 
Soil: But Charles came with a Fleet, and landed his Soldiers on thofe 
Coafts, where the Fri/ians thought themfelves moft fecure (2). This 
Expedition would appear as miraculous as_ that of Drufus +, if it had been 
related by as able a Hand. He himfelfencamp’d on the River Borden *, 
which to this Day feparates O/fergow from Weftergow. He overcame Duke 
Poppo in a Battle, demolifh’d, in feveral Parts of the Country, thofe Groves 
and Altars, which the yet Pagan Inhabitants had devoted to their Su- 
perftition, and, if we may believe Hiftorians, fubjected all Friefland to 
the Dominion of the Franks. Endo, Duke of Aguitam, died, 4. 735, 
and Hunold and Hatto, his Sons, refoly’d to maintain the fame Dignity.

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But Charles pais'd the Lome, and made hinxfelf Mafter of the Country, 
as far as where the Dordogne falls into the Garonne (3) ; but enter’d at 
laft into a Treaty, by Virtue of which Huno/d retain’d the Dukedom of 
Aquitain ; promifing on Oath, to bear Allegiance to Charles and his 
two Sons (4). Hence we may conjecture, what Views he had, with 
Regard. to his Sons: Befides, the Vicinity of the Saracens oblig’d him 
to keep up a Friendfhip with Huno/d, how unwilling foever he was. to 
encourage the Rife of fuch Dukes. 











( XVIL Wuewn King Theoderick died, 4. 737, Charles was in 0 The Literveg- 

Hafte to appoint him a Succeffor. The Throne was vacant above five 4m after Tes 
Years, before Childerick was chofen to fill it in his Room. We cannot, by ef ee Oa 
any Footfteps, penetrate into the real Caufes of fo unuftial an Interregnum, — 
er into the particular Views of the Maire de Palais, on this Occafion. 
Thefe Years are, however, in Records, dated after Theodorick’s Death, or 
perhaps even according to the Years of Charles’s Adminiftration (1). 
‘And as the Franks had befides only loft the Name of a King, the Be- 
haviour of Charles, and his glorious Exploits, render’d. them the lefs 
fenfible of their having no Monarch. 

A srtoopy War broke out, “the fame Year, with the Saracens. A 
Perfon nam’d Maurontius, was carrying on Innovations in Provence ; and 
tho’ the true Grounds of them, and his real Views, are unknown, yet 
modern Hiftorians conjecture, with fome Probability, that he attempted tN 
to fet up for Duke of that Province, as Eudo had before done in Aguitam. Healt 
His Faction was ftrong, and he had drawn in the Saracens, who border’d , a 
on Provence. 'Thefe firft made themfelves Mafters of the City of Avignon : me A 
From thence they proceeded into Burgundy, took Vienne, and ravag’d ah 4 
the County as far as Lyons (2). Charles immediatly order’d Childebrand, 
his Brother, and fome other Counts and Dukes, to march againft them. ah 
At the Approach of thefe, the Infidels retreated to Avignon, to which i 
Place, Childebrand laid Siege. Charles came with Re-inforcements, and Mi

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they found there. Charles proceeded over the Rhone, and pillag’d all 
Septimania, as far as Narbonne. The Saracens had made this City 
their Arfenal, and Athina, who commanded in Septimania, was himfelf 
in the Town. Charles invefted it (3); and the Saracens, on the other 
Hand, equipp’d a Fleet, in the adjacent Parts of Spain, to relieve Nar- 
bonne, and landed their Men between that Place, and Leucate, where 
the River Berre falls into the Sea. Charles left the Care of the Siege to 
his Brother, and went himfelf, with the Reft of the Army, to meet thefe 
frefh Troops: A bloody Battle enfued on the faid River, when the 
ereateft Part of the Enemy were kill’d on the Spot, or on their Flight (4): 
But Atbina behav’d fo bravely in Narbonne, that Charles, at laft, 
found his Hopes of winning the City vain. He took inftead of it, 
Beziers, Agde, Magalone, and Nimes ; and the Saracens kept only 
thofe Places, which lay beyond the Aude, towards the Pyren@an Moun- 
tains. ‘The Walls and Towers, in the conquer’d Cities, were all demo- 
lifh’d, that the Infidels might not fo eafily gain a Footing again, and the 
Inhabitants were, befides, oblig’d to give particular Hoftages for their 
Fidelity. The Empire of the Franks has preferved a notable Memorial 
of this Expedition. The Franks have ever fince, retain’d all Charles’s 
Conquefts in Septimania, and thus thé Province of Languedoc was united 
with the other Franconian Dominions. Charles was no fooner return’d, 
than Maurontius xais’d a ftefh Difturbance in Provence: But he went 
thither again, 4 739, with an Army, when all fubmitted to him, and 
Maurontius took Refuge in the adjacent Ifles and Rocks (5). 

Tut Longobard Hiftorian relates, that King Luitprand \ikewife arm’d 


himgelf to aflift Coarles againft the Saracens (6), and mentions, in ge-

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neral, the good Underftanding that fubfifted between thefe two Princes, 
He obferves, on this Occafion, the fingular Cuftom, that Charles fent 
Pipin, his eldeft Son, to the King, to cut off his firft Hair (7) ; which was, 
in thofe Times, a particular Mark of Friendfhip and Confidence. Herein 
the Franks and Longobards probably imitated the Romans; who, as 
well as the Greeks, made it a particular Solemnity, when their 
young Men firft cut their Hair, or their Beards were fhaved. The firft 
Hair was dedicated to the Rivers, or offer’d to one of their Gods (8). 
Sacrifices of this Kind were frequently made to Hercules, Apollo and 
/#{culapius, and the Value of them was enhanc’d by additional Prefents. 
Thofe, who were proud of their own Perfons, generally confecrated the 
mafculine Ornament of their Faces, to the Goddefs of Love (9). Nero 
even devoted his to Jupiter Capitolinus (10). Intimate Friends were chofen 
to cut off the Hair, on which Occafion, a particular Feftival was held in 
the Family (11). When this Ceremony happen’d in the Imperial Houfe, 
the Feftival was celebrated by all the People of Rome (12). The Chri- 
tian Church afterwards, as it were, fanttified this Cuftom, by a particular

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in Form of Prayer (13), and thofe who were invited thereto, were diftin- 

Bi euifhed by a certain Veneration, infomuch, that it was regarded as a Kind 

aie of Adoption. And the fame was retain’d by the Chri/tian Emperors. ‘Thus 

Conftantine Pogonatus {ent to Pope Benediét I, the Hair-Locks ef his 

two Sons, Fujtinian and Herachus, which were receiv’d at Kome with 

great Pomp (14). We have therefore the lefs Caufe to wonder, that the 

Longobards and Franks imitated thefe Cuftoms. Efpecially as the Time 
of cutting Children’s Hair, was particularly prefcrib’d among the latter (15). 

As we here find the Example of Hair, fo Paulus elfewhere relates the 

Circumftances of fhaying the firft Beards of the Longobard Princes (16).

Gregory II, in this Extremity, applied to the Hero, Charles t; om 
whom the Eyes of all the Chriftian World were then fix’d, and earneftly 
entreated him, to aid the Roman Church , alledging, among other Par- 
ticulars, that the Loxgobards had taken the Candlefticks and Donations 


out of St. Peter’s Church (4). 


XX. Bur, as I obferv’d before, Luitprand continu’d in Friendfhip 


with Charles, and remonftrated, on his Part, that he could not be blamed 
for endeavouring to fubdue the two Dukes, who had rebelled againft him. 
Charles was perhaps not fo immediately inclin’d to a Rupture with the 


Longobards, as we may conclude by another Letter of the Pope’s, m 
which he complains, that Charles had given Ear to the King’s Excufes, and 
was thereby mov’d to ftand Neuter ; tho’ they were without any Grounds, 
and the Dukes had done nothing to deferve the King’s Difpleafure, but 
by refufing to ferve him againft the City of Rome (1). In the mean

was left after the laft Plunder.

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foon after, interrupted the whole Affair; fo that it is very uncertain, whe- 
ther he was ever actually declar’d Patricius. This Treaty is, however, 
very remarkable, as it is the firft Plan, according to which, in After- 
times, the Pope, treated with the Kings of the Franks. 


§ XXL. ZACHARY, Gregory's Succeflor (1), had therefore no 
Means left, but to make as good an Agreement as he could, with Lazt- 
prand himfelf, who was preparing for a frefh Attack upon the Komans. 
He gave him to underftand, that he was ready to abandon the Duke of 
Spoleto, if the King would reftore the four Cities. It is, indeed, often 
the Cafe in Treaties, that an impotent Ally is facrificd to a more 
powerful Enemy. However, in the prefent Inftance, the Duke gave but 
a too apparent Pretence for it, againft himfelf,; by not having performed 
one fingle Article of all that he had promifed to the Pope and the Duke 
of Rome; efpecially with Regard to re-taking the four Cities, juft now 
mention’d. The King accepted the Propofal ; and the Romans themfelves 
march’d to his Affiftance againft Thrafamund (2). His offer of throwing 
himfelf upon the King’s Mercy would now no longer do: He was ob- 
lig’d to give up his Duchy, and retire into a Monaftery (3). As for 
Godefchalc, he didnot think it fafe to wait the King’s Arrival at Bene- 
vento. Lwuitprand delaying to evacuate the above-mention’d Places, the 
Pope refolv’d to vifit him in Perfon. The King then refided at Narnz, 
on the Confines of the Duchy of Spoleto. He no fooner receiv’d Adyice, 
that the Pope was arriy’d at Orta, than he fent Grimoald, one of his

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principal Civil Officers, to receive him, and went himfelf.a_confiderable 
Way out of the City to mect him. In general, greater Tokens of Ho- 
nour and Confidence cannot be imagin’d, than were fhewn at this Inter- 
view. After having, the firft Day, which happen’d to be on a Friday, 
perform’d their Devotion together, in the Church of St. Valentin, the 
King accompanied the Pope half a Mile back again to his Tent. The 
next Day, they began a Negociation in earneft; and the Pope obtained 
all that he defired. The King made a Truce with the Duchy of Rome, 
for twenty Years; and not only made a Prefent to the Pope of the 
four Cities above-mention’d ; but of feveral other Eftates, which had, 
in former Times, belong’d to the Koman Church; but had ‘till then 
been retain’d by the Longobards (4). The following Sunday, the Pope 
entertain'd Lustprand, at Dinner, and the King gave evident Marks of 
his Satisfaction (5). The next Day, the King took his Leave of the 
Pope, and gave Orders to Aldeprand, Duke of Chiufi, his Kinfman, and. 
three others of the principal Officers of the Kingdom, to accompany 
him (6), and actually to evacuate the four Cities (7). Perhaps the Pope:

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§ XXIV. Tue Duke of Bavaria had omitted nothing that could 
favour his Defign againft the Franks. Theodebald, King of Swabia, and 
the Sc/avi, his Neighbours on the other Side, were in Alliance with him , 
as were likewife the Saxons, and even the Duke of Aguitaim, It was, in 
particular, ftipulated, with the latter,*that if one of them fhould be attack’d, 
the other fhould make a Diverfion in his Favour, and, from his Side, invade 
the Lranconian Dominions. Thus an Ambition to rule, and a Love of Li- 
berty, can unite Nations at {fo great a Diftance, and of fo different Languages 
and Manners. In 743, both Brothers march’d with an Army towards Ba- 
varia (1), and advane’d, without Oppofition, as far as the Lech, on which 
River Odilo placed his greateft Dependance. He had caufed all the 
Bridges to be broken down, all the Boats to be taken away, and the 
Banks, on his Side, to be lin’d with pointed Palifadoes. The Armies 
lay fifteen Days oppofite to one another, when, at Length, the Franks 
difcovered a Ford in the River, and falling upon the Bavarians, when 
they leaft expected it, obtain’d, with the greateft Eafe, a Victory. The 
Battle being loft, Odz/o retreated over the Ivv, and the Duke of Swabia 
fought his Safety in his own Country (2). Among the Prifoners made 
by the Franks, were Gunzebald, Bifhop of Ratisbon, and Sergius, Pope 
Lacharys Nuntio (3). The latter had been, the Day before, in the

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Franconian Camp, and had endeavour’d, in the Name of the Pope, and 
the Apoftle Peter, to prevail on the two Dukes, not to moleft the 
Bavarias. This was now imputed to him, by the Conquerour, as a 
Partiality, fince the Apoftle himfelf had granted him the Victory. The 
Franks remained near two Months in Bavaria, and thereby obliged the 
Duke to acknowledge the Supremacy of the Franconian Empire, in the 
fame Manner he had before done (4). 


§ XXV. Iw the mean Time, Hynold had indeed pafs’'d the Lozre, An Expedi- 
and ravag’d the Country as far as Chartres, together with that City, hie 
with Fire and Sword (1). The Saxons were likewife not backward to sewasians, &'e, 
invade Thuringia: But as the War in Bavaria came to fo unexpected 
an End, thefe Motions had not the Effect that was hop’d. When Caro- 
lomannus, after the Bavarian Expedition was at an End, led his Army 
againit the Saxons, they fued for Peace, and Dietric, a mighty Lord, 
of that Nation, who, tho’ without fufficient Grounds, is generally ac- 
counted a Duke of all Saxony, offer’d himfelf as an Hoftage (2). At the

Ne- 
verthelefS, the Tranfactions with the Saxons, and Swabiaus, which we 
find recorded in the fucceeding Years, evidently fhew, how difficult it was 
to them, to live in Peace. At Lengrh, in the Year 745, both Brothers fell 
upon the Duke of Aguitam, who followed the fame Example, and offex’d 
Hoftages as a Security for his Fidelity. . Soon after, he refolv’d to refign 
the Government to his Son /Vaifarius, put his Duchels into a Convent 
and chofe himfelf a Monaftick Life, on the Tfland of Rhea, which lies 
on the Coafts of Aguitain (4). It is hard to judge, whether he was teally 
weary of the World, or only relign’d the Adminiftration to his Son, that 
he might try his Fortune againft the Franks. At leaft Waifarius purfued 
thefe Meafures, and his Father, after 25 Years Retirement, again left his 
Menaftery, to embrace the Enfigns of War. 


The Founda- § XXVI. B ONIFAGE had, in the Year 741, with the Appro- 
satan bation of Garolomammus, founded three Bifhopricks, in the Countries 
of Wirtzburg Where he had propagated the Chriftian Faith ; and confecrated Burcardus 
and Eigtadt. Bifhop of Wurtzburg, Willibald Bithop of Eichftidt, and Vitta ox 
Vittanus, Bithop of Biriburg, who were all three Anglo-Saxons, by 

Birth, and his Fellow-Labourers in the Word. The two firft Foundations 

yet fubfift ; but that of Biuriburg, a Place in He(fen, not far from fritzlar 

(for Vittanus is likewife nam’d Bifhop of Fritz/ar) is no more, and was 

probably afterwards collated to the See of Mentz. It is likewife generally 

atcrib’d to Boniface, that he founded a Bifhoprick at Erfurt 5. but with- 

out fufficient Grounds (1). The Dukes of Franconia, and particularly 
Cavolomamus, plac’d fo ‘great a Confidence in him, that they employ’d 

him to re-eftablifh the Conftitution of the Church, which had fuffer’d 

much in the late Diftrations. We have the Decrees of a Synod. held .by 

the Duke of the Offro-Franks, in the Year 742 (2); -at which were pre-

‘Pipin followed this Example, in Neu/ftria 
and Burgundy, and, in the Year 744, conven’d an Affembly at Soi//ons (7), 
at which were prefent, 23 Bifhops, with a great Number of the inferiour 
Clergy, as well as Lay-Officers of the State, on whofe general Appro- 


bation, the Canons are grounded (8): So that, as well Ecclefiaftical as 
Temporal Affairs, were, in the moft ancient Times, cognifable in the

Human 
Sacrifices were yet here and there, in Ufe (14), .and if we. have 
an- Eye to the Remains. of ‘Pagani{m (15), which were condemn’d at 
the Synods, we. fhall there find all the Follies and Wickednefs, which, 
in After-times, are conftantly related of Witches and Sorcerers.

Zachary confirm’d him in it, in the Year 748, and 
allow’d him, in Confideration of his Age, and Decay of Strength, to conte- 
crate another fufficient Perfon, as Bifhop, to make his Office more eafy to 
him (2). ‘There is yet a Letter extant, of the fame Pope, in which he 
declares Mentz to be an eftablith’d Metropolis, and fubjects the Churches 
of Worms, Spire, Cologn, Tongres and Utrecht, and all the German Peo- 
ple, whom Boniface had converted, to its Jurifdiétion (3). But tho’ 
this may have been the Pope’s Defign, his Order never took Place, with 
+ See Annot.Regard to the Churches of Cologn, Tongres and Utrecht +; for Cologn 
ait remain’d the Metropolis of Germania Secunda, and the Bifhops of Tongres 
and Utrecht were Suffragans to it. In the mean Time, the Foundation 
was laid, in the Buch-Wald, on the Borders of Thuringia, on the River 
Fulda, to the famous Monaftery, which has its Name from that River. 
Boniface made a Choice of this Place, to be a conftant Habitation for the 
Clergy who were his Affiftants; and Carolomannus not only added to it 
, Diftti@ of four German Miles in.Circumference, but prevail’d upon 
others who had Lands adjacent, to do the fame. Sturmio, a Native of Ba- 
varia, and a zealous Difciple of Bowiface’s, was the firft, who, with feven 
Monks, took Poffeflion of it, 4. 744, and caus’d the Building of the 
Church and Monaftery to be purfued. This encreafed, in a fhort Time, 
fo greatly, that before the Death of Sturmio, there were 400 Monks in it. 
Pipin took it afterwards under the immediate Royal Protection ; and as it 
was long the moft famous Seminary in the German Church, many Bifhops 
who were educated there, fhewed their Gratitude in the Sequel, by rich 
Donations (4). This Monaftery, in Procefs of ‘Time, was dignified with 
the remarkable Privileges, that the Abbot obtain’d, of being Primat 
throughout Germania and Gallia, a Prince of the Empire, and: Arch«

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Images in Conftantinople to be reftor’d (1), in which he had the Appro- 
bation of Rome, and all Italy. Canftantine now fought for the Affiftance 
of the Saracens, and as Artabafdus likewife fued for their Friendfhip ; the 
Caliph could pride himfelf with the Satisfaction, that both Parties made 


him, as 1 


it were, the Umpire of the Empire ; and he fed them up with 


vain Hopes, while, in the mean Time, his Troops plunder’d the Imperial 
Dominions, without Moleftation. In all Probability, this Divifion was 
the Occafion of Luitprana’s taking to Arms again in Italy +. He took t &. 743. 
Cefena, and threaten’d even to attack Ravenua again. utychius, the 
Exarch, the Archbifhop of Aavenna, and the principal Inhabitants of 
Pentapolis and <Lmilia, entreated the Pope to efpoufe their Party. At 
fst he made Remonftrances to the King; but his Deputies not being 
able to effe& much, he undertook the Journy in Perfon. When he ap- 

roach’d, Ravenna, he was met at a confiderable Diftance from the City, 
by the Exarch (2), and from thence he went farther to Pavia. He tfuc~ 
ceeded fo far, that a Truce was concluded, ’till the firft of June, of the 
following Year ; and, in the mean Time, the King was to keep a third Part 
of Cefena, and to reftore the other two to the Empire, whilft he fent 
Ambafladors to Conftantinople to treat with Artabafdus himfelf (3). The 
fame Year, 743, Zachary held a Synod at Rome (4), by the Ads of

§ XXIX. Bur the Face of Affairs was fuddenly changed. Conftantine 
made himfelf Mafter of the Capital of the Kingdom, the fecond of No- 
vember, 743, made Atabafdus and his two Sons Prifoners, and led them, 
together with the Patriarch 4uaffafus, in a Sort of Triumph. He took 
a fevere Revenge on the Adherents of Artabafdus; but fhew’d himfelf 
very gracioufly difpofed to the Pope’s Ambaffadors, who were at Con- 
fiantinople, and made a Prefent to the Roman Church, of two Eftates, 
belonging to the Imperial Chamber in Jtaly (1): And the Pope, after that, 
again dated all ‘his Writings, from the Years of the Reign of Conftantine. 
From all which, it is plain +, that Rome and Italy had not then with- 
drawn their Allegiance; and that the Imperial Officers of State, yet 
exercis’d their Jurifdiction there, in the fame Manner as in former Times ; 
the’ the greateft Confidence was repofed in the Pope, whom the Romans, 
as well as the Longobards, held in great Efteem, on Account of Religion. 
Conftantine was fuccefsfil againft the Saracens, the Chriftian Arms being 
favour’d by a Quarrel thefe Infidels had among themfelves; and, as long 
as he was bufied with this War, he. left the People to their own Wills, 
with Regard to the Adoration of Images: But he was no fooner freed 
from this Incumbrance, than he refoly’d to purfue what his Father ha 
begun, and conyen’d a Synod, at which there appear’d 338 Bithops 4 
who abolifh’d the Adoration of Images; of which I fhall treat more cir- 
cumftantially in the Sequel.

Laicks, to Rome. He was there confecrated by Pope Zachary, and 
chofe, at firft, for the Place of his Retirement, Mount Soraéfe, or St. 

Sylvefter, lying not far from Rome, but he aferwards retir’d to the Mo- 
naftery at Caffino *, where he was a Pattern of as great Humility and 
Devotion, as he was of Valour and Magnanimity in his Government. 
About the fame Time, feveral Kings of the Saxons in Britain, and 
but juft before the Duke of guitam, had embrac’d the fame Refolu- 
tion.

§ XXXEIL PIPIN having thus engrofs’d the whole Power of the 
Franconian Monarchy, into his own Hands, it is no wonder if he was thereby 
excited to great Undertakings, which he, fome Time afterwards, put in 
Execution; but this Power, at firft, gave Occafion to great Uneafinets. 
The Swabians, Bavarians, and Part of the Saxons, would not now 
and to what they had ftipulated with Carolomannus (1); as indeed it 
was cuftomary, on the like Occafions, for all Obligations to ceate. 
Some civil Diffentions among the Lranks themfelves, gave more Force 
to their Refolution. ‘Pipm had releas’d his half Brother, Grifo, from 
his Imprifonment, and put him in Poffeffion of feverai confiderable 
Eftates; but he thought all too littie, unlefs he could be allow’d a 
Share in the Government ; and. he foon found Adherents, not only 
among the Franks, and more efpecially among the younger Sort; but 
even among the Saxons, with whom he held a private Intelligence. 
How dangerous this Infurre@tion appear’d to Pipin, we may judge by the 
Preparations he made to ftifle it. He prevail’d upon the Frifi and Vened:, 
to fall upon the Saxons, on their Side, whilft he himfelf march’d thro’ 
Thuringia, (the very Country Grifo feems to have firft fix’d his Views 
on) (2), to purfue him even in the Midft of the Saxons. The firft

Revenge and Ambition are the Grounds of Difguft, amicable Propofitions 
have little Weight, and do but add to a Hatred among Relations. The 
eafy Reduction of the Saxons, was a good Omen of Succefs to Pipi, 
in Bavaria. He pats’d the Lech without Oppofition; for the Bava- 
rians were retired, with their Wives and Children, over the Juz, where 
Grifo and the Duke of Swabia, were encamp’d with their Troops. But 
the Bavarians foon found, that Grifo would not be able to protect them, 
and therefore, on their Side (3), were ready to accept of Terms ; and

Grifo himfelf, together with the Duke of Swabia, were oblig’d to fubmit 
(4). Pipin granted the Duchy to young Thaffile, who, in fucceeding 
Times, was very famous, as well for his good as adverfe Fate. Grifa 
was fatisfied with the City of Mans, and twelve Counties, which at that 
Time, were accounted equal to a Duchy : But whether he did not place 
any Confidence in his Brother, or hoped he might, foon or late, have 
better Fortune, he fled from thence to Vaifarius, Duke of Aguitam (5).

‘The Kings of the Ivanks had long 
before only had the Shadow of Power: But - it is uncertain, whether 
their own natural  eteegact or their evil Conduct, and the exorbitant 
Power the Maires de ‘Palais had already affum’d, were the Occafion of it. 
Moft of them came young to the Throne, aad many of them died 
young; before they could, on Account of their Minority, make any 
Figure in the World. Egin hard, and other Writers, who liv’d in the 
Time of Charlemaign, and his Succeflors, give indeed a very defpicable 
Account of them: But it is evident, that Prejudice, and an Inelination 

te fet the Undertakings of Pipm in the moft plaufible Light, were, in 

a great Meafure, their Guides (1 1). Befides, the Maires de Palais had 
long been, as it were, within a Step of the Throne; and we have an Ine 
ftance, in the foregoing Century *, that Grimeald, even then attempted, * a. 
after King Sigebert’s Death, to place the Crown of Au/irafia, on his Son’s 


Head +. But Prpin had now a fairer Profpect, on his Side, than any- of + xv. 


his Predeceflors ever had. His Grand-father Pepe I, and. his Father, 
Charles Martel, had raifed the Power and Reputation of their Office to the 
higheft Pitch ; and now, upon the Refignation of Carolomannus, he had 
it wholly in his own Hands. He had, at the fame Time, Reafon to hope, 
the Nation itfelf could not be againft him. ‘The moft Valiant of the 
Franks, had, in many Campaigns, been in Perfon,Witneffes of his Valour and 
Succefs : Articles which are but. too apt to bind the Kye, and eafily lead 
away the Minds of Men from a minute Examination. of Circumftances: 
The Clergy were oblig’d to him for their new Conftitution, of which I 
have already taken Notice ; and Boniface, who was the moft renown’d of 
all the Prelates of the Eranconian Church, had already as many Obligations 
to him, as he had future ExpeCations from him. It was likewife faid, 
that Pope Zachary himfelf approved of this Revolution. Hiftorians 
mention a particular Ambafly, which was fent to Rome, on that» Ac- 
count ; and fome Annals mention Burchard, Bifhop of Wirtzbn 1g) and 
i brad, Abbot of St. Denys, who had always great Influence over Pipi, 
s the Perfons employ’d (2).

King +. This Pretence is neither confiftent with the then State of the 
Franks, nor even with that of the Roman Church (4). Even the an- 
cient Annals give us to underftand, that Zachary’s Opinion was only 
requir’d, and Boniface had before accuftom’d himfelf to apply to him 
frequently for his Advice. Pzpin was folicitous for his Approbation, to 
juftify himfelf to thofe who might pretend a Scruple of Confcience, on 
Account of their Oath to Childeric. tis, likewife, eafy to be conceived, 
why Zachary did not omit this Opportunity of laying Pzpm under an 
Obligation to him. We may remember what Views his Predeceflor, 
Gregory Vil, had with Charles Martel. ‘That Plan was "not forgot” in 
Rome ; and Stephen Vil, a few Years afterwards, brought that Treaty to 
a Conclufion with Pipin, which Gregory begun with Charles. The Mat- 
ter, in fhort, was brought upon the Carpet, in a Convention of the States 
of the Realm, at Soiffons, which feems to have been held in the Year 
759. We have no certain Account of any Thing that pafs’d there, 
excepting that Childeric was depos’d, and Pipin chofen King (5). Bomi-

Some learn- 
ed Men are likewife of Opinion, that this was the firft Time the Franks | 
ever anointed a King (7); and that this Ceremony was now chofen, the ti 
better to bring the People into a Belief, that Pipm-was ordain’d by Gop 
himfelf, for the Government. On the other Hand, Childeric repair’d to 
the Monaftery of Sithiew, which is now the Abby of Sf. Berti, at Sz.

XXXV. Tuis Revolution is the more memorable in the 
Hiftory of the Franks, and of the German Nations in general, becaufe 
the Lrancontan Monarchy, in many Things, chang’d its Form, under 
Pipin. We will, therefore, to conclude, caft an Eye backwards, on the 
Conftitution of the Realm, and the Manners of the Nation, as they ap- 

ear to have been at this Period, and, in a great Meafure, have already 
peen defcrib’d, in the Courfe of this Hiftory. The Franks had their 
Kings in the moft ancient Times. Even the very Name of King (or 
Konig) was in Ufe, as well with them: as feveral other German Nations 
(1). As long as they were divided into different Nations, each had its 
own King, ’till Clovis united them all under his Dominion. He, and 
his Succeffors, affumed thofe exteriour Honours, by which the Royal Dig- 
nity is exalted above all others, as the Purple, Crown and Scepter (2), as 
may be partly feen by their Coins: Tho’ they often bore a: Lance, ac- 
cording to ancient Custom, inftead of a Scepter; as Gregory, in particu- 
lar, obferves of Guutram (3). At their Acceffion, they followed the 
very ancient German Cuftom, that the King was lifted up on a Shield, 
and fhewn to the People (4), amidft Shouts of Joy ; “till Pipim’s Time, 
when the Ceremony of Coronation and Anointing were added. Among 
other Ornaments of their Crown and Scepter, were Figures not unlike 
Lillies, which in Time became the Arms of France. But it would be 
difficult to prove, that the Franks had, at this Time, a Coat of Arms 
in Form, as afterwards came into Ufe: And it would be as little to the 
Purpofe to pretend it to have confifted of Lilies, as in Chifflet, who

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will have them to have been Sees (5). It was reckon’d as a ‘Thine 
peculiar to Perfons of the Royal Houfe, that they fuffered their Hair ee 
grow, and to make Ufe of it as an Ornament (6). Tho’ this perhaps 
was more an ancient Cuftom * than any particular Prerogative. The 
Kingdom was hereditary in the Male-Line (7). Of this, among others, 
the Partitions made either by the Kings, in their Life-time, or their Sons, 
after their Deaths, are Teftimonies. In their Marriages, the Kings pret- 
ty much indulg’d their Inclinations (8); ’till by Degrees the Church 
put them under greater Reftraint +. The Queens had, in fome Meafure, 
a Share in the Admuniftration: The Nation did Homage to them (9), 
and when the Crown fell toa Prince in his Minority, the Queen-Mother 
had the Guardianfhip (10). The Kings had, indeed, their Palaces in 
the Capital Cities; but, in Conformity to the Ancient German Cuftom, 
and efpecially being moved thereto, by their Paflion for the Chace, they 
tefided chiefly at their Pleafure-houfes in the Country. Among the high 
Offices of the Court, the Major-Domus (or Maire de Palais) and the 
Archicapellanus, were the Chief. We find likewife the Titles of Dome/~ 
ticcus, Referendarius and Cancellarius ; as likewife thofe of Comes Pala-

he Diredtor of a Diverfion almoft peculiar to the 
Moft of thefe Offices had their Rife from the 
with whom Nobles of an inferior Dig- 
nity likewife had them +. But the Power of the Maires de Palais was, 
in Time, the Occafion, that the Conftitution of the Court, and even of 
the Kingdom itfelf, was, in many Things, alter’d. ‘They drew every 
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Thing after them, as they had the Power of doing every Thing. Not 
wholly to pafs by the Coins of thele Kings, we find that they followed 


the Romans, in their Method of 


Dividing and Reckoning. Their 


Gold-Coins preferved the Name of Solid, and their Silver of Denari 
(12). Tho’ we have an Example, that, in the Time of Pope Gregory, 
the Great, the Franconian Coins would not pafs in Italy (13); either 
becaufe they had not the intrinfick Value required, or becaufe the Em- 
peror would not fuffer any foreign Coin to be current (14).

When, at their Acceffion to the Government, they re- 


ceived the Homage of their Subjects, they, on their Side, promifed to 
maintain every one in the Enjoyment of their Liberty, Eftates and 
Rights (1). “With fuch a mutual Affeétion and Obligation, the Franks 
eftablifh’d an Empire, which, next to the Roman, was the moft power- 
fal in the Weffern Parts. Affairs of the greateft Confequence were treat- 
ed at the general Conyention of the People. Under the Kings of the

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firft Line, it was always held in the Month of March, with which the 
Year then begun, in Gaul: But Ppm, for more Convenience-fake, re- 
moved it to Mey, ftom whence it was call’d Campus Mai. The Kings 
were likewife wont, in their daily Converfation, to fhew a mild and gra- 
cious Difpofition ; as, in particular, it is extoll’d in Guniram, that he would 


often be the Gueft of private Perfons ¢. The Monarchy of the Franks + xiv. 30. 


was made up of feveral Nations. Among the Franks themielves, the 
Salit and Ripuarii are accounted particular Nations. In Gaul, they had 
reduc’d fome confiderable Provinces, and even the Kingdom of Burgundy 
itfelf, under their Dominion. In Germania, they had Alemannia, Thi- 
ringia, Bavaria and Trigfland. ‘The ancient Provincials were {til call’d 
Romani, and the Germans were not afhamed of the Name of #arbarz, 
which had been long in Ufe to fignify Foreigners in general. The Do- 
minion was properly in the Franks : They enjoyed all the Advantages of 
this Pre-eminence. But then the Obligations the other Nations were laid 
under were fuch, that they had near as much the Refemblance of being Fel- 
low-Members of a Community, as of being under SubjeCtion. Even the 
Inhabitants of the Roman Provinces, were not fo hardly ufed by the Con- 
querors, as fome pretend (2). They retain’d their Civil Liberty and Ef- 
feéts, their Cuftoms and Habit, and, in fome Provinces, even the Ufe of 
the Roman Laws, particularly in thofe which had belong’d to the King- 
doms of the Burgundians and Wifi-Goths. Many of them, in Time, 
rais’\d themfelyes to the higheft Pofts of the Frauconian Empire, as well 
at Court as in the Provinces and in the Army (3). So likewife the prin- 
cipal Cities, here and there, retain’d a good Part of their ancient Polity. 
Thefe generous Proceedings proved highly advantageous to themfelves. 
The Mildnefs of their Government encouraged People to live under it, and 
the Valour and Vigilance of the ruling Nation, prevented thofe from. 
withdrawing their Allegiance, who might be inclin’d to it. The feveral 
Diftri@s and People were govern’d, as was likewife cuftomary with other 
German Nations, by Dukes and Counts. It was, in particular, the Care 
of the latter, to fee Juftice adminifter’d, and to appoint particular Judges 
for that End. But there were fome Dukes alfo, who were not to be 
regarded fo much the King’s Lieutenants, as Lords of their own Lands, 
acknowledging only the Supremacy of the Fraucoman Monarchy. Upon 
that Footing were the Dukes of Aquitam in Gaul, and thofe of Bava- 
ria, Swabia and Thuringia, in Germany. In the Provinces of Burgundy,

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even the Dignity of Patricius (4) was retain’d, after they were under the 
Jurifdiction of the Franks ; perhaps, becaufe they had been accuftomed to 
it in the Time of the Roman Power. When any Thing happen’d con- - 
trary to the common Courfe of Things, the Mi/-Domimi were fent, to 
take Care that every one perform’d his Office duly : Tho’ we find but 
few Inftances of thefe, under the Kings of the firft Line (5): But they 
are the more frequent under the Carolmgian. ‘This Kingdom of the 
Franks was indeed divided, in diverfe Manners, by the Sons of Clovis and 
their Succeffors ; but the moft common Partition was into 4uftrafia and 
Neuftria, with which, after the Time of Cltarius II, was reckon’d that 
of Burgundy (6). Auftrafia remain’d always the Seat of the ancient 
German Valour ; becaute the Offro-Franks themfelves were reckon’d the 
mott warlike of the whole Nation, and the other Nations of Germany 
were reckon’d a Part of this Portion (7). ‘Pipin, of Herfiall, Charles 
Martel and his Sons, employ’d thefe Troops, with the greateft Advan- 
tage: But the Neuftrians never cared to fee them in their Country ; 
becaufe with their warlike Difpofition, they did not keep the beft Dif- 


cipline (8).

but what, in a State of Liberty, was derived from Nature itfelf: Tho’ 
Tacitus, in his Time, mentions four Degrees of Perfons among the Ger- 
mans: Nobiles, Ingenui, Liberti and Servi. So likewife among the 
Franks we find (1), Nobles, Freemen, Freedmen and Slaves (2). It is,

however, 
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however, yet a Doubt, whether the Nobles made a feparate Order (3). 
Roman Writers ufe the Word, Nodsis, when they fpeak of the Germans, 
in the fame Senfe as it was taken among the Romans themfelves, that is, 
of Perfons and Families, who were in the moft diftinguifh’d Employs 
and Pofts of Honour. So, in the German Laws, the Titles Nodiles and 
Optimates are ufed in the fame Signification ; and the Word Athalick is 
in particular applied to thofe who were defcended from renowned 
Families. Even Freedom itfelf had its different Degrees (4), and the 
Circumftances of Fortune made a certain Diftinction among the Freemen. 
In particular we find an Order of Men, who making it their Bufinels to 
ferve others, as Mafters, were, as it were, in a middle State, between Free- 
men and Slaves, and were properly called Servants. Bondage itfelf, with 
the Germans, was anciently different from what it was with the Romans ; 
and they now introduced it, in the fame Manner, in thofe Provinces 
which formerly belong’d to the Romans (5). But the Freedmen made no 
diftiné Order among them (6).

was not ’till after they had been long Mafters of Gau/, that they begun, 
by Degrees, to take a Pleafure in other Affairs. ‘The Conqueft of thefe 
Countries is the fureft Proof of their Valour. And we need not wonder, 
that a People, naturally warlike, fhould take a Delight in Arms, when 
the fortunate Progrefs of their Wars turned fo much to their Advantage. 
The Booty they made, and even the Countries they conquer’d, were di- 
vided between the King and the People, by Lot ; from whence arofe the 
Term of Terra Salica, among the Franks (1). Their chief Strength con- 
fifted anciently in their Infantry : Among whom the Sa/i were particu.

Franks, as it had ever been before in Gaul (3). 


We likewife find, that 


they had, at this Time, a certain Diftin@ion in the Service of their 
Militia, as was cuftomary with other German Nations (4). ‘This, in 
Time, introduced the different Kinds of Vaffals, as likewife various 
Titles and Pofts of Honour in their Army. ‘Their common Arms were 


Sword and Shield, a Kind of Halber

Goths 
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Goths (8), Anglo-Saxons (9), and Longobards (10), that Colours or 
Banners were in Ufe, and more efpecially that their Kings had them: 
And hence we may reafonably conclude, that the Franks made Ufe of 
thefe Enfigns of the Field. But their Victories were not fo much owing 
to the Nature of their Arms, as to their Courage, and Skill in ufing 
them; which Nar/es, a famous General of Emperor Fuftinian’s, himfelf 
fays in their Praife (11). To this we may add the great Experience they 
had gain’d, in their Wars with fo many different Enemies. They fought 
with Succefs againft the Romans, againft the Goths, Burgundians, and 
other German Nations, and, at Length, under the Conduct of Charles 
Martel, againft the Saracens. ‘The Kings generally went themfelves to 
the Field, even in their moft tender Youth (12), and the Maires de ‘Palais, 
found nothing fo effectually eftablifh’d their Power, as taking the Com- 
mand of the Army. ‘Their intended Expeditions were made known by 
a general Proclamation or Summons, call’d the Ban. ‘They were gene- 
rally limited to a certain Time, and every one was obliged to maintain 
himfelf, and the People under him. It was difficult, in their State of 
Liberty, to keep a Difcipline, of which we have an Example in the

of their State of War, is the Introduction of Feodal Tenures; when a 
Piece of Land, or certain Advantages are granted to any one, to engage 
his Fidelity and Service. In the Times of which Tacitus wrote, we find 
nothing explicit or certain of this Matter: But after the German Nations 
had fecur’d a Footing in the Roman Provinces, their Chiefs were in a 
better Capacity, to extend their Liberality, and others learn’d how to

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make a better Advantage of it. Thofe Lands which the ancient Inha- 
bitants were obliged to give up to the Conquerors, were divided among 
the moft valiant of the Nation. Hence arofe the Sortes of the Goths, 
Vandals and Burgundians, and alfo probably the Lerre Salice. In Con- 
fideration of thefe Lands, the Poffeffors were obliged to ferve in the Field ; 
and for this Reafon they did not defcend to the Female Heirs. Thefe 
Eftates were probably on the fame Footing as the fund: Militares, of 
the Romans (1), for the Enjoyment of which the Poffeflors were obliged 
to ferve in the Wars. But, with the Franks, we find a Circumftance 
which comes up nearer to Feodal Tenures. Their Kings were often wont 
to grant fome of their own Domains to Perfons who deferved it, or were 
fo fortunate to be in the King’s Efteem (2). Thefe Grants were reverfible ; 
or at leaft the Enjoyment of them only for Life, unlefs the Kings, as 
particular Marks of their Favour, granted them to the Children of the 
Poffeffors. They were therefore call’d Beneficia (3), which. Word, with the 
Franks, had the fame Sigification as Feudum, and the Pofleflors of them 
Beneficiarii (4), or likewite Lendes (5), fideles, Vai *, Milites **, 
The Maires de Palais had likewife their Vaffals, as is evident by the 
Hiftories of Pipin 1, Grimoald, and Charles Martel (6): So likewife 
the Dukes of Bavaria and Swabia ; and, probably all the Nobles, who pof- 
fefs'd fo large Eftates, as to be able to part with any Lands to others. We 
likewife find another Sort of Feodal Tenure and Vaffalage. Whole 
Nations fubmitted to the Frazks, on Condition, that they would be loyal 
to the King, and ferve him; but that, for the Reft, they fhould retain 
their Liberty and Conftitution. This was the Cafe of the Dukes of 
Aquitain, Bavaria, and Swabia (7). The Longobards (8), in this Ar- 


ticle, made a particular Regulation, according to the Circumftances of

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their Kingdom ; as did, likewife, the Wi/-Goths (0), Burgundians (10), 
and Anglo-Saxons (11), The firft Traces of Things are obfcure ; and 
the Law of Feodal Tenures, likewife, was not brought into a regular 
Form at once. As well Lords as Vaffals, according to the Circumftances 
of the Times, borrowed fometimes one Thing, and fometimes another, 
from the Cuftoms of different People. 

























§ XL. As well the Franks as other Germans, were always, even Their Laws, 


amidft the Tumults of their Wars, great Fayourers of Juftice; a fure 
Sign of a well difpofed People, As. to their Laws, we can the better 
judge of them here (1), as, in this Period, the greater Part of them were 
reduced into Writing. We find two Bodies of Law among the Franks, 
thofe of the Sal, and thofe of the Ripuarii. The Burgundiaus pre- 
fery’d their Laws under the Dominion of the Franks; and under thefe 
Kings, the Laws of the Bavarians and Swabians, were brought into 
fome Order. The Wif-Goths, in Spain the Longobards in Italy; and 
the Anglo-Saxons in Britain, eftablith’d each a new Body of Laws. The 
franks not only allow’d the other German Nations who were under their 
Jurifdiction, each the Exercife of their own Laws; but the ancient Ine 
habitants of fome of the Provinces of Gaul, thofe of the Romans. We 
are not to look for much Politicks in the Laws of the German Nations (2). 
They chiefly confift only of the firft Principles of a publick Security, which 
they had learned from Experience; and, as they were form’d by the Judgment, 
and with the Affent of the People themfelves, are, in many Points, pretty 
mild. We might fay Neceffity firft diated them, and Liberty reduced 
them to Writing. They fery’d the Germans tolerably well, in the penu- 
tious and unciviliz’d State they were then in (3). In Time, other Man- 
ners requir’d other Laws. Under Charlemaign, and_ his Succeffors, 
many new ones were added: But the more imperfe& the temporal Laws 
were, the more Advantages the Bifhops drew into their Ecclefiaftical 

Courts. However, thefe ancient Monuments ‘of the German Laws, are 
to be valued for Antiquity’s Sake. We may there obferve, as it were,

tianity caufed, in general, a great Alteration in their Cuftoms, fo it reduced 
the Ceremony of their Marriages into better Form; and, in particular, 
required the Prieft’s Bleffing to be added to it. It is generally believed, 
that, among the ancient Germans, Husbands had no great Fortunes with 
their Wives. Of ancient Germania, as defcrib’d by Tacitus, this is very 
probable: But Time made alfo an Alteration in this. According to fome 
Laws, Daughters had only their Mother’s Jewels, Ornaments and Attire (7). 
In others they were admited as Co-heirs (8), except in the Zerra Salica, 
and Burgundica. We likewife find Inftances in Gregorius Turonen/is, 
where Brides have been thought more agreable on Account of their 
Portions. What Tacitus fays, of the Germans being unacquainted with 
laft Wills and Teftaments, muft not be underftood of the Franks after 
they were poflefs’d of Gaul. ‘The fame Gregory makes frequent Mention 
of their Teftaments, and Legacies, for pious Ufes; and even the Laws 
give Sanction to this Privilege. The more a Man poffeffes, the greater 
Satisfaction it maft naturally be to him, that he has a Power to difpofe 
of it, at his laft Moments, according to his own Will and Pleafure. 


§ XLII. Ir is no Wonder, that the Franks were fo long, before they 
chang’d their Cuftoms, in Gau/, fince they preferv’d their Language like- 
wife. In the Year 813, at the Council of Tours, it was decreed, that the 
Bifhops fhould preach either in the German or vulgar Roman Tongue (1): 
For there were, at that Time, two Dialects of the Roman Tongue in 
Ufe in Gaul. In Divine Service, in publick Deeds, and in the {mall 
Remains of Learning, a Sort of Latim was in Ufe, which fayour’d very 
much of the Declenfion of the Times: But the Vulgar fpoke it yet 
worfe, and their Dialect was called Lingua Ruftica (2). The Kings, as 
well as the whole Nation, not only retain’d the German Tongue (3); but 
likewife underftood and fpoke that which was call’d the Roman. At 
Jeaft fo it is faid in Praife of fome-of them; as well as of thofe Perfons 
of Diftinction (4), who qualified themfelyes for the Service of both

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Nations(5). But, by Degrees, the Franks, in Neuftria, began to accuftom 
themfelves to the Dialect of the ancient Provincials, and thefe, on the 
other Side, borrowed a great deal of the Dialect of the Franks, fo that, 


out of both, gradually arofe the modern french Tongue. The Inhabi- 
tants of Aujirafia, on the contrary, remain’d by their Mother Tongue. 


This Diftinction is moft difcoverable in the Reigns of the Succeffors of 
Charlemargn, and the Difference grew greater, after the Monarchy itfelf 


came to be divided.

For the latter remain’d always in as great Efteem’ with them, as with 
their Anceftors (7). They valued them as their beft Ornaments, even 
in Time of Peace, and at all publick Feftivals. However the Germaus did 


not all conform to the fame Drefs, 


as we find by what is faid, on this 


Head, of the Goths (8), Saxons (9), and Longobards (10): But in fuc- 
ceeding ‘Times, after Germany had its own Kings, they feem’d to be beft 
pleas’d with the Habit of the franks (11).

HE Burgund: or Burgundiones,.a German Nation, are 
fuppofed by Piimy, to be of Vandal Extraétion, as well as 
the Varin and Guttones (I. 2..4.)\ This their Original is 
confirm’d by the Teftimony of thofe Writers, who after- 
wards had a nearer. Knowledge of them, their Language and Laws. I 
have already mention’d, in its proper Place (VII. 8. n. 2.) the Re 
lation of Orofius, that Drufus -and. Tiberius entrufted them with the 
Burg-Feflen (or Fortrefles) on the Confines of the Roman Dominions, 
in Germany, and. that they borrowed. their Name from thence. They 
were afterwards frequently engaged in Wars with the Romans, as well as 
with other German Nations, cb aks Diy 

2. Tuave, already, taken, Notice, (V. 33.) of the fignal O verthrow 
which they fuffered from Fajfida, King of the Gepide. 

3. ZOSIMUS mentions a memorable Battle, which Probus fought 
with the Vandals and Burgundians. (V. 54. 1.) 

4. In the Reigns of Diocletian and Maximian, they, together with 
the Alemanni, invaded Gaul; and the Chaibones and Heruli attempted to 
do the fame from the North. (See the Words of Mammertinus, (VI. 1.) 

5- Soon after, they had feveral Skirmifhes with the Goths and Az~ 
mannt. (VI. 6.) 

6. V ALENTINIAN,I, madea League with the Princes of the 
Burgundians, to take the Field againft the dWemanni, whom he intended 
ta\fall upon;; onthe other Side: And they advanced as far as the Rhine. 
Amm. Marcell. (VX. 8. 2.) 

7. WHEN, in the Reign of Honorius, feveral German Nations broke 
into the Roman Provinces, an Army of Burgundians, under the Com- 
mand of their King, Guuthicarius, likewife pais’d the Rhine. (VILL 26.) 
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8. Soon afterwards, ‘fovimus affam’d the Imperial Dignity in Gau/, 
and Gunthicarius, together with fome other German Nations, efpoufed 
his Caufe. Olympiodor. (VIIL. 34. 3.) 

9. FOV INUS was murdered, 4. 413. But the Emperor came to 
an Accommodation; withthe. Bargundians ; that he-might purfue the 
Wars with the Wi/-Goths, with more Vigour’: He’ evacuated a Tra of 
Land for their Ufe, probably in Germania prima; (Profp. and Caftodor. 
VIII. 38...4,) which is to be look’d upon as the Rife of the Burguudian 
Rinpdaninwa lh SOU DOR Cm Ahad oa LR NS 

10. Turey embraced the Catholik Religion carly ; and, according to 
the Relation of Orofins, as foon ‘a8*they ehtered Gau/; but, as Socrates 
fays, fooner. (IB. . 2. 3.) But we find afterwards, that fome of their 
Kings, particularly Gundebald, were Adherents to Ariani{m. 

11. Bur it was not the whole Body-of the Burgundian Nation, that 
went to Gaul. ‘Thofe who:remain’d behind probably intermix’d; with 
the Goths, and incurr’d their Fate; as\we find there were Burgundgans in 
Attila’s Army. (1X. 25.) 3.) Paulus Diaconus, in’ his’ Deleription of 
the Emigration of the Lioxgobards, L. 13. mentions, among other ‘Things, . 
that they pafs’d thro’ the’ Burgundiab. 'The' Name of this Country’ is, 
however, loft,’as is that of the Burgwnudiaus who remain’d-behind* in 
Germany. | 

12. | sHary mention the Revolutions of the Aurgundian Kingdom, 
according to the Series of their Kings; on which Occafion feyeral other 
Matters will be added. And as, in many Circuimftances, we are not ar- 
rived to.a’ fufficient Certainty ; it’ may be of Service to take Notice of 
what may be but conjectured.

GUNDICARIUS. 


1. Or this King, we have the firft authentick Account; becaufe he 


eftablifh’d the Kingdom of the Burgundiaus in Gaul. He broke inte 


Belgica, A. 435, or 436, and feveral other Nations were his Adherents.. 
Zétius vanquifh’d him, in a bloody Battle; but came to a new Agreec- 
ment with him: JIdat. Profp. Sidon. (IX. 11... 1..2.) And then it 
probably was that Savey was evacuated to him. In the Chronicon Pro- 
sPERI, publifh’d by PrruHoeus, we find, ad an. Theod. XX. (421.) 
Sabaudia Burgundionum reliquis datur, cum mdigents drvidenda. But 
there is undoubtedly a Miftake in the Year. 

2 GUNTHICARIUS faffer’d a great Overthrow ftom the 
Huuns, which was probably, 4. 450, when Attila invaded Gaul. (1X. 
27. n. 2,) And perhaps what is mention’d, 77. 17, in the Burgundian 
Laws,

1. GREGORT fays, Gundeucus, was of the Family of Athanaric, 
the famous King of the Wi/-Goths, L. TL. c. 28. Faust autem 9 Gun- 
deuchus, Rex Burgundiovum, ex genere Athanarict regis perfecutoris, de 
quo fupra memoravimus. He makes mention of Athanaric, Lib. Il. c. 4. 
“Of this Affinity, fee below, n. 3. 

>». WHEN Avitus affum’d the Imperial Dignity in Gaw/, as well the 
Burgundians as the ‘Wift-Goths efpouted his Party ; and when Theoderic, 
‘King of the 47/-Goths, march’d, to the Affiftance of Avitus, againft the 

Suevi, to Spain, both the Kings of the Burgundians accompanied him. 
Jornann. c. 48. (ad an. 456.) His auaitis agre tuht I heodericus, 
compacatufgue in ceteris gentibus arma movit in Shevos, Burgundionum 
quogue GuNDIACUM © HILPERICUM Reges auxiliares babens, fibi- 
gue devotos. (X. 12.) On this Occafion, they over-run the Provincia 
Viennenfis, Lugdunenfis, and Maxima Sequanorum : And hence we find, 
in Sidonius, the Name of Germania Lugdunenjis. Of thefe, Majorianus 
was oblig’d to leave them in Poffeffion, being refolved to employ all his 
Force againft the Vandals in Africa. (X. 15. 1. 4.) 

3. GUNDEUCUS was Magifter Milittum (X. 22. 1. 5.) and 
married the Sifter of Rzcimer, the Eo ritins, who had fo much Influence 
in Rome, and throughout all Italy; Which Circumftance we learn from 
the Hifforica Micella. Lib. XV. Mortuo Ricimero, Olybrius Imperator, 
Gundibarum, (1. Gundibatum) ejus uepotem, Patricinm effecit. This is 
Gundibald, the Son.of Gundeucus. Ricimer himfelf was ‘born of a Daugh- 
ter of Wallia, King of the Wi/Goths (X. 19. n. 2.) If therefore Wal- 
lia was -télated to the abovemention’d Athanaric, we haye an Iluftration 
of Gregory’s Words: Gundeucum fuiffe de genere Athanaricth _. 

4. SIDONIUS (X. 22. 4.) makes mention of Chilperic, who 
{eems to have taken his Refidence at Lyons, and, at, the fame Time, 
extols his Confort: Sane, quod principaliter medetur afflittis, temperat 

Lucumonem noflrum Tanaquil fua: and farther: neque quicquam, Deo 
propitiante, nocitura, fi modo quandiu prafens poteflas LUGDUNENSEM 
GERMANIAM vegit, noftrum fuumque Germanicum prajens Agrippina 
moderetur. Some therefore call this Queen, Agrippina : Tho’ Sidonims

Doubt. (IX. 9.) The fame Gregory mentions a King Chilperic,.who kept 


his Court at Geneva: de vit. Part. I. in vit.S. Romani & Lupicini : Lupi-- 


cinus autem jam fenex accefit ad Cur¥LPERICUM Regem, qui tunc Bur- 
gundie preerat.. Audierat enum, bune babitare apud urbem JANUVAM; 
which is taken for this CAilperic, who, befides, is the moft noted, on 


Account of his Daughter, Cloti/dis, who was Clovis’s Queen, from whom: 


all the Kings of the Franks defcended. The Ambition of Godegifelus 
paved the Way to his Ruin; (XI.. 10.) fo that the whole Kingdom was 
united under Gundobald.. , 
2. A, 472, the Emperor Olybrius nominated Gundobald, Patricis 
and Magiffer Militum (X:.22.) and he contributed very much to the 


Adyancement of Glycerius, to the Imperial Throne, 4. 473. CX. 23. 2.)° 


His Reign I have treated of in its proper Place. (XI- 10 and 11.) 

3. Two Circumftances are proper to be here examin’d into, his Death, 
and his Queen. Marius i Chron. Petro Cos. (4. 516.) Hoc 
Cos. Gundebaldus obit, © levatus eff filius ejus Sigifmundus. Pactius 


ad An. 519. n. 19. indeed imagines Gunaobald died A. 517; becaufe, in: 


the Burgundian Laws, the 52d. Tit. de mulieribus defponfatis, is dated 
IV. Kal. Aprils, Agapito Cof- But I fhall obferve below, that the 
Collection of the Burgundian Laws, which we have, was made in the 
Reign of Sigifmund, and that, therefore, we have no occafion to depart 

from Marius’s Computation. 
4.GREGORT extols his Queen, without naming her, de Gloria 
Martyrum, Lib. Ul. c. 7. where he takes Notice, that fome Burgundian 
Soldiers made a Prefent to. King Gundobald, of a Silver Vefflel, which 
they had ftolen out ofthe Church of St. Julian; at Brioude, in Auvergne : 
But the Queen prevail’d upon him to fend it back to, the Place it 
was taken from. Qwuatuor ex his per fugam lap patenam, SS urceum 
qui anax dicitur, in patriam deferunt, 5 divifam m tantis, ut evant, tele

tatis, [pecialiter gaudia veftre perennitatis, agnofcant, qua generaliter 
cunétis fama concelebrat. -Ornat quippe imperi vefirn amplitudinem lon 
ginquitas {ubjettorum, S diffufionem reipublice veftra afferit, quod remo- 
tins poffidemur. But in Reality, thefe are only Compliments, which 
coft Avitus, who himfelf was not a little proud of the Title of Senator 
Romanus >, little or nothing. The Correfpondence between the Em- 
peror, and the King of Burgundy, was fo difficult, that Sigdmund,, in that 
very 84th Letter, complains, he had not been able to forward .a Letter 
to the Emperor, becaufe of Theederic, King of Ofire-Goths. And how 
little Power the Emperor had over the Kings of Burgundy, we may fee 
(ep. 42.) by the Interceffion uaftafius makes Ufe. of, to. obtain. of 
Gundobald the Freedom of a certain young Perfon.

As for the Monaftery of St. Maurice, the Foundation of which js 
generally atcrib’d to Sigi{mund, Marius AAventicenfis fappoles it to have 
been 4. 515. Florentino and Anthemio.Cof. But F. Mabilton, Ann. Ord. 
Bened. T. 1. p. 568. pretends the Foundation to have been earlier, and 
that Sigi{mund only repaired and adorn’d it. The Hiftory of St. Mau- 
vice, and the Theban-Legion itfelf, is likewife mention’d (XI. 31.) Euche~ 

rius’s Life of St. Maurice is publith’d by Chiflet ; and by £. Ruynart, in 
Att. Martyr. Sinceris, p. 273. The Hiftory itfelf at fo great a Dift- 
ance of ‘Time, and for Want of ancient Accounts, is very obfcure. 
Cave doubts of the Truth of it, and Yo. Dibordien publith’d aT reaty 
at Amfterdam, A. 1705, on purpofe to prove it a Fable. Baldefano, 
in his Hiftoria di S. Mauritio, fhews moré of the Orator than the Hifto. 
rian. ‘The Devotion of former Times, which was not fo very Critical, 
held the Relicks of St. Maurice in very ‘high Efteem. In Germany, his 
Lance is preferved among the Regalia of the Empire. The latter Kings 
of Burgundy bore it as 4 Token of the Royal Dignity, and Rudolph, 
the laft, deliver'd it to the Emperor Conradus Salicus, whet he gave up 
the Kingdom to him, in his Life-time. * The Dukes of Savoy have his 
Ring; of which fee Baldefano, I. c. p. 201, | Raha ee

The Conftitution of the Kingdom of the Burcun- 
piANs: Of thew Laws, Manners, &c. 
I. 
State of the Kingdom of Burgundy mm Gaul.. 


W E know little more of the Burgundians, while they remain’d i 


Germania, than what is obferv’d above: But after they got a” 


Footing in Gau/, the Kingdom of Burgundy became very fa- 
mous, efpecially under Gundebald; and their Kings are no longer to be 
compared with their former Dukes, from whom they were very apt to 


withdraw their Allegiance, In the Beginning, the Emperour may, in’ 


fome Meafure, have retain’d a Supremacy, in the Provinces granted 
them, at leaft with Regard to the Roman Inhabitants. The very Titles of 


Patricins and Magifter Militum, which their Kings accepted of, feem to: 


imply a Subordination: But this ceas’d upon the Downfall of the Em- 
pire in the Weft : Tho’ we find fome Marks of it afterwards. They con- 
tinued to date according to the Years of the Confuls (1): Some Perfons 
of the higheft Rank in the Burgundian Provinces yet bore the Name of 
Senators : Sigi{muna’s Letters to the Emperor Anaftafs abound with 
Refped&t: But thefe are meer Compliments. The three laft Kings Gun- 
dobald, Sigi{mund and Godomar ral’d over the Burgundians, as well as 
over the Romans, in the Conquer’d Lands, not as Magiftratus Romano- 
rum, but as King: And, at Length, their Publick Acts were dated ac- 
cording to the Years of their Kings Reigns (2). The Bifhops fhew’d 
them much greater Refpect than was due to a ‘Patricims or Magifter Mi-

litum; as we may conclude from the Words of Avitus, in a Letter to 
King Sigifmund, (ep. 40.) De feftivitate, ad quam profettus fueram, 
fumma quidem feftinatione reverfus fum, fed quia jam duce Chrifto pro- 
cefferatis, latificandus, ut de Deo credimus, veditu veftro, immodice tamen 
attonitus reddor abjceffu: quod {cilicet im ipfo fucceffura profperitatis re- 
grefjit, advolut genitus Domini met, permulcere ofculis manus, © m f{antto 
ilo pettore fedem fider noftra adorare non merui. When after this, we 
meet with the Title of Patricius, in Burgundy, it is not as a Dignity of 
the Empire; but by Grant from the King. The Adminiftration lay 
chiefly on the Counts, as is particularly to be feen in the Subfcription 
of their Laws: In which we likewife find more Traces of their Confti- 
tution: But I muft firft fay fomething of thofe Laws, 


YI. 
Of the Burgundian Laws. 


1.WeE have a Collection of the Burgundian Laws, publith’d by. Herol- 
dus and Lindenbrogws: but it is uncertain when they were enacted. 
fF. Pagius is of Opinion it was < 501. We find, however, fome Con- 
ftitutions in it newer, as the 524, Agapito Cof. which is dated, 517. In 
the Preamble we find ; dyno fecundoregni Domini nofiri gloriofif{imi, Gun- 
debaldt, Regis. 1 fhould rather agree with thofe Copies, in which Sjg¢/= 
mund is in the Room of Guudebald; for the abovemention’d 52d Confti- 
tution agrees with the 24 Year of his Reign, which he enter’d upon, 4, 
516, after his Father’s Death. In this Colleétion, are many Conftitutions 
of Gundebald, and, among them, two. viz. Tit. 42 and 45. Abieno 
Cof. dated 501 or 502. It is therefore moft probable, that Gundebald 
dirft brought the Burgundian Laws into a Body, which, from him,. was 
call’d Lex Gundobalda in French, Lot Gombette, and that Sigifmund, at 
his Acceffion to the Throne, revis’d and publifh’d them with Additions, 
2. Thefe Laws have one Thing in common with thofe of other Gere 
man Nations, that they were enaéted with the Advice of the whole 
Nation. They were indeed chiefly made for the Burgundiaus, who were 
diftinguifh’d from the ancient Inhabitants, or Romans, by the Name. of 
Barbari, and in moft Points. carry with them evident Marks of the an- 
cient Manners of the Germans: However, there are fome. Paflages. which 
regard the Aomans, and, in Part, are even taken from the Roman Laws; 
for Inftance, in Zit. 51, what is faid. of 'Teftaments, Addit, I. Tit. I. 7. the 
Codex Theodofiants is exprefly referr’d to: De fervitute luminis,. vel

Hand the Daughters ‘nherited all their Mother’s Ornaments and Cloaths, 
exclufive of their Brothers. Tit. LI. 3. Ornamenta  veftimenta 
matrimonialia ad filias, ablque ulla fratris, fratrumque confortio pertine- 
bunt, ati ancient German Cuftom, which we likewite find in the Léx 
Angliorum  Werimorum, Tit. VI. 6. 7. Mater moriens fio terram, 
mancipia, pecuniam dimittat, file vero {polia colli, id eft, murenas, muf- 
cas, monilia, inaures, vefles, armillas, vel quidquid ornamentt propri 
videbatur habuiffe. St nec filum, nec filiam habuerit, fororem vero ha- 
buerit, forort pecuniam  manctpia, proximo vero paterns generis ters 
ram relinquat. This Cuftom is yet preferved in Saxony, where all that 
has belong’d to the Mother, for Ue and Ornament, call’d Gerdde 
(Moyeables) falls to the Daughters.

Difference of Ranks among the Burgundians. What the 
“Leudes were 2 Whether they had Feodal Tenures 


As to the different Ranks of People, in the Nation, we find firft 
Freemen, who are diftinguifh’d by the Names of Ingenui, Nobiles, and 
Optimates : Next Freedmen, and laftly Slaves. But we likewife meet 
with another Order of Men call’d Leudes, who are different from the 
Ingenus and Optimates. Additament. I. Tit. XIV. Quicunque Burgun-

(as the Name it felf fhews) to be a Species of thofe People, who, in 
following Times, were call’d Minifteriales. ‘The Kings had, in _ parti- 
cular, fuch Leades, to whom he granted certain Eftates, on Condition of 
Services to be performed, of which we find fome Footfteps: Z7t. I. 3. 
Ulud etiam buic legi adjungi placuit, ut, fi quis de populo nofiro a pa- 
rentibus noftris munificentia caufa aliquid percepifje dignofcitur, 1d quod 
ei conlatum eft, etiam ex noftra largitate, Ur Firiis Suis REvIn- 
QUAT, prafentt con{titutione praeftamus : And farther, n. 4. Jd etiam 
fratuentes, ut fe quid etiam de nofire munere, au Deo preftante aliter perce-

In Imitation of their 
Kings, the Counts, and other great Men, had their Leades. But thefe 
Eftates were, at this Time, Hereditary. 


V. 
A Cuftom at thetr Marriages. 


Every. Burgundian, when he married, was oblig’d, according to the 
Cuftom of the ancient Germans, to pay the Bride’s Friends a certain Sum 
of Mony. Tit. XXXIV. 2. Si quis uxorem {uam fine caufa dimiferit, 
inferat et alterum tantum, quantum pro pretio ipfius dederat. Add. 
Tit. XII. 1, 3. The Mony fo paid by the Bridegroom was call’d Wit- 
temon, from which, in Time, came the Word Witthumb (dotalitium) Vid 
Tit. 66, 69, 86. 


Vi. 
Of Duels among the Burgundians. 


Ont memorable Article in the Burgundian Laws is, that tho’ Mari 
flaughter was punifhable by Death *; yet, in certain Cafes, Duelling 
was allowed ; fo that the Plaintiff had the Option, either to put his 
Counterpart to his Oath, or to fight him. Tit. VIIE L. 2. Quod f¢ 
ei facramentum de manu is, cut yurandum eft, tollere voluerit, antequam 
ecclefiam ingrediatur, ili, qui facramentum audire jufft funt, (quos a ju-

We find likewife Footfteps of the fame Cuftom in 
the Laws of the Saxons, Alemanni, and other German Nations. <Avitus, 


Bifhop of Vienne, reprefenting to the King, the Abfurdity of putting 


the Decifion of Right to the Teft of the ftrongeft or moft skilful Duel- 
lift; the King anfwer’d: By this Means, the Decifion was left to Gop’s 
Judgment : And eyen Kings themfelves, and whole Nations, had no 
other Means to decide their Differences. See Agobardus adv. Leges Gon= 
dob, p.120. Quid ifte venerandus 8 fanttus vir {ape ditto Gondebaldo 
de {upradittis certaminibus refponderit, audiat, ft placet, benignitas vefira. 
Ciim de bis inter utrumgue fermo effet, 6 beatus Avitus tala reprehende- 
vet, vefpondit ei Gondebaldus. Quid eft, quod inter regna  gentes, 
etiam inter perfonas fepe fmngulas dirimende pratis caufa divina judicio 
committuntur, °3 ei maxime parti, cui juftitia competit, vittoria fuccedit ? 
Ad quod beatus Avitus intulit dicens : St divinum, inquam, judicium geutes 
€ regna expeterent, illud prius formidarent, quod dicitur {evibente Pfalmifta: 
Dissipa Gentes Qua Berra Voiunt, © sllud diligerent, quod perinde 
dicitur.

This remain’d a Cuftom with the Burgundians, when fubject to the 
Kings of the Franks; of which we have an Inftance under Gautram, in 
Gregory, Lib. X.c. 10. Agobard, Bithop of Lyons, entreated the Em- 
peror Ludovicus Pius, to abolifh this Cuftom, as we fee in his Treatife, 
aduerfus legem Gundobadam ;, but it was not done. This Abute of Duel- 


ling ‘enereas’d rather more and more among the Franks ; and what was 
' ordain’d 
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ordain’d in their Laws, asa judiciary Proceeding, was alfo prattis’d extra 
judicially, on almoft eyery Occafion. 


VII. 
State of the Burgundians, under the Franks. 


Tue Burgundians prefery'd their Conftitution, even under the Franks *, 
only they were oblig’d to perform certain Services, and pay a Tribute 
to the Kings. (XII. 2.) They kept their Laws, and had a MajoreDomus 
of their own. Thofe Kings who had Burgundy for their Portion, were 
ftiled Reges Burgundie, as, in particular, the Example of Guntram 
fhews. ‘There were likewife Bodies of Troops form’d out of the Bur- 
gundians. ‘To conclude, I will mention only one Diftinction more, which 
the Franconian Law made between a Frank and a Burgundian. It is 
faid, Leg. Ripuar. Tit. 36. de diverfis interfeGionibus ; Si guis Ripuarius 
advenam Erancuminterfecerit, ducentis folidis culpabilis judicetur. Si quis 
Ripuarius advenam Burgundionem interfecerit, centum fexaginta folidos 
eulpabilis judiwetur. As the Burgundians thus prefery’d their own Con- 
ftitution, it was the eafier for them, when the Carolingian Line, of the 
Franconian Kings, began to decline, again to chufe their own Kings.

OW. far the Kingdom of Burgundy extended in Sigi{mund’s Reign, 
we may, among other Teftimonics, conclude from the Subfcrip- 
tions of the Bifhops, who affifted at the synod at Yenne. OF this, 
I fhall give F, Pagi’s Account, ad A. 509, 2. 21. by which we may, at 
the fame Time, fee the Roman Divifion of the Provinces, and illuftrate the 
modern Geography by the Ancient. Quam late patuerit regnum Burgun- 
dia, colligitur ex ejufdem concili fublcriptionibus, ubt memorantur Sedes 
Epifcopales XXVIL.

Of the Kingdom of the THURINGIANS. 
Ad XI. 4v. 


HAVE made Mention of the Deftrudtion of the Kingdom and 

Royal Family of Zhurimgia aboye : But I deferr’d the Proofs and 

Illuftration of thofe Matters to this Place, that I might, at the fame 
Time, trace all the other Footfteps, that are to be come at, of the An- 
tiquity of the Zhuringians. 


[. 
An Account of the Thuringians, from the Gothick Hiftory. 


1. THE Theruimgs, Thoring?, Thuringi are firft mention’d in the Gothick 
Hiftory : Tho’ I find no Account of them ancienter, than that given 
by Mammertinus, in a Panegyrick on Emperor Maximian, of a War, 
which the Thorings and Taifali (who were Pees a Gothick People) then 
waged againft the Gepide and Vandals. (VI. 6. -n. 3.) 

2. In the fourth Century they became more known, as a People, who 
properly belong’d to the W/7-Goths.. The mighty Athanaric was call'd 
a King of the Theruingi, and the People, over whom he reign’d, were 
fometimes nam’d Got bi, and fometines Therwmg?. His Hiftory give us, 


at the fame Time, the moft authentick Notices of the true Original of 


the Thuringians. In particular, the Goths, who then pafs’d the DB. mube, 
into the Roman Territories, (VII. 17, 18, 19) and afterwards took up 
Ayms, under the Conduct of their Prince, fritigern, againft Valens, were 
call’d Ti beruingt. We find ,among the Roman Force s, Leruingi and gic i, 
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V. Annotation. 





* who were probably a Part of thofe who were then admitted into the 


Roman Dominions, partly by Gratian, and partly by Theodofus. ‘The 


Thuringian Horfes were likewife in Efteem with the Romans, for their 
Strength. (V. 30. 9.) 

3. However, many of the Wi/-Goths, and, among them, the Thurin- 
gians, remain’d behind, who, after the ancient. Kingdom of the W7/-Goths 
was deftroy’d, tried their Fortunes, by themfelves. Probably they had 
a Share inthe Attempts made by Rhadagaifus and Attila. ‘This at leatt 
we find, that there were Zburimgians, in Attila’s Army, when he in- 
vaded Gaul. (IX. 25.) They afterwards, in the Time of St. Severim, 
made feveral-Inroads into Noricum. (YX. 30. n. 8.) And if, with this, 
we give Credit to what feveral learned Men take for granted, that, by 
the Name of Zircilingi, the Thuringians were likewife meant, they had a 
great Share in the Revolution in Italy, under Odoacer, whom ‘fornandes 
calls Rex Turcilingorum. (X. 33. 6. and XL. 3.) From all this, we may 
reafonably conjecture, that, in the fifth Century, after the Swabians, Bur- 
gundians and Vandals had abandon’d the Countries, which we find they 
eahabited in the Times of Clovis and his Sons, they then, took Pofleffion 
of them. 

4. Tue Thoringi, Heruli and Varni were Confederates, and were, at the 
fame Time, in Alliance with the Wi/i-Goths, when they fettled in Gaul, 


efpecially with King Zuricus, who died, Am. 484. (XI. 12. 2. 11.)

1, Tur Kingdom of Thuringia border’d, towards the Weft, on the 
Franks, and on the Danube, with the Dominions of Theoderic, King 
of the Oftre-Goths : For which Reafon, we find fome Account of them, 
in Caffiodorus, Procopius, Gregorius, Turonenjis, and Venantius Fortuna- 
tus.’ Vitechind, a Monk of the Monaftery of Corbey, who wrote to- 
wards the Conclufion of the tenth Century, gives us other Accounts, but 
they arénot warranted. Some are notorioufly falfe, and therefore render, 


the Reft more fufpected.

2. GREGORIUS Turonenfis mentions, Lib. I, a certain Ba/mus (or 
Bifinus) King of the Thuringians, who mutt have reign’d about the Time 
of Martian. "To him, Childeric, when he was expell’d by the Franks, 
took Refuge. Abiens ergo in Thoringiam, apud Regem Bifinum, uxorem~ 
gue efus Bafinam latuit. ‘Nhen he, afterwards, got Pofleflion of his own 
Country again, Queen Bajma left her Confort, and follow’d him, and 
by her he had Clovis. Gregory’s whole Relation of Childeric is, indeed, 
very fufpicious; however Ba/fmus is likewife mention’d, as King of the 
Thuringians, by Venantius Fortunatus, nm VitaS. Radegundis. 

3. WHEN the Turingians extended themfelves in Germanza, it fet them 
at Variance with the Franks. This gave a Handle to Theoderic,. King 
of Aufirajia, to excite his Subjects to revenge themfelyes on the Thurin- 
gians for the Wrongs their Forefathers had fuffer’d by them. GReEGoO- 
rius IIT. 7. Convocatis igitur Francis, dixit ad eos : Indignamim, qué{o, 
tam meam injuriam, quam interitum parentum veftrorum, ac recolite, 
THORINGOS QuonpaM SureR Parentes Nostrros VIOLENTER AD-~ 
VENISSE, ac multa illis intulifé mala. Before his Time, Clovis made 
War on the T4uringians, An. 492. (XI. 7. 2. 1.) * 

4. Tue Thuringians, Heruls and Varni were united, in Clovis’s Reign, 
and made a Party, of which as well the Franks, as the Offro-Goths, in 
ltaly, had Reafon to be jealous. Theodorick, King of Italy, therefore 
kept up a good Intelligence withthem, the better tofecure himfelf againft 
the Franks; as we may fee by his Letter already cited above (XI. 21.) 

5. Arter the Death of Bafinus, his three Sons, Balderic, Hermanfrid, 
‘and Bertharius divided the Government among them. Grecortus, 
Lik. III. cap. 4. Porro tunc apud Thoringos tres fratres, regnum gentis ius 
rvetinebant : id eft, BapERicus ¢, HERMINEFREDUS, atque BERTHARIUS. 
Denique Herminefredus Bertharium fratrem {uum v1 opprimens interfecit. 

6. Or thefe three, Hermanfrid was the moft noted. He married 
Amalaberga, the Niece of Theoderick, King of the Offre-Goths :: And 


Procopius exprefly mentions this Marriage as a Tye of Friendfhip between 


the Thuringians and the Offro-Goths. Poftquam cecidit Odoacer, Thurin=

* The learned Monf. DU BOS ia his Hiltoire de l’Etabliflement de la Monarchie Frangoife dans 
les Gaules, T.I. p. 349. and T. II. p.350. pretends this is to be underftood of the Tongrt. He thinks 
the Tongri, and the 'Thoringi were originally one Nation, and of the fame Name. But even the Frans 
conian Writers diftinguifh them as two.

Hermanfrid’s Wars with his Brothers. - He calls in the Affj- 
jSrance of Theoderic, King of Auftrafia. 


1. Tuts. very King was noted on another Account. His Thirft for 
Rule coft his Brothers their Lives, and pay’d the Way for his own, and his 
Kingdom’s Downfal. As this Hiftory is fo obfcure, we cannot do better, 
than to give Gregory’s Relation firft, and then to obferye thofe Paflages of 
ancient Authors, which either confirm his Account, or render it fufpicious. 
Gregory firft } relates, that Hermanfrid caus’d his own Brother, Berthari 
to be murder’d. But. 8. Radegundis, the Daughter of Bertharius, ex- 
preffes fo much Regard for the nee of her Uncle, and Love for his 
Family, as one would hardly believe fhe could have for the Murderer of 
her Father. 

2. He afterwards givesan Account, Z#d. III. cap. 4, how Herman- 
frid fell upon his third Brother, Balder, and call’'d in Theoderic, King 
of Auftraya, to his Help. Talibus 8 fimilibus ille permotus contra fra- 
trem imfurgit, ac per occultos nuntios Theodericum Kegem ad eum perfe- 
guendum invitat, dicens : ft hunc imterficis, regionem hance pari forte divi- 
demus. Ile autem gavifus hec audiens, cum exercitu ad eum atvigit. 
Conjunttifque fimul fidem fibi invicem dantes, egrelfi {unt ad bellum. Con- 

fugentefque cum Baderico exercitum gus atterunt, ipfumgue obtruncant 
gladio, 9 obtenta vittoria Theudericus ad Pieris oft reverfus. Protinus 
Herminefredus oblitus fidei fue, quod Regt Theoderico indulgere pollicitus 
efi Ximplere delpexit, ortaque eff inter eos grandis iimicitia.

“The Cireum- 
frances of the Times added the greater Hopes to his Withes, ‘becaufé, 
after the Death of the King of Jtaly, the Thurmgtans had no farther 
Affiftance to expect from the Oftro-Goths. Gregory relates the King of 
Aujfirafia’s Expedition, Lib. Ill. cap. 7. Lheodoricus autem Chlotarim, 
fratrem fuum, Theodebertum, filium, m folatiim ad{wmens, cum exer= 
‘citu abut. Thorings vero venientibus Francis dolos preparant. In campo 
enim, in quo certamen agi debebat, fofjas effodiunt, quarum ora operta denfa 
cefpite, planum adjimlant campum. In bas om foveas, cum pugnare 
capifjent, multt Francorum equites corruerunt 5 fuit eis valde impedi- 
mentum. Sea pot coguitum hunc dolum, obfervare ceeperunt. Denique 
cum fe Thoringt cad ocbementer viderent, fugato pre timore Herminefredo, 
Rege iplorum, terga vertum, &§ ad ONESTRUDEM Friuvium ufque perve- 
miunt.

The Naab falls into the Danube, not far from Ratisbon, and the Coun- 
try, thro’ which it flows, was then accounted a Part of the Dominions of 
the Thuringians, as we may fee by the Geographer of Ravenna (IX. 30. 
n. 7.) But it remains undetermin’d, of what People the Words, triume- 
phus gemina de gente, are to be underftood ; Whether the Stwaézams, or, 
which is moft probable, the Bavarians, took the Part of the 7 hurin- 
gians ° What Gregory fays, at the fame Time, of Theodebert, will be 
explain’d by what follows. 

3. Curonorocists place this Expedition of Theoderic’s againtt, Heér- 
manfrid, in the Year 527, in Conformity with Procopims, who writes, 
that the Eyanks did not venture to attack the Thurmgzans, till after the 
Death of the Gathick King Theoderic. (Conf. Pag. ad A. 527.0. 6+) Her- 
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Of the Kingdom of the Thuringians: 


manfrid himfelf was, fome Time afterwards, murdered, and then Thurin- 
gia was firkt poflets'd by the franks. 

4,, Franconian Writers do not name the Place, where Theoderic 
yanquith’d Hermanfrid. For us, it may faffice, that, according to Gre- 
gory’s Relation, it was not far from the Un/fruz. Videchind {ays indeed, that 
the Battle was fought ; im loco, qui dicitur Runibergum, and Sagittarius, 
in Antiquit. Regni Thuringict, p. 252, is of Opinion we muft read Tenne- 
berg. fui I have already obferved, that Videchina’s Relation is render’d 
fufpected by the notorioufly fallacious Circumftances he has intermix’d it 
with. Nor do I think it worth the while to detain the Reader, withavhat 
he fays farther, that the King of Auffrafa call’d in the Saxons to his 
Help, and that they took the Caftle of Scheidungen ; nor with what 
more modern Writers pretend, that the Franks then divided Thuringia 
with the Saxons: Since, according to Fredegarius, and other franconian 
Writers, the Franks did not fully conquer Thuringia, till after the 
Death of Hermanfrid, and not immediately after the Battle on the 
Onftrut. 


V. 


The Death of Hermanfrid. The Devaflation of the King- 
dom of Thuringia. 


1. THe Circumftances of King Hermanfrid’s Death, and of the Con- 
queft of the Thuringians, which enfued, are likewife related differently. 
Gregory, the Gefta ror and imoimus agree, that he was treache- 
roufly murder’d, by Command of Theoderic, at Zulpich. GREGORIUS, 
Lib. II. cap. 8. Idem (fc. Theodericus) vero regreffus ad propria, Her- 
minfredum ad fe data fide fecurum, venire precepit, quem  honorificis 
ditavit muneribus. Factum eft autem, dum quadam die per murum ctvi- 
tatis Tulbiacenfts confabularentur, a, ne[cio quo, impulfus de altitudine muri 
ad terram corruit, tbigue {piritum exhalavit. Sed quis eum inde dejecerit, 
ienor mus : multi tamen adferunt, Theoderici in boc dolum manifeftiffime 
patuijje. Gesta FRancorum, cap. 22. Poff hec iterum Theodertcus, 
data fide Ermenfrido Regi, Tulbiaco civitate ad fe venire fecit. Cumaque 
{uper murum ipfius crvitatis conloquerentur, compul{us de muro urbis ipfins 
corruit ad terram § mortuus eff, {uofque infantes Theodericus itertcere 
rogavit.

2. Tue Treachery perpetrated, by the Franks, on the King of the 
Thuringians, is hinted at, in Procopius, (II. 28.) where the Ambaffadors 
of Belhifarius fay to Vitiges, King of the Offro-Goths, as follows: Que 
vero illorum in Barbaros fit fides, teftes Thuringos % Burgundiones vobis 
haud ne{cis advocamus, mift ipft documentum effetis recentius ° libet imter- 
rogare Francos, quem Deum juraturi fidem vobis fancient: nam quem 
ante bac jurarunt, quam fint reveriti, vos {cire oportet, (XII. 19.) 

3. On the other Hand, in Fredegari Lpitom. cap. 33, it is pretended, 
he was murder’d by Theodebert, Theoderic’s Son: Ipfe vero (Hermenfri- 
dus) a Theudeberto, filio Thenderici, mterfectus eft: Regnum Thoringo- 
rum Francorum dition {ubattum eft. ‘This very King boafts, in a Letter 
to the Emperor Fu/finian, which we find in Du Chefne, that he had con- 
quer’d the Thuringians, and made away with their Kings. Domino 
illuftri & pracellentiffimo, domino 9 patri fuftiniano Imperatori, Thende- 
bertus Rex. Theodorus vir expettabiis cum Solonem vemens pariter lite- 
ras, quas Imperii veftri clementia deflinavit, mtegra animi caritate % devo- 
tione [ufcepimus, quia cum de nobis curam geritis fic latins per dtver{as 
gentes atque provincias Dei amatam amucitiam propagamus. Id vero quod 
dignamini effé folliciti, im quibus provincus babitemus, aut que gentes 
noftrae fint, Deo adjutore, ditiom fubjetta, Det noftri mifericordia. PEvi- 
CITER SuBActis THuRINGIS, & corum provineits adguifitis, Extinctis 
IrsonuM Tunc Temroris Reeisus, Norfavorum gentis nobis placata 
majeftas colla {ubdidit, Deoque propitio Wifigotthis, qui incelebant brancie 
feptentrionalem plagam, Pannomiam cum Saxonibus Euctis, qui fe nobis 
voluntate propria tradiderunt, per Danubium  limitem Pannonte, ufque 
in Oceani litoribus, cuftodiente Deo, dominatio noftra porrigitur.

4. Tue real Time of Hermanfrid’s Death is likewife dubious, and 
when Thuringia was fully brought under the Franconian Yoke, is yuft as 
uncertain. If we will follow the Order of Time, Gregorius Turonenjis 
lays down, cap. 9, and 10, in his Relation, it was in the fame Year that 
Amalaric, King of the Wifi-Goths, was kill’d. Procopims \eads us to 
another Footftep of it, when he fays, that Queen Amalaberga, after Her- 
manfrid’s Fall, went for Refuge to her Brother Theodebat, King of the 
Oftro-Goths, in Italy, de Bello Goth. Lib. I. cap. 13. Poff Theodorice 
obitum, Franci, nemine jam objiftente, Thoringos bello adorti, ipforum Re- 
gem Hermenefridum interficiunt, ac totam gentem im ditionem fubjugant fuam. 
Hermenefridt uxor cum liberis elapla, ad fratrem fuum T headatum, Tunc 
Temroris GotHoruM RecEM fe recipit. But Theodehat came to the

1, Hts melancholy End we have feen. in the foregoing Annotation. 
Queen Amalaberga fled, with her Children, into /taly, to her Brother 
Theodehat, King of the Offro-Goths. When his Succeffor, Vitiges, fab- 
mitted to ‘fujfmian, the Emperor, and was carried’ to Conjtantinople, 
King Hermanfrid’s Children accompanied him thither, (XTIL. 8.*) His 
Son Amalafrid exerted himfelf in the Imperial Service. He ¢éommanded 
the Roman 'Froops, about the Year 547, againft the Gepide, and, with 
his Brother-in-Law, Audoim, King of the Lengobards, obtain’d a fignal 
Vidtory. (ibid.) Venantius Fortunatus, in his Elegy, de Excidio Thu- 
ringie, introduces Radegundts, asking Amalafrid ; 


Belhivca Perfidis feu te Byzantion optat, 
Duttor Alexandre feu regis urbis opes ? 
An Hierofolyme réefides vicinus ab arce, 
Qua eft genitus Chriftus virgine matre Deus ? 


He left one Son, Artarchis, to whom Venantius Fortunatus, p. 344, has 
addrefs’d a particular Elegy, in the Name of Queen Radegundis.

This is 
confirm’d by ‘Procopmus, who was very well acquainted with this Nation, 
when he fays, (X. 6. #. 7.) that the Goths, Vandals and Gepide were of 
the fame Kind and Stature, and had the fame Cuftoms and Language, and 
confequently were originally one Nation, ’till their feveral Chiefs fepa- 


rated them. 


4h ACITUS mentions the Vandals among the moft ancient Deno-

Their pirft Habitation, between the Elb, and the Eaft-Sea. 


Tug moft ancient Account we find of their Habitation is, that they 
dwelt on the Eaff-Sea and the Als. Fornandes, who here, likewife, 
refers to Dexippus, fays, they dwelt on the Sea-Coafts, before they came 
to Dacia.

Migration of the Vandals. Their Wars with the Romans, 
Goths, 5c. 


1. Tur Vandals, as well as the Goths, came from the North towards 
the Danube, to invade the Roman Provinces, as other German Nations 
attempted to do the fame on the Rhine. At the Time of the Marcoman 
War, the Affingi (IX. 2.) offer’d the Emperor M. Antoninus their Ser- 
vice, and were themfelves defirous of an Habitation in Dacia. Ful. 
Capitolinus exprefly mentions the Vandals among the Nations, whom M/Z. 
Antoninus conquer’d: Pannonias ergo Marcomannis, Sarmatis, VAN- 
paris, fimul etiam Quadis extinctis, fervitio liberavit. 


2. Wuat Concerns the Emperor 4ureianus had with them is Mhewn, 
more at large, in Dexippi © Petri, Patricii S Magifiri, Excerptis 
(V. 49.) At the Peace, which enftied, the Vandals oblig’d themfelves to 
fend him 2000 Cavalry, as Auxiliaries. We, indeed, actually find, in 
the Notitia Imperii, Vandalian Cavalry, among the Roman Troops f, 
but it is uncertain, whether they were thefe, or thofe of the Times of 
Conftantine, the Great. When Aurelian abandon’d Dacia, (V. 52) and 
the Roman Inhabitants evacuated it, the Vandals, as well as the Goths, 
oyerfpread that Country, almoft without Oppolfition. 


3. PROBUS waged War with the Vandals and Burgundians 5 
Zofimus (V. 54.) And, according to the Account Vopifcus gives us, he 
had much to do with the Vandals. (Ib. 55. n. 3-) 


4. In Maximinian’s Reign, we find, the Thurmgians and Taifali 
attacking, and making War with the Vandals and Gepide. Mammert. 
II. 17. (VI. 6.) 


5. Tue moft remarkable is the Overthrow they fuffer’d in the fourth 
Century, about the Beginning of Conjtantine, the Great's Reign. Their 
King, Vifumar ++, was defeated by Geberic, King of the Goths, and him-

felf kill’d in the Battle. (VL 28. v.11.) Yornandes fays, this Battle 
was fought on the River Mares, and that the Goths, thereupon, made 
themfelyes Mafters of the Vandalian Territories. This Circumftance gives 
us fome Light, where both Nations then inhabited: For the River 
Maros arifes in the Carpathian Mountains, and flows thro’ the prefent 
Lran[ylvania, and one Part of Hungary, till it falls into the T; heifs, near 
Sigeth. 


6. Tue Vandals, who etcap’d, took their Refuge to the Emperor 
Conftantine, who affign’d them an Habitation in Pannonia. (Ibid.). From 
thete Vandals, Stilico feems to haye been defcended t-  fornandes fays 
they had inhabited thofe Parts, ’till, in the Beginning of the fifth Gen- 
tury, they invaded Gaul. 


7- From the Time of this Invafion, the Hiftory of the Vandals is 
built upon a more certain Foundation. They had attempted the fame in: the 
Time of the Emperor Gratian. (VIL 27. ». 6.) But Godegifelus’s Enter- 
prize was attended with greater Confequences, of which I thall give an 
Account, in the next Annotation. Hiftorians are not unanimous, what 
Vandals thefe were. ‘fornandes will have it, they were the fame, whom 
Confiantime allow’d a Habitation in ‘Pannonia. ‘Procopius brings them 
from the Sea-Coaft. (De Bell. Vand. 1. 3.) Vandali, Maeotidis puudis 
accola, fame pref, ad Germanos, quos hodie Francos nominant, & fiuvt= 
um Rhenum fe receperunt. The Learned are, however, moftly of For- 
nandes’s Opinion.

Different Nations of the Vandals. 


Unper the general Name of Vandals were comprehended feyeral par= 
ticular Nations; in particular we find the Vandal Silingt, and likewife 
the Affimg?. The latter, from which Branch the Kings of the Vandals 
were hkewife defcended, were reckoned the moft warlike, as foruandes 
obferves, cap. 22. Aldingorum e flirpe, que inter cos eminet, genufque indi- 
cat bellicofiffimum, Dexippo Hiftorico referente. The Alani were origi- 
nally a Nation quite different from the Vandals, and firft fabmitted to the 
Dominion of King Guntharic in Spain. |

Of the Vandals, who remain’d behind ia Germany: Diffe- 
rence between the Vandals and Wenden (or Venedi.) 


1. Nor did the Vandals all go on this Expedition; but, as is moft 
probable, chiefly the St/imgz and Ajfingi ; and, on the contrary, the other 
Vandalian Nations remain’d in Germany. Procopius (de Bell. Vand. I. 2.) 
mentions an Ambafly, which the latter fent to King Geiferic, to Africa.

3. Tue Sclavi and Venedi took Poffeffion of the Territories they 
abandon’d: Which has occafion’d the Vandals being generally confounded 
with the Venedi; the latter of which, in the middle Times, are almoft 
generally call’d Vandal, in Latin. 'Thus the Name of Vandal appears 
in the ‘Titles of fome Kings and Princes, which properly fhould be under- 
food. of thefe Venedi. ‘Tho’ perhaps there were actually fome Vandals 


intermix’d with thefe Veneds.

When the Vandals embraced Chriftianity. 


Trey feem to haye embraced the Chriftian Religion, in Pannomia.

A SERIES of the Kings of the VANDALS, from 


GODEGISELUS to GELIMER. 


FTER the Vandals broke into Gaul and Spain, and at Length, 
into Africa, their Hiftory becomes of greater Importance. I 
have jutt mention’d thefe Occurrences, as far as the Connexion of 


Hiftory requir’d, and will now give a more circumftantial Account, in a 
Series of the Kings of the Vandals.

1. He invaded Gaul towards the End of the Year 406, or the Be- 
ginning of the following Year ; about which Time the Aurgundians and 
Alani did the fame. This is, as it were, the Beginning of the Great 
Revolution, which happen’d in the fifth Century, by the breaking in of 
foreign Nations into the Roman Provinces. We are not certainly in- 
form’d what induc’d the Vandals to this Expedition. Some blame St/ico, 
that he himfelf excited thefe People, with an Intent to thruft Honorius 
from the Throne, and to put his Son, Aucherzus, in Poffeflion of the Em- 
pire. Poe On the other Hand, Procopins fays, Neceflity drove them to 
this Refolution. A Queft after Booty was fo favorite a Paffion with the 
Ancient Northern Nations ; that we need not go far to enquire the Mo- 
tives to this War. We are likewife ignorant, which Way oe took to 
Gaul, except what Procopius fays, that they firft fell upon the Franks. 
Tn what followed, they were probably govern’d by the Circumftances of 
the Times. Godegifihis himfelf perhaps never thought the Nation, he

now led out of their own Country, would eftablifh a Kingdom in Africa. 
They fuffer’d. a great Overthrow from the Franks ** ; in which, it is 
fuppofed, King Godegi/ilus himfelf loft his Life. + CVU 15. 14.) But 
they recover’d themfelves, and Refpendial, King of the /ani, came to 
their Affiftance. The Alani had themfelves two Chiefs, Gaar and Re- 
(vendial. .The- firfe came to an Accommodation with the Romans, and 
temain’d, with his Colony, in Gaul; But Refpendial accompanied the 
Vandals into Spain. 


2 GOD EGISILUS \eft two Sons, Guatharic, and Geiferic, but 
the latter was not born in Wedlock. +4 Of thefe Sons, Procopius fays ;

1. A wew Infurreétion in the Roman Empire decoy’d the Suevi, Van- 
dals and Alani to Spain. Conftantine, who afium’d the Imperial Dignity; 
in Oppofition to Hionorius, was already"acknowledg’d by him his Partner

in the Empire, when Gerontzus deferted him in Spam, and fet up Maxt- 
mus for Emperor. By this Means, a Way was open’d for thofe Nations, 
who ’till then had fwarm’d about in Gaw/, to go into Spain. The Van- 
dals, Alani, and Suevt, divided that Country, as it were, amongft them. 


An. att. (VIIL..33. 41. 1:) 


2, HONORIUS came to an Agreement with them, as well as he 
could: But when he made Peace with Walia, King of the Wi/-Goths, 
the Romans made it an Article, that he fhould free Spain of thele Guefts, 
Walla march’d himfelf againft them ; and obtain’d confiderable Advan- 
tages over the Vandal, Sing: and Alani. ‘The latter loft their King, 
Atax, on this Occafion ; and did not venture to elect another King of their 
own; but united with the Vandals. In this War, happen’d the Battle, 
an campis Larteffiacis, mention’d by Szdonims Apollinaris. (X.1 O02 To) 


3. As foon as the Wi/i-Goths return’d, the Vandals recover’d themfelves, 
King Gantharic not only drove Hermanaric, King of the Suevi, to great 
Streights; but, inthe Year 422, defeated the Roman Army, which Ca/fi- 
nus, Magifter Militia, commanded againft him. 


4. 'THeEy, thereupon, extended themfelyes farther, plunder’d the Aa 
learian Vilands, and, about the Year 425, conquer’d Hifpalis and Cartha- 
gend, (LX. 3.) and got firm Footing in the Provincia Betica, whence one 
Part of that Country was, from them, call’d Vandaltia, now Andalufra. 


5. Tue Expedition of the Vandals into Africa, of which the Plan 
was laid under this King, makes a new Period in their Hiftory. Bonj- 
face, Lieutenant in Africa, was unjuftly render’d odious to the Emprefs 
Placidia. Being, upon this Occafion, order’d to Court ; he neither car’d 
to truft to the Mercy of it, nor was he able to maintain himfelf in his 
Province, by Force; he therefore privately invited the Vandals thither. 
(IX. 4. 1.) Before this Expedition was ripe, King Guatharic was murder’d, 
in Spam, in what Manner is not certainly known: (1X. 15.1.) But his 
Brother and Succeflor Genferic brought the Defign to Execution.

>». BONIFACE was indeed reconcil’d to the Court, but could not 
prevail upon the Vandals to return; and when it came to a Battle, 
he was himfelf defeated. The Emperor Valentiman IM made Peace 
with them, in the Year 435, at Hippon, and faffer’d them to remain in 
Africa. (IX. 9.) According to Procopius, Geiferic then agreed to pay a 
Tribute ; and gave his Son Hunoric an Hoftage ; but the Emperor foon 
fent him back again. (lbid.) | 


3. Bur this Peace did not laft long. Geiferic took, An. 439. Gar- 
thage, the Capital of Africa, (IX. 16.) and plunder’d Sicily, Sardimia, 
and Corfica, in 440 and 441. ¢ IX. 18.) Upon this, Valentiman made a 
new Peace with him, in 442, and gave up feveral entire Provinces of 
Africa to him, (IX. 19.) But Genferic did not entirely depend _on this 
Treaty ; but fought all Manner of Means to find the Romans Employ- 
ment, the better to fecure himfelf, With this View, he fpirited up 4& 
tila, King of the Hunms, to invade Gaul. He likewife adhered to the 
Arian Se&, and thereupon perfecuted thofe of the Orthodox Faith.

4. VALENTINIAN, Ul, being murder’d, in the Year 455, Maxt- 
mus forc’d himfelf into the Imperial ‘Throne, and even oblig’d Valenti- 
nian’s Widow, Eudoxia, to marry him, Genferic would now no longer 
be tied down to the Peace with the Romans, and it was then furmis’d, 
that the Emprefs Exdoxia herfelf excited him to fome Enterprize * : 
But the Romans paid dear for it. Genferic laid hold of this Opportunity 
to plunder Rome, (X. 6.) and carried the Emprefs Dowager, Audoxia, 
and her two Daughters, with him to Africa. The eldeft, who by fome 
is call’d Eudoxia, and by others Honoria, he married to his Son Aunortc ; 
and the other, Placidia, was afterwards married to Olybrius, who by 


that Means, pav’d the Way for himfelf to the Throne. 


5. Durinc thefe Diftrattions in the Empire, Avitus, whom Maxi- 
mus had made Magifter Militum im Gallis, aflum’d the Imperial Dig- 
nity in Gaul, with the Affiftance of the Goths. In the mean Time, 
Geiferic infefted the Coafts of Italy; which Ricimer, the famous Patri 
cius, a Swabian by Birth, defended to the utmoft of his Power. dMa- 
jorianus made great Preparations againft the Vandals , but Genferic ren- 
der’d them all abortive, and Majorianns was oblig’d to make the beft 
Peace he could, ** which however was again broken, at his Death.

turies, became fo famous, that it almoft eclips’d that of the Romans, 

a more particular Account has, for this Reafon, been greatly. de- 
fird: But their Hiftory is, in itfelf, obfcure, and has been render’d more 
fo by the many, often very bold, Conjectures of the Learned. In the 
Courfe of this Hiftory, I have obferv’d many Things of the Extraction 
of thefe People, their Habitations, Kings, Expeditions, and other Tranf- 
actions. I do not, indeed, pretend to give a perfect connected Hiftory 
of the Goths. I fhall, however, endeavour to fet fome Matters, on 
which the Connection muft be grounded, in a true Light. I pafs by the 
moft ancient Period of their Extraction, in which the Hiftory of this 
Nation, as well as that of the Greeks and Romans, is full of Fables *, and 
fhall keep merely to the authentick Teftimonies of thofe Writers, who 
liv’d in the Times they write of The Hiftory of the Goths does not 
run in one continued Stream ; but, like a River, makes fundry Excurfions, 
here and there, and then at Length, divides itfelf into many Branches. 
{ fhall firft treat of the Goths, as to what concerns the whole Nation ; 
and then of the Wi/- and Offro-Goths in particular, and illuftrate fome 
peculiar Circumftances of their Hiftory. 


A S the Name of the Goths, particularly in the fifth and fixth Cen-

Of the Name of the Goths. The different Nations compre- 
hended under that Name. 


1. WE find, in the very Beginning of our Enquiry, a great Difficulty a- 
rifing even from the different Names of the Goths. They are properly call’d 
Gothi, Gothones,; Guthones, Gythones, Sc; but they are alfo nam’d Scythe *, 
and Gete +, and likewife, according to Procopius, Melanchlami and Sau- 
vomate. We mouft, therefore, firft diftinguifh the Nation of the Goths 
properly fo call’d, and thofe who were conquer’d by them, or voluntarily 
fubmitted to their Dominion, and from thence were comprehended under 
the fame Name. ‘Pé/my reckons the genuine Goths to be of the fame Ex- 
traction with the Vandals; which ‘Procopius, who was very well ac- 
quainted with thefe Nations, alfo confirms. (See the Paffages im the 
feventh Annotation, n. 1.) 


a2. Turse Goths having, in Time, extended their Power, and many 
other German and Sarmatian Nations being partly conquer’d by them, 
and having in Part voluntarily fubmitted to them, the Greek and Roman 
Writers extended the Name of Goths to them alfo. So we find the Grew- 
thungi, Thoringi, Taifaili **, Peucmi +>, Baftarne, Carpt,- Scirrt,

tt FORNANDES /fays of the Peucini (V. 23. 4.) that they dewelt in infula Peuce, quam oftia 
Danubii conficiunt. Tacitus /ays of them in general, Germ. 46. Peucinorum, Venedorumque, & 
Fennorum nationes Germanis an Sarmatis ad{cribam dubito? quanquam Peucini, quos quidam Baf- 
quand q 
tarnas vocant, fermone, cultu, fede, ac domiciliis, ut Germani agunt.

Fiirri ||, &c. So likewife not only the Vandals, Gepide, and Burgun- 
dians axe fometimes comprehended under the general Name of Goths, 
but likewife even the A/a, who were inconteftably of a quite different 
Extraction. Hence likewife we meet with the Name of many Gothick 
Kings, who never rul’d over the Goths, but over other Nations, who 
were under their Supremacy ; or fingle Parties of them, who have made 
Excurfions to feek their Fortunes, have been taken Notice of under that 
Denomination, and it is therefore the more difficult, to give a Series of 
the Kings of the Goths, that may be depended on. 














IT. 
The Hiflory of the Goths, *te/] the Oftro~ avd Wili-Goths 
feparated. 


1. [ sHatx only endeavour here to verify the principal Occurrences, ac- 
cording to the Light we have from ancient Writers. Even the Teftimo- 
nies of ‘fornandes receive a greater Weight, when fupported by other 
Hiftorians. Yacrtus gives the firft Footftep, in the Perfon of Catualda, 
a Gothick Prince, who drove Maraboduus, King of the Marcomanni, out. 
of his Dominions. (/V. 19.) 








2. THE Goths had probably a great Share in the War, which Domi- | 
tian wag’d againft Decebalus, King of Dacia. (V. 6.) “‘fornandes even : 
writes, that their King, Dorpaneus, came as far as the Danube. ( Ibid.) | 
When Yrajan made Dacia a Province, many Sarmatian Nations were i 
entangl’d in War, and probably the Goths with them. (V. 9. 6.) Pto- | 
lomy places the. Goths in Sarmatia, near to the Viftula *. 


3. In M. Antonins’s Marcomann War, we find the Names of fome i 
Nations, who were afterwards mention’d among the Goths: And pro- ai 
bably they are the very fame who gave Commodus Trouble to keep them Nii 
out of Dacia. (1b. 24. 1.) They afterwards often attempted to break ie 
in on that Side; and Alexander Severus gave them Mony to keep in a 
Peace. (Ibid. 32. 1.) | a

4. In Philip’s Reign, the Goths tell into Moefia. (V. 33.) fornandes 
calls their King Offrogotha, and fays, in his Praife, that he afterwards 
overcame Faftida, King of the Gepida. ( Ibid. n. A.) 


5. Unver Decius, Philip's Succeffor, happen’d a new Irruption. 
(V. 34.) They fore’d their Way over Mount Hemus, in Thrace; de- 
feated Decius, who commanded in Perfon ; took thereupon Philippopolts, 
and pufh’d on as far as Macedonia. In another Battle + with them, the 
Emperor himfelf and his Son, were kil’d. (VY. 34.) fornandes aicribes 
all this to King Curva, the Succeflor of Oftrogotha. (Ibid. nu. 3.) Gallus, 
the Succeflor of Decius, made Peace with the Goths, by Virtue of which 
they were allow’d to retire over the Danube, with all the Booty and Pri- 
foners they had made, and he promis’d the Payment of a certain Sum 
annually, on Condition they fhould not farther infeft the Roman Pro- 


vinces. (V. 35.) 
Excurfions of the Goths, on the Pontus Euxinus, €c. 


6. Arrer this Time, the Goths began to make Excurfions on the 
Pontus Euxinus, and try their Fortune at Sea; on this Occafion they 
landed, here and there, on the Coats of Afia, Greece, and Thrace, and 
overwhelm’d all thefe Countries with the fame Terror. The fame hap- 
pen’d in the Reign of Valerian, ( V. 37.) and again under Gallienus. 
(V. 43-) 


7. Soon after, the Goths, Gepida, Heruli, and Peucini, affembled on 
the Nieffer; got together a Fleet, and enter’d the Pontus Euxmus. 
(V. 44.) A Party of them landed on the Coaft of _Macedomta, and. 
ravag’d the Country as far as Moe/ia. Thefe were the fame whom Em- 
peror Claudius defeated ( VY. 45.) in the Neighbourhod of Naiffus, on 
Account of which Victory, he was furnam’d Gothicus. According to 
‘Fornandes, thefe were not the whole Nation of the Goths, only a Swarm 
of young People, under fome audacious Leaders. We cannot have a 
livelier Idea of this Adventure of the ancient Goths, than by com paring 
it to the Enterprifes of the Normans ( North-Men) of After-times, 


in the Lajftern and Weftern Seas. 
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The Goths get a firm Footing in Dacia. 








8. WHEN urelian totally abandon’d Dacia, which was already very 
much laid wafte, and the Roman Inhabitants evacuated it, (V. 52.) this 
made, as it were, a new Period in the Gothick Hiftory , for the Sarmatian 
and Gothick Nations then extended themfelyes unmolefted, as far as the 
Danube *: And as that River now made the Confines of the Roman 
Empire, this gave Occafion to more frequent Wars between them and 
thefe their turbulent Neighbours. Among Prodéus’s Coins, there is one 
with the Reverfe; Viéforia Gothica, and the Surname of Gothicus, given 
to Diocletian, fhews he had likewife to do with thefe his Neighbours. 























TranfaGtions of the Goths iv the fourth Century, in the Reign 
of Conftantine the Great, and his Sons. 





9. As the Hiftory of the Empire, under Con/lantine the Great, takes, 
as it were, a new Form; fo, by Degrees, it likewife gives a greater 
Light to the Gothick Hiftory. In the Year 523, he expell’d the Goths 
who had invaded Moe/ia and Thrace, out of thofe Countries; but, at the 
fame Time, enter’d into a League with them, by Virtue of which many 
Goths enter’d into the Service of the Romans. (1b. not. 2.) 


10. In the Year 528, he pafs’d the Danube, and built a Bridge over 
that River, the Memory of which we find on many Coins. (VI. 28.) 


11. In the Year 532, he, and his eldeft Son, Conjlantine, took the i 
Field, to affift the Sarmatians againft the Goths. (VI. 28.) Araric, King i 
of the Goths, gave him his Son as an Hoftage; probably for a Security vi 
of the League he then made with the Romans. (bid. not. 5.) | 


12. ARARIC, according to Fornandes, was fucceded by Geberic, 
likewife in the Reign of Conftantine. ‘The fame Author, who likewife 
refers to Dixippus, relates, of him, that he defeated the Vandals, on 
the River Maros, (VI. 28. 11.) and took their Country from them. 


13. CONSTANTINE the Great, boafts, indeed, that by Means 
of his Arms and Treaties, he again made Dacia a Roman Province. (VI.

8. 9.) Notwithftanding which as well the Goths as the Sarmatians, and 
particularly the Sarmata, tmgantes remain’d there; and the boafted Su- 
premacy, over this new Province, was not of long Duration, as is evident 
by the Campaigns Confiantius made againft the Sarmatiaus. (V1. 55.56.) 


~ 14. Moreover, after the laft Treaty made with. Con/lantine, there 
was, for a confiderable-Time, Peace between the Roman Empire,and;the 
Goths. At that Time, Hermanaric xeign’d over the Offro-Goths, to 
whofe Honour, Yornandes fays, that he conquer'd the Heruli, fin, 


Venedi and Roxolani. (V1. 43-) 


15. Ow the other Hand, Athanaric, King of the Wi/i-Goths,. was.at 
War with the Emperour Valens, 4. 367. A Peace was concluded. be- 
tween the Emperor and this King, on the Middle of the Danube, which 
was, as it were, the Confines of both their Dominions. (VIT. 3.) 


IV. 
Separation of the Oftro-. and W1fi-Goths. 


In the Reigns of thefe two Kings, it was that the Offro- and Wifi- 
Goths feparated *, in fuch “Manner, that. each Nation had) their: own 
King: So that, at the fame Time, Hermanaric ral'd over the Oftro-Goths, 
and Athanaric over the Wifi-Goths, with equal Power. ‘fornandes fays 
of Hermanaric, cap. 24. Quam adver{am ejus valetudinem captans Ba- 
lamir, Rex Hunnorum, in Oftrogothas movit procinttum, a quorum focie- 
tate jam Vifegothe difceffere, quam dudum inter fe juncti habebant. In this 
Senfe, Uidorus fays, in Chr. Goth. er. 407. of Athanarico: “nnoV. mperit 
Valentis, primus Gothorum gentis adminiftrationem fufcepit Athanaricus. 


V. 
The Confines of the Gothick Dominions, in the Fimes of 


Hermanaric:-avd Athanaric. 


Turs very Period fhews us the Power of the Goths, when at the 
higheft Pitch ; and, at the fame Time, the Decline of it. We find fome 
Footfteps, that the Wi/-Goths had’ then their Habitation, towards the

Weft, 
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Weft, in Dacia and Sarmatia, in thofe Countries which are now known 
partly by the Names of Upper Hungary, Tran{ylvania, and Walachia, and 
partly belonging to the adjacent ‘Poles. Of the Offro-Goths, we may 
conclude, from the fame Acounts, that they extended themfelves from the 
Source of the Borijthenes to the Don. With all this, we muft reckon fo 
many other German and Sarmatian Nations, which were fubdued by the 
Goths ; viz. the Thoringi, Taifah, Gepide, Burgundians, Varni, Herult, 
Left, “Peucimi, Roxolani, Scirri, Hirri, and others, whofe Names are 
fearce to be truly found : On this the Conjecture is grounded, that the 
total Power of the Goths, when at the higheft, extended towards the 
North, to the Eaft-Sea; towards the Weff, to the Vi/tula, and beyond 
*t., towards the Haft, to the Don ; and towards the South, to the Danube, 
and the Pontus Euxinus.. (XI, 22. and XUII. 7.) In the mean Time, 
thofe Nations, who acknowledg’d the Sovereignty of the Goths, had not, 
therefore, given up their Liberty intirely. The Gothick Kings were fa- 
tishied, if the Nations they conquer’d acknowleg’d their Sovereignty, and 
fery’d them in their Wars; which the greateft Heroes of Antiquity 
thought the nobleft Pmits of their Vidtories, efpecially as the Poverty of the 
Times could not allow of any confiderable Tribute. ‘The Monarchy of 4t- 
tila, and the many different Nations of which it was compos’d, who all re- 
cover’d their Liberty after his Death, may ferve us as an Example, how 
it muft haye been, in the fame Cafe, with the Goths, 


VI. 
Difperfion of the Goths, in the Reign of Valens. 


Bur the Hiftory of the Goths hardly begins to appear in a clear Light, 
before it falls in Pieces again, as it were, of itfelf The Huns make War 
upon the Oftro-Goths; and Athanarick, King of the Wifr-Goths, is ex- 
pell’d by an Infurreétion in his own Dominions,. After thefe Diftractions, 
the Gothick Hiftory takes a quite different Form. Some of the Goths 
remain’d in their old Territories, others crofs’d the Danube, into thofe 
of the Romans, and there feparated likewife. Hence arofe four different 
Sorts of Goths. 1. The Wifi-Goths, who went, under the Command of 
Mlaric, to italy, and founded a particular Kingdom in Gaul and Spain ; 
2. The Goths who continued their Habitation, and preferyed their Loyalty 
to the Koman Empire; among whom, we meet with Zheoderic, the Son 
of Iriarims, Sarus, and many other Perfons.of Note, who fought againft 
their own Country-men, in the Service of the Romans; 3. The Ofiro- 
Goths, who, at Length, repair’d to Jtaly, under Theodevick; And 4. the

Goths who conftantly remain’d in their Country ; fuch were the Gothi 
Tetraxite, who kept their ancient Habitation on the Doz, and the Matick 

Lake. (XIII. 7.) The other Nations, who were Subjects to the Gothick 

Monarchy, recover’d their Liberty, as we have. already obfery’d, in 

their proper Places, of the Gepide, Thurimgias, and others.

The Propagation of the Chriftian Faith, among the Goths.

i. Amone other Circumftances, which belong to the Hiftory ot the 
Goths, in general, and will difplay themfelves hereafter mor, in the 
Hiftories of the Offro-Goths and Wifi-Goths, the Propag#tion of the 
Chriftian Religion deferves principally our Notice. (Se Vol. 1. VIL. 39 
and 40.) Among the Bifhops of other Cities, who exerted themfelves, 
on this Occafion, Afcholius, Bifhop of Theffalor«a, is particularly ex- 
toll’d by Bafilins Magnus, Archbifhop of Cafarea, in Capadocia, ep.

>. So likewife a Greek Prieft, nam’d Audius, made himfelf noted, on 
this Occafion. I hall give his Hiftory from Epirnantus adv. Herefes, 
Lib. WL. cap. 14. Caterum idem ille fenex Audius im Scythiam ab Impera- 
tore velegatus eft, quod populos paffim ab Ecclefie obfequio retraheret, cum 
eo nomine ab Epifcopis effet ad lmperatorem delatus. Cumgue im ea regione 
verfaretur (quot autem annts ibidem vixerit, certo affeverare non poffumus ) 
in interwora Gothice penetrans, barbaros multos Chrifitane religions ru- 
dimentis imflituit. Ex quo monafteria in Gothia nonnulla propagata funt :

Arianifm takes Root among the Goths. Why they are called 
Ariant Hexacionitee ? 


3. VULPHILAS, m vit. 8. Niceta@, is call’d the Succeflor of Theo- 
philus. Under him Arianifm crept in among the Wif-Goths, efpecially 
at the Time when fritigern and Athanaric were entangled in a War to- 
gether. The firft favour’d that Sect, to oblige the Emperor Valens, who 
had fent him Succours, and he adher’d himfelf to their Community. 
(VII. 39. 2 5.6.) fornandes fays, cap. 25, that, by this Means, 
Ariani{m {pread likewite to the Offro-Goths and the Gepide : De catero 
tam Oftrogothis, quam Gepidis, parentibus {uis, per affectionis gratiam 
evangelizanies, hijus perfidie culturam edocentes, omnem ubique lingua 
hujus nationem ad culturam hujus fetta imvitavere. As the Arians them- 
felyes were not united in Opinion; fo the Goths, at firft, adher’d to them 
whofe Doctrine deviated the leaft from Catholicifm. Theodoretus fays of 


them: Nunquam tamen filrum creaturam dici fuftinuerunt. (VIL. 40. 3-) 


4. THEY afterwards adher’d to thofe who were call’d Hexacionite. 
Theophanes writes: lmperator “fuftinianus abjtulit omnes hareticorum Eco 
clefias, eafque Orthodox1s conceffit, exceptis is, que Arianorum Hexaci- 


onitarum effent. (Conf. XTIT. 36. n. 3.) In the Chronicon Alexandrinum,. 


a 


ad An. XL. Zenons, Theoderick, King of the Offro-Goths, in Italy, is 
cal’d Hexacionita. Of the Signification of this Word, Alemannus, m 
notis ad ‘Procopit Anecdota, p. 130. lays: Hi nempe uobiliffimi Arianorum 
erant, in quorum Collegrum adfcribt Gothorum Reges Italict confueverant. 
But it is beft defin’d by the Tenets themfelves of that Set. Thofe who 
taught that the Father created the Son ¢& sx wa, were, for that Reafon, 
call’'d Exucontit or Lxuconite. For the Reft, the Goths and Burgundian,; 
tho’ they were Arians, held with the Catholicks, againft the Photinians. 
In a Fragment of Avitus, Lib. contra Arianos, (Oper. p. 173) is is faid: 
Sceleftiffimam eorum (Photinianorum) in hoc blalphemiam,; perinde etiam 
vefiva, ut nofire legis fententia deteftatur. |

5. Many fuffer'd, among the Gorhs, for the Sake of the Catholick 
Religion ; efpecially under Athanaric, King of the #2¢Gorhs. _Man 
ded into the Imperial Dominions. Several Paflages of 80 -Ahrole eo 
Auftin, and other Fathers, are quoted above, in which Mention 1s 2.4. 
of the Gothick Martyrs. . Among thefe, 3. Sabas, whom Athanarie 
caufed, for the Sake of his Religion, to be drowned, about the Year 
372, is particularly famous. His Acts are recorded by Ruimart, m 
Attis Martyr. finceris, p. 674. and, m Aét. 8.8. Anty. ad. d. 12. Apr. 
Of Nicetas, Suidas makes Mention, im voc. Athanaricus : Athanaricus, 
gui §. Nicetam excruciavit, § magnum Chriftt martyrem effecit, Nice- 
phorus mentions him more particularly, Lib. XI. cap. 48. In his Ads, 
in Surins, ad. d. 15. Sept. is very little Matter for Hiftory, except, that 
it is faid: He fuffer’d (ub Athanarico, co a. quo Gratianus 1mpe- 
yavit Romanis. In the Greek Menai ad. d. 26. Mart. we find the 
following Account of fome other Gothick Martyrs: Martyres in Gothia 
martyrio affeti. Ex quibus {unt duo Preshytert: Bathujis  Vercas, cum 
duobus filtis &3 fiiabus. And farther. He fuerunt {ub Funguricho, Rege 
Gothorim, & Gratiano, Imperatore Romanorum, Jed propter confeffionem 
Chrifti {ub Funguricho per ignem martyr coronam acceperuml. Perhaps, 
infteed of ‘funguricho, thould be read Athanaricho *. 


6. ATHANARIC perfecuted the Chriffians in general, and there- 
fore, there were as well Catholick as Arian Martyrs, and Socrates fays ex- 
prefly, (VII. 29. wot. 5.) Barbaros nonuullos ex Seéta Ariana tum mar- 
tyres factos. 


Vill. 
Of she Gothick Tongue, Writing, Habit, Manners, &c. 


1. In the firft Volume, I have here and there made fome Mention of 
their Language, Habit, and Manner of Life. ‘Procopius proves that the 
Goths, Vandals, and Gepidz, had one and the fame Language. (X. 6. 
n.7.) And therefore we have the lefs Reafon to wonder, that Prifcus 
reckons it among thofe which were moft {poken at Attila’s Court (TX. 
23. 8.) As the Learned agree it was the fame which is contain’d in the 
Cod. Argent. our Enquiry need only be, what Dialect that approaches the

is an Excerptum Smaradi, Abbatis 8. Michaelis, in Dioecefi Virdunenf,, 
who liv’d in the Time of Charlemaign, Commentario in Donatum, and 
in it a Paflage concerning the Gothick Tongue, which I fhall fubjoin: 
In Francorum Gothoruingue genere, hac patronymica {pecies frequentatur 
multoties. parte enim gentih, § a Theodifca veniunt lingua, de gquibus 
im exemple Gothorum pauca primum ponimus nomina, quorum hec {unt tw 
empla: AvtMiIr, Grirmir, Ricmir, Rarnmir, Warmir, WicMunr, 
Ricmunt, Ratmunt, Wirmunt, © frmilia.

Vidi Anfileubi cujufdam, Gothorum Epifcopr, gloffarium, erutum 
ex veteri Codice Bibliothece Moylacienfis, quo multa Gothorum, aliorum- 
gue populorum barbara vocabula explicantur. Of the Gothick Letters, 1 
fhall, on another Occafion, give a farther Account below. 


9. Or their Habit, I have already made fome Mention, (VIII. 1. 


not. 4.) which is, in fome Meafure, illuftrated by the Figures on the Co- 
lumna Theodofi. (VIII. 30.) It is obferved, as fomething’ particular, that 
they fuffer’d their Hair to grow, as did moft of the German Nations *. 
We find, concerning this, a Paffage in Yornandes, cap. U, where he

tur. In Caffiodori Var. the Superfcription to the 49th ep. of the 4th 
Book is: Univerfrs Provincialibus,  CariLiaTis, defenforibus, 9 cum 
riahibus in Suavia confiftentibus. They wore their Hair in a peculiar 
Manner. Synefius calls (VILL 1.) the Goths, flavos illos & Eboico more 
comatos. But the Inhabitants of the Ifland of Auboca, were, in particular, 
known to the Poets, by letting their Hair grow backwards. Homer fays 


of them, Lad II. 74. 


Criniti retro atque agiles comitantur Abantes. 


And Sratius, Theb. VIL 369. - - im terga comantes 
Non ego Abantiadas. 


Sidonius Apollinaris, (X. 13.) in_his Defcription of the Wi/-Gothick 
King, Theoderic I, deteribes his Hair in the following Manner : Capitis 
apex rotundus, in quo paululum a planitie frontis in verticem cafaries re- 
fuga crifpatur. And farther : Aurium legula, SicuUtT MOS GENTIS EST, 
crinium fuperjacentium flagelis opertuntur. What he calls flagella cri- 
nium, are the grani Gothorum, mention’d by Iiidorus. (Ibid. n. 2.) ‘Thee 
are, likewife, the Majores crines, which Honorius forbids, 1.4. Cod. Theo- 


dof. de habitu, quo utt oportet intra ur bem. 


3. Tue Offro-Goths, in Italy, likewife kept their Fafhion ; as we may 
conclude from an Epigram of Exnodius. De foviniano, qui cum haberet 


BarsaM GoruicaM, lacerna veftitus proceffit. 


Barbaricam faciem Romanos fumere cultus 
Miror, & in modico diftinétas corpore gentes. 


ALITER, 


Romuleam tegetem nox oris nubila fufcat, 
Oppreffit veftes tenebrofo tegmine vultus,

The Romans, on the contrary, fhaved their Beards. So Procopius fays 
of Fuftinian, Hit. Arc. p. 109. mento rafus, rite Romanorum. 


4. CLAUDIAN teproaches Rufinus, among other Things, with 
the Vefizs Getarum. (VIII 1. 4.) Of the Gothick Clothing, the Pelts 
are the moft known. Sywefims calls them Rhenones; ‘Prudentius, Ma- 
firuge. (VII. 11. u.8.) The Emperor Honorius forbid them at the 
fame Time, /. c. together with the Bracci and Tzangi. The Calcei Go- 
thict are mentioned 7 Mauricii Strategico, p. 303. and are defcrib’d in the 
following Manner: Calcei debent effe Gothici, foleis {ubjtratis, abjque na- 
ribus fimphiiter confuti, cum anfulis duabus, non pluribus. Nece(fée vero 
eft, ut paucis parvifque claviculs firmentur, ut poffint praftare diutur- 
miorem ufum. Non enim ufurpantur crepide, vel ocree, quia ad itinera 
non {unt idonez, ad geftandum ponderofe. 


5- As for their Accoutrements of War, the Paflage of Ammianus 
Marcellinus, where he defcribes the Arcus Scythicus, may give us fome 
Light. (*) I fhall here add from Avrianus’s Tact. a Defcription of the 
Field Enfigns, which they made ufe of inftead of Colours. Seythica au- 
tem figna funt dracones convenienti longitudine pendentes ex contis. Fiunt 
autem ex pannis inter fe confutis diverficoloribus, capite reliquoque corpore 
omni ad caudam ufque frmilt ferpentibus, in {peciem maxime conformidabi- 
lem, quantum poteft, mftructo. Utuntur autem bis fophilmatibus ; quando 
quiett fiant equi, nibil amplius, quam pannos videas diverficolores ad infe- 
riora dependentes : quando vero currunt, inflati turge{cunt in tantum, ut 
iplas quoque feras fpecie referant, fed  frbilum edunt per frequentem 
agitationem , cumque ventus violentior eos infpirat.

Of ATHANARIC, FRITIGERN, RADAGAISUS. 


I. 
‘ F TER the Wi/-Goths were feparated from the Offro-Goths, their 


Kingdom foon fell into a new Confufion. Athanaric himfelf was 

expell’d by fome other Gothick Princes, and fled for Refuge to the 
Emperor Theodofius. His Adherents were admitted into the Roman Pro- 
vinces; the Reft fought their Fortune another Way. ‘To illuftrate thefe 
Things in fome Meafure, | fhall relate whatever is to be found worthy of 
Credit, concerning Athanaric, Fritigern, and Radagaifus.. Alaric begins 
a new Period, for which I have referved the following Annotation.

1. Hrs Hiftory is related in the firft Volume, (VI, 3.17 § 29.) he 
is call’d King of the Goths, of the Wifi-Goths, or, in particular, of the 
Theruing?. ‘iis Father, Rhotefius, muft have been, if not a King, a re- 
nown’d Prince, among the Gorhs. Themiftius fays ; That Couftantime the 
Great erected a Statue to his Honour at Conflantmople. ( V. 209. not. 5.) 
Cujus (fc. Athanarici) ad placandum parentem maximus ile Conftantinus 
flatuam olim evexerat, qua poft curiam adhuc collocata cernitur. + Atha- 
varie himfelf makes Mention of his Father, in mam. Marcellinus. (VIL 3. 
not. 7.)

2. In Roman Hiftory, this King is firft known by his War with the 
Emperor Valens, which ended, 4. 369. (VIL 3.) 


3. SOCRATES and Sozemenus mention (VIL. 39.) a War Fri- 
tigern, a Thuringian Prince, wag’d with him. This Prince was a Favourer 
of the Chriftians, efpecially of the Arians, and <Athanaric pertecuted 
them the more rigoroufly. (See VII. 39. and the foregoing Annotation.) 


C 4. We find in his Hiftory fome, tho’ but faint, Traces, of the then 

onfines of the Wi/-Gothick Kingdom. We read, for Inftance, (VII. 16.) 
that he pafs’d the Nieffer, and drew a Line between the Prat and the 
Danube. Ibid.) And likewife, that it was into the River Afow (in 
the prefent Wallachia) that he caus’d St. Sabas to be caft, on Account of 
his Religion. * 


5. Ar the grand Irruption of the Huns, Athanaric was too proud to 
give the Romans good Words, and retir’d farther into the Mountains {. 
(VIP. 17.'5.) 


6 Bur he was afterwards diflodg’d by the three Gothick Princes, Fvi- 
tigern, Saphrax, and Alatheus, (VII. 29. 1.) and hereupon fled for Re- 
fuge to Conjiantinople, where the Emperor, Theodo/ius the Great, gave 


him a favourable Reception. He died, foon afterwards, (Jbid.) and one — 


might almoft conclude, from a Paflage of St. Ambrofe’s (VIL. 29. #. 6.) 
that he embrac’d the Chriftian Religion before his Death, efpecially as 
Marcellinus {ays of his Interment: Noftro modo fepultus eft. 


7. ANNO 382. Theodofius made Peace with the Wi/i-Goths, who 
were Athanaric’s Adherents, (Ibid. n. 3.) and allow’d them an Habita- 
tion in the Roman Territories, jure bofpitit, by which they were oblig’d 
to ferve the Emperor in his Wars; whence they. were likewife call’d 
Federati. But this, for a Prince, whofe Will was their Law, was much 
too weak, as Maric’s Enterprize will foon convince us. Some Gothick 
People, efpecially the very fame who adher’d to Fritigern, remain’d in 
their ancient Habigations.

1. FRITIGE RN, indeed, feems not fo properly to claim a Place 
in the Series of the Gothick Kings. <fornandes fays of him, cap. 26. 
Caepere autem primates corum, & duces, qui Regum vice ils preerant, 
id eft, Fridigernus, Alatheus  Safrach, exercttus mopiam condolere, Oc. 
and cgp. 27. he calls him, Regulus Gothorum. According to the Rela- 
tion of Ajmm. Marcellinus, he is properly to be look’d upon as a Thurin- 
gian Prince, (VU. 19. #. 1.) 


2. Tuat he firft wag’d War with Athanaric, and receiy’d Succours 
from Valens, on which Occafion he adher’d to the Community of the 
Arians, V have already obferved. (VII. 39. 5. © 6.) 


3. He retir’d, with his Nation, upon the Approach of the Hanus, 
into the Roman Territories, and commanded the Goths, in the Battle in 


which Valens loft his Life. (VIL. 30.) 


4. WHEN the Goths, after this Victory, overfpread the Dominions of 
the Roman Empire, far and near, Fritigern fell into Theffalia, (VII. 27. 
u. 5.) but came to an Accommodation with Gratian and Theodofius, by 
Virtue of which he retir’d again over the Danube. (VII. 30.) 


5. THERE he turn’d his Arms againft Athanaric himfelf, as has been 
obfery’d above. (VII. 29. m 2.) 


6. ArteR this, we find nothing farther recorded of him. If I may 
be allow’d, in this confufed State of Things, to offer a Conjecture, it is 
not improbable, that Fritigern was a Prince of the Thurimgians, who was 
conquer’d by Athanaric ; but, after fome Time, diflodged the Conqueror 
himfelf, and thereby freed his Nation from a Dependency on the Goths. 


IV. 
RADAGAISUS. 


i. SeE his Hiftory, (VIL. 14.) Orofius, Auftin, Caffodore, Prof- 
per, and Ifidorus, call him Rex Gothorum, tho’ it is not known whe- 
ther 
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ther he himfelf were a native Goth, or to which Nation of the Goths 
he properly belong’d. S/idorus fays of him, Chr. Goth. ad An. Honor. 
& Arcad. X. Rex Gothorum, Rhadagaifus, genere Scytha, culini idolola- 
trig deditus. 


9. IT isno Wonder that Hiftorians, who mention his Irruption into 
Italy, vary fo greatly in their Accounts, fince they liv’d at fo great a 
Diftance. Some were of Opinion, that he and A/aric ruled, at the fame 
Time, over the Wif-Goths. So fays Ifidorus ad An. Houorii § Arca- 

ip 


rum a Romanis extinttam, im vindittam fanguis horum adver{us Romam 


between them. A/aric belong’d to the Gothi-leederati, who had a Ha- 
Jee : 5 7 : 
bitation allotted them in the Roman Provinces, and was in a good Un- 
derftanding with Stico, when Radagaifus invaded Italy. See the Words 
of Zofimus, (VIII. 16. x. 3.) 


3. So far it is probable enough, that Radagaifus had of different 
Nations, who were reckon’d to be under the Gothick Sovereignty, out of 
Germania and Sarmatia, in his Service *. When it is faid, in ‘Profper’s 

T° F ae aes AiR r a0 One 
Chron. (Ibid. n. 10.) that his Force was divided into three Armies, led 
by their own Princes, one might conjecture, that the Vandals, Alam, 


and Burgundians, who, in the Year 407, foon after the Overthrow of 


Radagmfus, fore’d their Way into Gau/, made a Part of them, and, after 
his Death, were for making their Fortune feparately. 


4. AMonc Radagaifus’s Enterprizes in Italy, the Siege of Florence 
is particularly remarkable. (Ibid. ».6.) Wehavea fine Elegy on that 
Subject by Petrus Angelus Bargaus, + of which I fhall adda Part here, 
as it were, to refrefh the Reader, in thefe obfcure Times. It cannot be

Of the Kingdom of the W1s1-Gotus, m GAUL 
and SPAIN. 


A Series of thei Kings from Alaric to Amalaric. 


S long as the Goths fwarm’d about in Sarmatia, and were only 
A known by the Overthrows they fuffered from the Komans, and 
the Romans from them, we were obliged to put up with the ° 
Imperfections of their Hiftory: But after the Wif-Goths in Gaul and 
Spain, and the Offro-Goths in Italy, had founded feparate Kingdoms, a 
Knowledge of them, as it became more neceflary, fo alfo it was fix’d on a 
furer Bajis. 1 hall now lay before the Reader the Hiftory of the new 
Kingdom of the Wyi-Goths, in a Series of their Kings. 


1. 


ALARIC 
died 410. 


4. Tuave already given his Hiftory. (VIII. 4. & feg.) As Claudian 
fays of him, that he was born i Barbara Peuce, (VILL 4.) we might 
reckon him of the Nation of the Peucimi; unlefs the Poet be fuppoted 
to ufe that Name for the Country of the Goths in general. He was of 
the Family of the Ba/tz, and amongft thofe who crofs’d the Danube; 
for he commanded in Perfon, in the Battle againft Theodofius, on the 
Heber. (VIII. 4. #. 1.) After the Conclufion of the Peace, Theodofius 
gave him a {pecial Command over the Goths, and he did, 4. 394, good 
Service in the Expedition againft Augemus. (VIII. 4. x. 6.) 


2, AFTER 
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2. Arter the Death of Theodofius *, in the Year 395, he invaded 
Tiyricum Orientale.(lb.) Rufinus, who had then the Adminiftration in 
his Hands, at the Court of Arcadims, appeas’d him, 4. 396, by con- 
ferring upon him the Prafectura Mlyrici Orientals. (VIL. 5.) 




















3. He fell into Italy, A. 400, but, at Length, came to an Agree- 
ment with Stico, (VILL 10-12.) which gives us a great Light to all 
the Tranfactions which enfue. 


4. WHEN the Court deviated from this Agreement, lari, from 
thence, took an Opportunity to vifit /taly a fecond Time. This is pro- 
perly the Beginning of the War, by which the Wi/-Gorhs obtained 2 
new Kingdom. He oblig’d the Senat of Rome, to fet up Attalus, Pra- 
fectus Urbis, for Emperor, in Oppofition to Honorius; with a View of 
obtaining from him thofe Advantages, which were not to be had of 
Honoris. "The moft remarkable Circumftance of this War, was the 
taking and plundering of Rome, which the Goths fcaled, the 24th of 
Auguft, A. 410.

great Share of the Tranfactions of the Empire in her own Hand. 


2. WALLIA, hereupon, actually repaired to Spain, to war againft 
the Suevi, Alani, and Vandals.

The Diftraétions which arofe in the Reman Em- 
pire, after the Death of Honorius, before Valentmian III got Poffeffion 
of the Throne, excited the Courage of the Goths to extend their Do- 
minions. In 425, Lheoderic befieg’d the City of Arles, which was the

Zheederic. declar’d for Severus, and, 
on this Occafion, befieg’d Arles: And Agrippinus, Lieutenant of the 
Provincia Narbonenfis, who bore a perfonal Enmity to Egidius, deli- 
ver'd Narbonne into his Hands, in the Year 462. This City, which, 
during the Space of 600 Years, had been, as it were, the Roman Bar- 
rier in Gaul, was afterwards of Service to the Goths, to extend their 
Power, as well towards the Rhone, as in Spain itfelf. Sidonius Apollinaris, 
who foon after took a Journy into Spain, has left us a Defcription of it, 
(Carm. 23.) by which we may fee, that the City was then in a good 
Condition, and was deliver’d up to the Goths, as being Friends and Allies 
to the Romans.

~, On the other Hand, Egidius had Childeric, King of the Franks, 
on his Side. Frideric, the King of the Wif-Goths Brother, march’d 
with an Army, towards the Loire, againft Egidius : The latter, being 
affifted by the Franks, encounter’d him near Orleans, between the two 
Rivers, Loire and Loiret, and obtain’d a Victory, in which lrideric was 
kil’d on the Spot.

King, 466 ; died, 484. 


1.EURICUS fucceeded his Brother. I have already given his 
Hiftory. (IX. 26, & feg.) When the Emperor Leo, after the Death of 
Severus, nominated Authemiys, Lord of the Weft, Euricus declar’d 
againft him. Gezeric, King of the Vandals, in Africa, incited him to it, 
and likewife inftigated the Offre-Goths, in Thrace, to do the fame, that 
he might cut out Work, on all Sides, for the Emperor, who had agreed 
with Anuthemius to attack the Vandals. 


2. Tuus he broke with the Romans, about the Year 470, and con- 
quer’d all that had belong’d to them in Spam (X. 25.); in which the 
Oftro-Gothick Prince, Widemr, teems to haye been Affiftant to him. 
(X. 30.) 


3. In Gaul, he took Arles and Marfeilles, and probably defign’d to 
extend his Dominions to the Lore and the Rhone. He likewife befieg’d 
Auvergne, the Capital of the Diftrict of that Name, which lay very con- 
venient for the Accomplifhment of his Defign ; but he met with a ftout 
Refiftance from Acdicius Avitus. 


4. In the mean Time, Julius Nepos became Emperor; and, in the 
Year 474, or the Beginning of the following Year, he concluded a Peace 
with Euricus, by Means of Epiphanius, Bifhop of Pavia. By Virtue of 
this Treaty, he kept Auvergne, but was oblig’d to deliver up 4/es and 
Marfeilles to the Emperor. (X. 26.) After this the Goths had, beyond 
all Difpute, an independent Dominion in their Part of Gawd, as well over 
the Roman Inhabitants, as over thofe of their own Nation *. 


5. Soon after this, the Empire began to approach towards its utter De- 
cline. Orveftes expell’d Nepos, and placed his Son, Romulus, on the 
Imperial Throne. (X. 32.) But he was dethron’d by Odoaver (X. 33.) ; 
and Nepos retir’d into Dalmatia, having yet Adherents in Gawd.

He enter’d upon the Government, 
at Touloufe, after his Father’s Death. When, fome Years afterwards, the 
Oftro-Goths repair’d to Italy, he fent them Succours againft Odboacer : 
(XI. 4.2. 8.) His Marriage, with the Daughter of their King, Theoderic, 
feems to be a farther Confirmation of this good Underftanding. 


2. He allowed more Liberty to the Catholicks than his Father had 
done, as we may fee by the Acts of the Council, held, 4. 506, at Agde, 
in Lower Languedoc, (XI. 12.) The Congregations had the Liberty of 
chufing their own Bifhops, and feyeral Monafteries were founded’ among 
them. 

3. He gave a new Form to the Laws by which the Koman Inhabi- 
tants of his Country were wont to be govern’d ; and, in the Year 506, 
he caus’d an Abftract of the Codex Theodofianus to be made, which is 


known by the Name of Codex Alaricianus. As for the Goths themfelves, . 


they kept their own Laws, which Awuricus had already caus’d to be 
reduc’d into fome Order.

4. As much Honour as he gained by this, as little did it tend to his 
Reputation, that he caufed the Standard of Money to be lowered: So 
that the Gothick Gold Guilders are forbidden by the Burgundian Laws, 
Avitus, ep. 78, refers to this Debafement of Coin, in the following 
Words: Nec quidem talis electri, quale nuper, ut egomet haufi, in fanéto 
ac fncerifjimo impollute manus nitore fordebat, cus corruptam potius quam

5. Apout the Year 498, or 499, a Ditference arofe between the 
Franks and the Goths, which had like to have broken out into an open 
War. Theoderic, King of the Offro-Goths in Italy, took great Pains to 
reconcile Clovis and laric; to which the Letters mentioned (XT. prs) 
and likewife the Interview between C/ovss and Alaric, taken Notice of 
by Gregorius Turonenfis, (11.35) may, with the moft Probability, be re- 
ferr’'d.

6. Ir came, however, to a War, in the Year 507. Maric was de= 
feated near Vouglée +, on the River Vienne, and loft his Life in the 
Battle *. (X. 13.) The famous Monk, Roricus, invented many Cir- 
ftances of this Battle; and a learned Hiftorian, with Reafon, wonders, 
how F. Daniel came to be led away by them ff. 


7. I wave already given an Account of the Codex Alaricianus. (XI. 12) 
There is a Difference of Opinion, among the Learned, what Hand 4unianus 
had in it?

In this Partition the Oftre- 
Goths kept Provence: And as, in the Time of Theoderic, the Goths of 
both Nations intermarried, without DiftinGion, it was particularly fi- 
pulated, that it fhould be free for every one, either to take his Wife and 
Children with him, or to remain with them, in the Place of their Ha- 
bitation *.

pres du Rhone, fous le rezgne de Charles V. roi de France. Spon. (a) dit 
au contraire, que le marbre fur lequel Vinfcription eft gravée, fut deterré 
a St. Gilles meme, & il croit apres Porpo d’Arsenas (4), qui n’avoit 
aucune connoiffance de cette infcription, que la ville de Saint Gilles eft 
Vancienne Heraclée. Le P. Harpourn (c) dans fes notes fur Pline, fans 
nous donner d’autre garant que BoucHE méme, qui dit tout le contraire, 
affre, que cette infcription fut trouvée 4S, Rhemi, petite ville de Pro- 
vence, & ajoute que cette derniere ville eft la veritable Heraclée de Pline, 


IIIf. Cette diverfité de fentimens fur l’endroit, o& ce monument a été 
decouvert, donne d’abord lieu de prefumer qu’il eft fuppofé. On peut 
ajouter, qu’on ignore le lieu, ou il eft confervé, & que perfonne n’a dit 
encore l’ayoir vu. Mais en examinant de pres tous les termes de Vinfcrip- 
tion, il eft aifé de fe convaincre, qu’elle a été faite a plaifir dans les der- 
niers fiecles. Nous allons donner la-deflus nos reflexions, aprés avoir ob- 
fervé, qu’elle ne peut avoir été dreffée en l’honneur d’Ataulphe & de

fallu dire Flavio Ataulpho, &% non pas Ataulpho Flavio, D/ailleurs tous 
les anciens, qui ont parlé de ce Roi, ne lui ont jamais donné d’autre nom 
ou prénom, que celui d’Ataulphe; & quoique nous voions dans le Code 
Vifigothique le prénom de Flavius donné aux Rois des Vifigots, a la téte 
de quelques unes de leurs loix, nous n’en trouvons cependant aucun avant 
Reccarede, c’eft-a-dire avant la findu VI. fiecle, qui fe foit fervi de ce 
prénom, & il eft certain, qu’on n’en fcauroit donner aucune preuve 
ayant ce tems-la. .

V. Iv paroit en effet, que Theodoric roi des Oftrogots, ou d’ Italie, 
fut le premier des princes barbares, qui fe para (2) du titre de. Flavius, 
affecté jufqu’ alors aux feuls Empereurs. Ce prince fe |’ attribua fans doute, 
parce que, quoi qu’il n’eut pas le titre d’Empereur, il en tenoit cepen- 
dant Ja place en occident, & qu’il pretendoit avoir fuccedé a leur 
autorité. Avant lui,& jufqu’a l’entiere decadence de Empire, bien loin, 
qu’aucun des rois barbares fe foit egalé aux Hmpereurs par des titres fi 
magnifiques, on voit au contraire, qu’ils fe comportoient, comme s’ils leur 
euffent été foumis, & quils fe regardoient comme vaflaux de Empire. 
Reccarede, qui eft le premier des rois des Vifigots, qui emploia ce pré- 
nom a la téte de fes loix, le prit, au fentiment d’un habile (4) critique, 
pour ne pas ceder & paroitre inferieur aux Rois Lombards d’Italie, qui 
Vavoient ufarpé fur les Empereurs de Conftantinople, aux quels il avoit 
toujours été confacre. 


VI. On pourroit objecter, que le terroir de Saint Gilles, aux environs 
du Rhone, étoit appellé anciennement Vals Hdaviana,, K qu'il a pris ce 
nom, felon quelques auteurs, des premiers rois Vifigots, maitres du pays, 
a caufe qu’ils fe fervoient du prénom de Flavias. Mais outre quil eft 
conftant, qu’Ataulphe ne regna jamais dans ce canton, & qu’on n’en fcau- 
roit donner aucune preuve, tous les memoires, ou il eft fait mention de 
la Vallée Flavienne, pour fignifier le territoire de S. Gilles, ne remontent 
pas au-deffus de la feconde race de nos Rois.

Pour le titre de tres puiffant rot des rois, de tres jufie, 6 trés- 
invincible, de vainqueur des vaimqueurs, que Vinicription donne a Ataulphe, 
outre que ces termes ne font point du ftyle des anciennes infcriptions, il 
falloit, dit Mr. de Tillemont (2), que les peuples, qui drefferent celles, 
dont il s’agit, portaffent alors la baffeffe la flatterie 4 une etrauge exe 
trenité ; eux qui deux ans auparavant weuffent traité Ataulphe que de 
barbave ae tyran.

Hermanaric, King of the Oftro-Goths: The Family of the Amaili. 


1. ¥W HAVE already taken Notice, when the OffroGoths feparated 

[ from the Wifi-Goths. ‘Their King, Hermanaric, is equally famous, 

as well becaufe the Power of the Goths came to its higheft Pitch, 

as becaufe it declin’d again in his Reign. (VII. 15.) He was of the Family 
of the dmah, (VI. 43. 1.) fo called, becaufe it defcended from Amal. 


2. Tue Goths themfelves were very proud of this Extraction. Kin 
Athalaric in his Letter to the Roman Senat (Caffiodor. Var. VIII. 2.) 
to inform them of his Acceffion to the Government, fays: Prwlata eft 
ergo {pes noftra cunttorum meritis ; © certius fuit de nobis credi, guam 
guod de alis potut approbart, néc imjuria: quoniam quevis claritas Zeneris 
Amats cedit, &3 ficut, qui ex vobis nafcitur, origo Senatoria nuncupatur, 
ita, quiex hac familia progreditur, regno digniffimus approbatur : And to 
the Goths themfelves, ibid. ep. 5. Recipite aque prolperum vobis femper 
nomen Amalorum, vegalem profapiam, Baltheum germen, infantiam pur- 
puratam. ‘This very King reproaches the Vandals, for not having fhewn 
ereater Tokens of their Refpect to the Blood of the Awali, in their 
Queen Amalfried. Var. TX. ep. 1. (ad Hildericaum, Regem) Nam & hee 
veftre nobilitati fuilfet adectum, fi mter Aldingorum ftirpem retinu:[Jetis 
Limali fanguinis purpuream diguitatem. Yt would have been well for the 
Defcendants of this Family, 1f they had always remember’d, what Kine 
Theoderic (Caffied. L cit. IV. 39.) wrote to LTheodehat : Amalhi Sanguines 
virnm non dcvet vulgare defiaerium.

3. In the Genealogical Table of the 4 mali, compiled by ‘Joruandes, 


we have the lef Certainty, with Regard to the firft Perfons of it, as he 
himfelf refers to the fabulous Times of the Goths. For the latter, they 
may be the better warranted, as we have likewife a farther Account of them 
m other Hiftorians of Credit. “Fernandes writes (c. r4.) having before 
made Mention of the Gothick Heroes, who were famous at the Beginning 
of the fecond Century: Horum ergo (ut ipfi fuis fabulis ferunt) primus 
fuit Gapt, qua genuit Halmal, Halmal vero genut Augis: dugis genuit 
eum, gui dittus eff Amala, a guo © origo Amalorum décurrit. Lt Amala 
genuit Tarna, Harna autem genuit Oftrogotha, Oftrogotha genuit Unilt, 
Unitt senuit Athal, Athal genut Achiulf, Achwulf genmt Anfilam 6 Edi 
alf, Vulduif 6 Hermerich : Vuldulf vero genut V alaravans, Valaravans 
autem genuit Winitharium, Wimthartus quoque genut Theodemir, S Wale- 
mir 5 Widemir, Sc. In the Cod. MS. of the Ambrofian Library, there is 
a Difference , for there Winitharius is faid to have had but one Son, call’d 
W andalarius.

Condition of the Oftro-Goths, after Hermanaric’s Death. 


1. Arter Hermanaric’s Death, this Hiftory is the more obfcure, be- 
caufe Ammianus Marcellinus and Fornandes differ. ‘The former, who 
lived about this Time, fays, that Vithimer, after Hermanaric’s Death, 
was elected King; and, being kill’d ina Battle with the Huns, (VIL. 
15.) was fucceeded by his Son Vitheric (VIL 17. m 5.) 
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XW. Annotation. 


2 JORN ANDES mentions neither Vichimer nor Vitheric ; but 
fays that, after Hermanart’s Death, the Offro-Goths did not agree among 
themfelves : That his Son, Hunnimund, fubinitted to the Sovereignty of 
the Hunns; but that Vinithar * endeavour’d. to maintain his own and his 
Nation’s Liberty, ’till Balamer making War with him, he was bimfelf 

ki’ in Battle. His Words are as follows: Offregothe Ermanarics Kegis 
{ui deceffione a Vefegothis divift, Hunnorum fubditi dittoni, im eadem patria 
remorati {unt 5 Winithario tamen Amalo principatus [ut mfignia retmente ;

t. Tue Offro-Goths remain’d fome Time without a King, *till Va/z- 
mir, the Son of Vinithar, afcended the Throne. ‘This Prince, with his 
two Brothers, Theodemir and Videmir, accompanied, in the Year 450, 
Attila, King of the Hunus, on his Expedition into Gaul. (IX. 25. m. 2.) 


2. Bur when, after “ti/a’s Death, his Monarchy fell to nothing, 
thefe three Brothers came to an Agreement with Marcian, the Roman 
Emperor, who gave them that Part of Pannonia, which I have already 
defcrib’d (X. 7.), where they had enough to do with the Hunns, Gepj- 
dé, Sarmatians, and other Nations. (o.8, 9, 10.) 


3. ArreR Marcian’s Death, the Emperor Leo renew’d the Alliance 
with them, on which Occafion, Zheodemir deliver'd his Son, Theoderic, 
as an Hoftage, to the Emperor. (Jd. 9.) | 


4. VAL AMIR died without Iffue, and his two Brothers, think 
ing themfelves too much ftreighten’d in their Habitation, in Pannonja 
refolyed to feek their Fortune farther. Videmir went to Italy; but “Re 
foon afterwards, and his Son, of the fame Name, join’d the Wi/-Goths 
in Gaul. (X. 30.) Theodemir invaded Greece, about the Year 474: But 
Zeno, the Emperor, came to a new Agreement with him, and refign’d 
to him the Diftrict of Pautalia, in Dacia Mediterranea. His Death, 
which happen’d quickly after, made Way for young Theoderic (X. 31.), 
whom we fhall meet with, in the following Annotation, as Founder of 
the Kingdom of Italy.

Lenomis, Tmperatoris, confulto, privatum havitum, 
fuaque gentis veflitum, reponens , infigne Regi amittus, quate jam Gotho. 
rum Romanorumgue regnator, ad{umit. (XL 4. not. 1.) It feems Em. 
peror Zend allowed Theoderic the Royal Title, with all the Pomp, that 
was anciently ufed, at the Imperial Court, on the like Occafions *: And 
his Succeflors afterwards kept up to it. So hile fays of Idebadus :

-Cram= 
pini’s Opinion, that Theoderic did not firft build this Palace, but that it 
was the Palace of the ancient Emperors, is very probable.

3. The Gothick Government was not abfolutely hereditary. Their 
Eleétions were held in the open Field, and they fet their King on a 
Shield, to fhew him to the People! So Vitiges fays of his Election, 
Gothos inter procinttuales gladios, more majorum, {cuto fuppofito, regalem 
fbi contuliffe dignitatem.’ XXX. 8. not. 2. I have likewite obferved the 
fame Cuftom of other German Nations.

V. 
Famous Men in Theoderic’s Reign. 


1. We might have a greater Light into Theoderic’s Reign, if we had 
a better Account. of thofe Perfons, as well Goths as Romans, who were 
famous under him, and whofe Names we, in Part, meet with in-his Hit 
tory. There was an excellent Academy, in which both: Nations ftrove 
to outvy each other, that they might pleafe a Prince, who was fo good 
a Judge of Merit. In the Letters of Caffiodorus, Ennodius, and Avitis, 
we find fome fuch Materials, and the following Annotation will prefent us 
with the Image of the famous Boctis, as it were for a Specimen, In the 
mean Time, I fhall only add here, the excellent Epitaph of Seunarius * 
from Pitheus, Lib, IV. Epigramm.

VI. 
Of the Swabians who were fubjedt to Theoderic. 


I~ the Countries, which belong’d to Theoderic’s Kingdom, on this 
Side the Alps, we find likewife a Nation of Swabians, Var. 1V. ep. 49, 
where the King conftitutes Fridibad his Lieutenant over them, with the 
Superfcription : Univerjis Provincialibus, Caritiatis, Defenforibus, & 
Curiahbus in Suavia conftitutis. And, Lib. V. ep. 15. Unsverfis Pof- 
fefjoribus im Suavia conftitutis. So likewife, L7b. 1X. ep. 8, Ofum is 
appointed Stattholder in Suavia and Dalmatia. 'Thele Swadbians, of whom 
Fornandes makes frequent Mention, and in particular, cap.55. (X. 11. 
not. 4.) ate probably the very fame whofe Habitation is taken Notice of 
by Procorius de bell. Gothic. Lib. V. cap. 15. Hine fe aperit Prebulis 
regio: fequitur, cut Dalmatia nomen eft, que cum spla Occidentahs 
smperii finibus comprehenduntur, proxima Liburnia, linc Iftria, deinde 
vegio Venetorum ad Ravennam urbem porretta. Atque bi funt marts 
accola: fupra quos Sifcit % Suasi, non ili, qui Francts parent, fed ab 
tis diverft, interiores terre trattus obtinent. Ultra hos Carni fiti funt 
Noricique: ad quorum dexteram Dacas,  Pannones habitant.

1, In the Conftitution of his Kingdom, as far as regards* the 
Goths, we find they were all in general efteemed a free People *: We 
find a Token of it, Var. L. V. ep. 30. Coflula igitur atque Daila cum 
Deo propitio Gothorum naftrorum libertate letentur, onera fit ferviia a 
nobis caufantur impungt.

2, TuHeEy were, however, bred to War. Even in Time of Peace, their 
Diverfions were fuch as accuftomed them to.a ready Ufe of the Spear 
and the Bow. This Cuftom is extoll’d by Ennodius, mm Panegyr. p. 314. 
fam ilud quo ove celebrandum eft, quod Getici inftrumenta roboris, dum 
provides, ne imterpellentur otia noftra, cuftodis, © pubem indomitam {ub 
oculis tits, inter bona tranguillitatis, facis bella proludere ? Adbuc manent 
m foliditate virium viétriia agmina, © alia jam creverunt. Durantur 
lacerti miffilibus, ut impleant actionum fortium, dum jocentur : agitur 11 
vicem fpectacult, ee fequenti tempore poterit fatis effe virtuti. Dum 


arms eee vafiita lenta torquentur, dum arcus quotidiane capitum 
neces divigunt, urbis omue pomerium funulacro congreffioms atteritur. Agit 


figura certamimuum, ne cum periculo vera nafcantur. Cuftom made thefe 
‘Exercifes a Sort of Diverfion, and probably thefe Turnaments of the 
German Nations contributed, in fome Meafure, to the Neglect of the 
ancient Cireus among the Romans, in the Wet. 


3. Wuen Procoptus, Lib. WI. cap. 4, defcribes the Combat, of 
which I made Mention, XII. 27, it gives us an Idea of thofe Turna- 
ments which afterwards came fo much in Vogue. famque in confpectu 
proximo utrique fteterant, cum Vir Gothus, Viliaris nomine, mole corporis 
valens, vifu terribils, impiger ac bellicofus, admiffo equo proceffit ante aciem, 
medioque in campo confiitit, lorica munitus, © gatea, atque e Romanis 
omnibus unum phe quifcungue vellet, im certamen popofcit.

Procopins fays of 
the Goths, whom Theoderic fent with his Sifter Amalfrid, when the was 
married to Lhrafamund: de Bell. Vand. Lib. i. cap. 8. Sororem ille 
mifit cum comitatu Gothorum mille nobilium, gut ftipatorum munus obirent 2 
hos fecuta_funt minifteria, e viris bellicofis colleta, ad quina circiter 
milliia.

1. His Name at Length is: Awicius Manlius Severinus Boetius. We 
have his Life written by ‘ful. Martianus Rota: But Pagius juftly calls 
him Autor futilis, ad A. 526. n. 7. Some Circumftances may be illuf- 
trated from Boetius’s Treatife de Confolatione Philofophia. 


2. He takes Notice, how, when Theoderic had a Sufpicion of the 
Senat of Rome, he efpoufed their Caufe.

Increpuifti 
etiam vebementer YNyustt Factum Senatus. He therefore found fome 
Comfort in his Misfortune, in the inward Conviction of his own Inno- 
cence, which remains the moft certain Reward of Virtue, when deceit- 
ful Fame, when Malice and Ignorance reprefent the beft of ACtions in a 
falfé Light. Indeed all his Merit could not then ward off the Blow, 
which his Fate and Power had prepared for him: But they have pre- 
ferv’'d his Memory, and Pofterity blames, or, at leaft, pities Theoderic, 
for having fprinkled his Throne with the Blood of Boetius and Sym- 
machus >. 


~. OF his Execution, we find the following, in Anon. Valefii : Rex vero 
vocavit Eufebrum, prafecttum urbis Ticini: 85 maudito Boethio protulit in 
eum fententiam. Qui mox in agro Calventiano, ubi im cuftodia habebatur, 
mifit,  reum fecit occidr. Qui accepta chorda in fronte diutiffime tortus, 
ita ut oculr eus creparent, fic {ub tormento ad ultimum fujte occiditur. 
Marius Aventicenfis (ad A. 524.) Interfectus eff Boethius im territorio

8. I wave here only cited thofe Paflages, which confirm what is faid 
of Boetius, in the Hiftory of King Theoderic. His Writings render 
him noted on another Account. In them we difcover an excellent 
Genius, and, at the fame Time, a more than ordinary Diligence, which 
he applied in the Study of P/ato’s and Ariftotle’s Philofophy. He ven- 
tur’d likewife to ‘difcufs the moft fubtle controverfial Points the 
Church was then engag’d in: Tho’ he complained, that Occafion was 
taken, from his Application to Study, to render him fupected *. Some 
learned Men, upon going thro’ his Works more narrowly, have, at the 
fame Time, examined the Occurrences of his Life more circumftantially. 
In this Light we may look upon Ren. Vallini vita Boetu, which he has 
added to his Treatife de Confolatione ‘Philofophiz, and more particularly, 
La vie de Boece, avec la Critique de ces Ouvrages, inferted by Monj. 
le Clerc, in the Biblioteque Choifie, T. XVI. And likewife the Hi/toire 
de Boece, Senateur Romain, avec l Analyfe de tous fes Ouvrages **, of 
which we find an Account in the Journal des Scavans, 1. 59. pe 329.

King Theoderic (XI. 42. u. 14.) that he employed his Care for 

the Publick Shews, and even concerned himfelf in the Faétions 
which then reigned in the Circus. But the Management of the Theatre 
was then one of the Affairs of State. 


S OME may perhaps think it ftrange, to find in the Hiftory of 


I. 


The Pleafure the Romans took iv Publick Shews, efpectally 
the Circus. 3 


1. Tur Romans took an unmeafurable Delight in Publick Shews. 
Even in the Time of their Liberty, they not only placed the greater 
Part of their Diverfions ; but likewife a Sort of Devotion in them; and 
their Splendor encreafed in Proportion to the Wealth of the Times. 
Cicero’s Letter to Marius * may ferve to give us an Idea what Pleafure 
the moft noble of the Komans took in this Kind of Diverfion. 


2. THEY were, in a particular Manner, fond of the Races in the 
Circus. "This Propenfity was fo general, that an ancient Author + rec- 
Kons it among the Caufes that perverted the Roman Youth from the 
Purfuit of more valuable Studies. “fam vero propria & peculiaria Urbis 
hiyus vitia pene in utero matris concipi mihi videntur, hiflrioualis favor,

SS vladiatorum, EQuoRUMQUE ftudia : quibus occupatus © obfeffus animus 
quantulum loct bonts artious relnguts % quotum quemque mUENerIS, gus 
domi quidquam aliud loquatur ? gquos altos adolefcentulorum fermones ex= 
cipimus, fe quando auadttoria intravimus? Nec praceptores quidem ullas 
crebrioves cum auditoribus fuis fabulas habent. Many young Men, of 
the moft diftinguifh’d Families, applied themfelves to nothing, with that 
Fervency, as an Expertnefs in the Management of their Chariots and 
Horfes *. 


Of the FaGtiones Circi. 


3. THERE were four diftiné Companies who appeared in the Circus, 
and were diftinguifh’d by the Colours of their Habits, and Chariots. 
Among thefe was divided the Affection of all Rome. The Spectators 
laid confiderable Wagers among themfelves, and their Partiality was 
thereby the more quicken’d. ‘Pémy gives us the more impartial Account 
of thefe Things, as he was not himfelf biafs’d by an Inclination to them ; 
X. ep. 6. Circenfes erant , quo genere {pettaculi ne leviffime quidem teneor. 
Nibil novum, mbil varium, nibil, quod non femel fpettaffe fufficiat. Quo 
miagis miror, tot millia virorum tam pueriliter identidem cupere currentes 
egios, inpftentes curribus hamines videre. St tamen aut velocttate equo- 
rium, aut bominum arte traberentur, effet ratio nonnulla: nunc favent 
panno, pannum amant: et fin ipfo curfu, mediwgue certamine, lie color 
illic, ile buc transferatur, fiudium favorque tranfibtt,  repente agitatores 
illos, egos illos, quos procul nofcitant, quorum clamitant nomina, relin- 
guent. Tanta gratia, tanta auctoritas im una vilifima tunica. Mitto apud 
vulgus, quod vilius tunica eft, fed apud quofdam graves bomines: quos 
ego cum recorder m re mani, frigida, affidua, tam infatiabiluer defidere; 
capio aliquam voluptatem, quod bac voluptate non captar. Ac per hos dies 
libentiffime otium meum in litteris colloco, quos alit otiofiffimis occupations 
bus perdunt. At this Time, it is hardly to be conceived, to what a 
Length the Romans fuffer’d this their Inclination to hurry them. Péay, 
the elder, even fays }, that when the Corpfe of one Fe4x, who was fa- 
mous in the Red Company, was burning, one of his Admirers rufh’d 
into the Flames. It might be asked whether ever a Philofopher had fo

Their Adherents carried this Matter fo far, that, at Length, the Co- 
lours of the Czrcus, at that Time, diftinguifh’d the different Fa@ions in 
the Kingdom : So eafy it is to ftrengthen a Party, when Difcord has once 
difplay’d her Fane. 


2. THE Emperors themfeélyes fometimes were too partial in their 
Favour to one or other of thefe Companies. Caligula fhew’d his Af- 
fection to the Prafimi 4. On which Occafion, it is no Wonder that he 
made himfelf fo familiar with the Charioteers, that he would even have 
made his Horfe a Roman Conful **. On the other Hand, Vitellius fa- 
vour'd the Veneti, and it was almoft dangerous to fhew any Affection 
to either of the other Companies.  Swetonius fays of him (Vit. 14.)

was obliged to put up with many Reflections from the Veneti |. His 
Brother, M. Antoninus, therefore thanks the Gods, that he never em- 
braced any Party, either in the Circus or in the Amphitheater **,

Continuation and Encreafe of the Circenfes. 


1, TOGETHER with the Seat of the Empire, the Czrcenfes and other 
Publick Shews were removed to Con/lantinople, and, according to the 
Example of the two Capitals, the other principal Cities of the Pro- 
vinces built their Civci; of which we find Inftances in Gaul Ff, even 
in the Times of the Goths and Franks ||||. The Primitive Chriftians

of the Circus, chiefly on Account of the Idolatry annexed to them, 
as we may fee in Tertuliian’s Treatile de Spectaculis. Notwithftanding 
this, the Ghriffzan Emperors could not abolifh them. . Con/fantine the 
Great contented himfelf with having put down the Gladiators *: But 
he fuffer’d the Circus, together with the Reft. When therefore Aym. 
Marcellus defcribes the State and Manners of Rome, in his Time, he 
does not forget to take Notice of their Propenfity to thefe Diverfions :

Vehemence of the FaGions in the Fatt. 


2. Ln the Aa/ff, thefe Fations were, at Length, the moft turbulent. 
In the Reign of Azafiasius, they concerned themfelves even in religious 
Controverfies (which of all Things fuch Affemblies have the leaft Pre- 
tenfions to) and, by that Means, had almoft thruft the Emperor from his 
Throne. (XI. 29.) One would likewife hardly imagine it of Fu/tinian, 
that a Prince, who would not fuffer any Sects among the Practitioners of 
the Law, could not keep the Factions of the Circus within Bounds. 
‘Procopius, ae Bell, Perf. Lib. 1 cap. 24, gives the following Account of 
their Infolence, in which even the Women took Part. Pervetus quidem 
eft im crvitatibus fingulis factionum Venete Prafinaque difcrimen: hand ta- 
men ita vetus mama, qua nominibus his © coloribus, gquibus confpicui l= 
dis interfunt, ita [unt deditt, ut eorum gratia fortunas profundant, corpora 
cruciatious acerbiffimis offerant, nec mortem defugiant vel turpiffimam. 
Cum adverfariis digladiantur, ignari caufe, cur in periculum fe ac dima 
catwnem comiciant, at non ignari parate pene, cum probe fctant, fe, 
quamuts vittores, [ub iplam ftatim pugnam raptum iri in carcerem, indeque 
ad fupremum fupplicium. Alter ab altero nulla injuria provocati, odium 
juter fefe exciprunt adeo mexpiabile, ut licet germanitatis aut alo hujufcee 
modi vinculo yunéti, qui colorum iftorum diverfis mvicem ftudiis diffident, 
nulli tamen neceffittudimi, non confanguinitati, non legibus amicitie concedat.

3. fUSTINIAN himfelf and Theodora were biafs’d in Favour of 
the Venetz, and ‘Procopius afligns as a Reafon for it, that Theodora herfelf 
had been an Actrefs in this Company, and in that Capacity had the Fortune 
to 
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to captivate fufliman *. ‘Therefore Cofroes, King of Perfia, who was then 
the moft dangerous Enemy the Roman Empire had in Afia, when he came 
to Seleucia, declared for the Prafinmt. Procop. loc. cit. Poft amore popu 
laris aura incen{us, populum im Circum afcendere, 5 aurigas confueta cer- 
tamina edere jubet. Lodem ipfe afcendit, (pectand: Cupidus, gue ibi fie- 
rent. Et quoniam Fuftiniamun Aug. colori Veneto, qui caruleus eff, mcre- 
dibilt fiudio favere didicerat, quo ili bic quoque adverfaretur, vittoriam 
Prafino deferre conflituit. Igrter coeptum a cerceribus curfum agebant at 
riga, cum forte pratervectus Venetus pratt. Sequebatur Pra MUS he 
prefjam ab illo orbitam infifiens. Quod ex compofito fieri putans Cofroés, 
fiomachatur © minitabundus clamat,. primas concedi Cafari non oportere : 
tum pracurrentibus imperat, equos fuftineant, ut eae a tergo relzttt 
certent. Mos ills geftus, atque ita vittoria Cofroi & fattioni Prajna cefiffe 
vila eft. The fame Hiftorian defcribes the dreadful Bloodfhed occafioned 
by the faétiones Circt, at Conftantinople, when they attempted to de- 
pote Fuftimian, and proclaim’d Hypatius, a Relation of Anafiafius, Em~- 
peror f. We may therefore very well believe, with him, that it was 
fomething extraordinary, in thofe Days, when a Perfon of Diftin@ion at 
Court, as he fays, in Praife of Germanus **, would have no Concern 
with the Factiones Circi,

Theoderic’s Care for the Publick Shews. He takes the 
Part of the Prafini. Of the Office of Tribunus Vo- 
luptatum. 


Unper thefe Circumftances, it is no Wonder that Theoderic wag 
folicitous for the Encouragement of Publick Shews, and in particular for 
the Theatrum Pompeu, and the Diverfions of the Amphitheatre and Circus 
on which Occafion, we may obferve, that Mufick, and the other Arts, 
which are required for the Stage, have been conftantly preferved, even to 
this Day, in Italy, or at leaft in Rome.

1. THE Circus fill continued in Vogue, in the aft. Fuftinus 
Minor did indeed, almoft at the Beginning of his Reign, enjoin the two 
Factions to live quietly, as Thcophanes, ap. Alemann. in not. ad Hift. Arc. 
p 155. relates. -durigarum curricula abfoluto, faczioft inter fe tumultua- 
bantur: quare fuftinus utrique factioni per mandatum fic interminatus 
eft. Vobis defunctum jam effe Juftinianum fcitote Veneti : fupereffe 
etiam nunc yobis Prafini Juftinianum credite. 2Qwo ili audito quieverunt, 
neque amphus altercati funt. But under Mauritius they were the more

2. But in the /Ve/i, and particularly in Italy, both the Circus, and 
the Amphitheatre were fooner abolifh’d; which probably was in Part 
owing to the Badnefs of the Times, efpecially when the Confulfhip was 
no more, and they were no longer provided for at the Publick Expence. 
To this we may add the more rigid Difcipline of the Churches’ *; which 
had long fhewn their Zeal at the Councils, againft the Circenfes ; and 
perhaps, likewife, the Propenfity of the German Nations, who delighted 
in quite different Diverfions, and particularly in Turnaments.

I HAVE already obferved (XI. 42.) what Right the Kings of the 


Whether the Kings of the Oftro-Goths juft introduced

I cannor conceive how fo many learned Men * can pretend, that 
the Kings of the Oftvo-Goths firft affumed certain Rights at the Papal 
Elections, and that the fucceeding Emperors only trod in their Steps: 
Whereas it rather appeats, that the Roman Empreors had before, from 
Time to Time, exercis’d their fupream Authority -, even in what con- 
eern’d the Koman Chair; fo that, in this Point, the Kings of the Goths 
rather followed the Footfteps of the Emperors.

2. Tuts Authority of the Emperors is chiefly difcovered in their 
Ordinances for the Election of Bifhops. We likewife find feveral 
Tokens of it in the Induétion of the other Patriarchs, particularly’ thofe 
of Conftantinople *. 


Efpectall » under Valentinian I. 


3. We find, even in the Roman Church, two Inftances of it, which 
leave us no Room for Doubt. Firft, in the Reign of Valentinian I, 
when, about the Year 367, Damafus and Urficinus were elected Popes, 
in Oppofition to one another: Whereupon Pratextatus, who was Pre- 
fecius Urbis, prote&ed Damafus in the Poffeffion of the Roman Chair, 
and drove Ur/icimus out of the City. Of this we find the following in 
Amm. Marcellinus, Lib. 27. cap. 3. Cujus PRETEXTATI autoritate, juf- 
tifque veritatis fuffragis, tumultu Lenito, quem Chriftianorum jurgia concita- 
rant pullogue Urficino, alta quies parta.

4. YET more evident is the Example we have in the Times of Ho- 
norius, when, after the Death of Pope Zo/fams, Bonifacias and Enlatins 
were chofen, 4.418. The Prafeétus Urbis, Symmachus, gave an Ac- 
count of it to the Emperor, and, in his Letter, ap. Baron. ad An. 418, 
we find the following remarkable Words: Et guoniam Pietatis veftra 
eft de hac parte ferre judicium, flatim pro competenti [ollicitudine vefiram 
Majeftatem crediai vonfulendam, ut, quod de hac parte pietas veftra dé 
cernat, pracepto vefirti numiuus evidenter informet. Honortus took the 
Matter under Confideration, and fent Achilleus, Bithop of Spoleto, to 
Rome, with Orders, in the mean Time, to Exercife the Papal Funétions, 
at the approaching Feftival of Eajfer. . At Length, the Prifettus Urbis 
was commanded to introduce Boniface into Rome (Baronius ad An. 41 9.) 
and the .Emperor thereupon publifh’d that famous Decree (1h. 2. 41.) 
that when, for the Future, two Popes fhould be eleéted, neither of them 
fhould remain fo, but a new Election fhould be appointed +. Sed illum

1, WHEN, afterwards, the Kings of the Ofire-Goths ral’d in Italy, 
this Point was liable to greater Difficulties, becaufe the Kings were of 
a different Communion. Our fafeft Way will be exactly to remark the 
different Cafes that happen’d. In the Time of Odeacer, Bafitius, ‘Pre- 
fectus Pratori, puts the Romans in Mind that Pope Saepicius himfelf 
ordain’d, that no Pope fhould be elected, without the King’s previous 
Knowledge. His Words are: ddmonitione beatiffimi virt, “Pape noftri, 
Simplicit, quam ante oculos femper babere debemus, hoc vobis meminifis 
fub obteftatione fuiffe mandatum, ut propter illum ftrepitum, 6 venerabils 
ecclefie detrimentum, cum ae bac luce tranfire contigerit, non fine noftra 
confultatione cujupibet celebravetur electio. See XI. 2.n.1.

At the Eleciton of Symmachus. 


2. THE Reign of Theoderic gives us two Inftances, in which the 
Royal Authority, with Regard to the Papal Election, is apparent. When, 
in the Year 498, the Senat and the Clergy differ’d, fome having chofen 
Symmachus, and others Laurentids, the King fummon’d both to Ravenna, 
of which Anaftafius fays: Ambo perrexerunt ad judicium Theoderict Regis, 
gui, dum ambo introijent m Ravennam, hoc judicium aquitatts imvenerunt, 
ut, qui primo ordimatus fuiffet, vel ubi pars maxima cogno[ceretur, ipfe 
federet in fede Apofiolica *. But four Years afterwards, the Party which 
“had oppofed Symmachus, began to be in Motion again, of which dza/- 
tafius gives the following Account: Paff annos quatuor elo duttt aliqus 
ex clero, alii ex Senatu, maxime Fetus © Prebinus, imerimimarunt 
symmachum, %6 fubornaverunt te ftes falfos, quos miferunt Ravennam ad 
Regem Theodericum, accufantes B. Symmachum, 9 occulie revocaverunt 
Laurentium, poft libellum Rome fatium, © fecerunt {cbifma,  divifus eft 
iterum clerus. Et alli communicabant Symmacho, alu Laurentio. Tune

3. Arrer the Death of Pope John, 4. 526, Theoderic aflum’d a yet 
greater Authority, and nominated fe/ix, Pope, (XT. 37.) who accordingly 
was confecrated at Rome, the 12th of Yay : But we have hardly any 
farther Account of this, than in the ee written by King Athalaric, 
who, in the mean Time, had fucceded Theoderic, in the Government, in 4 
which he expreffes, Var. VII. ep. 15, his Satisfaction at this Eleétion, It 
to the Senat of Rome, in the following Manner: Gratiffimum uoftro pro- | 
fitemur animo, quod gloriofi Domini avi nofiri refpondijtis m Epicopatus 
életione judicio.

5. ArTER the Death of Felix, there was again a Divifion among 
the Romans, one Party elected Boniface 11, and the other Diofcorus *, 
who however died foon after, and to put an End to this Schifm. Boni- 
face attempted to introduce an Innovation ; and perhaps he thought the 
then Government, in the Minority of King thalaric, a favourable Op- 
portunity for it. With this View, he nominated, in a Synod, Vigséus, 
Deacon of the Roman Church, his Succeffor. But this his Proceeding 
was annull’d in a Council that enfued. (XID. 3.) Axaftafius gives us the 
following Account of it: Eodem tempore, facta iterum Synod, hoc » cén-= 
fuerunt facerdotes omnes, propter reverentiam Santia Sedis, © quia contra 
canones boc fuerat fattum, 5 quia culpa eum (fc.

6. Notuine is fo remarka ae on this Occafion, as that the Senat of 
Rome, about this Time, had an Eye over the Papal Election. As Bri- 
bery began to prevail, and, particularly at this very Fleétion of Sonrfactus 
and Disfcorus, run very high ; a Senatus confultum was decreed ag: raintt it, 
which made it the more Balt aat as one fhould ha: rdly have oe ted, 
that the Senat had retain’d fo much of its ancient Power. Atha/uric 
confirm’d this Decree, and commanded the Prefetfus Urbis, to caute as 
well that as his Refcript, to’ be hewn in Marble, and to be affix’d at 
the Entrance into St. ‘Peter’s Church.

9. Our of all thefe Cafes, we cannot however form one certain Rule, 
what Power the Kings properly had at the Papal Election. It feems ra- 
ther, as if the Proceedings were not always the fame, but were generally 
ruled by the Circumftances of the Times.. But this we may, however, 
conclude, that the Romans had the Freedom of Eleéting and Ordaining 
the Pope, and that the Concurrence of the Senat was particularly effen- 
tial. We do not, indeed, find any exprefs Teftimony, that the Kings 
egularly confirmed the Popes: Tho’ it may be probably conjeébired. 
in the other Hand, it is beyond all Doubt, that in controverted Elec- 
tions, the Decifion was the King’s Prerogative; and, on thefe Occafions, 
he proceeded in the fame Manner as the Emperors were wont to do. 
When Theoderic promoted Felix, and Theoaehat, Sylyerias, to the Papal Dig- 
nity, it was out of the common Way, and the lefs to be taken fora Rule, 
as we do not fo much as know, in what Manner it was really tranfatted.

1. F. Panvinius and Mabil/on omit one Circumftance, which F. Pa- 
gius takes Care to obferve, in the Paffage cited above, L/. 4. of this 4a- 
notation, viz. That the Popes, as well as the other Patriarchs, were o- 
bliged to pay a certain Sum of Mony, when they obtained the Impe- 
tial Confirmation, as likewife, at their Confecration, to diftribute Mony 
to the People. 

2. Unver the Gothick Government, we find fome Mention of this in 
the Senatus confultum cited above, II. num. 6. King Athalaric, on this 
Occafion, moderates the Expences to be made, in thefe Cafes, as well at 
Court, as to the People.

Bu tr. what were the real Motives .to, and Circumftances of this Tax, 
and when it was firft laid, is not yet fo clearly made out.* They that 
fuppofe it to be a Sort of ‘Tribute, appropriated wholly to the Treafury, 
are the fartheft from the Mark. It appears by the abovementioned Or- 
dinance of King thalaric, that it was diftributed at Court; and there- 
fore it may perhaps be derived from the Gifts, or Perquifites, which on 
many Occafions, and particularly; when Perfons entered upon any Poft 
of Honour, were wont to be diftributed at Rome, and to be received by 
Perfons of the greateft Diftinction. ‘They were in Time conyerted into 
Mony, as we may conclude ftom Fuvenal, Sat. I. 117.

5. Tu1s Mony fo to be paid for Confirmations at Court, is not to 
be confounded with the Luthromiflicum,} or Cathredraticum, which the 
Patriarchs, as well as Metropolitans, and other Bifhops, were ufed to pay 
at their Confecrations, to the Bifhops who were prefent, and to the No- 
taries who affifted at them. Fu/timian regulated this lnthronifticum, or, 
as ‘fudian tranflates it, Cathedraticum, in the memorable Nov. 123. de 
fanéti[s. Epifcopis, Oc. in which we have a full View of the Power the 
‘Emperors then exercifed, with Regard to the Clergy ; and that Paflage 
is, infome Meafure, illuftrated by the above-mentioned Ordinance of 
Athalaric’s.

At flolde ineptus Theodatus, cum Ama- 
lafunthe interfectoribus plurimum honoris tribueret, “Petro © Impera- 
tori per[uadere volebat, fe minime approbante, quin potius invitiffimo, 
Gothos hoc piaculum perpetraffe. When ‘fuflinian made a Pretence of 
this Inhumanity to make War with the Goths, Theodehat was fo irrefolute, 
that he neither brought the Treaty of Alliance, which was begun, 
to a Conclufion, nor prepared for a gallant Refiftance. His own Son- 
in-Law was the firft who went over to the Emperor. 


Whether the Emprefs Theodora exctted him to it? 


3. Wuart I hinted of Theodora’s Inftigation, we find in Procopius 
Hift. arcan. cap. 16. Pofleaquam Amalafuntha, ut libris fuperioribus 
declaravimus, Gothorum abdtwatis rebus, aliud vite genus quafivit, 
cogitavitque Byzantium ire, equo cum civibus jure vittura, Theodora 
ftatim occurrit feemine tllims nobile genus, regia dignitas, forma corpo- 
ris fmgularis, acre © imduftrium ingeninum, ob idque non dubitavit, 
guin i S ab illus virilt anim majeftate, 9 levitate conjugis, me- 
tuendum foret. Nec fane leviter hanc patefecit rivalitatem, fed inf 
dias ac necem regine molita, viro confeftim perfuafit, ut Petrum ad 
eam legaret in Itaham. Huic ergo Cafar profici{centt, qua opportuno 
loco narravi, imperat ,; at Augufia (cujus metu, vere tunc locus nar- 
rations non fuit) boc unum committit, ut Amoalafuntbe paret, matu- 
retque necem, magnorum imetta {pe bonorum, ft juffis pareat. Ile 
vel dignitatis vel divitiarum fpe m Itaham flatim tran{mittit ; nam 
ad nefarias cades moderate venire mens humana nequit, Theodatum 
rationibus mili quidem obfcuris im Amalafunthe cadem impeliit.

But here Procopius manifeftly contradiéts him- 
felf, when, de bello Goth. Lib. I. cap. 4, he gives us to underftand, © 
that Peter did not come to Jtaly, till after Theodehat had caufed the 
Queen to be murdered. 


IV. 
Jornandes’s Relation of Queen Amalafwinth. 


JoRNANDES de rebus Gothicis, c. 59, gives us her Hiftory in a 
few Words. Tum mater, ne pro fexus fut fragilitate a Gothis {per 
neretur, fecum deliberans, Theodatum, confobrinum fuum, germanitatis 
gratia accerfitum a Thufcia, ubi, privatam vitam degens, in laboribus 
propris erat, im regnum collocavit. Qui, immemor confanguinitatis, 
pot aliquantum tempus a palatio Ravennate abftrattam, in infilam 
lacus Bulfinenfis eam exilo relegavit. Ubi, pauciffimos dies im triftin 
tia degens, ab ejus fatellitibus in balneo eft firangulata.

2 THOMAS CORNEILLE has given us a Tragedy called 
Theodat, in which he has painted this King as a Hero, and Amala- 
fwinth in the falfe Colours Gregory has fhewn her in. This may indeed 
be, in fome Meafure, allowed in a Poet: But for the falfe Circumftances 
we find in many latter Hiftorians, I fhall not detain the Reader with 
enumerating them here, fince Monf: Rival has already pointed them out, 
in his Differtation fur quelques particularités del Fiftoire @ Amalafonthe, 
Princeffe des Oftrogoths, en Itahe >. 


* We need not think it extracrdinary in the Goths, that they received the Communion in both Kinds. It 
was a general Cuftom inthe Church.

&\ S Behfarius greatly experienced the Inftability of Fortune with the 
Great, and, even in his Life-time, furnifhed no lefs Matter for Sa- 
tyr than for Panegyrick; Pofterity is in the dark as to many Parts of 


his Hiftory, whether he more deferyes our Admiration or our Pity. 


i 
Of his Country : Whether he. was a German? 


1. He was born in Germania, a City of Thrace. TProcopius de Bel, 
Vandal, Lib. I. Ducebat originem ex Germania, que imter Thraces & 
Ilyrios fita eft. The Name of Germania feduced Leunclavius to believe 
Belifarius was a German-, and in the Dedication of his Edition to Sam- 
bucus, he expreffes himfelf thereupon, in the following Manner : Sic igi- 
tur hac a Procopio fuiffe {cripta comtcimus, ut Behfarwm dicat ortumdum 
ex illa fuiffe parte Germania, que inter Lllyricum © Thraciam fefe por- 
rigat. Hoc modo vir eminentiffimus © ornamentum ejus faculi fimgulare, 
qui perpetuis vittortis per orientem % meridiem, 9 occafum, fic obfeura- 
tam §§ extinttam prope Romant nominis famam, illuftravit, ut eum me-

2. M Any more learned Men were of this Opinion, who are already 
refuted by Alemannus, in not. ad ‘Procop. Hift. Arcan. when he remarks 
on the above-cited Words: Huszrrus GipHanius in Commentario de 
Jufliniano Imperatore, cui adftipulatur Marcus Vetserus, Lib. 4, 
Rerum Auguftanarum, fw eum locum accepit, ut Lelifavrium Germanum 
crediderit. Rationes, guibus id adjtruere conatur, megemole funt, non vera. 
Nam Germania, que inter Thractam 6 Ilyricum jacet, non funt Quadi in 
Aufivia, fed urbs Thraciea, alibi nota, 5 in Santtionibus Orientalium An- 
tiftitum, eaque metropolis eft.

Procopius leflens his CharaGler in the Fittoria Arcana. 


1. Iw the Courfe of this Hiftory, I have introduced Belifarius, as 
reprefented by Procopius, in his Books of the Gothickh and Vandalick 
Wars: But in his Avecdots, he paints him in very different Colours. 
The Hiftory in general, does indeed agree, tho’ fome fecret Circum-. 
{tances may differ from what they are generally related : However, 
we are not to build fo abfolutely on Procopius’s Anecdots. An Author, 
who himfelf acknowledges, that he, at another Time, concealed the 
Truth out of Fear, may afterwards have been farther mifled by Hatred 
and a Love of Slander, than he was before by Fear. 

2. [¥ it be true what Beh/farius, in thefe Anecdots, is faid to have 
fuffered from his Wife -Autonina, and how he was mifled by ~ her, 
we cannot but wonder, that a General, who conquered Kings and Na- 
tions, could be fo pliant and fubmiffive among the Women and Eu- 
nuchs ; and how much more dangerous fecret Enemies at Court are,, than 
open ones in the Field. | 

3. Ar leaft we fee, by this Hifforia Arcana, what Judgment the Ene 
mies and Enviers of Belifarius formed of his Expeditions. All his Suc- 
cefs was attributed wholly to Fortune, c. 4. p. 15. In Ltaliam ubi. per- 
vent, imfelices rerum eventus, guandoguidem divino numine adeales in. 
dies ceepit experwt. Primo quidem bello contra Theodatum, & Vittigem, 
qua pro re. nata cepit confilia, licet minime opportuna rebus widerentur ; 
ad exitus tamen plerumque felices deduéta funt. Secundo vero illa demunz 
Suit aliorum de co fententia, optime quidem confisltare, utpote quit Italic 
belli adminifirand: experimentum baberet ; at rebus ut plirimum male fic 
recidentibus, minime {ane confilii opinionem movit, confrmavitque. They 
who judge as Procopius does here, muft take great Delight in finding 
Fault. When every Thing went to Beliarius’s Wihhes, it was owing

to blind Fortune; but when an Expedition mifcarried, the Blame lay at 
his Door. 

4. Bur he that finds Fault with a General, in his Enterprizes, becaufe a 
greater Share of Fortune than Underftanding appears, praifes him more than 
he thinks. Indeed the Renown of a Hero may then be faid to be compleat, 
when Prudence in his Orders, and Fortune in the Execution-of them 
unite, as Cicero fays of fome Koman Generals. pro L. Manila, cap. 16. 
Exiftimo, Maximo, Marcello, Scipioni, Mario, © ceteris magnis Impera- 
toribus, non folum propter virtutem, fed etiam propter fortunam fapius 
imperia mandata, atque exercitus fuiffé commuffos. Tuit enim profetto 
quibufdam fummis viris quadam ad amplitudinem, © ad gloriam, 8 ad 
res magnas bene gerendas, divinitus agqunita fortuna*. But where they 
do not both meet, Fortune, with but an indifferent Condu&, is, “in 
Reality, preferable to Wifdom in the Management, without Succefs in 
the Event. The Carthaginians therefore dealt unreafonably, in punifh- 
ing their Generals, if they made a Miftake, tho’ the Event proved fuc- 
cefsful. Carthagimenfes, Duces, bella pravo.confilio gerentes, etiamfi pro- 
[pera fortuna {ubjecuta effet, cruct tamen fuffigebant : quod bene gefferunt, 
Deorum immortalum adjutorio, quod male commiferant, ipforum culpa 
imputantes. Wal. IL. cap. 7. exemp. ext. 1. How often have Things 
fucceeded contrary to all Appearances? Veleius ‘Paterculus wonders 
at this in young Oéfaviws, who ventured to enter upon the Inheri- 
tance of ulus Cafar, contrary to the Advice of his Friends. Non pla- 
cebat Atie Matri, ‘Philippoque Vitrico, adiri nomen invidiofe fortune Ce- 
farts: fed afférebant falutaria Reipublice, terrarumque orbis fata condi- 
torem confervatoremque Romani nominis. Sprevit itaque celeftis animus 
humana confilia, §9 cum periculo potius fumma, quam tuto humilia propo- 
fuit feqgut. Gop fometimes employs mean Inftruments to carry the moft 
important Tranfactions into Execution. In fuch Cafes the Circumftances 
operate quite unexpectedly, as it were of themfelves; whereas, on the 
other Side, the beft concerted Meafures mifcarry +. 

5. OF the ill Succefs of his latter [taézan Expeditions, Procopius fays 
farther, cap. 5. ‘Poft fecundam ergo Behfarius m Itaham Expeditionem 
turpiffime inde reducitur , cum é navigiis im terram defcendere, ut fupra me=

Sic ltalos fere omnes, Ravennates, Siculo{que indigenas expilavit, 8 fe 
qnos alios fortuna im ejus poteftatem conjecif{ét, a quibus, nefcio quo jure, 
anteatte vite cogitationum penas exegit. Sic in Herodianum animadver~ 
furus pecunias petit, minas omnes imtendens ; quarum ille pertefus 
dictum Romanis facramentum exuens, cum {uis cohortibus feque & SpO= 
hetum Totile, Gothifque, dedidit. Ut feems, indeed, to be fomewhat hard 
for a General to carry on a War at his own Expence: But Hannibal, at.

IIL. 
Of the Difgrace he at laft fell under. 


1, Amone all the Viciffitudes of Fortune, which Belifarius experi 
enc’d, the Difgrace he fell under, in his old Age, gave moft Occafion 
for his being talk’d of. Agathias attributes the whole of the Accufation 
againft him to Envy. He boafts, Lib. V. p. 561, how Belifarius drove 
the Hunus trom before Conftantinople, and then goes on: Belifarius 
autem, tametfe verifimiliter eos abeuntes majore ftrage ac damno afficere 
potuiffet, utpote bomines jam metu perculfos infettans, quum fuga fimilem 
difceffionem facerent ; nibilominus tamen ftatim in urbem rediit, idque non. 
tam ex animi fui fententia, quam Imperatoris juffu. Quum enim, popu- 
lus univerfus vittoria hac ipfis nunciata, eum decantaret, S in conventi~ 
bus fummis laudibus efferret, veluti ab illo apertiffime confervatus ; mo- 
mordit vero id, peffimeque habuit, plero{que primores urbis invidia &§ L- 
vore ovcupatos, ustts adeo atrocibus, 5 femper optima quaque labefactan~ 
tibus. Calumniati itaque funt virum, ut arréeantem § popularis aure 
blanditis in folefcentem, altafque [pes animo agitantem. Quibus quidem 
de caufis citiffimeque eo ventum eft, ut non abjolutiffimam gloriam repor-

2. We muft here, at the fame Time, confult Theophanes and Zonaras. 
The latter fays, Lid. XIV. cap. 9. p. 69. Cum autem Fuftiniano multorum 
imfidie nunciarentur, quarum etiam Belifarius patrics effet particeps : 
fatellites ei omnes ademit, ipfumque domi cuftodiri juffit, eufque mortus 
opes in fifcum omnes funt relate. From Theophanes * we fee, that he 
was, indeed, reftored to the Emperor's good Graces ; but, notwithftanding 


that, his Effects were confifcated after his Death. 


3. From hence it is felf-evident, that what fome modern Writers pre- 
tend, of his being depriv’d of his Sight and his Effects, at one and the 
fame Time, and becoming fo poor, that he was oblig’d to beg his Bread, 
isa Fable; as Alemannus, in not. ad Procopi Anecdota, and Du Cange, 
in not. ad Zonaram, loc. cit. have already remark’d more circumftantially. 


IV. 
Whether the Medals fad to be of him are genuine ? 


1. Amone the Byzantine Hiftorians, Michael Glycas > and Cydrenus **, 
take Notice that Fu/finian caufed Medals to be ftruck in Honour to Be- 
lifarius, when he put fo fuccefsful an End to the African War. Some 
more modern Writers pretend actually to have feen them. Pe. Gy//jus, in 
his Zopograph. Conftantinopol. Lib. li. p. 378, fays, that he had fuch a 
Medal in his Hand at Couflantimopee. Nunc vero Circus Conftantinopoli-

2. THERE is another Silver Medal, with the Head of Belifarius, 
and the Reverfe, Goths devictis *, which differs quitefrom the Defcrip- 
tion of the Greek Hiftorians. Ieave it to the Decifion of Connoiffeurs 
to whofe Hands they may come f+. F. Banduri, who had feen the 
latter, declares them both to be fpurious, iz Comment. in Anon. Antiguit. 
Conftantinop. p. 778. fq. Unde crederem laudatum numum, quem olim 
poffidebat Pet. Gyllius, ex eadem offirina prodiuffe, ex qua prodit alter 
argenteus, quem Parifis natti fumus ; in cujus quidem num parte anteri- 
ort cermtur Belifarius barbatus cum galea, ad pectus cum chlamyde, ubi 
legitur hac infcriptio: Bexisaris. In altera vero parte vifitur figura

1. WF we may believe what Procopius and. Agathias * fay of Narfes, 

he is a Contradi€tion to the Opinion of thofe who believe, that 
the Operation made upon Eunuchs renders.them unfit for great Actions f. 
What Claudian reproaches in Rufus is not applicable to him.

We can, with more Safety, give Credit to thefe Hiftorians; becaufe 
the Vi@tories he obtain’d over Zotilas and Tejas, alone fhew him to have

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been a great General. On the other Hand, Evagrius confines himfelf 
to extol his Devotion, and hardly finds any Room for other Virtues **. 


2. In the Infcription erééted to his Honour (XIII. 25.) he is called, 
Ex Prapofito S. Palatu Excons. atque Patritius. ‘The Law of Theo- 
dofius “funior ++, that no Eunuch fhould be honoured with the Paéri- 
ciat, muft therefore have given Way to the Valour and Succefs of 
Narfes: But for his Title of Conful, it was merely honorary. 


3. Tue af had been long accuftom’d to Euuuchs, not only at 
Court, but in the Army; as we have likewife more modern Inftances, 
in thofe Parts *: But Narfes could never gain the Affection of the 
Romaus. ‘The Pomp of the Patriciat feems the lefs becoming him 4, 
becaufe he had render’d himfelf more particularly obnoxious by his 
Extortions; Complaints of which we fhall find in the Sequel.

Fuftim: Hoc anno Narfes, Ex Prepofito © Patricio, poft tantos pro- 
firatos Tyrannos, id eft, Baduilam  Tejam, Reges Gothorum, 6 Buc- 
celenum, Ducem Francorum, nec non Sindevalem Erolum; Medolanum 
vel reliquas ctvitates, quas Gothi deftruxerant, laudabiliter reparatas ; 
de ipla Italia a f{uprafcripto Augufto remotus eff. But F. Pagius ob- 
ferves, ad An, 567. N. 5, that Marias miftakes the Year, and that 
Narfes was already recall’d about the Year 566. Tho’ it is to little 
Purpofe to difpute about the precife Year when this happen’d. 


2. CERTAIN, however, it is, that Narfes did not return to Con/tan- 
tinople ; but died at Rome. Anaftafius, m vit. Fohannis, has fome me- 
morable Circumftances, from which we, at the fame Time, difcover the 
DifaffeCtion of the Romans to him. Ut cognovit Johannes Papa, quia

1. We fhould have yet lefs Reafon to concern ourfelyes about his be~ 
ing recalled, if there was not a general Report, that he, out of Defpair, 
on that Account, enticed the. Longobards to come into Italy. Some an- 
cient Writers relate this Matter, with the following Circumftances: The 
Emprefs Sophia having, at the fame Time, fent him a Spindle, with the 
reproachful Meffage, that, for the future, he fhould, in the Habit of a 
Woman, have the Infpection over fuch Kind of Work, Narfes declared 
he would begin fuch a Web, that fhould furnifh the Emprefs with Work 
for all her Life-time; and that he thereupon excited the Longobards, to 
exchange their miferable Territories. of ‘Pannona, for wealthy Italy; and 
to encourage them the more to it, fent them all Sorts of Ita/an Fruits. 
The Words of Paulus are, Lib.Vl. cap. 5. Deleta, ut dittum eft, vet 
fiperata Navfes omni Gothorum gente, Hunnis quoque, de quibus diximus, 
pari modo devittis,dum multum aurt, Jive argenti, eu ceterarum fpecierum 
divitias adquififjet, magnam a Romanis, pro. quibus multa contra corum 
hoftes laboraverat, imvidiam pertulit, qui contra eum Juflino Augufo, & 
ejus conjugi Sophie , in hec verba fuggefférunt, awentes: Qua expedie- 
rat Romanis, Gothis potius fervire, quam Gracis, ubt Narfes imperat eu- 
nuchus, © nos fervitio premit, bac nofter piiffimus princeps ignorat :

Narfis Patritius minis Fuftini imperatoris, eufque Augufie, So- 
phie, perterritus, eo quod Augufia et adparatum ex auro fattum muhebre, 
eo quod eunuchus erat, cum quo filaret, airexit , 6 penfilarios regeret non 
populos. Atille refpondet : Fitium filabo, de quo ‘fuflinus Imperator, nec 
Augufta ad caput venire non poffunt. Tunc Longobardos a Pannoniis in- 
vitans, cum Alboéno rege Italiam introduxit. So likewife Anastasius 
in Fobanne WL: Tune Komani, mvidia duéti, fuggeftionem fecerunt Fufti- 
mano 5 Sophia, quia expedterat Romanis Gothis fervire, quam Gracis, 
ubi Narfes eunuchus tmperat,  fervitio nos fubjictt : Aut libera nos de

Quo audito, Narfes dicit: fi male fect Romans, male mvemam. Tune 
egrefjus Narfes de Roma venit Campaniam, %&& fcripfit genti Longobardo- 
rum, ut venient 6 poffiderent Itaham. 'Thefe three Teftimonies agree fo 
exactly, even in the very Words, that they may, as it were, be looked 
upon as one and the fame. 


3. F. PAGIUS, ad A. 567. un. 7. quotes a Paflage, from a Manu- 
{eript Chronicle, whofe Author, Meslitus, lived about the Year 614. 
Narfis Patricius, pofiquam fub Fuftiniano Augufto, Tutilano Gothorum 
Regem in Italia fuperavit, Sophie Auguftea, Fufiini conjugis, minis per- 
territus, Longobardos a ‘Pannonts muitavit, eofque in Itaham perducit. 
Iidorus \ikewife mentions the fame Circumftances, as does likewife the 
co-eyal Author of an ancient Chronicle, publifhed by Am. aScheelfraten, 
out of the Vatican Library ; and thefe are followed by, Sigebertus, Her- 
mannus Contraéius, and other more modern Writers. 


4. On the other Hand, Baronius, ad An. 568. n. 10, and Valefius, 
f. if. p. 37. have called thefe Relations in Queftion; and the very Cir- 
cumftances themfelyes render them fufpicious. Among others, Narfes 
had no Occafion to fend the Fruits of the Land, to entice them to come 
to Italy ,; fince they were before well enough acquainted with that Coun- 
try. (AIIL 15, 17.) The Teftimony of Axajffafus, that he died in Peace,

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at Rome, and that Pope John always preferved a high Efteem for him, 
do not fo well agree with the pretended open Intelligence with the Lon- 
gobards. Probably the whole Story has no other Grounds but an uncer- 
tain Report. The Populace, at all unexpected Revolutions, are very apt 
to dream of Poifon and Treachery ; and might be the more ready to lay 
fuch Things to the Charge of Nar/es, as his Difcontent was publickly 
known, and the Loxgobards inyaded Italy at the fame Time.

Roman Provinces, that of the Offro-Goths made the greateft 

Figure, the Overthrow of it is the more memorable. How nume- 
rous this Nation was, we may conjecture, from the Affignment that was 
made them of the third Part of the cultivated Lands in aly. (X1.42.)War 
being their Occupation, we may eafily conceive, that the unhappy Circum- 
ftances thereof were of themfelves fufficient to exhauft the Nation, efpecial- 
ly as their Armies fuffered fo greatly, many of their Chiefs fubmitted vo- 
luntarily to the Emperor, and many were carried away Captive with V7- 
tiges. (XML. 22.) The Number of the Goths, who afterwards refumed 
their Courage, under Idebad, was very fmall. (XII. 23.) The Over- 
throws they fuffered in following ‘Times, efpecially after Teas was kill’d, 
put an End to their Kingdom: (XIII.20.) And as for thofe who, from 
‘Time to Time, fubmitted to the Emperors, they remained peaceably un= 
der their Subjection ; and perhaps, likewife, many fingle Perfons after- 
wards joined the Longobards ; fo that nothing remained that could make 
the Appearance of a Nation.

2. Bur as Procopius makes mention, that after the Overthrow of Te- 


jas, his Troops capitulated for a Retreat out of Italy, (XIII. 20. not. 3.) 
it naturally excites our Curiofity to enquire, whether any Footiteps are 


to be traced out of thefe Goths, It is believed, in Stwexfferland, that the 
Inhabitants of the Canton of Uri afe defcended from them. Stumpf ap- 
peals for this to the ancient Tradition of the Land-holders *: Tho’ Tra- 
dition as often propagates Falfehood as Truth.

4. MAME RTINUS, in his Panegyrick on the Emperor Maxi- 
minian, when he {peaks of the Domeftick Wars, which, at that Time, 
put the Northern Parts of Germany in Motion, mentions likewife the 
Vandals and Gepide, as being attacked by the Thuringians and Taifah.

1. Tue fame Ardaric, after the Power of Attia fell with him, gave 
the Kingdom of the Gepide a new Splendor. He threw off the Yoke 
the Hynns had laid upon his Nation, beat the Sons of Attila out of the 
Field, and made himfelf Mafter of Aucient Dacia. He ftrengthened 
himfelf in the Poffeffion of it by an Alliance with the Emperor Mar- 
cian. Ibid.) The Gepide received a certain annual Subfidy from the 
Emperors, in Confideration of their ferving the Roman Empire, or, at 
leaft; to prevent their infefting the adjacent Territories. 


>. Ar the fame Time, likewife, many other Nations had fhook off 
the Yoke of the Hunns, and fought new Habitations. The Rug: fettled 
in the Neighbourhood of the Gepide, on the River Morava. (X. 7.) 
Others forced their Way into Pavnonia, and took the Field againft one 
another, on which Occafion the Gepide affifted the Offro-Goths againft 
the Stirri and Suevi. CX. 10.) 

3. Tuey afterwards extended themfelyes beyond the Danube, pe- 
cially in thofe Parts where the two Cities of Swmium and Singedunum 
were fituated. A Party of Heruli likewife joined them, after this Na- 
tion was vatiquifhed by the Longobards.

2. For, at the Beginning of his Reign, the Gepide were full reck- 
oned among thofe Nations, whofe Arms the Roman Hmpire had Reatfon 
to be apprehenfive of *. Soon afterwards the Lougobards and the Abari 
concluded the Alliance, that proved fo fatal to the Gepide, of which 
I fhall here fubjoin a Proof.

6. Iw the Anfwer, which Emperor Fujfin then gave the Abar7, we 
likewife find fome Circumftances of the Gepide ; from whence we may 
conclude, that, after the Overthrow, Part of them fubmitted to the 
Emperor, and Part remain’d with the Adari, p.155.C. Qui enim 
imperatoriam majeftatem ante nos adminiftravit, Gepidas, huc illuc dif- 
perfos, im unum congregavit, & illis regionem circa Sirmium, quam 
incolerent, diftribuit. Deimde exorto inter ipfos  Longobardos bello; 
periculo fuorum, ut par erat,. participavit,  Romanorum manu & 
auxilio Gepida, qui fme ope noftra fervi fuiffent effecti, vittoriam re- 
portarunt. Deimde mala mente, § malo animo benefattoribus {uis 
graves % molefts fuerunt, pro benefciis in eos collatis, infidias, 
in quo nulla venta digni funt, nobis firuxerunt, Romanis tamen minime 
vifum eft, affittis eorum rebus infultare. Nec enim illis moris eft, 
dignas ponas peccatis expofcere, fed magis contemnere. Poftea acci- 
dit, ut ab alus funditus evertereutur. Cum igitur non aliter fe res 
habeant, fi nos ito nomine dignos veprebenfione cenfetis, cum eos, qui 
noftre optimo jure fuerunt, poffideatis, a nobis eadem in vos retorquen- 
tur.

That fome of the Gepide likewite 
march’d with the Lougebards into Italy, we fhall fee below, by the 
Teftimony of <Agnellus. 


7. In this Manner the Nation of the Gepide was difpers’d, and this 
gives us a frefh Inftance, how eafy a People, whofe State is grounded 
merely on War, may be overthrown. That Conftitution is more 
perfect and durable, where Religion, Polity, and Commerce induce 
every individual Perfon to take a Part in the Welfare of his Country.

2. We might expect a better Account than we have from Paulus 
Diaconus, who was himfelf of that Nation. He was firft Deacon of the 
Church at Aguileja, or rather Friu, and Chancellor of their laft King, 
Defiderius,; but was taken Prifoner by Charlemaign, at the fame ‘Time 
with his Mafter, and refided fome Time at his Court, where he wrote 
his Hiftoria Epifcoporum Metenfium. "He afterwards went into a Mo- 
naftery at Cajino, in which he died, about the Year 799. In this 
Retirement, he compil’d his Treatife de Geffis Longebardorum, which 
we juftly allow valid, in thofe ‘Tranfactions which approach nearer 
to his Time. 


3. Bur with Regard to the Original of his Country-men, and what hap- 
pen’d to them before they came into Italy, Paulus had but poor Intelli- 
sence ; notwithftanding it is believed, that he had the Ufe of the Hifforia 
Longobardorum, written by Secundus, who liy’d at Lrent, {oon after

the Invafion of the Longobards*. In this, however, he deferves our 
Approbation, that he fuppofes them to have come out of Germania 
Magna, the common Country of fo many other Nations, who oyer- 
whelmed the Roman Empire.

I fhall leave this to 
Mythologifts ; and lay the Foundation of our Hiftory on thofe certain E- 
pochs, from which we can relate their Migrations with Truth.

1. We have no Certainty in the Hiftory of Paulus Diaconus, till we 
come to the 19th Chapter; but from thence other ancient Hiftorians, 
and particularly Procopims, come into the Affiftance of it. From this 
Time we may give an Account that may be depended on, of the Migra- 
tions of the Lougebards; and, at the fame Time, a Series of their Kings . 
After Odoacer, King of Italy, had fubdued the Rugi, who dwelt on the 
Danube, oppolite to Noricum and Pannonia, the Longobards took 
Poffeffion of their Country, and fo became Neighbours to thofe two 
Provinces: Tunc Longobardi de [uis regronibus egret, venerunt in Ruge- 
land, qua latino eloguio Rugorum patria dicitur, atque in ea, quia. erat 
folo fertilis, aliquantis commorati {unt annis. 


2. HERE they engaged in a War with the Herw/i. Their King, Tato, 
beat Rudolpbhus, King of the Herwli, out of the Field, and carried off his 
Standard and Helm, as the moft noble Part of the Booty *. Paulus 
writes: cap. 20. Tato véro Rodulfi vexillum, guod BANDUM appellant, ¢- 

julque galeam, quam in bello gefiare confueverat, abjtulit: atque jam ex 
ilo temporé 1TA OMNIS HERULORUM VIRTUS CONCIDIT, UT ULTRA suU- 
PER SE REGEM NON HABERENT. ‘Tho’ the total Difperfion of the He- 
yult, which is here boafted of, muft not be underftood fo pundtually to 
the Letter. * See XTi1Y st". 


3. Tus Victory gave frefh Courage to the Longobards, as well as a 
greater Renown to their Arms. Paalus goes on: Fam hine Longobar di 
aitiores effetti, autto de diverfis gentibus, quas fuperaverant, exercitu, ul- 
tro ceperunt bella expetere. 


+ We find a Series of their Kings, in the Prooemium Legum Longobardorum, which however Iphe- 
wife differs from Paulus Diaconus. Horatius Blancys, in his new Edition of the Hiftory of Paulus Dia- 
conus, 4s al/fo Chrift, in bis Origines Longobardorum, have difeuffed this Matter with great Learning. 
I foall bere leave the moft ancient Chiefs of the Longobards to the Objfiurity of their Times. "Tato, ang 
bis Succeffors, are the fir who have preferved their Memory, by the Concurrence of other ancient Hitforians, 


efpecially Procopius 5 and, at the fame Time, fome of the moft remarkable Occurrences of the Nation, on 
which we can ground the Chronology.

Waccho, or Vaces, King of the Longobards. Is fucceeded 
by his Son, Waltharis. 


1. WACCHO, or as Procopius calls him, Vaces, the Succeflor of 
Tato, is fomewhat better known. ‘Paulus Diaconus fays of him, Lid. 1. 
cap. 21. Afi veroT ATO poft hec de belli triumpho non diu letatus eft. 
Trruit namque fuper eum Waccho, filius germant fui, Zuchilonis, enum 
ab hac luce privavit. Conflixit quogue adver{us Wacchonem Hildechts, 
filius Tatonis, fed, {uperante Wacchone devittus, ad Gepidas confugit, ibi- 
que profugus ad vite fnem ufque permanfit. Quam ob caufam Gepidi 
cum Longobardis ex tunc inimicitias contraxere. Hildechis is the Prince 
whom Procopius fometimes calls Mdigifal, and fometimes Ildifgus, whofe 
Adventures we haye given an Account of XIII. 5, and 8 **,

2, PROCOPIUS feems to be ourfureft Guide}, and he fays ex- 
preisly, that the Emperor allowed the Longobards to come into Pannonia, 
after he had taken it from the Offro-Goths, that they might proteé that 
Country againft the Gepide, Heruli, and other foreign Nations. Ge- 
pedes, qui ohm urbem Sirmium, Daciamgue omnem octinuerunt, ut pri- 
mum fufiinianus Auguftus ditioni Gothice regionem illam eripuit, agentes 
ib1 Romanos abduxeruni im fervitutem, &5 continenter progrefii, vim vafti- 
tatemque Imperio Romano attulerunt.

3. HLeNcE we may account for udoin’s being fo firmly attached to 
the Emperor fu/finzan. Yt was he who gave him the Thuringian Prin- 
cefs, Redelinda, a Daughter of King Hermanfrid, in Marriage. On the 
other Hand, the Longobards were almoft continually at War with the 
Gepide. ‘The Victory obtained by Audoin, in the Year 552, over Tho- 
rifinus, King of the Gepide, is particularly memorable. (XIII. 8.) He 
likewife fent fome Auxiliaries to Narfes, when he was making Prepara- 
tions to attack the Offro-Goths. (XIU. 15.) But Nar/fes foon fent them 
back out of /taly, becaufe of their Want of Difcipline. (bid. 18.) 


V. 


Alboin overthrows the Kingdom of the Gepide, and thereupon 
marches into Italy. . 


1. AUDOINY’s Son and Succeffor, Alboin, makes a new Epoch in 


the Hiftory of this Nation, He vanquifhed the Gepide, (XIV. 3.) at the 
Beginning of ‘fuftin’s Reign, with the Affiftance of the Abari. He there- 
upon marched into Jtaly, Aun. 568, (ltid. 6.) and there laid the Foun- 
dation of the Kingdom of the Longobards. 


Of hes Murder. 
2 GREGORIUS, Marius, Paulus Diaconus, and the Autor Pon- 


tificalis Ravennatis, agree, that he was murdered by the Procuration of 
his Queen Kofemund. They relate it, however, with different Circum- 
ftances ; I fhall therefore quote their feveral Accounts, one after the other. 
The Words of Marius are: Albuenus, Rex Longobardorum, a {uis,id eft,

the very fame, who, at the Beginning of the fifth Century, 

invaded Gau/, at the fame Time with the Vandals, Alani, 
and Burgundians. (VIII. 15.) ‘ferom mentions, in particular, the Quadi, 
who’perhaps were the moft renown’d among them; (VIII. 16.%.1) and 
likewife, in all Probability, many of the other Swabian Nations, who 
had extended themfelves, far and near in Germania, join’d them. It was 
a Cuftom among the ancient German Nations, when they had no Wars, 
themfelves, for their young Men to follow the Standards of their 
Neighbours. 


Ae i VHLE Suevi, who founded a particular Kingdom in Spain, are 


a. Tur Divifions, of thofe Times, in the Empire, open’d a Paflage, 
A. 409, for the Vandals, Alam, and Swabians, into Spain; where 
fome ‘Troops of the Marcomanni, who ’till then had been in the Ser- 
vice of Honortus, join’d them, and probably to the Steabians in particu- 
lar, as being their ancient Country-men. (VIII. 30.) From this Year, 
the Beginning of the Svevian Dominion, in Spaim, is dated. 


3. TuHest Nations came to an Agreement with the Emperor Ho- 
norms. ‘The Suevi, and Part of the Vandals, had Gadiicia affign’d them, 
for their Habitation; as the A/ani had Lufitania, and the Territory of 
Carthagena * ; and the Vandal Siling: the ‘Provincia Betica (VIII. 33.)

4. Bur thefe Nations did not remain long in Unity. Hermanaric, 
. King of the Suevi, fell at Variance with Gundaric, King of the Vandals, 
and, at Length, oblig’d him to abandon Gallicia, (VIII. 47.) and re- 


tire to Betica. In the Year 438. Hermanaric himfelf, on Account of 


his ill State of Health, refign’d his Kingdom to his Son Rechila, (IX. 
20.) and died three Years afterwards, 


5. Ir is probable, that the Steadzans were at firft contented with a 
certain Portion of Land +, and lived as hoederati, as other German 
Nations, who had eftablifh’d themfelves in the Roman Provinces, had 
done. The ancient Inhabitants retain’d, for* their Portion, the Cities , 
and, at the fame Time, their own Conftitution. In the fame Light, we 
are to confider the Conventions, which Hermanaric frequently made 
with the ancient Inhabitants of Ga//cia. After the Roman Empire was 
no longer in a Condition to protect their Dominions, the Provincials were 
oblig’d to fhift for themfelves, ’till, at Length, thefe foreign Guefts made 
themfelves Mafters of the whole Country. 


6. WHETHER thefe Swabians were yet, in general, Pagans, as is 
faid of their next King, Rechila, or if they had not, in Part, already 
embraced the Chriftian Religion, is difficult to determine: Tho’ the lat- 
ter, at leaft with Regard to the Marcomanni*, is not improbable.

King 441, died 448. 


His Son Rechila extended the Power of the Suevi, in Spain, after the 
Alani were near exterminated, (VIII. 41.) and the Vandals gone over to 
Africa. Inthe Year 438, he defeated the Roman General, Andevotus, 
who offered to withftand him, on the River Xewi/. In the Year 439, he 
took Merida, in Lufitania, andin 441, PORES, the Capital of Batica ; 
whereupon that Diftri€t, as well as that of Carthagena, were obliged to 
fubmit to his Dominion. Valentimian, IMI, made indeed an Attempt, to

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recover thefe Provinces, and fent Vitus, Magifter utriufque Militia, in 
446, into Spain. Theodoric 1, King of the Wif-Goths, likewife furnith’d 
him fome Troops: But Rechila overcame the Romans and. Goths, ina 
fuccefsful Battle, and thereby gave his Arms a greater Luftre. (X.; 13.) 
This Victory affected the Inhabitants of Spam the more fenfibly, as ARe- 
chila was then a ‘Pagan. He died at Merida, An. 448**.

Huis Son Rechiarius had already embraced the Catholick Religion, 
and married a Daughter of Theoderic 1..(X. 11.) °He continued the Ho. 
ftilities with the Aomans, and plundered Merda, and fome other Cities, 
in Hifpania Tarraconenjis , but, in the Year 450, he made Peace with 
Valentinian, and left the Romans in the peaceable Poffeffion of fome Pro- 
winces, which before had been obliged to truckle to the Swabiaz Arms. 
The Death of the Emperor, which enfued foon after, occafioned fo great 
Revolutions, that Rechiavius thereupon again fell into the Proyinee of 
Carthagena>. On the other Hand, Yheoderic I, King of the Wi- 
Goths, took the Part of 4uitus, who had affumed the Imperial Dignity 
in Gaul, and made the Campaign, in Perfon, againft the Suevt, of which 
I have taken Notice in the Hiftory of the Kings of the Wi/-Goths. Re-- 
chiarius was defeated, Adu. 456, and taken Prifoner in Port a Port, juft as 
he was about to efcape into Africa. Theoderic caufed him to be mifera- 
bly put to Death, and obliged one Part of the Swabians, to acknow- 
ledge himfelf for their Sovereign.

Tue Kingdom of the Svevi rifes, as it were, again out of its Obfcu- 
rity, upon Ariamir, or Theodemir’s returning to the Catholick Faith. 
The Name of this King is handed down to us in two different Manners. 
By Ifidorus *, and inthe Atta Conciliat Lugo, of the Year 561. **, he is 
named Theodemir. On the other Hand, in the ta Concili Bracaren- 
fis 1, of the Year 561, he is named Aviamir >. We muft therefore fup- 
pote, either that both Names belong to one and the fame Perfon, or, ac~ 
cording to the Chronicon Irienenfe, publifhed by Ferreras, that there 
were two Kings at the fame Time +}. Gregorius Turonenfis, who liyed 
about this Time, calls him Chararic *.

The Goths came out of Nii 
the North, and, after many Viciffitudes of Fortune, had 

eftablifhed a mighty Kingdom, when another Nation, from the South, 

approaches to deftroy it: Juft as when two Storms arife in the Air, one 

oppofite to the other, and one difperfes the other. The Goths had, at 

laft, eftablifhed good Laws and Polity in Spain, and the Church flou- 

rifh’d under the Protection of ‘their Kings; and now the Swracens intro- 

duce a foreign Religion, Language, and Manners. 


2. Bur this great Revolution has not hitherto been fet in a true Light ; 
and the whole Gothick Period, in the Spani/b Hiftory, is very imperfeé ; 
becaufe there are fo few Writers and Records thereof remaining. Next 
to Idatius, the Chronicon Gothorum, Suevorum &§ Vandalorum of Ifidorus, 
Archbifhop of Seville *, is the moft confiderable. Fobannis, Abbatis 
Biclarienfis, Chronicon goes to the fourth Year of King Keccaredus, 
(Chr. 589.) in whofe Reign he lived. ‘Fudzan, Archbifhop of Loleao, 
is of Service for the Hiftory of King Wamba. Ifidorus, Bithop of Beja +, + Daren 
continued the Hiftory of the former J/dorus to the Year 754, at which an 
Time he likewife lived. Some, and even Cardinal a Aguirre, mention hl Hi!

3. Tuesz Authors, and more particularly Yzdorus Pacenfis have been 
made Ufe of by thofe, who have attempted any Thing of this Nature, in 
more modern ‘Times, in Spaim; of which Number are the Author of the 
Chronicon Alphonfi Regis, and Rodericus Ximenes, Archbifhop of Toledo, who 
lived about the Middle of the thirteenth Century; as likewife Lucas, 
Bithop of Tuy +, who, pretty near. about the fame Time, compiled: a Hit 
tory of Spam, at the Defire. of Queen Barengaria of Lean, Confort of 
Alphonfus VX. 


4. Tue Concilia Hifpanie are of a general Ufe to illuftrate Circum- 
ftances. The laft we have, was held Ay. 694. But there are fo many 
Vhings foifted in, or corrupted, in the Spami/b Hiftory, that we can- 
not be too cautious, even in thofe which are fuppos’d to be good *. 


5. THE more modern Spami/b Hiftorians have not fufficiently fupplied 
the Defects of their Predeceffors, in this Point. As for Jus/anus Caftil, 
who propofed to write a particular Hiftory of the Kings of the Wi/- 
Goths, we have little to boaft of, but his Intention. Savedra is more 
deferving of our Thanks, tho’ he is not quite divefted of the ancient 
Prejudices. ‘The work of Peter de Alcazer was never publifh’d, and 
is only known by 4utonius's Bibliotheca Hilpana. 


6. Many have been deceived by the fuppofed Hiftory of King Roderic, 
publifh’d by Michael de Luna **; with the Pretence that it was compiled 
by an Arabian, who was prefent in the Expeditions of the Saracens ; But,

in Reality, it is a Romance, as Antonius, in Bibl. Hifp. vet.T. MW. p. 237. 
has already fhewn, and even the 4rabzan Original is no where to be found. 


IL. . 
Why the Account of Rodericus Toletanus, and Lucas Tudenfis, ts follow’d. 


1. Tuer Hiftory of the two laft Kings, Witiza and Roderic, is the 
moft uncertain. Some pretend that Roderic was not elected King till 
after Witiza’s Death; others, that he dethron’d him, and caus’d his Eyes 
to be put out. £. Pagins, ad An. 710.n. 4, does not himfelf pretend 
to haye made any certain Difcovery. 


2. Tue lefs Reafon we have to wonder, that more modern Hiftorians 
relate the Invafion of the Saracens in fo different a Manner. However, 
as to the principal Circumftances, I have followed the Chronicon Alphonft 
Regis, Rodericus Toletanus, and Lucas Tudenfis, the rather, as F. Pa- 
gius aflures us, that they agree with the Accounts he. has found in fome of 
the Arabian Writers. Thefe Hiftorians agree in this, that the Sons of 
Witiza, tempted the Saracens to come to Spam. ‘The two latter like- 
wife mention a certain Count Fulian, as the chief Inftrument of this 
Treachery. I fhall, however, only add here the Paflages concerning the 
Overthrow of King Roderic. Lucas Tudenfis gives us an Account of it, 
Lib. Ul. p. 70. but acknowledges, that he himfelf did not know all the 
Circumftances : Porro rex Rodericus more folito pralio imtentus cepit a= 
criter inftare, ac propenfius in hoftes ferire. Tandem vero inftantibus 
barbaris Hifpani milites ceperunt deficere, atque per longitudinem belli 
defatigati, quifque locum hofti dare.

3. RODERIC of Toledo relates this Overthow, cap 20. Rex 
autem Rodericus, auaita ftrage {uorum, & provincia vaftatione, Gothis one 
nibus- congregatts, adventus Arabum fe objecit, 6 ad incur{um corum, 
firenue properavit.

4. Tue Chronicon Alphonft Regis, which is elder than the two former, 
agrees with them in this, that the Sons of Witiza enticed the Saracens to 
come to Spaim; but without any Mention of the treacherous Fultan : n. y 
Vitizane defuntto, Rudericus a Gothis eligitur in Regem.

Fale and fufpictous Circumftances in the Vulgar Relation. 


1. MorEoveR Roderic, and Lucas himfelf, allow, that they were 
not fully inform’d of the Matter ; and it is perceptible enough, tho’ they 
had not own’d it. They intermix Circumftances that are notorioufly 
falfe, and contradi& themfelves. An Inftance of this is the Story of 
King Koderic’s having deflower’d Count Fulian’s Daughter, and thereby 
exafperated her Father to fuch a Degree, that he cultivated an Intelli- 
gence with the Saracens ; tho’ the former is at a Lofs to fay, whether it 
was his Daughter or his Wife. Michael de Luna, even giyes us the 
Letter, in which the abus’d Cava complains to her Father of the In-. 
jury done her; upon which Maria and F. Orleans improve. No 
Vouchers are requir’d of Livy, when he paints Virginia, with her. Bridé- 


groom and Father, in fo lively Colours +. But in modern Hiftory, + zis. 1v.49: 


the fineft Strokes of Eloquence lofe their Luftre, if they have not 
Truth for their Foundation. 


2.. THE Story of King Rodern’s Tomb, at Vifeo, in Portugal, has 
as little Grounds: As has likewife the Pretext which the two Hiftorians 
make Ufe of, for the Saracens having {0 eafily conquer’d Spam, that King 
Witiza razed the Walls of all the Cities, excepting Toledo, Leon and 
Aftorga*: For, according to their own Relation, Cordua, Merida, Hif- 


pals, Oreola +, Leon, Saragoffa, and feveral other Cities were befieg’d + Oribueds: 


by the Saracens **,. The Circumftance,. that the Goths fuffer’d greatly, 
from the Franks, in Ganl, at the fame Time that the Saracens played the 
Matters ||, does not agree with the Hiftory of the franks. 


IV. 
That the Saracens did not fir;? come into Spain, in the Reign of Roderic. 


1. I Have already fhewn, in its proper Place, (XV. 26.) that the Sarae 
céns, in Africa, may, of themfelves, have grown defirous. to try their 
Fortune, in Spaiz ; and we have hardly Occafion to mention either the

2. So much, in the mean Time, is certain, that it was not in Rodric’s 
Reign, that the Saracens came the firft Time into Spain. Liicas Tudenfis 
obferves, p. 68, that they .were for trying their Fortune there, in the 
Time of King Wamba. In the Reign of King Flavius Eigica, they were 
agdin apprehenfive of them. The fews, in Spain, were accufed of hold- 
ing a Correfpondence with their Brethren in Africa, to the Prejudice of 
the Kingdom. ‘The King himfelf complains of this, in the Aé#. Concil. 
Toletam XVII. which was held dz. 694. ap, Carp. D’Acuirre, TJ. II. 
p- 753. Pro nefandis demane Fudeis intra fines regui noftrt degentibus ita 
premittimus, Oc. niper mamfeftis confeffronibus indubié pervenimus, hos 
in tranfmarmis partibus Hebreos ahos confuluiffe, ut unanimiter contra 
genus Chrifiianum agerent (Se. And the ‘Patres Concilit fay of them,

Hitpanic. L726. VIL. cap. 5. fays, that, in his Time, a Remnant of thefe 
Goths, of whom no one had ’till then the leaft Knowledge, were cafu- 
ally difcovered, at fome Miles Diftance from Salamanca, between unpafla- 
ble Mountains: But the) whole Story is fo abfurd, and the Defeription

As Hiftorians have fucceeded fo badly in their Accounts of the Inya- 
fion of the Saracens, I fhall fubjoin a Paflage from a Poet, who, in his 
Delivery, at leaft, appears with a better Grace. Alvarez Gomez, Pro- 
fellor Rhetorices Grace Lingua, at Toledo, has attempted it, in a 
Poem, in the following Manner *.

Debates, concerning the Antiquity and 
Power of ithe ‘Kingdom of the W7/7-Goths, efpecially, in the foregoing 
Century, on Occafion of the warm Difpute between France and Spain, in 
Point of Precedency, and principally between Chiflet and Blondel *, The 
Spaniards pretended to ground the Preference of their Kingdom, on the 
Antiquity.and Power of that of the Goths. 

2. Somer Writers pretend to give us the Wzf-Gothick Arms. Beute- 
rus divides it into-4 Quarters ; the two Uppermoft of which are charged 
with three Chevrons and a Crown, and the two Lowermo{t with two Li- 
ons. (VIII. 39. 11.) But, not to mention, that Heraldry is not fo ancient,

Of the Laws of the Wis1-Gorns. 


1. THERE isa Collection of the Laws of the Wif-Goths extant, of 
which I have often made Mention above. Thefe Laws were binding as 
well to the Provincials as the Goths; and the Roman Laws were thereby 
fully fupprefs'd. Lib. I. Tit. 1. 9. Ahene gentis legibus ad exercitium 
utilitatis imbui & permittimus & optamus: ad negotiorum vero difcuffionem 
& refultamus & prohibemus. Quamvis enim eloquiis polleant, tamen difiicul- 
tatibus herent: adeo cum fufficiat ad juftitie plenitudinem, & preferutatio 
rationum, & competentium orda verborum, que codicis hujus feries agnofeitur 
continere, nolumus five Romanis Jegibus, five alienis inftitutionibus, a moda 
amplius convexart. 

2. AFTER the Inundation of the Saracens, thefe Laws, together with 
the Remainder of the Chriffians, lay conceal’d in the Mountains; and 
with them they came to Light again. The moft ancient Colleétion of the 
Spanifh Laws, known by the Name of Forum ‘fudicum, is colleéted aa 
thefe 
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thefe Gothick Laws. A famous Spani/h Lawyer + gives fuch an Encomium 
of them, that the Spani/b furifprudence need not be afhamed of being de- 
rived from this Original. ; . 
3. Mariana fays, indeed, Lib, 1X. c. 5. that the ancient Gothick 
Laws were abolifhed, in Catalonia, inthe Year 1060. Hugo, a Pontifice 
Romano in Hifpaniam legatus, Barcinone in Epifcoporum & procerum con- 
ventu, Raymundi Barcinonenfis Comitis voluntate, Gothicas leges, quibus ante 
utebantur Catalaunt, abrogavit, novafque fanxit, unde jura populis ad nof- 
tram @tatem dantur. But Ant. Olibanus, an experienc’d Lawyer, and Se- 
nator Regius at Barcelona, in his Treatife de “fure Fifci, cap. 1. 2. 8. aflures 
us, that thefe very New Laws, are taken from the Gothick Laws, with fome 
fewAdditions only here and there. Cum autem Ufatici Barcinonenfes, de qui~ 
bus agimus, fint fumti ex legibus Gothicis, que in Curtis Comitis Barcinona, 
& alts Curtis tottus provincie obfervabantur &c. bine eficitur, multa effe 
aifpofita 8 fancita jure Ufaticorum, vel Gothico, contra difpofitionem juris 
Romani. We had before fhew’d the Reafons that induced Count Berenga- 
rius to makethefe new Laws. Quod feilicet leges Gothice, que cum reli-

4. Amone other Subjects, of which the Gothick Laws confift, what I 
have faid of their Militia (XV. 29. 2. 8. g.) is particularly memorable. It 
feems very evident, that the Chiefsof the Nation held certain Lands, in 
Confideration of which they were oblig’d to ferve in the Wars; and that 
they, as well asthe Kings themfelves, laid the fame Obligation on other 
Perfons capable of going to the Wars, by a Grant of Lands, or certain 
Advantages {. Under the fucceeding Spani/h Kings, we find more parti- 
cular Mention of Vaffals and Feodal Services §: Whence, therefore, it is 
not improbable, that they were originally derived from the Gorus,

3. Tue Revolutions, which befel the Gothick Kingdom, affected like- 
wife the Oficium Gothicum.

An Attempt was made even in the 
XI. Century, at the Council of acca, under King Ramirus, I. Anno. 
1060. Mariana fays of it, Lib. IX. p. 463 Sacrorum ritus, qui tempo- 
rum injuria depravati erant, reflituti. Sacerdotum mores novis infirtutis ex- 
culti, tifque mandatum, ne alio more, quam Romano, precarentur. In Cata- 
loniay the fame Attempt proved abortive: For when Cardinal Hugo, who 
was fent by Pope Alexander II. to Spazn, in the Year, 1064. infifted on it, 
in an Affembly of the States, at Barcelona; the Bifhops declin’d it, and ra- 
ther chofe to fend a Deputation to the Council of Mantua, to juftify the

6. Accorpina tothe Relation of Mariana, Lib 1X. cap. 18. the In- 

trodu€tion of the Roman Service was eftablithed at the Counczl.of Leon, 

Anno. 1ogt. in that Kingdom likewife. Negue'catenus Bernardi conatus 

fubjtiterunt, fed Regem fecutus in ulteriorem Caftellam, Legione, urbe pri-. 
maria, novum Epifcoporum Contilum babet, anno eus Jeculi nonagefimo 

primo, ut Lucas Tudenfis ef autor. Affuit Raynerius, ex Cluntacenft mona- 

cho prefbyter Carainalis, ab Urbano Pontifice in Richardi, Abbatis Mafih- 

enfis, locum, ad Regem legatus.

7. As therefore the Chri/lians in Spain, who had their own Kings, by 
degrees, conformed to the Roman Rites, and thofe who lived among the 
Saracens, and were call’d Mozarabes, adher’d firmly to the Officiam Go- 
thicum, it was likewife thence call’d Mozarabicum ; in the fame Manner, 
as in more modern Times, it was call’d Toletanum, becaufe the Ufe of it 
was preferved longeft in that City.

Of the Coins of the Wisi-Gorus. 


1. THE moft compleat Collection of the Coins of the Wif-Gorhick 


Kings, are owing to the Care of Mabudel, He begins with King Thea- 


dis, the Succeflor of Ama/aric, and goes as far as Roderic. 


2. We have, however, more ancient Accounts, that the Kings of the 
Wifi-Goths caufed Pieces of Gold tobe coin’d: For Auitus Viennenfis lays 
it to the Charge of -d/aric, IH. as a Scandal, that he diminith’d the Stan- 
dard of them. (See the XI. Annotation, n. 4.) A certain Man of Learning 
pretends to have feen a Coin of the firft A/aric, who fack’d Rome, but we 
need only read the Defcription of it, to be convinced that it was fpurious *. 


Of the Spanith Coins, which are generally attributed to the Wis1-GoTus. 


3. THERE are certain ancient Coinsin Sain, with uncommon Let- 
ters, (whereof we find many Inftances in La/tanofa,) which have given 
Occafion to the Lovers of Antiquity, to form various Conjeétures, Some, 
and principally Antonius Auguftinus, are of Opinion, that they were coin’d 
in Spazn, partly under the Dominion of the Romans, but in Part, perhaps 
fooner ; and the Letters found upon them were then in Ufe, in that Coun- 
try. Others, and particularly O/aus Wormius, believe them to be Gothick 
Letters, and fancy they difcover the fame Rumen in them, as they meet 
with in the Antiquities of Denmark and Sweden This Enquiry deferves 
the rather to find Place here, as it may ferve to illuftrate what we have 


mention’d above, of the Manner of Writing among the Wi/-Goths.

méme poids, deméme fabrique, © avec des tetes, & des caracteres femblables 
a celles de deum deniers Confilaires, Pun de la famille Domitia, & Pautre de 
l Afrania ; elles indiquent un tems anterieur a la venue des Gots en Efpagne ; 
mais encore parce que la fabrique de leurs efpeces, o% du moins de celles, qu'on 
fuppofe, qwils ont frappees dans les autres pais, eft tout-a-fait diferente, & 
par le volume, & par le gout du deffein, & de la graveure, qui eft beaucoup 
plus grofier. Comment dailleurs accorder avec cette opinion la quantité de 
ces pieces, qui fe trouvent en cuivre dans le pais, en plus grande abondance, 
que d aucune autre forte, chargees de figures, que les Colonies Romaines etablics 
en Efpagne ont employées fur leurs propres monnoyes, fous les trois premicrs 
Empereurs? Dira-ton que dans le petit efpace de tems, que les Gots auroieni

avec leurs portraits, & leurs noms en caraéteres Latins, a’un volume & d’ux 
gout bien differens de celles, dont il s agit ; auroient-ils eu dans un méme Ctat 
deux fortes d’efpeces, avec des differences. fi notables? ot auroient-ils en fi 
peu de tems changé totalement leurs caraéteres? Mabudel himfelf has given 
fuch an Illuftration of thefe Coins, that we have not the leaft Occafion to 
have Recourfe to the Times of the Goths for them. 


IV. 
Remains of the GotuHick LANGUAGE, in the SPANISH. 


[ wAve already fhewn, in a proper Place, (KV..29.) that the Wif- 
Goths and Swabians, after they had fettled in the Roman Provinces, by De- 
grees, took to the Language of the Country; in the fame Manner, as the 
Burgundians, and one Part of the Franks, had done in Gaul, and the Lon- 
gobards in Italy: And this probably became more general, in’ the’Time 
of Reccaredus, after the Difference of Religion: ceasd, and they were al- 
lowed to intermarry. (XV. 29. ». 6,) All public A@s, both Ecclefiattical 
and Civil, and particularly the Laws, were in the Latin Tongue; and, at 
Length, the Language of the Country, probably got the better in common 
Ufe: We are not therefore to wonder, if we find but {mall Remains of 
the German Diale&t. A Spanifh Lawyer, Andreas Pofa, has made‘a Col- 
lection of them, in his Treatife, de la antigua lingua, &c. As incoherent 
as his Conceits are, they may not be altogether difagreable to the Reader. 
He himfelf calls them Paradoxon de prifca Hispanorum lingua, and fays,

them? That the Ce/tick Inhabitants of Spain had. fuch Letters, we may 
conclude from Strabo *, and is made the more probable by the Iuftrati- 
ons Mabudel has given us of the ancient Spani/h. Coins, as I mentioned

: a | T HE Name of Sarmatia and Sarmatians, occur fo often in the 











Hiftory of the Germans, that a farther Illuftration of it, may give 

a particular Light to that Hiftory ; and that in more latter Times, 

wa when we find fo many Countries poflefs'd by Sarmatian Nations. How- 

BB ever, what we find of this Nation, in Antiquity, is fo obfcure and uncer- 

mie i tain, that I muft be contented with barely hinting at fome Particulars, 
Lai. which may be reduced to fome greater Certainty than others. 


aH 1. AccorpDING to Herodotus, the Sauromate firft dwelt in Afa, be- 
| uy tween the Caucafus and the Tanais. After they had pafled this River, 
} i which the Ancients made the Confines of Europe and Afia, they efta- 
blithed themfelves in that Country, which was inhabited by the Scythzans, 
properly fo called, Hence it is, that they themfelves are comprehended un- 
der the Name of Scythians, and are diftinguifhed by Geographers, by the 
Appellations of European and Afiatick Sarmatians. By Degrees, they ex- 
| tended themfelves in Europe, till, at Length, all the Countries, from the 
ia. Tanais to the Viftula, was known by the Name of Sarmatia Europea, 
: which Confines Me/a, and, after him, Ptolemy take Notice of. 


i Hi The different Nations in Sarmatia-Europza. Scythians, Sarmatians, Ger- 
{ ea mans: And likewife Greek Colonies. 


But weare not therefore to fuppofe, that all the Inhabitants of Sarmatia- 
Fluropea, were Sarmatians. Some Nations remained there, who belonged 
to the Scythians, properly fo called. Several German Nations dwelt among 
the Scythtans and Sarmatians. In particular, the Goths were very buly 
there, and brought the greater Part of the Inhabitants under their Domi- 
nion, infomuch, that the principal Seat of the Gothick Power, in the fourth 
Century, was in thefe Parts.’ Even fome Grecian Colonies ftood their 
Ground, 































Of the Sarmatians zz general, 


Grouud, in the Midft of thefe Savage Neighbours. The City of Bory/ 
thenes, or Olbia,at the Mouth of the River of that Name, the Inhabitants 
of which are, by Miletus, accounted Greeks, was particularly famous *. 
Dion Chryfoftomus, a famous Orator, in the Time.of Trajan, mentions his 
Journy thither, and gives us the Oration, which he held there in the Tem 
ple of Fupiter. Who would believe that Homer and Plato were then read 
on the Nreper ? We fee, by the Oration I juft mentioned, that this Colony 
had preferved the Bent of the Nation, from which they were defcended, 
even in this Point. ) 


3. Ir is, however, difficult to trace out exactly the Habitations of thefe 
Nations. Ancient Geographers were not themfelves perfectly acquainted 
with this extenfive Tra&t of Land. As far as it reached, on the Pontus Eux- 
inus, they give a pretty juft Account of the Rivers, and the People who 
dwelt on the Banks of them: But they have the lefs Knowledge of the 
Inhabitants of the inward and Northern Parts; and, without any Scruple, 
defcribe them to be Monocul, Cannibals, and whatever an Imagination 
prone to Fables could invent. To this, we may add, that moft of the 
Sarmatian Nations, in Conformity to their Manner of Life, had no cer- 
tain or conftant Habitation ; they chofe rather to wander from Country to 
Country : And befides, they were often at War with one another ; and the 
Vanquifhed knew how to throw off their Yoke, with as much Eafe as it 
was laid upon them. |

Account of the SARMATIANS from HERODOTUS, 


1. UnperR this Obfcurity and Incertitude, it will be neceflary for us to 
diftinguifh the Times. We mutt firft confider Sarmatia as defcribed by 
Herodotus. 1 remember, indeed, that Strabo complains of him, and owns he 
would rather rely on Homer and Hefiod, tho’ Poets, than on Herodotus -+-.

3. For the fecond Period of the Situation of Sarmatia, we are in- 
debted to Ptolemy's Defcription, of which, as far as regards Sarmatia Eu- 
ropea, fee above VI. 43. 2.3. Tho’ the Nations there mentioned, did 
not conftantly remain in the Habitations they then poffefled; but were 
fubject to great Revolutions, occafioned firft by the Gorbs, and afterwards 
by the Hunus. Whence Sarmatia, in the fixth Century, and chiefly in 
the Reign of ‘Yuffinian, differed greatly from what it was in Pfolemy’s

The Sarmatians are defcended from the Medes, and are different from the 
Scythians,

Coins of fore of the Kings of the SARMATIANS, 


THERE are fome Coins remaining of Kings, who bore the Name of 
Sauromates *, which were coined in the Reigns of Trajan, Adrian, and 
Septimius Severus. The Heads of the Roman Emperors, which are on 
one Side of them, fufficiently prove, that thefe Princes acknowledged 
their Supremacy. LExzech. Spanheim fuppofes them to have been Kings 
of Bofphorus ++; and in this I have followed him, Vol. I. V. 10. 2. 10. 


* Tuar Sanromates was a proper Name; is plain from thefe Coins. Ammianns Marcellinus men- 
tions a Sauromates, King of Iberia. We likewife meet with the fame Name, here and there, in the 
Themata Conftantini Porphyrogeniti.

But Vazllant has examined this Matter more accurately. He imagines 
them to be Kings of a particular Sarmatian Nation; and diftinguithes 
their Kingdom from that of Bo/phorus fo clearly, that he even obferves the 
different Epochs of both *. 


VI. 


Of the Bofphorus Cimmerius; where the Sarmatians ruled for a Time. 


1. Ow this Occafion, I may properly fpeak more amply of the Bo/pho- 
rus Cimmerius, than I have hitherto done. I have, indeed, fometimes men- 
tioned it in the Gothick Hiftory, particularly XIII. 7. but in the Hiftory 
of the Afatick Sarmatians, it is of more Importance: Bo/phorus Cimmert- 
us is the Strezght, thro’ which the M@otick Lake flows into the Pontus 
Euxinus, and is now called the Strezght of Caffa, from the Haven of that 
Name. The adjacent Coaft of fa wascomprehended under the fame 
Name, whence arofe a particular Kingdom, in which two Cities were ef- 
pecially famous; Panticapea, in the Peninfula itfelt, and Phanagora in 
Afia. Strabo affares us, that the Kings of this Bo/phorus, fometimes.ex- 
tended their Dominion as far as the Tamais, Lib. IX. p. 495. Scepe Bo/- 
phorani Reguli ufque ad Tanaim omnia obtinuerunt. 


2. THE moft ancient Kings are famous in the Hiftory of the Greeks. 
Monjfieur de Boze has carried on their Hiftory till the Time when Mz¢hrz- 
dates, King of Pontus, made himéfelf likewife Mafter of the Bo/phorus +-. 
This Kingdom had afterwards its own Kings again, of whom Vaz/lant has 
given usa Succeflion. Thefe acknowledged, in fome Meafure, the Supre- 
macy of the Roman Emperors, till the great Revolution enfued, in the 
Reign of Valerian, whence thefe Nations united with the Goths againft the 
Romans. (V. 37.0. 1.) : 


3. In fucceeding Times, the Sarmatians ruled in the Bofphorus Cim- 
merius. Confiant. Porphyrogenitus, Them. P. Il. cap. 53. relates the Diffe- 
rences, which the Kings of Sarmatia, who were likewife. Mafters of this 


Bofphorus, had with the Inhabitants of the Cher/onefus Taurica, (the pre-

Conftantius, and concludes, £. 1 50, with thefe Words, Atque ab eo tempo- 
rein pofterum Sauromate Bofpori imperium amiferunt. 


VII. 
Wufiration of the Sarmatian Hiftories, from thofe of the Romans, and 


Germans. 


SINCE we cannot bring the Sermatian Hiftory into any Connexion, it 
is of fome Ufe, however, to fet certain fingle Circumftances, of which we 
find many in the Courfe of the Roman and German Hiftories, on a fare 
Footing: I fhall* take Notice of fome, in this Place, in which as well the 


Sarmatians in general, as fome Sarmatian Nations, in particular, are men- 
tioned. 


Tue Wars in Pontus firft gave the Romans a Knowledge of the Sar- 
matians in Afia. Thofe of Europe became known to them from their 
Neighbourhood with I//yricum, and the German Nations. "The moft an- 
cient Notice we have is in Florus, Lib. III. cap. 4. Appius ad Sarmatas 
ufque pervenit, In the Hiftory of Augufius, the Sarmatians are feveral 
Times mentioned. Frorus Lib. IV. cap. 12. Sarmate patentibus campis 
inequitant: et bos per eundem Lentulum probibere Danubio fatis fuit. Dio 
Cassius lib. 54. p. 534. Poff eum C. Lucius eadem de caufa contra Sau- 
romatas bellum gerens, wictos trans Iftrum repulit. 


Amonc the Coins of Domitian, is one with the Reverfe, Victoria Sar- 
matica, ‘This refers to what I have hinted, V. 1. 7. 2. of his Enterprize 
again{t the Sarmatians. Suetonius {ays of it: Expeditiones partim fponte 
Jufcepit, partim neceffario. Sponte in Cattos, necefjario unam in Sarmatas, 
fegione cum legato fimul cefa. And farther: De Sarmatis lauream modo 
Capitolino fovt retulit. 


Trajan had feveral Concerns with the Sermatians, not ofily in Pane 
nonia, and when he reduced Dacia into a Roman Province ; (VY. 9.) but 
likewife in Afa, on Occafion of the Parthian War. He took a Sarma 
tran King into the Protection of the Romans (V. 9. n, 9.) who was proba-

bly the fame mentioned by Play, the younger, Lib. X. cp. 15. where he 
writes to the Emperor: Rex Sauromates fcripfit mibi, effe quedam, que de- 
beres quam maturifime fetre. 





M. Avretius had likewife, during the Marcomann War, Quarrels 
with fome Sarmatian Nations. (V, 13. feg.) Whence his Coins bear the 
Title de Sarmazis, as he himfelf did that of Sarmaticus. (Ibid. 21.2 2.3.) 


Maximinus is likewile big with the fame Titles. (V. 30.) 


Gorpvianus Funior is alfo extolled by Capitolinus as Vittor Sarmata- 
rum (V. 31.7. 1.) : 


Carus valiantly repelled the Sermatians, who invaded Pannonia, and 
threatned a Vifit to Italy it felf: Whence probably his Son, Carinus, took 
Occafion to eftablifh the Ludi Sarmatici. 'To what I have obferved of 
thefe Games, (V. 59.7. 2) we may add another Pafflage from Vopi/cus: 
Memorabile maxime et Carini, et Numeriani hoc habuit imperium, quod lu- 
dos Romanos novis ornatos Jpectaculis dederunt. Thofe Games which had 
their Names from certain Nations, as the Ludi Dacici, Gothici, €c. con- 
fifted of fuch Exercifes as each Nation was famous for beyond others, 
The Conjecture of Salmafius *, that the Ludi Sarmatici were chiefly ef- 
teemed for a particular Dexterity in vaulting from one Horfe to another, 
feems to me very probable: This Kind of Horfemen were called by the 
Ancients, Ampbippi. "The Sarmatians were remarkably active at this Ex- 
ercife, as is obferved (Vol. L. VI. 55. n. 2.)'ftom Amm. Marcellinus. We 
may, therefore, the fooner believe what H/anus, in Taéticts, cap. 37. fays 
of them. U/us hujus forme maximus ef adverfus BARBAROS AD IsTRUM, 
guos et AMPHIPPOS dixere, ut qui ab aliis equis in alios tranjfilire affueti 
Jjint. The like Games are defcribed by Manitius Lib. V. 


Nec non alterno defultor fidere dorfo 
Quadrupedum, et flabiles poterit defigere plantas, 


Per quos vadit equos. 


DiocLeTian is called, in ‘ancient Infcriptions, Sarmaticus Maximus 
(VI, 10.1. 4.) He is partly indebted, for thefe Sur-names, to the Wars

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which his Armies waged againtt the Sarwiatians in Afia, of which Con- 
STANTINUS PorRPHYROG. Them. P. II, cap. 53. makes Mention. 


ConsTanTineE, the Great, took up Arms againft the Sarmatians. 
who croffed the Danube, Anno. 319. which War lafted three Years. Zo. 
JSimus calls them Sarmate, ad Me@otidem Paludem habitantes, and their 
King Rau/imodus :. Whence the Title of Sarmaticus, which is given him 
in fome ancient Infcriptions, as alfo the Coins with ‘the Reyerfe - Vittoria 


Sarmatica; and perhaps, likewife, the Ludi Sarmatici, which are menti-. 


oned in an ancient Roman Calendar, made about the Middle of; the fourth 
Century. (VI, 25) 


Their Quarrels with Valentiniano I. are hinted at VII. 10. end 15. 


Unver Valens, as well the Sarmatians as the Goths were probably in 
Motion; whence they are mentioned.in Gratian’s Hiftory. Of this.I have 
quoted fome Paffages, (VII. 27. 2, 2. and 28. 7, 3.) to which we may add 
the following from the Panegyrick of Aufonius: Voca Germanicum dediti- 


one gentilium: Alemannicum tradudtione captorum: ViNcENpDo Er Ig- 
NOSCENDO SARMATICUM. 


TuHat Theodofius was fuccefsful againft the Sarmatians, is evident from 
the following Paflage in Symmachus. Lib, X, epift. 68. Dudum _fando- 
acceperat P. R. caforum funera Sarmatarum. At nune confirmata eft 
nuntiorum letitia, fpettaculo triumphali. Sam minores non _fumus vetuftts 
exemplis. Vidimus, que atta miramur, catenatum agmen vine gentis in- 
duct, tllofque jam pridem truces vultus mifero pallore-mutatos. Stetit arene 


medio fubjecta voluptati, que furt ante formidini, affuete armis gentilibus 
manus gladtatoria inftrumenta tenuerunt. 


Arter the Goths extended their Dominion in Sarmatia, the Sarmati- 
ans are frequently mentioned in their Hiftory, and perhaps they had their 
Part in the great Revolution, when, in-the Reign of / alens, the Hunns al- 
mott overthrew the Gothick Empire. After this, Mention is made of Sar- 
matian Nations among others;;who were in the Service of MAitila, (IX. 2s. 
#. 3.) whole Power had befides its chief. Seat, in, Szrmatia and Dacias:: . 


Burt, after A¢tila’s Death, they fhook off the Yoke ‘again. (X.°3-) And 
to this the two Sarmatian Kings, Benga and Babai,.who, {eon after A//;-

VII. 
Of fome fingle Sarmatian Nations, 


Ancient Geographers take Notice of many fingle Sarmatian Nati- 
ons, moft of whom have appeared in the Courfe of the German Hiftory. 
I will here only revive the Memory of thofe, of whom we have the moft 
Authentic Teftimonies, At the fame Time, it will appear, that fome Na- 
tions are reckoned among the Sarmatians, who do not properly belong to 
them. 


Sarmate fazyges. 


1. THE Sarmate Fazyges are the moft renowned in Roman Hiftory. 
They dwelt at firft on the Maotic Lake *. A Colony of them fought 
their Way thro’ the Geta, and gained a fure Footing between the Danube 
and the Theis. Thefe are the fame who were called Fazyges Metanafta. 
Their Situation gave Occafion to their being often engaged in Quarrels 
with the neighbouring Germans, and to their frequently ravaging the Ro- 
man Provinces, on the other Side of the Danube. In the Reign of Zide- 
rius, they took Part with King Vannius (IV. 31.) When the Roman Ar- 
my in Pannonia and Moefia declared for Ve/pafian, they drew the Chiefs of 
the ‘Yazygi over to their Party. Tacit. Hitt. III. 5. Ne znermes pro- 
vincie barbaris nationibus exponerentur, principes Sarmatarum fazygum, 
penes quos civitatis regimen, in commilitium afciti. Plebem quoque et vim 
equitum, qua fola valent, offerebant. They had a Share in the Marcoman 
War, (V. 13.) and their King, Zanticus, made a feparate Peace with the 
Emperor, M. Antoninus. (Ib. 20.) Their Name likewife appears again in 
the Poli/b Hiftory, when they were vanquithed by that Nation. 


Sarmatz liberi, and limigantes. 


2. Tue Sarmatea liberi + dwelt, in the Time of Conflantine, the Great, 
between the Theis and the Mares, to the Danube. ‘They were expelled

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their Country by their own Servants, who were the Sarmate limugantes, 
(VI. 28.2, 6.) The Emperor Conffantius reftored them to their Country, 
and ordained one Zzzazis to be their King, on Condition that he fhould 
acknowledge the Supremacy of the Empire. (VI. 55.) Whence he hira- 
felf is {tiled Secundo-Sarmaticus, (Ib. 56.)Thele Sarmata liberi are the 
very fame, who, in the Time of Valentinian, went over the Danube; but 


were valiantly repelled by Theodo/ius; then Dux\Mefie., (VIL. 10.) 


3. Tue Sarmate hmigantes had, indeed, another Habitation affigned 
them by Conftamtius ; but, in the Year 3 59. rebelled againft him, likewite ; 
whereupon: they were defeated and totally dilperfed, (VI, 57.) |

4. Tue Roxolani dwelt, in the Time of Strabo, between the Taaais 
and the Bory/thenes, p. 306. Roxolant maxime Septentrionales, qui campos 
inter Tanaim et Boryfthenem incolunt, + -' An fuper Roxolanoshabitet als- 
quis, nefcimus. Roxolani etiam contra Mithridatis Eupatoris legatos pugna- 
verunt, He there gives the following Account of their Arms: Utuntur 
galets de crudis boum tergoribus, ac thoractbus, peltas gerunt cratibus contex- 
tas: arma its hafta, gladius, arcus. Tacitus gives us a better Account 
thereof, when he relates their Invafion of Mafia, in the Time of Otho, 
and the Overthrow they fuffered. Hz. I. 79. “* Eo audentius Roxolani,

They are 
more than ohce mentioned in the Roman Hiftory, -e. g. under Adrian, 


(”. 10.) in the Marcoman War, (V. 13.) in the Hiftory of the Goths, &e. 
Alani Sarmate. 


5. Some Authots, and in particular, Marctanus Heracleores, will have 
the Alani, by Amm. Marcellinus tuppofed to be the Maffagete of the An- 
cients, to be likewile Sarmatians. - As they came from the Cawcajus, and 
are therefore called Caucafgene ; this Opinion feems to have fome Grounds, 
There Manner of- Life, as defcribed by Amm. Marcellinus, agrees likewite 
with the Ideas given us of the Sarmatians. (VII 13. 2.2.) There were 
many Nations comprehended under this Name, as well in Afa as in Eu- 
rope, as 1 have already fhewn. (VII. 13.) The Alani Europai, accord- 
ing to the Teftimony of Marcianus, dwelt in the Neighbourhood of 
Mount -4/anus, where the Bory/thenes has itsSource. I:have mentioned 
them feveral times in the firft Volume, and chiefly (VII. 13.) At that time, 
the Alani and Goths pafled the Danube, into the Rowan Territories. (Jb. 23. 
and 27.) Of thefe Latter, thofe feem to haye been who invaded Gaul, 
(VIL 15.) and, in Part, advanced farther into Spain, where they joined 
the V sandals. 


The Daci and Gete are different from the Sarmatians. 


6. Some have reckoned the Daci and Gete, who were originally one 
Nation, likewife to the Sermatians *. But Tacitus thews usthe Diffe- 
rence +; as Ptolemy does yet more amply. How far Ancient Dacia ex- 
tended, before Trajan reduced it to a Province, Steph. Zamofius, in AnaledZ. 
Antiquitatum Dacia, cap. 2. has fhewn us. The Get@ and Sarmatians 
were, however, intermixed. Thus Ovsd got acquainted with both Nations, 
and their Language, while he was in Exile, in the City of Zomis, in the 
Pontus, as he-himfelf bears Teftimony :

7. Tue Baflarne are \ikewife accounted by fome to. be Sarmatians *. 
‘Their Habitations border’d on the Carpathian Mountains, which therefore 
had the Name of 4lpes Baftarnice: But Strabo diftinguifhes thefe two 
Nations, and fays, p. 306. La mediterraneis Bafarne funt Tyrigetis. ac 
Germanis confines, ac. fere ipfi quoque Germanici generis, in plures divifi po- 
pulos. Nam Atmoni nominantur ali, alii Sidones: Peucint, qui infulam I/- 
tri Peucen occuparunt. Tacitus reckons them among the Germans. Germ. 
46, Peucini, quos quidam Baftarnas vocant, Jermone, cultu, fede ac domici- 
his, ut Gerntani agunt. Pliny makes them one of the five principal Tribes 
of the German Nations (/. 2. 2. 4.) and Lib. IV. cap. 13. he fays: Aver/a 
Baoftarne tenent, altique inde Germani. They ate mentioned in the Hit. 
tory of Perfeus, King of Macedon, who made Uf of their Affiftance again{t 
the Romans.. PuuTarcuvs in Vit. Pauli Aemilii: Veniebant e rogantt 
Baftarne, decem millia equitum, par numerus peditum, qui prolapforum eyui= 
tum vacuos Captebant equos ; omnes mercenarii homines, qui nec agriculturam., 
nec navicilariam noffent, nec pecore pafcende vitam toleraré® verum unuga 
opus, unam meditarentur artem, perpetuo preliari et vincere acié hoftem,. 
proceris corporibus viri, mirabil: exercitatione, Srandiloqut, et nirifice adver- 
us boftes loquaces. Appian mentions them, Lid. de bellis Mithridaticis, p. 
365. among the Nations, who came to the Affiftance of King Mithrida- 
tes. They had a Share in the Marcoman War. (V. 1 3. 2. 1) Probus. van- 
quifhed them, and tranfported them into Zbrace. V, 55. 2. 3.) Whence, 
in facceeding Times, their Name, by Degrees, became obliterated” Pro. 
bably the Remainder of them united with the’Goths ; and, if any of them: 
did remain in their native Country, they lay concealed under the Name of 
Precinig?, or Paizinace, which we find as well in the Byzantine, as the 
Polife Hittory. | 


8. The Cartz, who dwelt on the Carpatian Mountains, as their Nate 


feems to imply, have as little Title to be reckoned among the Sarmatians, 


Eutropius diftinguifhes the Carpi, Bafterne, and Sarmatians, when’ he 
writes of Droclfian and Maximian: Varia deinceps et fraul et viritim 
bella gefferunt, Carpis et Bafternis fubattis, Sarmatis viétis ; guarum natio- 
num ingentes captivorum copias in Romani finibus locaverunt. Inthe Year 
295. they fubmitted entirely to the Romans. and were difperfed, by Dro- 
<letian, throughout all Paznonia. (V1. 9.)

g. THe Sarmatian Nations in Afa, are not eafy to be diftinguifhed by 
Name. Paforius in Origin. Sarmat. p. 61. reckons among others the 
Lazt, a People in the Territory of Colchis, who were particularly famous 


under the Reign of fufin and Fufinian: But this requires a farther 
Proof *,

The Manners of the Sarmatians: Their Language. 


1 GREEK and Roman Writers {peak of the Sarmatians, as of a 


diftin& Nation, who were quite different from the: Germans, both. in 


Language and Manners. Tacitus fays, Germ. 46. of the Venedi: Hi ta- 
men inter Germanos potius referuntur, quia et domos figunt, et feuta geftant, 
et pedum ufu ac pernicitate gaudent, que omuia diverfa Sarmatis. funt in 
plauftro equoque viventibus.. As likewife of the Ba/tarna: Peucinorum, 
Venedorumque et Fennorum nationes Germanis-an Sarmatis adfcribam, dubt- 
Zo: quanquam Peucint, quos quidam Baftarnas vocant, fermone, cultu, fede 
ac domicilits, ut Germani agunt. And farther ;. Procerum connubiis mixtis 
nonnibilin Sarmatarum habitum feedantur. 


2. Tury do -not, however, point out the Sarmatians fo accurately? 
that we can from thence form a diftint Idea, what Nations are to be ac- 
counted of this Race. The Language of Nations is otherwife an almoft 
inconteftable Evidence, where their Original and Affinity are in Queftion : 
But we have hardly any Account of the Sermatian Tongue. A Paflage 
concerning it, in Herodotus, 1V. 117. gives us little Light: Sauromate pu- 
tantur lingua Scythica folecizare, quod eam ab initio non probe didicerint 
Amazones.

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3. Besrpes this, ancient Writers give us fufficiently to underftand, that 
likewife thofe Nations whom they comprehended under the common iy 
Name of Sarmatians, differed as much in their Language asin their Man- i 
ners, What Strabo fays of the City of Diofcurias, in Colchis, may ferve 
as an Inftance. An incredible Number of ‘Nations are mentioned, who | 
were wont to trade thither; and had their different Languages, and yet | 
they were chiefly Sarmatians *. Amm. Marcellinus, Lib, XXII. cap. 8. ai 
fays of the European Sarmatians, Circa haec ftagna ultima, extzmague, plu- i

4. To trace, however, as far as poffible thofe Footfteps, by which we 
may diftinguifh the Sarmazians, I thall quote the principal Paffages which 
we find in ancient Authors, of their Manners. Meg gives this Defcrip- 
tion of them, in general; Lid, LIT. c. 4. Sarmatia, intus, quam ad mare, 
fatior, ab iis, que fequuntur, Vifila amne difcreta, qua retro abit, ufque ad 
Titrum flumen immittitur. Gens habitu armifque Parthice proxima: verum 
ut cet afpertoris, ita ingenit. Non fe urbibus tenet, et ne fratis quidem fe- 
dibus. Ut invitavere pabula, ut cedens et fegquens hoftis exigit, ita res opef- 
que fecum trabens, femper caftra habitat ; bellatrix, libera, indomita, et uf- 
que coimmanis atque atrox, ut femine etiam cum viris bella tneant, Atque 
ut habtles fint, natis ftatim dextra aduritur mamma.

5-All theAccounts we have of Sarmatian Nations agree in this, that they 
had no great Regard to Polity. Some of them had their Kings, of whom 
feveral are named. in Hiftory: Others lived in an equal and free Commu- 
nity. They did not chufe to liye in Cities; where ever they went, they 
carried their Families about with them, together with a few Stores in Wag- 
gons *. fuflin {ays the fame of the Scythians, in general. Lid. IT, cap. 2.

6. Tacitus obferves of the Sarmatians in general, that, with Regard to 
their Cloathing and Manner of Drefs, they differed entirely from the Ger= 
mans, and rather agreed with the Parthians. Germ. 17. Locupletiffimz vefte 
diftinguuntur, non fluitante, ficut Sarmate et Partht, fed firidta, et fingu- 
los artus exprimente: Which likewife agrees with Me/a’s Defeription, who 
calls them Aabitu Parthis proximt: And, of the Parthians, we know that 
they wore long Garments. ¥n/tin fays of them, Lib. KIL. Ves olin fia 
moris; poflea quam acceffere opes, ut Medis, perlucida ac fluida 4. They 


let their Hair and Beards grow, without trimming or fhaving. Ovid Tri.

8. An ancient Greek Poet fays, of the Scythzans in general, that they 
nurfed their Children with Mare’s Milk t. Nothing could be fo Savage, as 
the Manner of their breeding up their Daughters. They were not fuffered 
tomarry till they had killed an Enemy in the Field. So Nic. Damalenus

Of their Warfare Arms, &c. 


9. We have the beft Account of their Warfare, and indeed it is very 
natural of a Nation, which were hardly acquainted with the Bleffings of 
Peace *, They were in general reckoned good Horfemen. Tacitus 
Hitt. 1.79. Namque mirum dittu, ut fi omnis Sarmatarum vis velut ex- 
tra ipfos, nibil ad pedeftrem pugnam tam ignavum, ubi per turmas advenere 
vix ulle actes obfizterit. Their Horfes were likewife fam’d for their being 
hardy and {wift. Péiny fays of them: Lib, VIII. cap. 65. Sarmate lon- 
gingua ttinera atturt inedia preparant cos, potum exiguum impertientes: at- 
que ita per centena milla et quinguaginta continuo curfi euntibus infident, 
AmM. MARCELLINuS Is fomething more circumftantial: (VI. §5. n. 1.) 
Per fpatia difcurrunt amplifima, fequentes alios, vel ipfi terga vertentes, in- 
jidendo velocibus equis, et morigeris, trabentefque fingulos, interdum et binos, 
utt permutatio vires foveat jumentorum, vigorque otio integretur alterno, 
This Swiftnefs procured them a particular Nick-Name with the Poets, as 
in Lucan, III. 93.

We likewife find, among the Romans, a particular Kind of Bows, called 
Arcus Sarmatici +. From the before mentioned Paflages of Tacitus t, we 
have a better Knowledge, as well of their Manner of fighting, as their 
Arms ; and particularly the Cuftom of their Cavalry, that they went to 
the Battle in compleat Curaffes, as we find them reprefented in the Colum- 
na Trajani. | 


10. I have already obferved, (Vol, I. VI. 55. n. 1.) from Amm. Marcel- 


linus, that the Sarmatians and Quadi prepared their Armour in a fingular 
Manner. This appears more plainly from a Paflage of Paufanias, Lib. I. 


p. 49. seg. where he defcribes the Curiofities of the Temple of Aeu/a-

The Religion of the Sarmatians. 


1. WHat we find of their Religion and Deities, is juft as obfcure. 
And, in this Point likewife, Things are fometimes attributed to the Sar- 
matians, which either belonged to the Scythians, properly fo called, or 
were common to other Nations ; who, as well as the Savmatians, were in- 
cluded under the general Name of Scythzans, 


2. WHAT mott deferves our Notice, are the Words of Clemens Alex- 
andrinus, where he attributes to them the Worfhip of Fire, a very confil- 
tent Cuftom fora Nation defcended from the Medes. Coh. ad Gent.c. 5. 
p. 56. Perfarum autem magi, multique ex bis, qui Afiam incolunt, et pre- 
terea Macedones, prout Diogenes in primo Perficorum fcribit, ignt divinos 
bonores tribuunt. Quid Sauromatas referam, quos Nympbodorus, in moribus 
barbarorum, narrat ignem venerari ? 


3. Tus fame Father fays likewife, that they worfhipped a Scymeter. Ib. 
Sauromatas autem, Scythia gentem, acinacem colere, refert Icefus, in opere 
de Myfteriis. Others fays the fame of the Scythzans *, and the other In- 
habitants of Scythia Europea, in general. Mera Lib. II. cap. 1. Mars 
omnium Deus. Ei pro fimulacris enfes et tinétoria dedicant, hominefque pro 
vittimis feriunt. Solinus mentions it of the Neur1, a Scythian Nation, that 
dwelt on the Bory/thenes: Populis iftis Deus Mars eft: pro fimulacris enfes 
colunt. Arnobius even diftinguifhes, in this Point, the Scythzans and Sar- 
matians, Lib. VI. adv. gentes, where, at the fame time, he touches on 
their Sacrifices. Ridetis, temporibus prifcts Perfas fluvium coluiffe, memora- 
bilia ut indicant feripta, informem Arabas lapidem, acinacem Scythia nati- 
ones, Sarmatas Diis patriis equos immolaffe. And to this, perhaps, we may 
apply the confecrated Sword of the Kings of the Scyths, of which 4ttila 
boafts, (1X. 23. 2. 12.) 


Whether Diana was worfhipped by the Sarmatians? 


4. A LEARNED Writer, who endeavours to do great Honour to tne 
Sarmatian Antiquity --, reckons the Diana Taurica, among the Searma-

Or VENUS? 


5. Wirt as little Reafon, he attributes the famous Temple of Venus, 
at Phanagoria, the Capital of Bof/phorus, in Afia, to the Sarmatians, 'The 
Goddefs there worfhipped is known, among the moft ancient of the Gre- 
cian Fables, by the Name of the Deceztful, and was not fo famous for her 
Beauty, as her good Condud in the War with the Giants *. Such a‘ Ve- 
mus would indeed have’ been a proper Goddefs for the Sarmatians, whofe 


Daughters had their Thoughts more employed on the Bow and Arrow, 
than on Beauty and Manners. 


Or Castor and Pottux? 


6. AccorDING to him, Caffor and Pollux, who had their Temple at 
Diofcurias, a famous City in Colchis, were likewife to be reckoned among 
their Deities: But there were fo many Inhabitants, of different Nations, 
in this City -, that we do not fo certainly know, whether the Sarmatians 
had any Share in this Worfhip. 


Chriftianity preached among the Sarmatians. St. Andrew 


the Apoftle of the Scythians, 


7. We find fome Marks of Chrifizanity having been early known 
among the Saracens. Ecclefiaftical Hiftory mentions, of St. Andrew, 
that Scythia tell to his Lot, and that he preached the Gofpel about the 
Territories of the Pontus Euxinus t. Some of the ancient Fathefs like- 
wife take Notice of this People among the Chri/fians. Tertullian § men-

p-g-t HE foregoing Annotation I fet apart for an Account of the Sar- 

: matians in general; and, on that Occafion, confidered the Jnhabi- 
tants of Sarmatia Europea, according to their different Periods; that is, 
firft, the Scythians properly fo called, and afterwards the Sarmatians. 
In the fixth Century, and chiefly in the Reign of “fu/fimian, the Scene 
changed again. The Venedi, Sclaveni and Antea, became fo famous, by 
their Expeditions, and the Eftablifhment of New Kingdoms, that the 
Name of Sarmatians was thereupon almoft extinct. 


Venedi, Wenden. 


1, Tur Name of Venedi, Winide or Wenden, includes many fingle 
Nations, and therefore the Venedi are reckoned among the principal Nati- 
onsof Sarmatia. What Tacitus, Germ. 46. fays of them, I may properly 
lay down here as a Bajis: Peucinorum, VENEDORUMQUE, ef Fenno- 
~um nationes Germanis an Sarmatis adfcribam, dubito: quamquam Peucini, 
quos quidam Baftarnas vocant, Jermone, cultu, fede, ac domictlis, ut Germa- 
ni agunt. Sordes ommium ac torpor. Procerum connubtis mixtis, nonnibil 
in Sarmatarum: habitum fedantur. VENEDI multum ex moribus traxe- 
runt. Nam quidquid inter Peucinos Fennofque filuarum ac montium erigi- 
tur, latrocinits pererrant. Ht tamen inter Germanos potius referuntur, 
guia et domus figunt, et fcuta geflant, et pedum ufu ac pernicitate gaudent, 
que omnia diverfa Sarmatis funt, in plauftro equoque viventibus, Ptolemy 
fays likewife of them: Incolunt Sarmatiam maxime gentes: VENEDE 
apud omnem Venedicum Sinum *, Indeed when Tacitus reckons the Vened;

2. THe Veneti or Heneti, in Paphlagonia, of whom we find Mention ty 
fo early as in Homer and Herodotus, have no Affinity with the Vexed?, 
There is likewife an ancient, tho’ a very uncertain Tradition *, that the a 
former marched into I¢a/y, after the Deftruction of Troy, under the Con- i 
duct of Antenor. 


As are likewife the HENIocHI. 


3. Tue Henocht +, a People of Colchis, who, befides, are famous in 
the Fable of the Argonauts, have juft as little Pretence to be reckoned 
among the Vened?. 


The Sclaveni and Ante both belong to the principal Race of the Venedi. 


4. Tue Names of Sclaveni and Ante are firft mentioned by Yornandes 
and Precopius, The former leads us into the right Way, when he fays, 
that they are both defcended from the Venedi {: And indeed, the Defcrip- 
tion given us of them, by Procopzus, approaches nearer to the Venedi of 
Tacitus, than to what we otherwife tind mentioned in ancient Writers, 
of the Sarmatians properly fo called. So likewife, in Aftertimes, the Names 
of Vened: and Sc/aveni, are promifcuoufly ufed for one and the fame Peo- 
ple, whofe Language alone fufficiently fhews that they were of one Ex- 
traction.

t. Procorius Lib. IV. de bell. Goth. c. 4. p. 573. gives us this Ac- 
count of their Habitation: Palus ({c. Mzotis) autem in Ponti Euxini lit- 
tus evoluitur. Qui illic habitant, CIMMERI1 d:éhi olim, jam vocantur Utur- 


guri. Ulteriova ad Septentrionem habent Antarum populi infiniti. This 


agrees very well for a Nation of the Venedi, to whom Tacitus allots al- 
moft the whole inner Parts of Sarmatia, between the Fenni and the Pey- 
cinit. By another Paffage from Procopius, we fee, p. 377. that fome Colo- 
nies of them then drew nearer to the Dannbe. Diebus vero poft viginti, 
guam Portum Urbemque cognominem obtinuerunt, advenere Martinus et Va- 
lerianus cum M DC. equitibus, quorum plerique Hunni erant, Sclaveni et 
Anta, qui trans fluvium Ifirum, non procul a ripa, fedes patrias habebant. 
This Migration. gave Occafion to the Wars with the Romans, which I 
{hall juft mention in the Sequel. 


Their Hiftory: They are vanquifhed by the Goths, 


2. Tue firft Mention we find of them in Hiftory, is interfperfed in 
that of the Goths, where they are reckoned among thofe Nations who 
were conquered by Hermanaric, King of the Goths. (VI. 43. m. 4.) 


Their Wars with Juftinian: Inroads into Ilyricum, 


3. In the Hiftory of Suffinian, the Sclavent and Ante became more 
known; by their frequently croffing the Danube, and plundering the 
Territories of Iyricum, as the Sarmatians, Dact, and Goths had, in more 
ancient Times, done. (XJ7I. g. et eg.) Fuftintan, indeed, vanquifhed the 
Ante,and thence obtained the Name of Anticus. (Ibid.) 


4. Bur the Sclaveni continued to infeft Idyricum *. The Circum- 
ftances and various Succefs of the War, which Fu/finian waged with the 
Goths, and the then State of the Provinces of I/lyricum,» farnifhed them 
with Opportunities. The Gefzde, in particular, lived ina good Intelli- 


- gence with them, and fuffered them from Time to Time, to crofs the Da-

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nube in their ‘Territories. (XUIT. 4.) After the Kingdom of the Gepide 
was deftroyed, and the Longobards had abandoned Pannonia, to go inte 
Italy, the bari extended themfelves in Pasmonia, and, on that Occafion, 
had frequent Quarrels with the Sclavenz. 


5. However, the Sclaveni had then no firm Eftablifhment in i//yre- 


cum ; but preferved their Habitation, on the other Side of the Danude ; as 
we may conclude by a Paflage from Menander, p. 126. where he relates, 
that, in the Time of the Emperor Liberius, the Can of the bari, who 
then dwelt in Pannonia, made a Shew of pafling the Danube, to vilit the 
Sclaveni. His Words are the more deferving of a Place here, as they u- 
luftrate the State of the Provinces of Myricum, at that Time, in general, 
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At barbarus, etfi nulla ei prebita eflet occafio aut caufa, ne falfam qui- 
dem accufationem in Romanos comminifci dignatus, impudentiflime, 
qui barbarorum mos eft, foedera, que cum Tiberio, initio ejus imperil, 
fecerat, rupit; et cum omni exercitu movens, inter Sirmium oppidum, 
(hoc ex infidiis capere cogitabat,) et Singidonem caftra ponit, et fluvium 
ponte jungere fufcipit. Cum autem timeret, ne a Romanis impediretur, 
qui, ut urbem cuftodirent, in preefidiis erant, et illi in fufpicionem venie- 
bant, propterea quod multum ufum, vel {cientiam navium fluminis ha- 
bebant, aliquandiu fallere noluit: fed poftremo eo decidit, ut rem aperte 
exequeretur, et multa vectoria, graviaque navigia in Iftro, per fuperiorem 
Pannoniam coégit, ex quibus quecunque nancifci potuit, non quidem 
ad artis navium zdificandarum rationem, tamen naves €a magnitudine, 
ut ad bellum apte effent, extruxit, et eas hominibus armiatis, et remigi- 
bus inftruxit. Hi barbarum in morem, inconditis ictibus aquam verbe- 
rantes, crebros fulcos in flumine excitabant; itacum omnibus Abarorum 
copiis, per Sirmianam infulam curfum tenuit, et ad Saum pervenit. 
Hoc confpeéto apparatu Romani, qui in urbibus in ea parte fitis habita- 
bant, cum fuis rebus a proditione timerent, vehementer funt perturbati. 
Erat Sethus Singidone prefectus. Is ad Chaganum mifit, qut ex ipfo 
quereret, quoniam pax et amicitia illi cum Romanis effet, quid fibi vel- 
let, quod ad Saum veniffet, quem, fi ponte jungere inconfulto Impera- 
tore tentaret, non negligeret. Ille non ut quicquam mali Romanis ma- 
chinaretur, pontem ftruere ait, fed ut contra Sclavinos expeditionem fuf- 
ciperet. Se, tranfmiffo Sao, Romam iturum, inde fbi in animo .effé, 
multis ad. trajeCtionem ab Imperatore Romanorum impetratis navibus, 
rurfus Iftrum trajicere. lle quidem antea in gratiam Romanorum Im-

6, And in this Condition, likewife, Matters remained, in the Reign of 
Mauritius, as is evident by the Hiftory which 77 heophilaétus Simocatta has 
left us of them. The Sc/aveni ventured, from Time to Time, over the 
Danube, and even went again as far as the Murtlongi *, "The Emperor, on 
the other Hand, fent an Army over the Danube, to vifit them in their own 
‘Territories --. And as this was the very Country, in which the Gete had, 
in former Times, dwelt, the Greek Hiflorian makes Ufe of their Name 
likewife for the Sclaven?. As faras his Hiftory regards the Inroads of the 
Sclaveni, we may fupply the Defects of it, from two Letters of Pope Gre- 
gory, the Great; from which it is evident, that fome Parties of them 
unade Incurfions as far as Da/matia, and that Italy begun to be under Ap- 
prehenfions, on their Account. Cal/inicus had given the Pope an Account 
of fome Advantages, which he had obtained over the Sclavent: To which 
he anfwered; Lib. IX. ep.g. Inter hec, quod mibi de Sclavis viétorias 
nuntiafiis, magna me letitia relevatum effe cognofcite. And Lib. IX. ep. 
36. GREGORY writes to Maximus, Bifhop of Salona: Et quidem de Scla- 
vorum gente, que vobts valde imminet, et afligor vebementer et conturbor. 
Affiigor in his, gue jam in vobis patior, conturbor, quia per Hiftrie aditum 
jam ad Italiam intrare ceeperunt. 


Heraclius admits the Servii and Croati into Dalmatia. 


7. Tue Emperor Herachus is the moft memorable in this Hitftory +. 
He gave up a Part of Dalmatia, which the Abari had laid totally wafte, 
to the Servi and Croatz, two Sclavonian Nations, on Condition that the 
fhould acknowledge the Supremacy of the Roman Empire, and embrace 
the Chriftian Faith. Conftantinus Porphyrogenitus therefore makes a Dit.

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tin@ion between the Servi and Croatr, who wete baptized, and the Pa- 
‘an Inhabitants who remained behind, in Croatea Magna. The Hiftory 
of the Sclavonian Nations, therefore divides itfelf into many Branches. 
But before I proceed, I fhall juft mention fome Things, which we find re- 
tated of the Sc/aveni in general; which are applicable to'every fingle Sc/a- 
wonian Nation, as arifing from one common Antiquity.

Manners of the Sclavent and Ante. 


.. In Order to enable the Reader the better to know and diftinguith, 
in general, the 1 onedi and Sclaveni, and the other Nations which defcend- 
ed from them, I fhall here take Notice of fome Paffages, which we meet 
with in ancient Writers, concerning them all, We indeed find more am- 

le Accounts afterwards of fome fingle Sclavonian Nations ; efpecially of 
thofe, who extended themfelves in Germania: But for thefe fhall poft- 
one them, till the Continuation of the Hiftory itfelf, will more and more 


difcover them. 


2. Or the Venedi,in general, we muft be contented with what Tacitus 
obferves of them. I have already given an Account of the Sclaveni and 
Anta, ftom Procopius. (XL 9.) ‘The Words of the Grecian Hiftorian, 
deferve to be here recapitulated. His Account differs in feveral Points, 
from the Manners of the Sarmatians, as related in the foregoing nnota- 
tion, particularly with Regard to their Religion and Warfare. Nor do we 
here find any Mention of the Waggons, which the Sarmatians made Ule 
of, inftead of Houfes and Tents. On the other Hand, their Dwellings, 
their Shields, and the Circumftance of their being good Foot-Soldiers, agree 
with the Vened, who are principally noted on thefe three Accounts, by 
Tacitus, and are thereby diftinguifhed from the Sarmatians, properly fo 


called.

Their Cruelty in War. 


5. We fee, by thefe Paflages from the Ancients, that the Sclavonians 
were no otherwife known. to the Romans, but by their Wars. But their 
Condué in War was very far from that Decency which civiliz’d Nations 
obferve even to their Enemies. Zacztus looks upon the Wars of the Ve- 
nedi, to be no better,.in general, than Ravaging and Murder, Procopzus, 
here and there, complains of the Cruelties of the Sc/avenz, in their Wars, 
e.g. p. $55. that they were, wont to,cut,Vhongs out of the Hides of 
their Prifoners. .Captuynque Afbadem tum quidem vivum fervarunt ; fed 
poftea conjedtum in flammas combufferunt, defectis prius lorts ex dorfi illus 
pelle. And likewile, p. 556. Obvies autem non enfé, non hafta, non alo quo- 
guam ufitato necis genere.conficiebant, fed depachis valide in terram fudibus 
preacutis, miferorum fedes multa vi impingebant, et infixas inter nates palo- 
rum cufpides adigentes ad ufque vifcera, illis vitam extorquebant. Preterea 
defofis humi lignts quatuor crafforibus, alligabant hi barbari eorum, quos ce- 
perant, manus ac pedes: deinde capita fuflibus affidue tundendo, veluti canes 
aut ferpentes, aliudve fereé genus, mattabant. Alios cum bobus et ovibus, 
quos in patriam abducere non poterant, in tugurta compactos, immifericordi 
ter truncabant. Ita Sclaveni illos, in quos incidebant, necare erant foliti.

The feveral Kingdoms, which were efablifbed by the Sclavonian Nations. 
heir Migrations to Germany. 


y. Tue Hiftory of the Sclaveni branches out, at Length, into many 
particular Kingdoms, which appear in fucceeding Times. We may reduce 
them, under the following Confiderations. Some of thefe People went 
into Germany, others eftablifh’d themfelves in I/rycum, and the Remainder 
preferved the Dominion, in Sermatia, “Of thofe who came to Germany, 


I thall only mention thofe Things which happened in the Time of the 
Merowingian Kings. 2. ACCORD- 






















Of the Sclavonian Notions. 


2. AccorpinG tothe Order of Time, I mutt firft take Notice of 
thofe Sclaveni, who gained a firm Footing onthe Confines of Pannonia 
and Noricum *, Mention is made of them, in the Hiftory of the Franks, 
fo early as the Time of King Dagobert. (XV. 4.) Their Pofterity fubfitt 
to this Day in Stiria, Carinthia and Carniola; which Trac of Land is 
therefore called the Wzndi/ch-Mark. 


Of the Sori and the BOHEMIANS. 


3. Tue Serdz or Serabi were likewile, fo early as the Times of Dago- 
bert, Neighbours of Thuringia; (XV. 5. n. 3.) perhaps they were the 
fame Wenden, of whom Mention is made under his Son Szegebert. (Ibid. 


§. 8.) 


4. A PARTICULAR Colony entered the Diftrict of Byjobemum, and 
thence took the Name of Bobemians. Of this, there isa remarkable Paflage 
in Conftantinus Porphyrogenitus, Them. P. I. c. 32. from whence we may 
conclude, that the Bohemians belong to the Race of the Sorhi: Sciendum 
eft, Servios oriundos effe a Serviis non baptizatis, qui etiam albt cognominan- 
tur, et ultertora Turcie incolunt, in loco ab illis Boict nuncupato, cui fint- 
tima Francia eft, uti et magna Chrobatia baptif/mi expers, que etiam alba 
cognominatur. Lllic igitur initio Servit hit habitabant etc. The Bobemian 
Hiftory itfelf gives us no Light into it, except that Tradition boafts of a 
certain Czechus, who was the Leader of this Colony. 


5. Tue Wenden who dwelt in Germany, between the Ea/-Sea and the 
EJ, will appear in the Sequel, under the Name of dotrites, Vilzi, &c.. 


Kingdoms of Sclavonian Nations, z# Ilyricum. 


1, Amone the Sclavonians, who founded particular Kingdoms, in the 
Provinces. of yricum, the Bulgari, Chrobati and Serviz, are particularly 
noted, 


BuLGARIA and VLACHIA. 


2. Tue Bulgari were already known, in the Reign of Anafafus, and 
are faid to have carried. their Name with them from the River Wolea... In 

* Or the Sarmatians who, according to Sornzandes, immediately after Attila’s Death, fettled in 
L;ritum, ad caftrum Martenam, fee X. 7-2. 6. 
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Time, they founded a mighty Kingdom on both Sides the Danube. On 

one Side, it comprehended a good Part of Dacia, and of the Country of 

the Gere; and, on the other, the Province of Myfia *. The Name of 
Bulgaria'‘now remains only. by the latter. The former is called Wa/Jachia, 

and is'divided into two Parts, one of which preferves that Name, and the 
other bears the Name of Moldavia, from the River Moldau, on the Con- 
fines of it. From hence it comes, that the Sc/avontan Language has fpread 
itfelf over all this Country. But the ancient Inhabitants, who went by the 
Name of Viabi, fpeak a Sort of Latin, fuch as was formerly in Ufe in 
the Roman Provinces; and, indeed; they boaft of being of Roman Extrac- 
tion +. This is a ftrange Revolution.of the Roman Tongue, to be entirely 
loft, in the Provinces of I/yricum, which were fo long fubject to the Ro- 
man Empire; and, on the contrary, to be preferved on the other Side of 
the Danube.

3. Tux Chrobati got a firm Footing in Dalmatia, in the Time of the 
Emperor Heraclius ; and, by his Perfuafion, embraced the Chriftian Faith. 
ConsTANT. PorpuyroGenitus Them. Il. cap. 31. Chrobati, qui Dal- 
matie partes nunc inbabitant, a Chrobatis, baptifmi enpertibus, qui et albi 
appellantur, originem ducunt, qui fane ultra Turciam, prope Franciam inco- 
lunt, et Sclavis contermini funt, non baptizatis Serviis : Atque hi ipfi Chro- 
bati ad Romanorum Imperatorem Herachum ¥, confugerant, antequam Ser- 
vit confugiffent ad eundem. Pulfis vero Romanis illis ab Abaribus tempore 
ejufdem Romanorum Imperatoris Heracli, defolata eorum regio jacuit. Qua- 
_propter juffu bujus Imperatoris idem Chrobati, armis arreptis, Abares ex il- 
lis locis expulerunt, et in ipforum terra, quam etiam hodie tenent, fedes collo- 
carunt. Herachufque Imperator Roma per legatum facerdotibus accerfitis, 
conftitutoque ex ipfis Archiepifcopo, Epifcopo, Prefbyteris et Diaconis, Chro- 
batos baptizavit.

4. By them, the Kingdom of Croatia was founded ; and to them like- 
wile is attributed, that which is, in particular, called Sc/avonia, which ex- 
tends itfelf between the two Rivers, Savus and Dravus. 


Of the Servi. Part of them are admitted into Dalmatia. 


5. Tue Servi are by fo much the more memorable, among the Sc/a- 
vonians, becaufe, as well the Sordz and Bohemians in Germany, as the Ser- 
vil, in Dalmatia, are defcended from them. But whether thefe be 
fame Serbi, which Pliny and Ptolemy place in Sarmatia Afatica, or 
whence this Name otherways arofe, is hitherto an Uncertainty. A Body 
of thefe Servzz likewife applied Bhemnielves to the Emperor Herachus, 
who gave up to them certain Diftri€ts in ancient .Da/matia, which had 
been laid wafte by the 4bar7, and prevailed on them to embrace the Chrif- 
tian Faith *.

They there founded the Kingdoms of Servia, Rama, Bofnia aud Rafcia. 


Tue. Serviz, at firit, acknowledged the Supremacy of the Grecian Em- 
pire; but, in Time, their Princes fhook off the Yoke, and divided, in 
different Manners, Some, in particular, kept up the Title of Serwza, others 
called themfelves Kings of Bofuia and Rama. ‘The Eaffern Part of Ser- 
via remained longeft under. the Dominion of the Grecian Emperors ; 
but, at Length, likewife took the Form of a pasate Kingdom, by the 
Name of Raféza, from the River Rafca, which flows thro’ it +-.

Porphyrog, 
Them. p. 88. Pofmodum vero cum fere tota Dalmatia occupata effet a Sla- 
vis, in Sclavoniam, five Croatiam, Serviam, et ipfam Dalmatiam diftincta 
fuit: pofterioribus autem temporibus Servia in Ramam, Rafciam, Bofnam, 
iplamque Serviam divifa fuit, que fingule, diverfis tamen temporibus, regio 
nomine decorate fuerunt.

Eiistory will, indeed, in the Sequel, by Degrees, make us more and 
more acquainted with thofe Nations, who preferved their Liberty and Do- 
minion in Sarmatia. 1 mutt, however, juft mention them here, that we 
may at once have a View of every Branch of the Sc/evonian Race. 


ORIGINAL of the Pores. 


t. Tue beft Part of it is poffefled by the Poles. We cannot fo exactly 
determine, whence this Name arofe*, nor when it feparated from the com- 
mon Appellation of the Sclavomans. The firft Mention we find of it, is 
in Dithmarus, Bithop of Merfeburg, who wrote his Chronicle in the Reign 
of Emperor Henry, I, 


2. Weare at as little Certainty, when the Poles took Poffeffion of 
this Country, which was before inhabited, on both Sides of the J iftula, by 
various German Nations, efpecially of the Gothick and Suevian Races. 
The Polesand Bobemians have a Tradition, that two valiant Brothers, Lec- 
chus and Czecchus, were each of them at the Head of a new Colony, from 
which thefe two Nations were defcended. (XV. 4.) This Tradition can, 
indeed, be fupported by forne Conje@tures only. To which we muft add 
the Teftimony of Con/tantine Porphyrogenitus, of the Expedition of the 
Bobemians, mention’d above, p.609. num. 4. But that it happen’d before the

tind of the fixth Century, we may conclude, becaufe we find the Soréz 
and Venedi, in the’ Neighbourhood of the Branks, fo early as the Reign 
of Dagobert, I. Finally, it 1s not improbable, but that this Country, when 
the Sc/avonians firft came into it, was not yet fully abandoned by the Ger- 
man Inhabitants *. 


3. Tue firft Period of the Poli/h Hiftory is therefore, for want of An- 
cient Accounts, very obfcure. What Tradition has propagated, is become 
the more: precarious, as modern Authors have put every one their own 
Conftruétion upon it, as we find in the Accounts they give us of their 
Princes, Pia/tus, Cracus, Premiflaus, and Popielus. So likewile, in the 
ancient German Hiftorians, we find no Authentic Accounts of the Poles 
earlier than Miceflaus, 1. who lived in the Time of Oto, I. and, in the 
Year 965. married the Bohemian Princefs, Dombrowa, on which Occafion 
he embraced the Chri/tian Faith, 


4. Tue Manner the Poles have of wearing their Hair, is perhaps one 
of the moft ancient Tokens of their Origin. We find, fo early as the fifth 
Century, that fome Nations, who were comprehended under the Name of 
Scythians, had the very fame Cuftom +. 


Of what Extraétion the Lithuanians are to be reckoned 2 


Tuer Lithuanians ate likewife probably defcended from a Nation, 
which had long inhabited Sarmatia, but however, are not of Sclavonian 
Race; for the Lettian Language does not agree with that of the latter. On 
the other Hand, the Inhabitants of Lithuania and Samogithia had many 
Things in common, as well in their Manners as Language, with their 
Neighbours in Prujia and Livoniat. The Lithuanians can give us no 
Light, nor indeed do they know, whether to look for their Anceftors among 
the Heruli or the Alani §. They are at leaft, either of them, more proba-

ble, than to pretend, with Mrchalis,the moft ancient’of their Hiftorians, 

that they were a Colony from Italy *. He appeals, indeed, to the many 
Latin Words which are intermixed sith their Language ; but they may 
have come at thefe by fome other Means +. 


Of the Russt ans. 


6. Tue Rufians have likewife produced many feperate Nations, The 
Name of Raff or Roff, became firft known in the IX. Century. The By- 
zantine Hiftorians call them, in general, gentes Sythice; but Cedrenus, in 
particular, fays, that they avalon originally towards the .North of Moutit 
Tauris t. Aker they had extended themifelves on. the Pontus Euxinus, 
they feted this Sea, as much as the Gothick Nations had done before 
them. The Byzantine Hiftorians relate of them, that, as early as the 
Reign of En emperor Michael Balbus, about the Year 851. they came with 
a Fleet as far as Confiantinople §: But what Sort of a Fleet this was, we 
may judge from another Paflage of Cedrenus ||.

7,.We may. therefore conclude, even from thefe Afzgrations, that the 
Rufians are a dfferent Nation from the Roxol/anz, tho’ they, came into the 
fame Country, where the latter had before dwelt. They are, likewife, with 
Regard to their Original, to-be diftingnifhed from the Sclau7 ; and Conifan- 
tinus Porphyrogenitus, Them. Lib. IT. cap. 9. obferves the Difference be- 
tween their two Languages. Be that however’ as it will, the modern Ru/- 
fian Language is look’d upon to be a Diale@t of the Sclavonian: But this 
Affinity may have arifen, after they had fettled among the Sc/aven7, and 
the two Nations had frequent Wars with one another, concerning their 


Poffeffions. 


8. ConsTANTINUS PoRPHYROGENITUS, Joc. cif, gives us a circum- 
ftantial Account of the Nature of their Navigation on the Nie/ier and 
Pontus Euxinus, and obferves, at the fame Time, fomething of their Pa- 
gan Worthip. Hoc autem tran/iniffo loco ad 8. Gregorti infulam appellunt, 
ubi propter ingentem quercum facrificia obeunt, v1vente/que aves immolant ete,

9. Some of thefe Rujian Nations came, in procefs of Time, into Po- 
land and Lithuania. Others remained under the Dominion of their own 
Princes, who long refided at Krow, on the Nieper: But, in After-Times, 
they removed their Refidence to the City of Mu/cow, on the River of that 
Name; and the whole Kingdom, with the Nation itfelf, took their 
Name from thence. | 


10. I1sHALL leave it undetermined, whether this Name be derived 
from the Mo/chi,a Nation of whom the moft ancient Hiftorians and Geo- 
graphers make Mention. Herodotus takes Notice of them, Lid. LI. c. 94. 
among thofe Nations who were fubject to the Perfian Monarchy ; and, 
Lib. VIL cap..77. among thofe, who compofed the Army of Xerxes. 
Their Situation, as laid down by Szrado, agrees very well with this Suppo- 
fition *. Mount Caucafus, which borders the whole Diftrict, from the

Pontus Euninus to the Ca/pian Sea, divided the Mo/chi trom the Sarmati- 
ans. ‘The latter inhabited the Countries towards the North, and the for- 
mer towards the South, to Mount YZaurus. In this Diftrict, which was 
therefore called Mofchica, dwelt, in the Time of Strabo, the Colchi, Iberi, 


and Armenit *. 





11. Tue Mofchi were afterwards known in Europe, and in the Service 
of the Roman Emperors. Szdonius, in his Account of the Army which 
Majorianus \ed into Gaul, (X. 15) mentions, among other Northern Nati- 
ons, that were in it, likwife the Sarmatians and the Mo/chi: 


ee ke = age Sarmata, Mofchus

Caucafus, et Scythice potor Tanaiticus unde +. 


VII. 
Of the Sclavonian Language, and its feveral Dialeds. 


1. Tue Sclavonian Tongue, of which Procopius {peaks fo contemptibly, 
extended itfelf far and near, and, in many Provinces of I//yrzcum, even got 
the better of the Roman. Perhaps, it has no where remained in that Pu- 
rity in which it was originally fpoken. The Sc/avonian Nations difperied 
themfelves greatly, and borrowed many Words from other Nations, which, 
with the Difference of Pronunciation, formed as many Dialects as they 
confifted of Nations. Tho’ it is faid, that-in thofe Countries, which had 
the leaft Community with Foreigners, it hasbeen preferved the moft pure, 
as is boafted by fome of Bofniat, and by others.of the Countries on the 
Bory/fibenes §. The Sclavonian Nations, who fettled in L//yricum, mtroduc- 


ed their Language there ; and, by that Means, it made its Way even to the 
Turks. 7

2. In Germany, it has indeed chiefly remained, in vulgar Ufe, in Bobe- 
mia and Moravia. The Remains of the Vened:, in Lufatia, Stirta, Ca- 
rinthia and Carniola, have likewife preferved their Mother-Tongue. 


3. In Sarmatia itlelf, it has raifed itfelf to the higheft Pitch: But of 
all the Tongues, which are derived from the Sc/avonzan, the Poli/b has hi- 
therto been the moft cultivated: And this, with the Rujfan, which is {po- 
ken in the moft diftant Provinces of that Monarchy, have extended them- 
felves the farthetft, 


VUl. 


Of the Sclavonian Letters. 
Litere Cyrillitane, Glogolitice, etc. 


1. THe Sclavonian Language has its own Letters, of three different 
Kinds. One iscalled the Cyri/itan Character, from the Inventer of it, St. 
Cyrillus, who, with his Brother Methodius, converted the Moravians, and 
‘fome other Sc/avonian Nations. He introduced Divine Worfhip in their 
Language, and tranflated the Holy Scripture-into it, which obliged him 
previoully to reduce it to certain Letters, and it is plain, at firft View, 
that he borrowed them from the Greek. There was afterwards a {maller 
Charaéter introduced, which was more conyenient for common Ufe. This 
was called Glogoliticus, and was particularly in Efteem, in Da/matia, Car- 
niola, and Iftria. 


Whether St. Jerom was the Inventer of the Sclavonian Letters ? 


2. THe third Alphabet differs almoft wholly from the two former *, 
and is generally afcribed to St. ferom: And the common Tradition was, 
that this-famous Father, who was born at S¢tridon, in Iilyricum, tranflated 
the Bible into the Sc/avonian Tongue ; but this is as falfe -- as the Pretence 
on which it is grounded, that the Inhabitants of I//yricum {poke originally

4, Bur the dari, at leaft, fupported their haughty Propofition better 
than ‘Fu/ftin his Anfwer, They affifted the Longobards to deftroy the 
Kingdom of the Gepidz, and when the latter afterwards marched into 
Italy, they extended themfelves, in their Room, in Pannonia. (XIV. 4.) 
After this, they are frequently mentioned in the Hiftories of the Grecian 
Emperors, of the Franks, Longobards and Sclavi. 


5. TuHei1r Garb and Drefs was the fame with the other Huzns, except- 
ing that they breeded their Hair into feveral Treffes, which made'a very 
odd Figure. Hist. Miscetra Lib. XVI. ad A. 31. Juftiniani: Eodem 
anno ingreffa eft gens Byzantium inopinata corum, qui dicuntur Avares, et 
tota civitas cucurrit ad vifionem eorum, tanquam qui nufquam viderint bhu- 
jufmodi gentem..

THe Avari {tood their Ground in Pannonia, till Charlemaign vanquithed 
them in feveral Campaigns. After this, the Name of Hungarians became 
known. Some learned Men are of Opinion, that this Name is a Com- 
pound of Hunni Abari; but it is more Ancient, for Menander, p. 100. 
and 10g. mentions the Oxgori, and ‘fornandes the Ongari, which proba- 
bly is the fame Name, as Ungari or Hungari.

N the XXVI. Annotation, I treated of the Conftitution of the 
Kingdom of the W7-Goths, in Spain, and, on that Occafion, obfery- 
ed, that there were many Things to be found, in the ancient Spanifb 
Councils, which might be of Service, to give us a more exaét Knowledge 
of thefe Matters. A learned Spani/hb Canon, Ga/p. Cardillus V: iMalpandeus, 
has already difcufs’d this Matter, in his Commentarius rerum precipuarum, 
que in Conciliis Toletants continentur. As a Specimen, I will here fubjoin 
thofe Chapters, in which he has colle@ted fuch Paffages, as have Regard 
to the Kings of the 7i-Goths.

ad XVI. 19. 20, 


HE Negotiations between Gregory, III. and Charles Mattel, are 
remarkable, becaufe they contain the Grounds on which after- 
wards the Treaties with Pipin and Charlemaign were built. The 


latter enjoyed the teal Fruits of them, when he took upon him the Title 
of Roman Emperor. 


I. 


An Account thereof from the Chronicon FRepEGartt, 


Ir will be firft of all neceflary to fet the Accounts themfelves, whicl 
we have of this Treaty, in their proper Light. What we can take from 
Anaftafius and the Letters of Gregory, III. himéelf, I have already produced 
in their proper Place. A Franconian Hiftorian, the Continuator Fredega- 
rit, gives us, C. 110. another particular Circumftance: Fs tempore bis a 
Roma B. Papa Gregorius claves venerand: jepulert, cum vinculss §. Petrt, 
ef muneribus magnis et infinitis, legationem, (quod antea nullis auditis aut vi 

fis * temporibus fuit) memorato Principi deftinavit : eo pacto patrato, ut ad 
partes Imperatoris recederet, ef Romanum Confulatum prefato Principi Ca- 
rolo fanciret. F. Pagius obferves, ad A. 704. ”. 4. that the laft Words are 
not printed every where alike, and imagines, that they fhouldebe read: Eo 
pacto patrato, ut a parte Imperatoris recederet, et Romanum Confulatum pre- 
fato Principt Carole fanciret 4. The Annales Metenfes feem to confirm 
his Opinion, and likewife relate the Matter, in fuch Manner, as if the Ro-

We might 
likewife eafily difpenfe with not knowing the private Views of a Treaty, 
which never came toija total Conclufion: But as’ fo many. learned Men 
have endeavoured to raife different Conjectures from: this: Paflage, it is ne- 
ceflary, to enquire.into the Circumftances of the:Empire, the Longobards, 
and the City. of ‘Romeo When: we compare ‘thefe together, it does not 
feem, that the Romans had any Intentiomto:free‘themfelves from their Al- 
legiance to the Empire.

2, Tue Power and Credit of the Emperors, in' what remained of Irz-

tunity of the Troubles under Leo J/aurus, to exert themfelves: (XVI. 11. 
n. 2.) Neverthelefs, it was not their Intention to withdraw themfelves from 
the Roman Empire. Thofe who were the moft difaffeéted to Leo Vaurus, 
threatened to elect another Emperor, and to march with him towards the 
Eaft. Anaftafius lays: Cognita vero Imperatoris nequitia, omnis Italia con- 
filium init, ut fibi eligerent Imperatorem, et Conftantinopolin ducerent. Sed 
compefcuit tale confiium Pontifex, fperans converfionem Principis. XVI. 11.

Occafion of the War, which Luitprand waged with the Romans. 


3. Tue Arms of the Longobards were not level’d in particular againft 
the Roman Church. Lwuitprand himfelf was of their Communion, and 
difputed neither their Faith nor Difcipline. _His.Quarrel was with the 
Romans in general. Stephen, Duke of Rome, and the Chiefs of the Roman 
Militia, had given him as great Provocation to it as Gregory, III *. The 
four Cities, which he had taken, belonged to the Duchy of Rome. When 
afterwards Pope Zacchary appeafed the King, the Truce was likewife con- 
cluded with this Duchy. (X/J. 21.) 


State of the City of Rome, in particular. 


4. THE Pope treated indeed with Charles chiefly in his own Name ; 
but yet with the previous Knowledge of the Chiefsof the Roman People, 
and the Roman Miktia. Thefe Troops, at that Time, aflumed fo much 
Authority, that they, not long before, threatened to elect another Empe- 
ror, and to march with him againft Leo, to the Eaf, In the City of 
Rome, the Senat had likewife yet fome Eminence; Fwu/finian allows it 
them, in the Sanétio Pragmatica, which he iffued after the Deftru@tion of 
the Gorhick Empire. (XU. 27. n. 4 +.) But fuch were the Circumftances 
ef the Times now, that all Ranks of Men were allowed to do what they 
could to oppofe the Longobards. 'That the Senat, in particular, exerted 
their Authority, we may conclude, becaufe, foon afterwards, King Pipin 
addreffed his Letter to the Senat and People of Rome f.

5. Ir we willlikewife follow the common Tradition, that the Romans 
then offered Charles Martell the Patriciat, this Title itfelf isan Evidence, 
that they had no Intention to withdraw their Allegiance from the Em- 
pire; but rather refolved, with Regard thereto, to proceed with Caution. 
The Patriciat wasa Dignity of the Roman Empire, which the Empe- 
rors ufed to beftow, and which till then the Exarchs and Duces were gene- 
rally invefted with. The Romans fought a Protection, to fecure them, 
under the Sovereignty of the Emperor, againft the Longobards; and that 
they of themfelves fought him, might be excufable from the Circum- 
{tances of the Times. 


IV. 


The City of Rome, and the Reft of Italy, remain alfo afterwards under the 
Grecian Emperors. 


Anp whatever Gregory, III. may have had in View, certain it is, that 
Rome did not then withdraw their Allegiance from the Empire. His Suc- 
ceffor, Zacchary, joined with the Exarch, at Ravenna, to reftore the State 
of Italy, and mediated a Peace between the Emperor and King Luztfrand. 
(XVT. 28.) He kept his Apocrifarius at Conftantinople, and the Emperor 
Conftantine made him a Prefent of certain Eftates in Italy, which yet be- 
longed to the Imperial Chamber. (Jéid. 29.) He dated his Briefs accord- 
ing to the Years of the Emperour’s Reign; and tho’ the Court differ’d in 
Opinion, from the Roman Church, with Regard to the Adoration of Ima- 
ges, the Pope was contented with making reiterated Remonftrances 
againft it *, without coming toa Rupture. 


V. 
Of the Nature of the Patriciat, in the Roman Empire. 


Anp asthe Title of Paétriczus is fo eminent in the Hiftories of Pzpin 
and Charlemaign,, it may be worthy our Enquiry, what was the real Sig- 
nification of it. The Patriciat, in itfelf, was not fo much an Office, or 
Kind of Public Employ +f, as the Exarchatus, Ducatus, and other Offi-

ces of the Empire were, as’ rather a peculiar Dignity in the Empire, 
which had likewife its proper Infgnia *.”’ Conftantine, the Great, in par- 
ticular, placed it in high Efteem: And, after this, Perfons of the greatett 
Diftinction, when’ they had enjoyed the Offices of Conjuls and Preefecti 
Pretorit, or other the principal’ Potts of the ‘Empire, were honoured 
with it --. Even feveral Kings'of ‘Foreign Nations ‘have accepted 6f ‘it. 
Odoacer {ued for this Title from “the Emperor Zeno, (X. 37) that he 
might rule, with the better Pace, in Rome and’ Italy. - When this Empe- 
ror afterwards encouraged Theoderic, King of the O/tro-Gorhs, to march in- 
to Italy, he nominated him Patricius. (XI. 3.) Even Clovis accepted of 
this Dignity from Anaflafius. (XI. 14.) But after the Popes’eonferred the 
Title of Patricius on King Pzpin and his Sons, it may have received a 
new and particular Signification, From this Time, we might agree with 
Peter de Marca, and Pagius, that the Patricii were the ProteGtors of the 
Roman Church, and, at the fame Time,;shad the Temporal Jurifdition 
in Rome.

Whether Charles Martell actually’ accepted of - the Patriciat? 


Pacrus affirms, ad An.740. n. 8. that Charles Martelf isa&ually to be 
looked upon as;a|Patricius Romanus. He appeals-eyen tothe Teftimo- 
nies of Charlemaign, and Ludovicus Pius, The firft\fays;-in the Partition 
of the Empire among his Sons, which was made, Atin,.806,.

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XXXV. ANNOTATION. — 


Of the Duchy of Bavaria, under the Kings of 
the Franks, of the firft Race. 


HE Hiftory of the Kingdom of the Franks leads us, at the fame 

Time, to the particular Hiftories of the other German Nations, 
which belonged to the Kingdom of the Franks, viz. the Bavarians and 
Swabians, Frifians and Thuringians. ‘Thefe Nations were under the Do- 
minion of the Franks; but, in fuch Manner, that they always preferved 
their own Conftitution, Asa Specimen, I fhall juft mention the Duchies 
of Bavaria and Swabia. 


Whether the Bavarians are defcended from the Boji? 


1. Tue firft Mention we find of the Name of Bojoarii * isin Sor- 
nandes. 


2. Bur whether thefe Byjoarit were the Defcendants of the Boji, is 
not here a proper Place to enquire. As we have no evident Teftimony, 
it refts on Conjectures. Some learned Men have attempted to prove it ; 
however Valefius, T. IID. p. 4.59. seg. pretends to aver the contrary,

3. Ir 1s, likewife, juft as uncertain, when they came under the Domi« 
nion of the Franks. It is, however, moft probable, that it was in the 
Time of Zheodoric, 1. King of Auffrafia. (XII, 42.) Pagius fixes the Be- 
ginning of this Duchy, inthe Year 556.

4. Tue Dukes of Bavaria were powerful Princes, and ruled over the 
Nation in almoft an abfolute Manner. They acknowledged the Supre~ 
macy of the Kings of the Franks, and were chofen by the Nation; but 
were fometimes alfo put in by the Kings of the Franks *; tho’ always of 
the Family of the Agzlonfingi +. Next to the Dukes were the Counts, 
whofe FunCtion was particularly over the Courts of Judicature t, under 
the Superiority of the Dukes§. ‘The Bavarians had likewife their own 
Laws. (XJI. 42.) 

5. As tothe Confines of their Territories, Paulus fuppofes Noricum 
to have belonged to them ; Lib, II. cap. 29. Noricorum provincia, quam 
Bajoartorum populus inbabitabat, habet ab Oriente Pannoniam, ab Occidente 
Suaviam, a Meridie Italiam, ab Aguilonis vero parte Danubii fluenta. But 
they alfo poffefied a good Trad of Land on this Side the Danube, as, 
among others, we may- conclude, by the Difpofition of the Bifhopricks in 
Bavaria, as fettled by St. Boniface, at the Defire of Duke Odi (XVT. 18.) 

6. Bur as the Hiftory of the Franks itfelf is very obfcure, in this Pe- 
riod, it* reflects but a very weak Light on that of the Bavardans. Valefius, 
T. LT. p. 465. was the firft who placed the Succeffion of the Dukes of 
Bavaria, ona certain Foundation ; and Pagzus, ad An. 696. 2. 6 and feq. 
has farther confirmed his Computation. TI fhall here only name thefe 
Dukes in the fame Order, as they follow one another in the Courfe of the 


Hiftory itfelf.

Thefe had almoft the fame Pow- 
er, as the Kings had, in former Times, excepting that they acknowledged 
the Sovereignty of the Franks, in the fame Manner, as the Dukes of Ba- 
varia did. ‘This confifted chiefly in their being faithful and loyal to 
them, and ferving them intheir Wars. The/emanni themfelves preferved 
their ancient Cuftoms, whence arofe their particular Laws, which King 
Clotarius brought, in fome Meatfure, into Order. (XV. 2, 2. 2.) The mott 
happy Fruits of their Union with the Franks was, that, by Degrees, they 
were converted to the Chrifzan Faith.
